Ernest Walter Dibbell was born in Harrow, Middlesex in March 1877. Serving with the 1st Life Guards during the Boer War, he was 
taken prisoner at Sannah's Post, 31 March 1900 but was later released when Pretoria was taken. As a Saddle Staff Corporal, 1st Life 
Guards, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 15 August 1914. The unit, part of the 7th Cavalry Brigade, served in the 
retreat from Mons and the advance to the Aisne, capturing the village of Mont-des-Cats, 12 October 1914. Dibbell was discharged on 
26 January 1920. 

Only 20 'Belfast' clasps to the regiment. Two officers and 17 other ranks of the regiment were taken prisoner at Sannah's Post. With 
copied m.i.c. and notes.

Frederick John Smith was born near Aldershot. A Porter by occupation, he attested for the 2nd Life Guards at Regents Park Barracks on 
29 October 1889, aged 21 years, 1 month. With them he served in South Africa, December 1899-November 1900. Awarded the Long 
Service Medal per A.O.77 of 1908. He claimed his discharge, having given notice, on 4 July 1911. As a Chelsea Pensioner he died on 
3 February 1951. With copied service papers and roll extracts.

Henry James Harrison was born in Camberwell, Surrey. A Printer by occupation and a member of the 1st City of London Volunteer 
Artillery, he attested for the Dragoons of the Line at London on 21 November 1900, aged 19 years, 1 month. Posted to the 2nd 
Dragoon Guards, he served in South Africa, November 1901-March 1904. He transferred to the Royal Garrison Artillery in February 
1904; transferred to the Reserve in November 1908 and was discharged on 20 November 1912. With the onset of the Great War, 
Harrison enlisted into the A.S.C. and served as a Warrant Officer Class and was employed on conducting duties in the Egypt theatre of 
war during 1914-1915. With copied service papers, roll extracts and m.i.c.

1905. Transferred to the Army Reserve in February 1905, he was discharged having completed his service in August 1911. With copied 
service papers and roll extracts.

Employed as a Labourer and a member of the 1st Cheshire Royal Engineers, he attested 
for the Dragoons at Birkenhead on 1st March 1899, aged 18 years, 8 months. Posted to the 3rd Dragoon Guards, he served in South 
Africa, January 1901-August 1904, before transferring to the Army Reserve in March 1907. He was discharged having completed his 
service on 28 February 1911. With copied service papers and notes.

Charles Symes was born in Cardiff. A Coach Builder by occupation, he attested for the 5th Dragoon Guards at London on 31 October 
1892, aged 19 years, 2 months. With the regiment he served in India, March 1894-October 1899 and South Africa, October 1899- 
August 1902. Posted to the 7th Dragoon Guards in March 1902. Transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1903 and discharged in 
October 1904. With copied service papers and roll extracts.

A Groom by occupation and a member of the 4th Battalion Middlesex Regiment, he 
attested for the 5th Dragoon Guards at Hounslow on 19 July 1888. With them he served in India, March 1894-February 1896, after 
which he transferred to the Army Reserve. Recalled to the Colours in November 1899, he served in South Africa, December 1899-July 
1901 - served in the 5th Dragoon Guards and Bethune's Mounted Infantry. Discharged having completed his service in July 1901. With 
copied service papers and roll extracts. Not entitled to the clasps Tugela Heights' and 'Relief of Ladysmith'.

South Africa, November 1899-December 1901. Discharged on 5 November 1903 as medically unfit for further service. With copied 
service papers.

Joseph Winter was born in Crandall, Farnham, Hampshire. A Labourer by occupation, he attested for the Corps of Dragoons of the Line 
at Aldershot on 15 February 1895, aged 19 years, 4 months. Posted to the Royal Scots Greys, he served in South Africa, November 
1899-August 1900 and again from October 1900 to January 1903. Transferred to the Army Reserve in February 1903 and discharged 
on 12 February 1907. With copied service papers and roll extracts. The K.S.A. roll, dated Steenbosch, 9 March 1903, lists him as being 
invalided.

This latter also lists 
him as serving in the 2nd Dragoon Guards. Also copied details of the action at Uitval Nek (Zilikat's Nek).

Arthur Davenport was born in Ashley, Knutsford, Cheshire. A Game Keeper by occupation and a member of the 3rd Volunteer 
Battalion Cheshire Regiment, he attested for short service in the Corps of Hussars of the Line at Manchester on 23 October 1900, aged 
21 years, 7 months. With the 3rd Hussars he served in India, October-December 1901; South Africa, December 1901-October 1902; 
India, October 1902-December 1907; South Africa, December 1907-December 1908. Transferred to the Army Reserve in January 
1909, he was discharged on 22 October 1912. With copied roll extracts.

William Devine was born in Killeshandra, Co. Cavan, Ireland. A Barman by occupation, he attested for the 9th Lancers at Liverpool on 
6 June 1890, aged 18 years, 3 months. He served with the unit in South Africa, August 1896-March 1898 and was then transferred to 
the Army Reserve. Devine was recalled to the Army in November 1899 and served in the Boer War, February 1900-May 1901 and was 
discharged having completed his service on 10 July 1902. With copied service papers and roll extracts. 
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25 Queen's South Africa 1899-1902, 5 clasps, Natal, Belmont, Modder River, Relief of Kimberley, Orange Free State (3865 
Pte. E. R. Walker, 9th Lancers) clasps mounted in that order, good very fine £220-260 

Edward Walker, a former Warehouseman, enlisted at London on 17 September 1895. With the 9th Lancers he served in South Africa, 
August 1896-ApriI 1898; India, April 1 898-October 1899 and South Africa, October 1899-July 1900. Private Edward Walker, 9th 
Lancers was discharged at Netly on 21 August 1900 being found medically unfit - suffering from valvular disease of the heart. Having 
suffered rheumatism in March 1900 following the severe exposure during the march in the relief of Kimberley, he went into Kimberley 
Hospital, transferring to Bloemfontein Hospital where his more serious condition was discovered. He was pensioned on his discharge 
from the army. Latterly employed as a Nursery Gardener, he died in Gosport on 24 October 1949.

Transferring to the 9th Lancers in December 1896, he served in India, September 1897-October 1899 
and in South Africa, October 1899-September 1902. For the latter service he was awarded the Queen's medal with clasps for 
'Belmont', 'Modder River', 'Johannesburg', 'Diamond Hill', and 'Orange Free State', in addition to his King's medal. Sneyd served in 
the Army Reserve, September 1902-June 1907. With copied service papers and roll extracts.

Recalled to the Colours in November 1899, he served in South Africa, 
November 1899-July 1900 and January 1901-July 1902, for which he was awarded the Queen's and King's medals, each with two 
clasps. With copied service notes.

Albert Cullingham was born near Sevenoaks, Kent. A Brickmaker by occupation and a member of the 3rd Royal West Kent Regiment 
(Militia), he attested for the 20th Hussars at Maidstone on 9 December 1886, aged 18 years, 2 months. With the regiment he served in 
Egypt, September 1888-November 1890. Transferred to the Army Reserve in December 1893, he was recalled to active service in 
February 1901. Posted to the 10th Hussars, he served in South Africa, April 1901-July 1902. Cullingham was discharged on 8 
December 1902. With copied service papers.

1900 and February-March 1900. His 7 months sentence for his last absence was remitted when his regiment was posted to South Africa 
where he served, May 1900-September 1902. Courcy was discharged as medically unfit on 9 February 1903. 

With copied service papers and roll extract which shows service on attachment with the 6th (Inniski11ing) Dragoons. Also awarded the 
King's medal with two clasps.

He transferred to the 10th Hussars in March 1901 and served with them in South 
Africa, November 1901-September 1902 and in India, September 1902-December 1908. Transferred to the Army Reserve in December 
1908, he was discharged having completed his service on 26 December 1912.

A Groom by occupation, he attested for the 10th Hussars at London on 7 March 1892, 
aged 19 years. After service at home he was transferred to the Army Reserve in March 1899 but was recalled in October and served 
with the 10th Hussars in South Africa, November 1899-July 1902. After being transferred to the Reserve once more in April 1903 he 
was discharged having completed his service on 6 March 1904. 

With copied service papers and roll extracts - additionally awarded the King's medal with two clasps.

A Labourer by occupation, he attested for the 20th Hussars at 
Southampton on 21 October 1890, aged 18 years, 1 month. With the regiment he served in India, September 1895-October 1898. 
Transferred to the Army Reserve in November 1898, he was recalled to the colours in December 1899 and posted to the 10th Hussars. 
With them he served in South Africa, March 1900-October 1901. He was discharged having completed his service on 20 October 
1902. With copied service papers. 


41 Queen's South Africa 1899-1902, 4 clasps, Cape Colony, Transvaal, South Africa 1901, South Africa 1902 (4771 Pte. W. 
C. Rabbits, 10th Hussars) edge bruising , fine £80-100 

William Charles Rabbitts (as spelt on service papers) was born in Cowes, Isle of Wight. A Steward by occupation and a member of the 
1st Hants Volunteer Artillery, he attested for short service in the Hussars of the Line at Southampton, 26 June 1900. Posted to the 10th 
Hussars, he served in South Africa, June 1901-February 1902. He was accidentally wounded at Clanwilliam, 5 December 1901, when 
he shot himself in the left foot. Nonetheless, he was able to continue his military career and served with the regiment in India, January 
1903-October 1905. Rabbitts then returned home to serve with the 1 8th Hussars until transferred to the Army Reserve in June 1908. He 
was discharged having completed his period of service on 25 June 1912.

Commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Battalion Royal Lancaster Regiment 
on 10 September 1914, he was quickly advanced to Lieutenant and then Captain in December the same year. Sailing aboard the S.S. 
Queen, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war with the battalion on 1 7 July 1915. He was wounded by shrapnel in the left leg at 
La Boiselle (the Somme) on 7 July 1916 and was invalided to England and mentioned in despatches. He was then seriously wounded in 
action, leading 'A' Company in a raid at Bois Quarante, 5 June 191 7, just prior to the battle of Messines. Was recommended for a D.S. 
O. but was not awarded. Because of his wound he was discharged and was awarded the Silver War Badge. Post-war he lived at 
Birkdale, Southport. 

In W.W.2 he was listed as a Lieutenant in the National Defence Companies and with the Queen's Regiment (T.A.). He is recorded as 
having been stationed in Plymouth at the time of their most devastating air raid during December 1940. He retired and was employed 
as an Assistant Officer in the Records Office, Anti-Aircraft Branch, Royal Regiment of Artillery from June 1941. Post-war he lived at 
Roehampton and was Secretary of the Royal Wimbledon Golf Club. He died on 5 January 1979.

He was a bombing sergeant, and his officer, writing to Sergeant Haith's sister of the tragic occurrence, says: "We 
were in action on the morning of the third, when we took another portion of trench. He came through the attack untouched, and it was 
not until late on Monday that he was hit in the thigh by a piece of shrapnel. He was one of my brightest and most cheerful men, and 
everyone in the company mourns his loss. His leave was due this week, and that makes it all the more hard." Sergeant Haith, who was 
only twenty-two years of age, was a member of the Grosvenor Street Wesleyan Chapel. He has a brother serving in one of the 
Manchester City battalions.'

William Gardner was born in Lancaster; educated at St. Mary's School on the 
Quay and worked at Lune Mills. He served in the Boer War with the 1st 
Volunteer Battalion Royal Lancaster Regiment and earned the Queen's medal 
with five clasps; later he was awarded the Territorial Force Efficiency Medal. In 
October 1914, Gardner was amongst those who enlisted at Lancaster for the 8th 
(Service) Battalion Royal Lancaster Regiment. The unit sailed for Boulogne on 
27/28 September 1915 and had its baptism of fire at Ploegstreet. The battalion 
then moved to St. Eloi and earned its first battle honour at The Bluff on 2-4 March 
1916. In this action Serjeant Gardner was wounded in the right shoulder, after 
which he was invalided to the 3rd Battalion at Plymouth. For his bravery in 
action, he was awarded the Military Medal.

David Griffiths, who was born in Birkenhead in March 1953, was serving on his second operational tour in 'B' Company, 3rd Battalion, 
Royal Green Jackets, when murdered by an I.R.A. gunman in the Falls Road area of Belfast on 30 August 1972. He was 20 years of age, 
single and from Speke, Liverpool. 

I.R.A. terrorists had the night previously 'made prisoner 1 the occupants of a house located on the comer of Clonards Street, in the 
catholic Falls Road. Then, under cover of darkness the terrorists carefully removed the mortar from surrounding a single brick below the 
front window of the house, which overlooked the street - then equally carefully they replaced the brick into its original position. 

In the early morning of 30 August 1972 a foot patrol of 'B' Company, 3rd Royal Green jackets, commanded by 2nd Lieutenant A. 
Kinnear, moved slowly down the street, the soldiers keenly but nervously alert. The practice of the patrol was to move forward in a 
leap-frogging manner with the first section of the patrol taking up a stationary position to cover the second section of the patrol as it 
moved quickly forward. The second section then took up a similar position to cover the advance of the first section. Rifleman Griffiths 
moved quickly forward from his covering position to take up a kneeling position in front of the window of the house on the comer of 
Clonards Street, which unbeknown to him, was occupied by the I.R.A. gunmen. The previously loosened brick was silently removed 
and, edging his rifle quietly through the gap, the terrorist gunman shot Rifleman Griffiths in the back at point-blank range. Although 
wearing body armour in the form of a flak-jacket the range was too close for the jacket to protect him adequately - he was mortally 
wounded and died a few minutes later. In the confusion, the murderers made good their escape via the back door of the house, through 
the narrow back streets of The Falls, until they merged into the safety of the residents of the area, sympathetic to their cause. Only 24 
hours previously, Corporal Morrill of 'A' Company, 3rd Green Jackets, had been killed in the same area whilst searching a terrorist 
suspect. 

Griffiths was buried with full military honours at Allerton Cemetery, his coffin being borne on a gun-carriage and the service attended 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Robin Evelegh, 3rd Royal Green Jackets, and Griffiths' platoon commander, 2nd Lieutenant Andrew Kinnear; 
sold with a poignant hand written letter from a fellow Green Jacket who was charged with the removal of Griffiths' body to the 
mortuary - on collecting his private possessions for return to his family, the tip of the round that killed him was found inside of his flak 
jacket.

Shipwright Henry Mann took part in the sledging expedition on the sledge 
Challenger, under Lieutenant Pelham Aldrich, R.N. During the expedition Mann 
became unfit to march and was left behind in a tent to look after the gear, whilst 
the others went on. The expedition suffered badly from scurvy and the return 
journey was slowed by sickness and fatigue. Aldrich noted in his journal 'adter 
lunch, the Sergeant and Mann both gave in, leaving five of us to drsg ropes, Ayles 
and I becoming permanent leading men'. And later, 'it will be observed that it is 
the blue jackets who hang out - the Marine, Shipwright and Blacksmith being 
disabled'. 

It was on 30 May that Mann became ill and exhausted and by the finish of this 
expedition on 1 7 June, he, along with the other injured were being referred to as 
'the invalids'. 


Mann's medal was sent on 14 May 1877. Sold with a photocopied wedding 
photo dated July 31st 1902, showing 'Great Grandad Mann, Shipwright "Alert" 
looks very distinguished'.

The party was made up of surveyor, geologist, 
radio operator and medical officer. From March until October we were stationed 
at Horseshoe Island and our main jobs were geological and topographical survey 
in the surrounding fjords. From October until March 1961 our base was at 
Stonington Island. Most of this period was spent sledging in untravelled country 
on the mainland to the south-east of Stonington.' 

Davies subsequently worked overseas in such areas as the Sudan, Zaire and 
Zambia. He qualified MB, ChB, St Andrews, 1958; MD, St Andrews, 1963; and 
PhD, Birmingham, 1976. He was the author of various books and papers on 
triticular physiology. Note that both London Gazette and medal give incorrect 
spelling of his first name.

'The committee of Lloyd's have decided to bestow the bronze medal of the Society of Lloyd's upon Chief Officer Frank Albert 
Crossland and Able Seamen David Grant, Peter Bruce, and George Mitchell, of the British steamship Stag, as an acknowledgement of 
their extraordinary exertions in contributing to the saving of life on the occasion of the loss of the United States schooner, Eunity R. 
Dyer, on March 1 last. The Eunity R. Dyer was disabled in a gale, and, as heavy seas were running at the time, the crew were rescued 
at great risk by the above seamen in a boat from the steamship Stag, the American vessel being abandoned in a sinking condition.' (Ref. 
The Times, 25 August 1896). 

The above seamen, of the S.S. Stag, of South Shields, were additionally awarded the U.S.A. Presidential Lifesaving Medal in gold for 
their bravery and exertions in the rescue of the crew of the Eunity R. Dyer.

A 'Daily Herald' Order of Industrial Heroism awarded to Joseph Sloss, 
a Liverpool Docker, for bravely assisting in extinguishing a fire that 
was at risk of causing a massive explosion in the City 

'Daily Herald' Order of Industrial Heroism (To Joseph Sloss Sept. 30th 
1923) with brooch bar, extremely fine £500-600 

Joseph Sloss, a Docker, of Aigburth, Liverpool was presented with the 'Daily 
Herald' Order of Industrial Heroism at Liverpool Stadium on 30 September 1923. 

Citation: 'Four dockers were on duty on the bank of the Mersey when a steam 
crane collapsed. The boiler fires fell under some railway wagons laden with 120 
tons of picric acid. Instead of rushing away to save themselves, Joseph Sloss, 
Michael Lavan, Joshua Bamber and Thomas Pinnington went right into the heart 
of the danger zone and extinguished the flames just in time. Had they not done 
so, the resulting explosion must have caused vast loss of life and property.' 

The men were additionally awarded a small sum of money from the Mersey 
Dock and Harbour Board. A London Evening newspaper remarking: 

'The Mersey Dock and Harbour Board yesterday voted the sum of £1 7 to the 
four; as a recognition of saving the city, the docks, the shipping, and about a 
million people from being blown to smithereens!' 

The medals to Sloss and his comrades were the first awards of the Order of 
Industrial Heroism made by The Daily Herald.

James Dale was awarded a privately produced Lifesaving Medal for his part in the rescue of the crew of the Rose of Ipswich on 30 
March 1901. On that day the Harwich steam lifeboat, the City of Glasgow, received a message from Felixstowe, that a gale was 
blowing from the south accompanied by heavy sea and that a schooner was aground on the St. Andrew's Bank and flying signals of 
distress. The lifeboat left her moorings at 9.10am and found the stranded schooner, which was bound for Ipswich, laden with granite 
from Guernsey. Seeing that the ship would inevitably become a wreck, the crew of four were, with difficulty, taken into the lifeboat and 
safely landed at about 11.45am.

Great Escape Interest: 'Sagan', Official Report by The War Crimes Investigation Unit in 1946 Into The Shooting of 
Fifty RAF Officers, 86p, plus appendices and map, 34.5cm, original paper covered boards, bolt fasteners. Interior bright, 
typescript, black and white photographs tipped in, folding map at rear. Scattered ink notations. A copy of the report 
submitted to the Judge Advocate General in 1946 regarding the escape of 76 Allied air officers during the night of 24-25 
March, 1944, from Stalag Luft-lll, very good condition and rare £400-600 


Of the 76 Allied airforce officers who escaped, 50 were recaptured and executed by German camp commandants and the German 
secret police on orders from Hitler. After news of the executions came to light in Britain, postwar investigations were made by the 
police arm of the Royal Air Force to apprehend a list of over 30 suspects for interrogation and possible trials. This report includes 
photographs of the Sagan Memorial, a list of the executed airmen and transcripts of witness testimony. Two copies of the report are 
held in the British National Archives, a total of 18 were produced for members of the JAG, Wing-Commander Wilfred Bowes of the 
investigative team and other members of the inquiry. 

A total of 18 surviving members of the German Luftwaffe, Army and SS were tried specifically for crimes related to the executions at 
Sagan, of those, 13 were sentenced to death and executed in 1948. 

The escape provided the story line for Steve McQueen's film "The Great Escape", and has been the subject of several films and 
documentaries since.

Archibald Riddle was born in the Parish of Newfoundland, Lanark, and enlisted 
into the 97th Foot on 8 July 1794. He transferred to the 42nd Foot on 25 
November 1795 and saw service in the Egyptian campaign of 1801, and in the 
Peninsula at the battles of Corunna and Salamanca. He was discharged to 
pension at Aberdeen on 24 September 1814, in consequence of a visceral 
affection. Sold with research including copied discharge and pension papers.

He served in Captain & Lieutenant-Colonel 
John Campbell's Company at Waterloo and was wounded in the knee at Quatre 
Bras. He was discharged to Chelsea pension at Edinburgh on 11 May 1816, in 
consequence of 'wound in the knee and stiff joint received in action with the 
enemy on the sixteenth day of June 1815 (Quatre Bras).' He died at the Royal 
Hospital Chelsea on 17 November 1860. Sold with research including copied 
discharge papers.

Waterloo 

Military General Service 1793-1814, 5 clasps, Pyrenees, Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, Toulouse (Jas. Gosnell, 42nd Foot.); 
Waterloo 1815 (James Gosnell, 42nd or R.H. Reg. Infantry) fitted with replacement silver bar suspension; 42nd Foot 
Medal 1819, silver (Js. Gosnell) edge bruising and contact marks , otherwise nearly very fine or better (3) £3000-3500 

James Gosnell was born in the Parish of Dures, County Cork, and enlisted into the 42nd Foot, a volunteer from the South Cork Militia, 
at Limerick on 14 May 1811, aged 25 years, a Shoemaker by trade. Fie served with the 42nd Foot in the Peninsula and at Waterloo, 
and was discharged on 24 August 1821, on reduction of the regiment. His discharge papers state that he 'was severely wounded in the 
side at Toulouse - also received a [wound] from a lance in the right leg at Waterloo and has been frequently in hospital at Clonmel with 
pulmonic complaints/ These papers bear the stamp 'Royal Kilmainham Hospital 12 Sep 21 

Gosnell re-enlisted at Naas, County Kildare, into the First Royal Regiment of Veterans on 25 December 1821, now giving his place of 
birth as the Parish of Abbeswedy, Cork, and served in that regiment until its disbandment on on 8 April 1826.

Waterloo 1815 (J. L. Bayley, 2nd Batt. 73rd Reg. Foot) fitted with steel

John L. Bayley enlisted into the 73rd Foot on 12 November 1813 and served in 
No. 4 Company at Waterloo. His Company Commander Captain J. M. Kennedy 
was killed in action on 18 June. Bayley was discharged on 3 May 181 7.

Waterloo 1815 (Lieut. Thomas Reynolds, 2nd Batt. 73rd Reg. Foot.) fitted with original steel clip and ring suspension, 
file marks over '2nd', otherwise nearly very fine £8000-10000 

Thomas Matthew Reynolds was born at Great Baddow, Essex, on 16 March 1794, and was appointed an Ensign in the 73rd Foot, 
without purchase, on 20 February 1812. He received his commission through the interest of General William Wynard, who had been 
acquainted with Reynolds' father, a former Lieutenant-Colonel in the Quarter-Master-General's office who had been obliged to quit the 
army following a deterioration in his mental health, having been placed in the care of Doctor Willis, the physician who attended King 
George the Third during his relapses into insanity. His wife was consequently left in much reduced circumstances with the expense of 
bringing up a family of six children, of whom Thomas was the eldest son. He had been attending a military academy at Marlow, from 
which his mother had been obliged to remove him, the expense proving too much for her limited resources. Fortunately he was by now 
seventeen years of age and eligible for a commission, which was procured for him through the good offices of General Wynard, and 
Colonel Torrens at Horse Guards. 

Reynolds served in the campaigns of 1813-14 in Germany and the Netherlands, including the action at Ghorde, in Hanover, under 
General Count Walmoden, the attack upon the village of Merxem, and the defence of Fort Frederick against the French fleet, under 
Lieutenant-General Sir Thomas Graham. He was promoted Lieutenant, without purchase, on 10 March 1814. 

In the absence of Captain Richard Drew, Reynolds commanded No. 8 (Light) Company at Quatre Bras and Waterloo where he was 
severely wounded by grape-shot in the left thigh. 'His Lieutenant, Reynolds, was a good little fellow; but was very unfortunate. If there 
was a shot fired at all, he was sure to get hit; while some men pass through so many fights without receiving a scratch.' (Recollections 
of Military Service, Thomas Morris, London 1845, refers). 

In 1818 Reynolds served with the 1 st Battalion in the interior of Ceylon during the Kandy rebellion and commanded a small Division, a 
detachment of which captured Madugalle, one of the three rebel chiefs. He exchanged into the 12th Foot on the half-pay list on 8 April 
1824, in consequence of ill-health from the effects of his wounds, in respect of which he received a pension of £70 per annum from 
June 1816 to June 181 7. This pension was reinstated from 25 December 1 823, after a successful petition to the Commander-in-Chief: 'I 
was allowed a Year's Pension as Captain having commanded a Company in the action of the 18th June 1815, and was to have been 
examined again but that I was ordered abroad before the period for a second examination had arrived. I now acutely feel the effects of 
the severe wound I received which totally incapacitates me from keeping up on a march with my men without the use of a horse, an 
expense, I regret to add, beyond my circumstances.' 

Lieutenant Reynolds died at Brompton, London, on 9 March 1864.

South Africa 1834-53 (Corpl John Hawkes. 73rd Regt.) good very fine

John Hawkes was born in the Parish of Longcot, near Farrington, Berkshire, and 
attested for the 73rd Foot at Reading on 11 December 1844, aged 17 years 10 
months. He served eight months in South America, and 9 years 7 months in the 
Cape of Good Hope, serving throughout the second and third Kaffir wars. He was 
promoted to Corporal on 18 October 1854, and discharged 'unfit for further 
service' on 4 November 1856, in consequence of 'ruptured and enlarged 
testicles' from arduous service in the Kaffir wars.

Daniel McGregor died of disease at Sebastopol on 4 October 1854. Sold with 
original War Department letter forwarding medal 'to be kept in commemoration 
of his gallant conduct in the campaign in the Crimea.' 

William Robertson, alias Daniel McGregor, was born in the Parish of Lanark, 
Lanarkshire, and enlisted into the 42nd Foot at Glasgow on 12 January 1846, 
aged 18 years. Sold with copied muster rolls and other research.

The following appeared in The Black Watch Chronicle 1914 and is an extract from Recollections and Reflections , by Sergeant John 
Gordon, late Black Watch: 

'One of the saddest events in the experience of a soldier is the roll-call following a battle. After reaching the village of Tel-el-Kebir, 
Colonel Macpherson requested the captains of companies to call the roll, in order to find out who were missing. It was soon discovered 
that Sergt.-Major John M'Neill was among the missing. He was a man beloved by every man in the Regiment from the Colonel to the 
drummer-boy. He was, I think, without exception, the finest specimen of a Highlander in the Regiment, not only in physique, but in his 
whole bearing as a man of character. His sense of justice in dealing with complaints which were brought before him commanded the 
respect of even the man who was in the wrong, while his sympathy made him beloved by all who knew him. When the fact that he 
was missing was brought to the attention of Colonel Macpherson he immediately sent Lieutenant and Adjutant Lee back to the 
battlefield to ascertain, if possible, his condition. When Adjutant Lee returned and rode up to Colonel Macpherson to make his report 
there was a deathly stillness. One could have heard a pin drop even in the desert sand. I remember well the sighs throughout the entire 
Regiment when the men heard the dreaded words: "Sergt.-Major John M'Neill is dead." We afterwards learned that when Sergt.-Major 
M'Neill reached the top of the entrenchments he found a situation similar to that described by Captain Fox, and that before he was 
mortally wounded by a shot through the abdomen he had cut down several of the Arabs with his claymore. He lived only an hour.'

He was commissioned as a 
Lieutenant in the 3rd Highland Field Ambulance, R.A.M.C., on 31 October 1914, and went to France on 28 August 1915 (m.i.c.

Having then witnessed active service in 
Somaliland from July 1903 until July 1904 (Medal & clasp), and been employed on Gibraltar from March 1905 until February 1911, he 
was discharged at his own request in May of the latter year; sold with copied service record.

(Medal & 3 clasps), and in Somaliland from July 1903 until December 1904, including the action at Jidballi (Medal & 2 clasps). 
Transferred to the Army Reserve on in March 1905, he was finally discharged in February 1912. Sold with copied service papers, 
which confirm his entitlement to the above described Medals & clasps.

Re-enlisting in the R.E. at Portsmouth in February 1915, aged 35 years, Stibbs went out to France in early September 1915 and was 
killed in action on 26 February 1916, while serving as a Sergeant in 126th Field Company, R.E. He left a widow and two children, and 
was buried in Cite Bonjean Military Cemetery, Armentieres; sold with copied Great War service record. 
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Five: Lieutenant-Colonel G. B. Roberts, Royal Engineers, who, having been awarded the Order of Medjidie for his 
work as a Telegraph Officer in the Sudan in 1899, was twice mentioned in despatches for like services in the 
Somaliland operations in 1902-04

George Bradley Roberts, who was born at Portsmouth in July 1869, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in 
July 1888. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in July 1891 and to Captain in July 1899, and having trained as a Telegraph Officer in England, Roberts was 
selected to go with a small party to the Sudan in January 1899 to build communication lines and, with minimal equipment, assisted in 
the line laid from Goz Abu Guma to Er Renk and thence to Fashoda and Taufika. He was awarded the 4th Class of the Order of 
Medjidie (London Gazette 11 March 1902, refers), and the Khedive's Medal & clasp. 

Roberts returned to Africa in 1903, commanding the Telegraph Engineers during 
the course of the third expedition against the "Mad Mullah" in Somaliland, on 
which occasion the Engineers laid a main communication line from Berbera to 
Bohotle, together with various branch lines, services that resulted in Roberts 
being mentioned in Brigadier-General W. H. Manning's despatch of 17 August 
1903, and in those of Sir Charles Egerton on 30 May 1904, the former 'for the 
work done by him in the construction, maintenance and organisation of the 
telegraph line from Berbera to Damot, a distance of 255 miles' (Medal & clasp). 

Roberts first went out to France as a Lieutenant-Colonel and Commanding 
Engineer in 59th Division, III Corps, in February 1917, in which capacity he was 
present in operations at Polygon Wood and Cambrai and was mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 11 December 191 7, refers). 

Roberts, who retired with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in July 1921 and 
remained on the list of the Reserve of Officers Royal Engineers until 1924, died at 
Milford-on-Sea in December 1933; sold with extensive copied service details and 
medal roll for R.E. personnel employed in Somaliland 1902-04, together with a 
copied photograph of the recipient at work in Africa.

William Charles Smeeth was born in Gibraltar and enlisted in the Royal Engineers as a boy recruit in November 1895, aged 15 years. 
Embarked for South Africa in early 1900, he was advanced to Lance-Corporal that March and remained on active service as a member 
of the 1st Telegraph Division, R.E., until the end of hostilities (Queen's Medal & 2 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). And he was 
employed on similar duties as a Corporal out in Somaliland in the period January 1903 to July 1904 (Medal & clasp). 

Advanced to Sergeant in April 1907 and to Q.M. Sergeant Instructor in March 1911, Smeeth was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in AO 
99 of 1914, in which latter year, in October, he embarked for East Africa from India with the 3rd Sappers & Miners, I.A. 

And he remained employed in that theatre of war in operations in 'British, German and Portuguese East Africa, Nyasaland and 
Rhodesia' up until the end of 1916, when he was embarked for Mesopotamia for employment on Inland Water Transport duties. Thus a 
lengthy period of active service that witnessed him being commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in February 1916, mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 30 June 1916, refers), and awarded the M.C. 

Out in Basrah in the summer of 1917, however, Smeeth was reported as being dangerously ill with enteric, malaria and sunstroke, and 
was invalided home. Placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant in November 1920, he appears to have settled in Lipson, near 
Plymouth, and died in March 1933; sold with extensive copied research, including service records and Great War papers.

George Mee, a veteran of the Boer War and Somaliland operations, in which latter theatre of war he served with the 2nd Division 
Telegraph Battalion from July 1903, first went out to France as a Sapper in 'F' Cable Section, R.E., a unit of I Corps, in mid-August 
1914. And it was in that capacity that he distinguished himself at Loos and won a "mention" in Field Marshal Sir John French's 
despatch of 15 October 1915 (London Gazette 1 January 1916, refers). His unit then having been re-designated 'A' Signals Company, 
R.E., also of I Corps, he was advanced to Acting Sergeant and awarded the M.M. for gallantry in 1916; sold with copied research. 
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An unusual Great War Medal of the Order of the British Empire pair awarded to Skilled Workman B. Tallis, General 
Post Office, late Royal Engineers

Benjamin Tallis was born in Smitherfield, Warwickshire, and enlisted in the Royal Engineers in October 1900, aged 19 years, stating 
that he had prior service in the 5th Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment. Having then witnessed active service with the 2nd 
Division Telegraph Battalion in Somaliland from July 1903 (Medal & clasp), he was transferred to the Army Reserve in October 1908 
and discharged in October 1912. 

Tallis re-enlisted in the R.E. on 8 October 1914, aged 32 years, but was quickly discharged on 23 November as 'not being likely to 

become an efficient soldier'. Notwithstanding this disappointing military viewpoint, he enrolled in the General Post Office's 

Engineering Department and was employed at the Docks Post Office, Southampton, in which capacity he was awarded the Medal of 
the Order of the British Empire for his performance of duty in dangerous and trying circumstances. 

An accompanying congratulatory letter from his Section Head in the Post Office Engineering Department states:'Hearty congratulations 
on your further honour. This one comes first of the branch. It is some little compensation for the wet feet and gas fumes on the brig. I 

am very pleased indeed to know that such willing service as yours has been rewarded.' 

Tallis duly received his award from the hands of the Lord Lieutenant at a special ceremony held at Portsmouth Town Hall on 31 May 
1919.

Confirmed on the roll as Captain of the Maintop aboard Eurydice at Martinique, and as Able Seaman aboard the Bacchante for the boat 
service actions of 1 & 18 September 1 812 (approximately 21 clasps issued) and 6 January 1813 (approximately 26 clasps issued). 

On 1 September 1812, a party of 65 officers and men in five boats from Bacchante , under the command of First Lieutenant Donat 
Henchy O'Brien, cut out and captured two French gunboats, the xebec Tisiphone and seven vessels of a convoy in Port Lemo, Istria, in 
the Adriatic. The second date on this clasp does not appear on the official list and some authorities state it to be an official error not 
relating to the award at all. However, as will be seen from the following extract from The Royal Navy by W. Laird Clowes, it was 
obviously an error in the original Gazette notice that was clearly corrected prior to the issue of the double-dated clasp: 

'On September 18th [1812], having chased a convoy in the passage between Vasto and the island of Tremiti, off the coast of Apulia, 
Captain William Hoste, of the Bacchante 38, despatched his six boats, under Lieutenants Donat Henchy O'Brien and Silas Thomson 
Hood, to follow up the enemy, the wind having failed the frigate. The convoy, of eighteen merchantmen, anchored and hauled 
aground, having outside of it eight armed vessels, carrying among them eight long guns, six swivels, and 104 men. The attacking party 
numbered only 72, but it rowed in with such determination, and boarded with such dash, that the enemy fled incontinently, leaving the 
entire convoy to the victors.' Both of the distinguished actions of 1st and 18th September are reported in the London Gazette of 1813, 
pp 163-4. Lieutenant O'Brien was promoted to Commander, 22 January 1813, for this and previous actions. 

At dawn on 6 January 1813, when H.M. ships Bacchante and Weazle were lying becalmed to the south-east of Cape Otranto, five 
French gunboats were observed, three in the south-west making for Otranto and two heading south-east. The Weazle was directed to 
attend to the smaller division and Lieutenant Donat Henchy O'Brien to the larger one in Bacchante's barge. At 8.00 am, after a long 
pull, Lieutenant O'Brien overtook and captured the sternmost gunboat of two guns. This was left in the hands of Midshipman Thomas 
Hoste, who, after securing the prisoners, worked the bow-gun of the prize against her late friends. Lieutenant O'Brien pushed on and 
captured the two other gunboats making towards Calabria. The Weazle , unable to catch up with the smaller division, sent in two boats 
under the orders of Lieutenant Thomas Wholey and, together with another boat from the Bacchante , under the orders of Master's Mate 
Edward Webb, boarded and carried the two gunboats successively, each after a determined resistance. 

Theodore (alias Theophilus) Furneaux was born at Newton Abbott, Devonshire, and first entered the Navy as a volunteer on 22 
October 1803, mustered aboard H.M.S. Eurydice as a Landsman, aged 21 years. At the time of the capture of Martinique he was still 
aboard Eurydice as Captain of the Maintop. He joined the Bacchante on 2 December 1 811, as an Able Seaman but now using his alias 
first name of Theophilus, and served in this ship until July 1815. He subsequently served in the Rochfort, Albion and Royal Sovereign 
until 1 May 1827, when he was promoted to Boatswain and reverted to his original name of Theodore. The final entry for his records is 
shown as 21 November 1 843.

The Field Officer's Gold Medal awarded to Major Thomas Laing, 94th Foot, a veteran of the Mysore campaign and the 
capture of Seringapatam in 1799, he was severely wounded with the storming party at Ciudad Rodrigo; affectionately 
known as 'Robinson Crusoe,' on account of his dishevelled appearance, 'he was well liked by the soldiers being an 
excellent officer and brave as a lion' 

Field Officer's Gold Medal 1808-14, for Nivelle, 1 clasp, Orthes (Captn. Thos. Laing, 94th Regt.) the clasp neatly attached 
to the suspension and with brooch fitting to the reverse of the clasp, complete with gold ribbon buckle, nearly extremely 
fine £18000-22000 

Thomas Laing was appointed an Ensign in the Scotch Brigade on 3 June 1 795, promoted to Lieutenant on 10 February 1 796. He served 
in India in 1799 being present in the Mysore campaign, Malavelly and at the capture of Seringapatam. He was appointed Captain in 
the 94th (Scotch Brigade) on 24 December 1804. 

Captain Laing served in the Peninsula with the 94th continuously from February 1810 until March 1812, when he was severely 
wounded at the storming of Ciudad Rodrigo and obliged to return home to recuperate. During that period he was present at Cadiz, 
Redhina, Casal Novo, Foz d'Aronce, Sabugal, Fuentes D'Onor, the 2nd siege of Badajos, and El Boden. 

Having recovered from his wounds he returned to the Peninsula in November 1813 and, upon the death of Colonel Lloyd in action at 
Nivelle, assumed temporary command of the 94th (Gold Medal). He next took part in the battles of the Nive and, 6 January 1814, was 
promoted to Major, vice Lloyd, killed in action. He earned a Gold Clasp when in command of the 94th at the battle of Orthes, and 
afterwards took part in the actions at Vic Bigorre and Toulouse. Major Laing retired by the sale of his commission on 31 January 1815, 
and died at Gilmore Place, Edinburgh, on 19 December 1826. A memorial tablet survives in the walled enclosure of the East Preston 
Street Burial Ground, Edinburgh, which is inscribed: 

'SACRED TO THE MEMORY OF MAJOR THOMAS LAING, WHO AFTER SERVING MEMORABLY FOR 20 YEARS IN HIS MAJESTY'S 
94TH OR SCOTCH BRIGADE, DURING THE CAMPAIGNS IN INDIA AND THE PENINSULA WHERE HE DISTINGUISHED HIMSELF 
AT THE CAPTURE OF CIUDAD RODRIGO, AND COMMANDED THE REGT. AT THE BATTLES OF NIVE (sic), AND ORTHES. 
RETIRED FROM THE SERVICE IN 181 5 AND DIED ON THE 19TH DECR. 1826. REGRETTED BY ALL WHO KNEW HIM. A LOVING 
HUSBAND, A TENDER PARENT, A TRUE FRIEND, A BRAVE SOLDIER, AN HONEST MAN.' 

The 94th at Ciudad Rodrigo 

Of Ciudad Rodrigo, the Commander-in-Chief wrote in his despatch to the Earl of Liverpool, dated Gallegos, 20th January, 1812: 

"Major Ridge, of the second battalion Fifth regiment, having escaladed the Fausse braye wall, stormed the principal breach in the body 
of the place, together with the Ninety-fourth regiment, commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell, which had moved along the ditch 
at the same time, and had stormed the Fausse braye, both in front of Major-General Mackinnon's brigade. Thus these regiments not 
only effectually covered the advance from the trenches of Major-General Mackinnon's brigade by their first movements and operations, 
but they preceded them in the attack. 

The conduct of all parts of the third division in the operations which they performed with so much gallantry and exactness, on the 
evening of the 19th in the dark, affords the strongest proof of the abilities of Lieutenant-General Picton and Major-General Mackinnon, 
by whom they were directed and led; but I beg particularly to draw your Lordship's attention to the conduct of Lieutenant-Colonel 
O'Toole, of the second Cagadores; of Major Ridge, second battalion Fifth Foot; of Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell, Ninety-fourth 
Regiment; of Major Manners, of the Seventy-fourth; and of Major Grey, second battalion Fifth Foot, who has been twice wounded 
during the siege." 

The casualties of the 94th at the storming of Ciudad Rodrigo were returned at: 2 Officers and 13 Other Ranks killed, 6 Officers and 48 
Other Ranks wounded - a total of 69. 

The officers killed were: Captain James Wiliamson of the Grenadier Company and Captain Anderson. Captain Williamson was the 
senior captain of the 94th, and on the day of the storming was acting as second-in-command to Lieutenant-Colonel Campbell, in 
charge of the Right Wing. He had been seventeen years with the battalion, and had served with it all through the campaigns in India 
and in action on every occasion, at Seringapatam and in the Mahratta war. "He was killed/' wrote Colonel Campbell to his father, "by 
a musket shot through his heart and fell close to my side while valiantly cheering with his hat in his hand at the head of the grenadiers 
of the 94th Regiment, whom he bravely led, with that manly courage and magnanimity I have frequently seen him display, to the 
assault of Ciudad Rodrigo. Brave fellow! He was the first that leaped into the ditch and with Captain Laing and myself ascended and 
surmounted the breach..." 

The officers wounded were Captain Laing (severely), and Captains Cairncross and Kyle (slightly), Lieutenants Taylor (dangerously), 
Cannon (slightly), and Ensign Scott (slightly). Two sergeants and nine rank and file were killed, and seven sergeants, three drummers 
and thirty-eight rank and file wounded. 

Of one of the officers wounded, Captain Laing, Donaldson (Sergeant, 94th, The Eventful Life of a Soldier ) had this to say. "We used to 
call him 'Robinson Crusoe,' from his wearing very large whiskers and always carrying a goat-skin haversack in which he kept the 
greater part of his necessaries, including his pipe and tobacco, of which he was very fond. The other officers rather shunned his 
company, from his not being very exact in his dress and being eccentric in his habits, but he was well liked by the soldiers being an 
excellent officer and brave as a lion."

Sir George 
Colley sent Captain McGregor, R.E., to Colonel Ashburnham with a message that he was to send a company of the 60th Rifles out to 
the left, as he thought the Boers were going to rush the position. Colonel Ashburnham pointed out to the Staff Officer that T Company 
were the only reserve he had, and asked would not half a company be sufficient. The Staff Officer replied "My orders are, sir, from the 
General, that you are to send a company, and if you will let me have them I will show you where to go. This company, T, was 
commanded by Lieutenant Garrett, the other subaltern being Lieutenant Beaumont. The Staff Officer, Captain McGregor, went out with 
them, mounted. There is no doubt that he took them farther than he should have done. Captain McGregor, R.E., was himself killed. It 
was inevitable, considering the mark he presented. T Company and the Boers were now only about 50 yards apart. Garrett was killed 
quite early, and every man in the company except 9 was either killed or wounded. Nothing could have been more gallant than their 
behaviour, many of them being quite young soldiers.' Casualties in the 3/60th at Ingogo River amounted to 4 officers and 61 other 
ranks killed or died of wounds, a few of whom were drowned. A further 2 officers and 53 other ranks were wounded.

Albert Edward Burnett was born in East London, Cape Colony, in January 1863, and as a young man moved to Kimberley where he 
engaged in diamond mining. In 1885 he participated in the Warren Expedition under Colonel Gough's regiment, the 3rd Mounted 
Rifles, and later that year joined the Bechuanaland Border Police. Resigning this appointment in March 1887, in order to join Frank 
Johnson on an expedition to obtain a gold concession from King Inkosi of the Ndebele Tributary State, he went on to carry out similar 
work under Frederick Selous. Johnson later wrote of his old friend: 

'Next came Ted Burnett. I shall always think of him as the best specimen of Colonial I ever came across; and this is high praise. He was 
a Sergeant in the Force (Bechuanaland Border Police), certainly the best natural man on a horse and the second-best rifle shot I ever 
knew... If I had to go into a tight corner and were restricted to one companion, I should have shouted for Ted Burnett...' 

In May 1890, Burnett was appointed Chief Transport Officer in the British South Africa Company Pioneer Corps and was employed in 
the invasion of Mashonaland. When Selous resigned in August, he became Chief Intelligence Officer, and subsequently accompanied 
Sir J. Willoughby in search of a site for Fort Salisbury. Riding ahead of the main column of settlers, Burnett was responsible for locating 
the spot which was so christened, and attended the ceremony in "Cecil Square" in early September. 

On the disbandment of the Pioneer Corps, he returned to prospecting and mining in Mashonaland, but on the outbreak of the Anglo- 
Ndebele War in 1893 returned to active service in the Column under Major P. W. Forbes. The latter was joined by the Victoria Column 
under Major A. Wilson at Iron Mine Hill in mid-October and just over a week later Burnett was killed in action while on patrol near the 
Shangani River. His old friend Frank Johnson records that he was shot while entering a supposedly deserted hut. He was buried on the 
south bank, close to the old main road.

A small number of Indus River boatmen were recruited at Attack to accompany 
the Tibet Mission Force, which was equipped with four collapsible Berthon 
boats. These boats were made in sections, each of which, being too heavy for 
mules, had to be carried by coolies, slowly and laboriously, all the way from 
India. 

Standing in the way of the final advance on Lhasa was the mighty Tsanpo river 
which, at the Chaksam Ferry, narrowed to a mere 100 to 150 yards in spite of the 
current information that it was up to 1,000 yards wide. At Chaksam two large 
Tibetan ferry-boats were moored on the opposite bank, having just delivered the 
last load of Khampa warriors from the retreating army. In addition, there were a 
few small skin-boats, 200 yards of 1-in. steel cable and a traveller, and 640 lbs. 
of 2-in. and 1.5-in. manilla rope. 


With this meagre equipment the Sappers had to transport across the torrent a total of 3,500 men and 3,500 animals with 350 tons of 
stores. The crossing began at midday on July 25th by rowing the ferry boats and Berthon boats (the latter made up into rafts), but this 
method was painfully slow. The unwieldy ferry-boats were swept far downstream on each trip and had to be towed up again; and after 
a Berthon raft had foundered in a whirlpool and Major G. H. Bretherton of the Supply and Transport Corps and two sepoys had been 
drowned in attempting to swim ashore, the use of Berthon boats for rafting was abandoned. 

On July 26th, several attempts were made to get a line across for the establishment of a flying bridge, but they were unsuccessful and 
rowing was resumed. The river had risen and only fourteen boatloads made the journey in twelve hours. At such a rate, a fortnight 
would have been required for the passage of the whole force, and accordingly on July 27th Sheppard resumed his efforts to connect the 
banks by a line and after two failures succeeded in doing so. 

Berthon boats were anchored far out from each bank and the boats connected by a line. Other Berthon boats then brought out lines 
and the crews threw the ends to the men in the anchored boats who caught them and joined them to the connecting line. The 1-in. 
steel cable was next hauled across by the now continuous line. It was made fast to the high promontory on the right bank and having 
been passed over a tripod to an anchorage on the sand-bank, the traveller was slung on it. The large Tibetan boats were employed as 
ferries by using the traveller to carry across one end of a 2-in. rope and then attaching the end of the rope to a boat and allowing the 
boat to be swung across the river assisted by rowing and hauling. The boats were then unloaded, towed upstream and rowed back 
empty. By this method the rate of crossing was increased to forty boat loads a day and the whole operation was completed in five and a 
half days. A small flying bridge of skin-boats sufficed for the narrow channel beyond the sand-bank, and thus the Tibet Mission and its 
escort were landed safely on the northern shore.

Rowland Ernest Alston was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Fusiliers on 15 November 1899 and promoted to Lieutenant on 12 
January 1901. He died of pneumonia at Chumbi on 3 June 1904, whilst on the Tibet Expedition. 

The following extracts are taken from the diary of Regimental Sergeant-Major P. A. Coath, 1st Bn. Royal Fusiliers: 

'2nd June... I regret to write that towards dusk my Company Commander, Lieut. Alston was carried in on a stretcher, having had to give 
up before reaching the summit of the "Jelap", owing to his heart - Poor fellow, he looked very blue in the face when I saw him and I 
fear he will not last long.' 

'Chumbi, 3rd June... We buried poor Lieut. Alston who died this morning of "Pneumonia" - "Pneumonia" is very prevalent among the 
natives of the "Force".

The following short account of'A' Company's part in the Battle of Darwin/Goose Green on 28 May 1982 is taken from Pegasus , The 
Journal of The Parachute Regiment , October 1982: 

'"A" Company was tasked with three separate attacks: Burntside House, Coronation Point and Port Darwin. At Burntside House we 
found an enemy platoon who did not want to stay and fight and several civilians - somewhat shaken but glad to see us! Coronation 
Point was also unopposed. 2 Platoon was point for the next move towards Darwin when three figures were seen - "not to worry they 
are only civilians walking their dogs" was the first message! Then the tracer began to fly and so began a five hour gun battle during 
which we edged forward to the Argie positions, the maximum use of 66mm rockets and M79 rounds finally caused the enemy to 
surrender their position with 18 enemy dead, 39 wounded and 35 prisoners. This action cost us three dead and twelve wounded, a sad 
loss to our company.' 

Stephen 'Brummie' Hall was wounded in the above action 'gunshot wound lower left leg. He first had a field dressing applied to the 
wound and was then "casevacked" to Ajax Bay Field Hospital. His treatment was delayed by a day, while those more seriously 
wounded were dealt with, and he was then operated on, on 29 May under local anaesthetic. He was subsequently returned to his unit 
and was able to fight alongside them again at Wireless Ridge. Finally on 14 June it was his platoon under Second Lieutenant Mark Coe 
that were the first British troops to enter Port Stanley.

Soon after the war Roberts was 
discharged from the Army due to drug offences.

Walter Howorth 'Bob' Greenly was born on 2 January 1875, the eldest son of Edward Howorth Greenly, of Titley Court, Herefordshire. 
He was educated at Eton and Sandhurst, and commissioned in the 12th Lancers on 20 February 1895. He served as Adjutant of his 
regiment in the South African War, 1 May 1900-22 August 1902, where he won a D.S.O. Greenly's profile as an ambitious professional 
was confirmed by his passing staff college in December 1905. He spent the period January 1906 until January 1912 entirely in staff 
positions, principally with the cavalry in Aldershot Command, a place where a man could attract notice. This appears to have 
happened. On 2 January 1912 he was 'fast-tracked' to command of the 19th Hussars. It was his 37th birthday. On mobilisation, 19th 
Hussars were split up as divisional cavalry and Greenly had no opportunity to command the regiment in action. 

On 19 September 1914 he was appointed GSOI 2nd (Cavalry) Division, recently formed under the command of Hubert Gough. He 
remained in this post until 14 April 1915, when he was promoted GOC 9th (Cavalry) Brigade, 1st (Cavalry) Division. He was 40. From 
November 1915 until November 1916 he was BGGS (chief of staff) XIII Corps, commanded by Sir Walter Congreve. XIII Corps was 
heavily engaged on the Somme and achieved the greatest success on 1 July, including the capture of Montauban. Even this pace of 
promotion seemed too slow for Greenly, however. He was restless for command and, in November 1916, succeeded in escaping the 
staff 'ghetto' to become GOC 2nd (Cavalry) Division. 

He was an undoubted success. Colonel W. N. Nicholson, no uncritical admirer of generals, described Greenly as 'good as one could 
wish' as a divisional commander. Greenly was clever enough to realise, however, that command of a cavalry division on the Western 
Front provided an able and ambitious man with very limited opportunities. He lobbied for command of an infantry division and, on 22 
March 1918, he succeeded in getting one. This brought his glittering career to an immediate and humiliating halt. 
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Greenly's new command, 14th (Light) Division, felt the full force of the German Spring Offensive. According to an official report by the 
GOC III Corps, Sir Richard Butler, during the period 22-27 March 4 4th Division was engaged continuously day and night under very 
difficult conditions and suffered very heavy losses. Major-General Greenly handled a new and difficult situation with energy, ability 
and calm. He was confronted with a difficult problem, and succeeded in concentrating and withdrawing the 14th Division from a 
situation which at one time looked critical.' But the personal cost was high. 

On 28 March Greenly reported in person to the GOC Cavalry Corps, Sir Charles Kavanagh, that 'he found himself incapable of thinking 
clearly and could not trust himself to issue orders'. He was consequently relieved of command, suffering 'exhaustion from exposure'. 
Haig recorded more brutally in his diary that 'Greenly ... went off his head with the strain'. Nevertheless, Haig recommended that 
Greenly be considered for a staff or field command after a six-month period of rest at home. But, by then, the war was almost over. 
Greenly never returned to active service and retired in 1920 after a two-year tour as Chief of the Military Mission to Romania (Bt. 
Colonel, C.M.G., promoted Major-General, C.B.; Commander of Legion of Honour, Star of Roumania, St Anne and St Stanislaus of 
Russia, White Eagle of Serbia). Major-General Greenly died on 20 May 1955.

Ernest Dudley Gordon Colles was born in 1889 and educated at Arnold House, Llandullas and Winchester. He entered the Royal Navy 
in 1906 and served as a Naval Paymaster for 26 years. He was latterly Secretary to the 3rd and 2nd Sea Lords, and to the Commander- 
in-Chief, West Indies Station. Retiring as a Paymaster Commander in 1932, he joined the Royal Household as a Secretary of the Privy 
Purse. Ultimately rising to become Deputy Treasurer to King George VI, 1941-52, and to Queen Elizabeth, 1952-58, Colles became an 
Extra Equerry in the latter year. Sir Dudley Colles died on 13 July 1976.

Henry Lonsdale Hallewell was born on 3 October 1852, the son of Colonel Edmund Gilling Hallewell, 28th Regiment. As a Sandhurst

Hugh Vincent Fraser was born in September 1908, the son of William Neilson Fraser of Beaconsfield, Buckinghamshire, and was 
educated at Sherborne. Mobilised direct from his appointment in the Territorials in August 1939, he initially served as Adjutant to the 
Westminster Dragoons but in May 1942, on being appointed a Temporary Major in the Royal Armoured Corps, attended the R.A.F's 
Fighter Command Low Attack School. 

Then in August 1944 he was appointed a G.S.O. 1 to (Air) H.Q., 14th Army in India, in which capacity he witnessed active service in 
Burma and was awarded the O.B.E. and mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 10 January 1946, refers). And from November 1946 
to September 1947, he served as G.S.O. 1 at (Air) H.Q. Allied Land Forces, S.E. Asia (Medal & clasp). 

Advanced to substantive rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the General List direct from the Royal Tank Regiment in December 1953, he 
was appointed a Temporary Brigadier and Military Attache at H.M's Embassy, Cairo, in the following year, in which capacity he was 
awarded the C.M.G. 

Having then served in the Standing Group, N.A.T.O., 1957-60, Fraser was placed on the Retired List as a Colonel in June of the latter 
year. He died in August 1982.

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James Edward Edmonds, who was born in London in December 1861, showed early signs of a brilliant intellect, becoming fluent in 
German, French, Italian and Russian while still a schoolboy. Having then undertaken a more scientific education at King's College 
School, London, and the R.M.A. Woolwich, he passed out top of the latter establishment and was awarded the Pollock Gold Medal. 

"Archimedes" 

Duly commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in July 1881, he was advanced to Captain in 1890 and returned to "The 
Shop" as an Instructor in the same year, following which, in 1895, he came top of the Staff College entrance examination, easily 
outscoring such contemporaries as Allenby and Haig - who nicknamed him "Archimedes" - and somehow found time to publish his 
first book, The History of the Civil War in the United States 1861-65. 

Spy master 

A natural candidate for intelligence duties, and having been advanced to Major, he joined the War Office Intelligence Department in 
1899, in which capacity he was sent out to South Africa and present in operations in Cape Colony and the Transvaal in the period 
January to May 1902 (Medal & 4 clasps). 

Appointed to the Far Eastern desk at the War Office Intelligence Department on his return to the U.K., Edmonds excelled in his new 
duties and became head of the newly titled Military Operations Directorate 5 (M.O.5) in 1907. And, in the crucial period leading up to 
the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he accrued sufficient evidence of German foul play to convince government ministers to 
establish the forerunner of M.l. 5 - the Secret Service Bureau. 

During the course of these activities at the War Office he also served as British Delegate to the Geneva Conference in 1906 and in a 
similar capacity to the Red Cross Conference in 1907, and was awarded the Bulgarian Order of St. Alexander. And, in what might be 
considered a landmark award to a Spymaster, he was nominated for the C.B. in the Coronation Honours of 1911. 

The Great War - Mons and beyond 

As Chief of Staff to 4th Division on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Edmonds was quickly embarked for France, but now 
approaching his mid-50s he was physically overcome by the traumas of the retreat from Mons and stepped down in September. He was 
nonetheless mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 19 October 1914), and thereafter served as a G.S.O. 1 at G.H.Q., B.E.F. until 
appointed Deputy Engineer in Chief of the B.E.F. in 1918. 

He was awarded the C.M.G. and appointed an Officer of the Legion of Honour ( London Gazette 24 February 1916), in addition to 
being mentioned in despatches on four further occasions ( London Gazettes 1 January and 15 June 191 6, 20 May 1918 and 5 July 1919, 
refer). 

Given the Herculean task that was about to be set him, this protracted period of staff duties in the highest echelons of British command 
had placed him in a unique position to garner information from all manner of senior commanders, and to see - and comprehend - the 
wider picture: 1 was on terms of friendship with all the British Generals from Haig downwards. I never belonged to any party and since 
I was not competing for promotion, I enjoyed confidences I otherwise might not have had.' 

Editor in Chief 

Duly appointed Director of the Military Branch, Historical Section, Committee of Imperial Defence, in 1919, Edmonds was charged 
with overseeing the publication of the Official History of the War, acting as Editor in Chief and himself writing many of the volumes in 
respect of the military operations in France and Belgium. 

Invariably such an emotive and monumental publication was never going to escape criticism, some parties labelling the finished 
product as official propaganda - and protesting at the manner in which Haig was portrayed. Yet fairer counsel has ascribed such 
criticism to the ill-informed, in fact sometimes to critics who had patently not even read the history. Beyond dispute is Edmonds' 
transparent understanding of British operations in the Great War, not least in respect of France and Flanders - here was an exceptional 
scholar who had been privy to all manner of secret intelligence on a daily basis, and who went to significant lengths to research his 
facts before going to print. Indeed much of his own work reflected a willingness to be judgmental. 

Edmonds was knighted in 1928 and, under the auspices of the Cabinet Office, awarded the Jubilee 1935 and Coronation 1937 Medals. 
And he finally stepped down from his duties in the Historical Section in 1949, when the final - 29th - volume of the official history was 
published. He died in 1956.

Thomas Edward St. Clare Daniell was born in August 1886 and was educated at Felsted School and Exeter College, Oxford. Enlisting in 
the 28th Battalion, London Regiment (The Artists Rifles) on the outbreak of hostilities, he went out to France at the end of December 
1914, where he saw action and was advanced to Sergeant prior to transferring to the Royal Flying Corps as a recently commissioned 
2nd Lieutenant in September 1915. 

An Equipment Officer from the outset, he was advanced to Temporary Captain in January 1916 and to Major that June, both 
appointments while actively employed out in France, services that resulted in the award of his M.C., and, having returned to the Home 
Establishment at the end of the same year, was appointed Deputy Assistant Director of Aircraft Equipment. Advanced to Temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel and appointed Deputy Director of Aircraft Equipment in April 1918, on the formation of the Royal Air Force, he 
ended the War at the Air Ministry as a Staff Officer 1st Class and was placed on the Unemployment List in October 1919, meanwhile 
having added the O.B.E. to his accolades.

Raymond Willoughby Cooper, who was born in Brixworth, near Northampton, in February 1874, was employed as a civil engineer at 
the time of his volunteering for active service in South Africa in January 1900, and was subsequently present in operations in Cape 
Colony as a Trooper in the 40th Company, 10th Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry, prior to being invalided home on account of enteric 
fever (Medal & clasp). 

Granted a temporary commission in the Inland Water Transport, R.E., in late 1915, Cooper first went overseas as a member of the 
British Adriatic Mission and British Mission to the Royal Serbian Army in January-June 1916, in which capacity he was awarded the 5th 
Class of the Order of St. Sava. 

Subsequently ordered to Basra in August of the same year, he remained actively employed in Mesopotamia until the War's end, latterly 
as an Assistant Director of Port Traffic in the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He was awarded the O.B.E. and thrice mentioned 
in despatches, twice for services in the Inland Water Transport and once for an appointment in the Port Directorate (London Gazettes 
15 August 1917, 12 March 1918 and 21 February 1919, refer).

Sydney de Bohum Lockyer was born in Middlesex in 1855 and took his Master's certificate in Liverpool in 1887, while employed by 
the P. & O. Steamship Company. He subsequently commanded the S.S. Simla in South African waters during the Boer War, which ship 
had accommodation for 278 sick or wounded, and was presented with his Transport Medal & clasp by King Edward VII at a ceremony 
held in November 1903. 

Meanwhile, in his capacity as a qualified ship's master, he had been commissioned as a Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve, 
and had risen to the rank of Commander before being placed on the Retired List in October 1901. Duly recalled on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914, he went to sea in the following year and, by the end of hostilities was serving as a Transport Officer 1st 
Grade, in which capacity he was awarded the O.B.E. Awarded the R.N.R. Decoration (London Gazette 14 May 1918, refers), Lockyer 
reverted to the Retired List, upon which he was advanced to Captain prior to his death in July 1924.

George Richard Rowe was born in Aldershot in April 1878 and enlisted in the Army Service Corps in June 1896. Advanced to Corporal 
in September 1899, he witnessed active service out in South Africa up until July 1900 ((Medal & clasp), and, having been advanced to 
Staff Q.M. Sergeant in May 1905, in Somaliland in 1909-10, when chosen as one of handful of Army Service Corps N.C.Os for Supply 
and Transport duties (Medal & clasp). 

Recommended for his L.S. & G.C. Medal on the eve of the hostilities, Rowe went out to France as a 1 st Class Staff Sergeant-Major in G. 
H.Q., 3rd Echelon, in mid-August 1914, and was commissioned as a Lieutenant (Q.M.) in January 1915. Next ordered to the Middle 
East - in July of the same year - he was actively employed in the Egyptian Expeditionary Force from March 1916 until October 1918, 
gaining advancement to Captain (Q.M.) in January of the latter year. Twice mentioned in despatches, firstly by General A. J. Murray, C- 
in-C., Egyptian Expeditionary Force (London Gazette 6 July 1917, refers), and secondly by General Allenby, his successor (London 
Gazette 22 January 1919, refers), he was also awarded the M.B.E. 

Advanced to Major in January 1930, Rowe was placed on retired pay on account of his age in April 1933, but remained on the R.A.S. 
C. establishment and was awarded the Jubilee 1935 and Coronation 1937 Medals. And he was recalled in the 1939-45 War, serving in 
the U.K. up until the end of 1942.

The citation states: The Third Engineer Officer and the Junior Engineer Officer showed courage and devotion to duty in the face 
of great danger. Mr Sless remained at his post in the engine-room while the ship was undergoing heavy attack. When the vessel was hit 
and the magazine was on fire, Mr Bland ran down to the engine-room to assist Mr Sless in speeding up the fire pumps and in shutting 
off steam from burst pipes.' 

D.S.C. London Gazette 22 December 1942: 'Operation Pedestal'. Presented at an investiture held on 23 March 1943. The hallmarks on 
the D.S.C. offered here indicate that it must be an official replacement. 

Henry Sless was Seventh Engineer on board the British tanker S.S. Ohio during Operation Pedestal, a convoy from Gibraltar to Malta in 
August 1942. The convoy of fourteen merchantmen, including two American ships and the tanker Ohio, were called convoy WS21S 
and carried much needed supplies, including vital fuel supplies. The convoy came under constant heavy attacks and many vessels were 
badly damaged or sunk. The Ohio, disabled and badly damaged, was finally towed into the Grand Harbour at Malta with several other 
ships. Ohio's Master Captain D. W. Mason was awarded the George Cross and fifteen members of the crew received decorations. 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir Philip Vian remarked "Ohio, famous, fabulous, never to be forgotten".

M.C. London Gazette 11 July 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'2nd Lieutenant G. D. S. Black commanded the Carrier Platoon throughout many actions on the withdrawal. On many occasions both 
on the River Escaut and at La Bassee he led his platoon on recce, and gained valuable information. On many occasions he came under 
severe fire not only from the enemy but from our own troops which never deflected him from carrying out his tasks.' 

Gordon Douglas Stuart Black, who was from Castlebar, was serving in the 1st Battalion, Queen's Own Cameron Highlanders, at the 
time of the above cited deeds during the withdrawal to Dunkirk - less than 100 men from his battalion eventually made it back to 
England. And his subsequent award of the M.B.E. was in respect of his services in 12 Infantry Brigade.

Thomas Greenwood was born on 23 October 1855. After service in the 2nd Dragoon Guards, he was appointed a Warrant Officer in 
the Uganda Militia for the Uganda Rifles Stores Depot, Mombassa, in January 1899. Served in Nandi, April 1899. Departed Mumia's on 
operation in Unyoro in December 1899. Appointed Honorary Lieutenant in October 1900 and was Acting Paymaster, resident at 
Entebbe in November 1900. His commission was approved in December 1900. Appointed Quartermaster, Transport Officer, 
Commissariat, Resident at Military H.Q. Kampala, in May 1901. Served as Quartermaster for the 4th Battalion King's African Rifles 
1903-04. Promoted to Captain, serving at Entebbe, in February 1905. Latterly served with the Uganda Police as Quartermaster. During 
the war was appointed to the temporary rank of Captain (London Gazette 4 April 1916). Awarded the M.B.E. for his wartime services in 
the East Africa Forces. Captain Greenwood died on the Isle of Wight on 30 June 1936.

At daylight on D-3, in a determined effort to get into Antsirane in time to prevent sabotage of the W./T. Station, he drove his 
truck past a French 75mm. which was doing its best over open sights to upset him. It was due entirely to this officer that the shelling 
was stopped in time to allow the armistice discussions to be concluded. 

This tireless, able and fearless officer had no sleep between 0300 on D-1 and 0200 on D-4. in spite of this, he continued with drive and 
energy to open up a skeleton telephone system which was in operation by 0200 on D-4. A remarkable achievement.' 

Gorghes Frederick Palmer, who was from Ollerton, Nottinghamshire, was on attachment to 121 Force at the time of the above cited 
deeds in Diego Suarez, Madagascar in May 1942. 

Born in August 1907, Palmer was commissioned in the Royal Signals as a 2nd Lieutenant in September 1927 and advanced to Captain 
in September 1930, in which year he witnessed active service on the North-West Frontier (Medal & clasp). An Acting Major by the 
outbreak of hostilities in September 1939, he was awarded the O.B.E. in respect of the above cited deeds, but saw no further action and 
ended the War in the rank of war substantive Lieutenant-Colonel. Post-war he was advanced to Colonel in January 1955 and served as 
Chief Signals Officer, Land Forces, Hong Kong from April of the latter year. He was placed on the Retired List in December 1959. 
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A Second World War Burma operations M.B.E. group of eight awarded to Warrant Officer Class 1 H. D. Foster, Royal 
Signals, who was also mentioned in despatches for his services during the same period - 'he is the only superintendent 
of a branch of the Fourteenth Army who has been with the Army throughout'

He has never failed to knit his subordinates into a 
willing team: his advice to inexperienced officers has been invaluable. 

He is the only superintendent of a branch in Fourteenth Army who has been with the Army throughout, in spite of the fact that he could 
have taken up a comparable appointment in more salubrious surroundings of comfort and ease. He has, in fact, been a pillar of 
strength. His work has of necessity been behind the scenes but if the attributes of self sacrifice, determination and an extreme 
willingness to undertake any arduous duty are yardsticks for an award, then I can think of no one more qualified or deserving than R.S. 
M. Foster.' 

Harry D. Foster was present as a Signaller in operations against the Afridi and Red Shirt rebels on the Mohmand Frontier in 1930-31 
(Medal & Clasp) and, having been advanced to Corporal, in subsequent operations on the North-West Frontier in the period 1936-39 
(Medal & 2 clasps). And as verified by the above cited recommendation, he was back on active service in India and Burma from 
December 1941 - not least as R.S.M. to the Chief Signals Officer of 14th Army from 1943-45. Mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 19 July 1945), Foster was later recommended for the M.B.E. by Brigadier W. O. Bowen, C.S.O., 14th Army, in October 1945, 
to which distinctions he added his L.S. & G.C. Medal after the War; sold with copied research. 
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Family group: 

A fine Second World War evacuation of Greece O.B.E. group of eleven awarded to Colonel C. Popham, Royal Army 
Medical Corps - no stranger to enemy fire after serving in a Motor Ambulance Convoy in France and Flanders - and

That it was able to 
expand with rapidity to more than double its normal capacity, and so deal with the large number of casualties which it did, was due to 
the untiring efforts of the Commanding Officer, Colonel C. Popham, who thus played an important part in making possible the 
evacuation of a large number of wounded who might otherwise have been left as P.O.Ws.' 

Cyril Popham was born in Bantry, Co. Cork, in August 1890 and qualified in medicine at Edinburgh and Glasgow on the eve of the 
Great War. Appointed a Lieutenant in the Royal Army Medical Corps in August 1914, he joined No. 11 General Hospital in Boulogne 
that October, although his MIC suggests he also served in No. 4 Motor Ambulance Convoy around this time. Be that as it may, he 
remained actively employed in France until the end of hostilities and was advanced to Captain in June 1918. 

Ordered to India in 1919, he was quickly back on operations in Waziristan (Medal & clasp), and was mentioned in despatches for 
distinguished services in the period 1920-21 (London Gazette 1 June 1923 refers). Advanced to Major while employed in Malta in 
September 1926, Popham commanded the British Military Hospitals at Sialkot and Ambala in India in the late 1930s and was serving 
as a Lieutenant-Colonel and S.M.O. the R.M.C. Sandhurst on the renewal of hostilities. 

Embarked for Palestine in early 1940, he was, as cited above, awarded the O.B.E. for his important command of No. 26 General 
Hospital during the disastrous Greek campaign in the following year, in addition to being mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 30 
December 1941, refers), and afterwards commanded No. 32 General Hospital in Egypt. Subsequently based in Palestine, he was A.D. 
M.S. at H.Q. 71 Sub-Area 1942-43 and D.D.M.S. at H.Q. 21 Area 1943-45, and was once more mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 6 April 1944, refers). 

Immediately following the end of hostilities, Popham went out to North-West Europe where he served as C.O. of No. 113 General 
Hospital and No. 23 (Scottish) General Hospital, prior to returning to the U.K. to command the Military Hospital Chester in 1946-47. 
He was placed on the Retired List in December of the latter year. 

The Colonel, who married Mary Hayter, a nurse who had served out in France in the French Red Cross in 1916, died in October 1958; 
sold with copied research.

Robert Thomas Pepperdine was born in the Military Female Hospital at Brompton, Gillingham, Kent on 26 February 1904, the son of 
Sergeant, later Company Sergeant-Major Robert Pepperdine, R.E. and Jessie Ann Pepperdine, nee Nye, of 5 Fieldwork Terrace, 
Brompton Barracks, Gillingham. He enlisted for Boy's Service in the Royal Engineers in February 1919 and for adult service in February 
1922. Promoted to Corporal in January 1926, Sergeant in October 1926 and Staff Sergeant in September 1929. Stationed in Belfast from 
1930, he married Olive Edna Boyd at St. James's Church, Belfast in February 1932. Appointed Warrant Officer Class 2 (Quartermaster 
Sergeant) in September 1932 and Warrant Officer Class 1 in November 1936 - serving as Superintending Draughtsman in Darlington. 
Awarded the M.B.E. in July 1940. Commissioned a Lieutenant (Quartermaster) in February 1941 at which he was posted with his family 
to Singapore and Penang. With the Japanese invasion of the peninsula, his wife and child were fortunate to be evacuated to Australia; 
Pepperdine managed to escape capture by proceeding to Java and thence Ceylon. It is believed he remained in Ceylon until the end of 
the war, being promoted to war substantive Captain (Quartermaster) c.1942 and war substantive Major (Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel) 
in December 1943. Immediately after the end of the war, he returned to S.E. Asia and served in the 'clear-up' operations there. In 
January 1946 he was appointed a Lieutenant (Quartermaster) in the Regular Army, being promoted to Captain (Quartermaster) in June 
1946 and Major (Quartermaster) in March 1950. Awarded the Army L.S. & G.C. c.1949. After service in Malaya, he retired in 
September 1955 as an Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel. Pepperdine ceased to be in the Reserve of Officers in February 1959. He died in 
Virginia Water on 10 October 1985, aged 81 years.

The S.S. Dover Hilf was a cargo vessel of 5,815 tons. She formed part of convoy JW. 53 bound for North Russia heavily laden with a 
cargo of fighter aircraft, tanks, lorries, guns and ammunition. The convoy comprised of 28 merchant vessels with an escort of three 
cruisers, one anti-aircraft cruiser, one escort carrier, 16 destroyers, two minesweepers, three corvettes and two trawlers. Such a heavily 
defended convoy reflected the importance of the cargo and the expectation of trouble from enemy attack. 

The convoy set off on 15 February 1943, in a gale which developed into such a severe storm that six of the merchant ships were so 
damaged that they were forced to return to Iceland. The S.S. Dover Hill lost much of her deck cargo overboard, including oil drums and 
crated lorries, but managed to save the tanks and continue her difficult passage northwards. Despite a concerted attack by Ju-88 
bombers a few days later the remaining 22 merchant ships of the convoy arrived at the Kola Inlet on 27 February. A few days later S.S. 
Dover Hill discharged her cargo at Murmansk, still being subjected to frequent attack from enemy bombers, and afterwards moved out 
to an anchorage in the Kola Inlet where the ships lay about a mile apart. The German front being only about ten miles away, these 
ships came under frequent low-level attack by Me. 109s and the D.E.M.S. gunners were kept very busy as they patiently awaited their 
escort home - indeed the gunners aboard S.S. Dover Hill successfully claimed one destroyed and one shared destroyed before the 
incident occurred whereby the names of several members of her crew appeared in the London Gazette. The personal account that 
follows is that of the ship's Radio Officer David Craig, who related his experiences for the online BBC archive WW2 People's War: 

'I feel that the story should be told why the names of these men should appear in the London Gazette. I write the story as I remember it 
but I write on behalf of the nineteen men, as we all worked together and none of us did anything different from anyone else. 

On Sunday, 4 April we were anchored in Misukovo Anchorage a few miles north of Murmansk and I was playing chess in the Officers' 
Mess when Action Stations sounded and our guns opened up at the same time. I went through the pantry, looked out of the door, and 
saw two Ju. 88 bombers coming up from astern, high up. Our Bofors shells were bursting below them and when they turned away I 
assumed we had beaten them off and stepped out on deck. This was a foolish thing to do as, unknown to me the planes had released 
their bombs before turning away. Four bombs exploded close on the port side and one on the starboard side and I was blown off my 
feet. As I got up our gunlayer came down from one of the bridge oerlikons and pointed out a large round hole in the steel deck a few 
yards from where I had been standing. It was obvious that the sixth bomb had gone through the main and 'tween decks into our coal 
bunkers and had not exploded. We informed the S.B.N.O, Murmansk of the situation and were advised that there were no British Bomb 
Disposal people in North Russia. We then realised that we would have to dig the bomb out ourselves in order to save our ship. The 
minesweeper H.M.S. Jason was ordered to anchor astern of us and to come alongside to render assistance if the bomb should explode, 
although I doubt if there would have been much to pick up. Incidentally, I did enjoy talking to the Jason by Aldis lamp during this time. 
You must understand that though the Dover Hill was only a battered old Merchantman she was our home and no German was going to 
make us leave her while she was still afloat. 
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The Captain [Perrin] lined the whole crew up on the after deck and asked for volunteers, and 19 of us including our Captain formed 
our own Bomb Disposal Squad. We had no bomb disposal equipment, in fact we only had a few shovels borrowed from our stokehold 
and 19 stout hearts when we started digging back the coal, trying to find the bomb, the bunker was full of good British steaming coal 
which we were saving for the homeward run so we used a derrick to bring it up on deck, hoping to replace it when we got the bomb 
out. When the Russian authorities heard what we were doing, although they had many unexploded bombs to deal with in the town, 
they kindly offered to send one of their Bomb Disposal officers to remove the detonator if we could get the bomb up on deck. When 
we dug about ten feet down into the coal we found the tail fins and, by their size, decided our bomb must be a 10001b one. 
Unfortunately the Germans also discovered what we were up to and came back and bombed us again, hoping to set off the bomb we 
were digging for. Between bomb explosions and the concussion of our own guns the coal used to fall back into where we were digging 
and things got difficult at times. We had to dig down approximately 22 feet before we got to the bomb, but after two days and two 
nights hard work we finally got it up on deck. 

I was standing beside the bomb with two of my fellow officers as our Russian friend started to unscrew the detonator when after a few 
turns it stuck. He then took a small hammer and a punch and tapped it to get it moving. I can honestly say that every time he hit it I 
could feel the hairs on the back of my neck standing against my duffle coat hood. After removing the detonator and primer we dumped 
the bomb into the Kola Inlet where it probably lies to this day. We then moved back to Murmansk for repairs. 

Of the 1 5 ships which had come to Murmansk in February, one had been sunk and four damaged. On 1 7 May, in company with three 
other ships we left the Kola Inlet and set out for the White Sea. We arrived in Economia on the North Dvina River where we stayed 
until 18 July when we moved to Molotovsk (Severodvinsk) and finally on 26 November, with eight other ships, some damaged, we set 
out for home. Since it was now dark for almost 24 hours each day and we could only do seven knots maximum speed we went north to 
the edge of the ice. Knowing that a Russian bound convoy was coming up to the south of us we expected the Germans to attack it and 
leave us alone. This in fact happened and we eventually arrived in London on 14 December 1943, in time to be home for Christmas.' 

After returning from North Russia the Dover Hill was taken over by the Ministry of War Transport and was sunk at Arromanches on 9 
June 1944 along with other ships to form an artificial port for the invasion of Normandy.

During the fighting, he lost no opportunity of 
visiting companies and platoons in action, and his cheerfulness and bearing were an example to all. When the Battalion, or any part of 
it, was concentrated he was tireless in his efforts to organise sport and entertainment as well as to discipline, turnout and drill at a high 
standard. His devotion to the Battalion and to the welfare of the men serving in it have earned for him the highest esteem and affection 
of all ranks.'

This officer commanded the 3rd Druze Legion Squadron on formation. Early in July 1941 he was appointed Political Officer to the 
jebel Druze and in that capacity working, and still is, in close co-operation with myself. By his tact, knowledge of local conditions, and 
untiring energy, he has been largely responsible for the present friendly relations between the British authorities and the local 
government and notables.' 

Gawain Westray Bell was born in Cape Town, South Africa, in January 1909, where his father was an executive of the New Zealand 
Shipping Company. Returning with his family to England at the age of 10 years, he was educated at the Dragon School, Winchester, 
and Hertford College, Oxford, and entered the Sudan Political Service in 1931. His postings having taken him to the Nuba Mountains 
and Kurdufan in the interim, he was seconded to the Government of Palestine in 1938, where he worked with the Police in Gaza and 
eventually became C.O. of the Beersheba Camel Gendarmerie. 

Commissioned on the General List on the outbreak of hostilities, he was appointed to the command of the 3rd Druze Cavalry and 
participated in the capture of Suweida from the Vichy French in 1941, in addition to the above cited deeds, and was appointed M.B.E., 
and afterwards rose to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in the Arab Legion. 

Post-war, he returned to Khartoum, where he became Deputy Civil Secretary and later Permanent Under Secretary to the Ministry of 
the Interior, following which he departed the Sudan in 1955 to take up appointment as British Political Agent in Kuwait during the Suez 
Crisis. In 1957, however, he was invited by the Colonial Office to take up office as Governor of Northern Nigeria, in which capacity he 
worked with notable success until stepping down in 1962, not least in smoothing relations with the Sardauna of Sokoto. 

In retirement, and having worked on a number of projects in the Middle East, Bell concentrated on voluntary and charitable work, 
serving as Chairman of LEPRA and on the Governing Board of the School of Oriental and Africa Studies at the University of London. He 
also published two volumes of memoirs, namely Shadows on the Sand and An Imperial Twilight. Sir Gawain died in July 1995.

He established a defensive position, which he held with the 
personnel of the Battalion H.Q., organised bombing blocks, and himself used a rifle with excellent effect. By his splendid example 
under heavy fire he controlled a critical situation, and enabled a withdrawal to the next line of resistance to be carried out. He showed 
splendid coolness and initiative.' 

Bar to M.C. London Gazette 3 June 1918. 

Norman Thomas Thurston, who was born at Anerley in May 1897 and educated at Dulwich College, enlisted in the 16th Battalion (The 
Queen's Westminster Rifles), London Regiment, in April 1915. Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant that August, he was embarked for 
France in January 1916, and remained actively employed in that theatre of war until the end of hostilities - his first M.C. was awarded 
for the above cited deeds near Gavrelle during the German Spring Offensive on 28 March 1918, and the Bar would appear to have 
been awarded in respect of a shelling incident east of Devil's Wood on the Arras-Doullens Road on the night of 21-22 June 1918. He 
was also mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 24 December 191 7, refers). 

Demobilised in February 1919, Thurston worked for his uncle, a timber merchant, but with war clouds gathering in the 1930s, he 
joined the Civil Defence and was appointed A.R.P. Officer for the Cleethorpes Division of Lindsey in Lincolnshire. Six months after the 
renewal of hostilities, however, he took up appointment as Midland Regional Officer for Warwickshire, and it was in this capacity that 
he arrived in Coventry on the night of the devastating raid on 14 November 1940 - a shocking introduction to indiscriminate carpet 
bombing by any standards: in 11 hours 1500 H.E. bombs and 30,000 incendiaries fell on the city, destroying the cathedral and 60,000 
buildings and causing 600 fatalities and countless injured. 

Thurston, having that night set up an emergency office, actually remained based in Coventry for the remainder of the War, serving as 
the city's Deputy Controller and A.R.P. Officer and, latterly, as Fire Guard Officer - appointments that witnessed the savage raids of 
early 1941, and beyond. 

In terms of Coventry's history, however, Thurston will best be remembered for his remarkable dedication and determination as 
Secretary of the Cathedral Reconstruction Committee from 1949 until the emergence of of Basil Spence's modern masterpiece in the 
early 1960s - he was awarded the O.B.E. Thurston also served as Cathedral Bursar and Archivist and prepared a four volume history of 
the cathedral from 1940-62. He died in April 1968, aged 70 years; sold with copied research.

'Major Shephard was first commissioned in the C.C.F. in 1946 and has served continuously in it ever since. 

For the last 12 years he has commanded the School Contingent. This involved him in many hours of detailed work in addition to his 
various duties as Bursar of the school. He has willingly given up his holidays and spare time in the interests of the Cadet Force and 
nothing has been too much trouble for him to undertake on its behalf. He sets a fine example of voluntary service and instils these 
principles into his subordinates. The present high standard of the contingent is a tribute to his detailed work and his inspiring leadership 
over this period. 

I feel that his service in the Forces since his boyhood years should be borne in mind. 

At 18 years of age he had seen service with the B.E.F. in France, where he was awarded the Military Medal and was promoted to 
Sergeant before his 19th birthday. 

Between the Wars, he served with the Royal Tank Regiment in many capacities. He obtained his Special Certificate of Education, was a 
distinguished instructor in subjects peculiar to the Tank Corps, and was employed with the Indian Army on experimental work with 
tanks. 

Having reached Warrant Officer rank with little else to gain, he decided to leave the Regular Army but remain on the Reserve. 

At the outbreak of the Second World War, he was recalled and was again employed as an instructor, being given a direct commission. 
Throughout the War he served in the capacity of Assistant and then Chief Instructor to the R.A.C. Training Regiment. He left the R.A.C. 
in 1946 to join the staff of this school but remained on the Supplementary Reserve. 

In addition, this officer has been the Durham County Representative on the Council of the C.C.F. Association for five years and the C.C. 
F. Member of the Pre-Service Committee of the T.A. Association for five years. Now that he is relinquishing his commission after 40 
years of service, I feel that his devoted service well merits recognition.'

Ernest Symonds Shephard, who was born in Nottingham in late 1899, was awarded his M.M. in respect of gallantry in France as a 
Corporal in the 9th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers. Having then witnessed further active service in the Iraq operations as a Sergeant (Medal 7 
clasp), he transferred to the Tank Corps and was present in operations on the North-West Frontier as a member of the 6th Armoured 
Car Company, R.T.R. in 1930-31 (Medal & clasp). Attached to the Indian Army Service Corps (Motor Transport) in late 1933, he was 
awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in AO 81 of April 1936 and, having attained Warrant Officer status, was placed on the Reserve. 

Following the renewal of hostilities he was recalled and granted an Emergency Commission as a Lieutenant in the Royal Tank Regiment

Neville Collins was born in Altrincham in February 1892 and educated at Moreland House School and Radley College. Commissioned 
as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Battalion, Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, direct from the Militia in May 1913, and, following the 
outbreak of hostilities, went out to France on 12 August 1914, where he was wounded by a gunshot at Vendresse during the battle of 
the Aisne on 25 September. Evacuated home, he saw further action in that theatre of war in the 1st Battalion in August-October 1915, 
not least at the battle of Loos, and again from July 1918, though latterly on staff duties attached to 71 st and 18th Infantry Brigades. 

Between the Wars, Collins served out in Ireland in 1921-22, was advanced to Major in 16 July 1931 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in 
October 1937, and witnessed further active service in Palestine (Medal & clasp). C.O. of the 1st Battalion by the renewal of hostilities, 
he served in that capacity in the B.E.F. from September 1939 until April 1940 - but was away on leave when the German invasion of 
the Low Countries commenced a few days later. He subsequently remained employed in the U.K., serving successively as Acting 
Adjutant General to Scottish, Eastern and Southern Commands, and was placed on the Retired List in March 1946. Active in Civil 
Defence duties thereafter, he was actually awarded his O.B.E. in respect of services to the Royal British Legion.

'Major Morris was in command of 2 Light Battery, R.A., when serious rioting broke out in Accra on Saturday 28 February 1948. At 
extremely short notice he formed two troops from such men as were available in the Battery Lines on that Saturday evening. He 
accompanied one troop which was sent to the main Police Barracks. By the time of his arrival these barracks were the centre of very 
large and quite uncontrolled crowds of rioters and looters, many inflamed with looted spirits. Through these crowds he had to force his 
way. During that evening and night, and for the next two days and nights, he and his troops were constantly and continuously on duty 
assisting the now completely exhausted Police by clearing the immediate neighbourhood of rioters and stopping the looting of shops in 
the main shopping thoroughfares close by. Major Morris found it necessary to open fire on several occasions but in spite of grave 
provocation and difficulties, the manner in which he carried out his task was most praiseworthy, great determination being combined 
with minimum force. 

During the early part of March 1948, Major Morris and his battery, organised as an Infantry Company, were sent to assist the 
maintenance of order in both Koforidua and Kumasi. In each case moves took place by night and at short notice. The alacrity with 
which his unit responded to these orders, the cheerful and willing manner in which all ranks carried out their task, and the general 
efficiency of the unit, were very largely due to Major Morris's leadership and personal example. 

His invaluable services had a marked effect on the speedy restoration of law and order in the colony generally, and undoubtedly were 
a source of inspiration and an example to soldiers of other units and to the Police.' 

Temple Bagot Morris, who was born in December 1923, was granted an Emergency Commission as a 2nd Lieutenant in May 1943 and 
joined the Royal Artillery in December 1944, in which capacity he witnessed active service out in Burma. Having then been awarded 
the M.B.E. for the above cited deeds on the Gold Coast in early 1948, he was seconded to the King's Africa Rifles in early 1955 and 
saw further action in the Mau Mau troubles in Kenya. Advanced to the substantive rank of Major in December 1957, he appears to 
have retired in the mid-1960s. 

Sold with the recipient's original M.B.E. warrant and related forwarding letter. 
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A fine post-war O.B.E. group of eight awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel G. McK. MacDonald, Indian Army, who was

Gordon McKenzie MacDonald, who was born in June 1922, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Black Watch in 1942, but 
transferred to the 4th Gurkhas in the same year and then volunteered for the Gurkha Parachute Regiment and was posted to 153 
Gurkha Parachute Battalion. 
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Gurkha Airborne 

As part of 50th Independent Parachute Brigade, the unit was present at the battle of Sangshak (21-26 March 1944), which lasted six 
days, the Brigade suffering extremely heavy casualties - 40 officers and V.C.Os and 545 other ranks. The breakout on the night of 26 
March 1944 saw the remnants of the once-proud Parachute Brigade fight its way south and then west through the Japanese-infested 
jungles to Imphal. But it achieved its task of keeping the outflanking Japanese forces from surrounding Imphal and destroying IV Corps. 
Despite the losses it suffered in Sangshak, the paratroopers formed ad hoc units and continued to participate in actions to destroy 
Japanese forces near and around Imphal until its withdrawal in July. 

Imphal aside, MacDonald was also actively engaged in his unit's first airborne operation towards the end of the War, when it was 
parachuted into Elephant Point, Burma, in May 1945, as part of "Operation Dracula". 

At 02:30 on 1 May, two C-47 transport aircraft took off from Akyab, transporting several pathfinder teams and a platoon tasked with 
defending the initial drop zone at Tawhai. The rest of the largely Gurkha composite battalion boarded 38 Dakotas and took off 30 
minutes later, and at 05:45 jumped over the drop zone. At this point it encountered no Japanese opposition, and after it had rallied, 
advanced towards Elephant Point and the artillery battery. It halted 3,000 yards in front of the battery to allow B-24 Liberators from the 
U.S.A.A.F. to carry out a preliminary bombing attack on the battery. Unfortunately, despite officers and other ranks wearing yellow 
recognition panels and carrying orange umbrellas to identify themselves, 'C' Company was bombed and strafed by the bombers, 
causing a number of casualties. As a result, a Forward Air Controller attached to the Battalion ordered a halt to all further bombing runs 
on the battery. 

After moving through torrential rain, the Battalion reached Elephant Point at 16:00, and close-quarters fighting then took place, with 
flame-throwers being used against several Japanese bunkers guarding the battery. About 40 Japanese soldiers and gunners were killed 
during the assault, and the Battalion also sustained several casualties, among them MacDonald with a gunshot wound to his leg. After 
the battery had been secured the Battalion dug in around Elephant Point and awaited the arrival of the relief force, which landed at 
Thaungang at 15:30, with a supply drop following it several minutes later. The Battalion remained where it was through the night, 
although high tides submerged a number of trenches and forced it to higher ground. By the dawn of 2 May, after it had cleared a 
number of nearby bunkers, the Battalion was able to watch as minesweepers cleared the Rangoon river for the columns of landing craft 
following behind them. 

MacDonald subsequently led a party of three 12-man teams in Malaya and Java to recover prisoners of war, a dangerous operation 
owing to the unpredictable nature of the Japanese. In the event, the mission was a success. 

Post-war - Malaya firefight - M.I.D. 

Joining the 1st Gurkhas in 1947, and advanced to Captain in June 1949, MacDonald next saw action in Malaya, initially as a member 
of Ferret Force on deep jungle patrols, and latterly as O.C. 'A' Company, in which latter capacity he was mentioned in despatches 
(.London Gazette 4 April 1952, refers), for his gallant leadership during a firefight near Batu Anam, Johore, on 28 July 1951, an action in 
which 12 terrorists were killed and another wounded. 

Advanced to Major in June 1956, he led a 260-strong contingent of Gurkhas to the U.K. in 1960 for the State Visit of the King and 
Queen of Nepal, in respect of which services he was awarded the Nepalese Order of Dakshina Bahu. 

Having then served as 2nd-in-Command of the 1st Battalion, and seen further active service in Borneo and the Malay Peninsula, he 
served as a Chief Instructor at the Gurkha Training Depot and was appointed Brigade Welfare Officer in Nepal in 1972. His final 
appointment was as O.C. of the British Gurkha Recruiting Centre in Paklihawa, in which capacity he was awarded the O.B.E. prior to 
his retirement in June 1977. He died at Christchurch, Dorset, in April 1993.

He has carried out this task in addition to his normal duties as a Depot Commander and has made an outstanding contribution to the 
re-organisation of the army.

Benjamin James Palmer, who was born in March 1919, was commissioned in the Essex Regiment as a 2nd Lieutenant in January 1939. 
Having then served as Adjutant from November 1941 to December 1942, he witnessed active service in Italy, latterly in the acting rank 
of Major. Duly appointed a substantive Major in September 1951, he was awarded the M.B.E. for the above cited deeds at the time of 
the amalgamation of the Bedfordshire & Hertfordshire, and Essex Regiments in 1958-59. Palmer was placed on the Retired List as a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in March 1969. 
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A post-war M.B.E. group of nine awarded to W. G. Webb, onetime Superintendent of the Federation of Malaya Prison 
Service, late Royal Armoured Corps and General List

George William Webb was born in December 1904 and, having graduated from University College, London, entered the Malayan Civil 
Service in 1928. Attached to the Chinese Secretariat, he served as an Assistant Protector of Chinese in Selangor and Penang, and in 
Singapore and Malacca in the early 1930s, prior to being appointed Superintendent of Prisons in Malacca in 1935. 

Having then served as a District Officer in Christmas Island, he enlisted in the Royal Armoured Corps after the outbreak of hostilities, 
was appointed a Warrant Officer Class 2 in September 1942, and saw action in the Middle East. Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd 
Lieutenant on the General List, he was awarded the L.S. & G.C. in 1950 and witnessed further active service back in Malaya as a 
Major. By 1956, however, he was acting as Secretary for Chinese Affairs in Selangor, presumably the background to his subsequent 
award of the M.B.E. 
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An important Malaya operations O.B.E., Korea War Silver Star group of ten awarded to Colonel J. B. Gillies, Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders: in the 1st Battalion's courageous assault on "Hill 282" in Korea on 23 September 1950, 
he fought alongside Major K. Muir, and was one of three men to submit statements in support of the latter being 
awarded a posthumous V.C. - it was Gillies who recorded the Major's last words before he was carried mortally 
wounded from the summit: "No Gooks are going to drive the Argylls off this position"

'Major Gillies, while serving in the 1st Battalion, The Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 27th British Commonwealth Brigade, 
distinguished himself by gallantry in action against an armed enemy near Waegan, Korea on 23 September 1950. Major Gillies 
commanded one of the companies which successfully captured Hill 282. A friendly air strike, using napalm, was misdirected against 
his company and forced it to withdraw from the crest of the hill. Major Gillies, by his courage and determination in the face of heavy 
enemy fire and the demoralizing effect of the air strike, was instrumental in steadying the survivors and in leading them back to their 
positions on the hill. Major Gillies, with a few men, held these positions in the face of intense enemy artillery, mortar and small arms 
fire and repeated attacks until all wounded were evacuated to safety and the unit could withdraw under fire in good order to more 
tenable positions. He repeatedly exposed himself to intense enemy fire to encourage and direct his men. Major Gillies was the last to 
withdraw from the position, and then only after he had personally determined that all the wounded had been evacuated. The gallantry 
displayed by Major Gillies reflects great credit upon himself and the military service of the British Commonwealth and the United 
Nations force.' 

One of just 14 Silver Stars awarded to members of the British and Commonwealth Forces for Korea. 

James Blair Gillies was born in Glasgow in December 1913 and was educated at the King's School, Chester. Enlisting in the Royal 
Army Service Corps in May 1940, he was advanced to Sergeant in August 1941 and was selected for officer training in February 1942. 
Subsequently commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Scots, he served in India, South Africa and latterly at Scottish Command. 

In December 1946, Gillies transferred to the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders and was posted to the 1st Battalion in Palestine in 1948 
as Adjutant. Shortly afterwards he assumed command of 'C' Company in the rank of Major in Hong Kong, from whence he was 
embarked with his regiment for Korea. His own account of the celebrated action on Hill 282, sworn under oath in support of the 
recommendation for a posthumous V.C. to Major K. Muir, states: 

'On 23 September 1950, two companies of the 1st Battalion, The Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 'B' and 'C' Companies [the latter 
under Gillies' command], attacked an enemy held hill at 0515 hours and by 0800 hours these companies had secured their objective 
and had reorganised it. 

During the assault 10 casualties had been sustained and because of the difficult country a request was made to Battalion H.Q. for 
stretcher parties to be sent forward. In the meantime some shelling and mortaring by the enemy was experienced and further casualties 
sustained. 

At approximately 0900 hours the Battalion 2nd-in-Command, Major K. Muir, arrived with a stretcher party and started to evacuate the 
wounded. While doing so, it was reported that small parties of the enemy were endeavouring to infiltrate on the left flank of our 
position, and at approximately 0930 hours the forward platoon had to be reinforced. In the following hour this infiltration increased 
necessitating further reinforcement of the forward elements, and because of mortar and small arms automatic fire, further casualties 
occurred, thus making evacuation extremely difficult. 

By 1100 hours approximately, 'B' and 'C' Companies were so inter-mixed due to reinforcing and casualty evacuation assistance, that it 
became imperative that they should come under one command, particularly as enemy activity was increasing. Major Muir 
automatically assumed command despite the fact he might have just as easily appointed a senior Company Commander and carried on 
with his evacuation duties. Immediately he set about encouraging the men and cheering them on to greater efforts. To do so he 
continually exposed himself to enemy fire, and to such an extent that even the men shouted upon him to take cover. 

By 1145 hours ammunition was running low and enemy pressure was still increasing, and Major Muir requested an air strike on the 
area where the enemy were concentrating. At approximately 1215 hours the aircraft came in with flame bombs and machine-gun fire 
and attacked our own position. The attack by both flame bombs and machine-gun fire was disastrous; it caused further casualties on a 
now rapidly diminishing force and drove the remainder off the top of the crest to a position about 50 feet below. This was most 
demoralising, and because of the reduced number of fighting men and the dangerously low ammunition state, there is little doubt that a 
withdrawal at this juncture would have been more than justified, more especially as we had been informed that reinforcements were 
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not available. 

At this point Major Muir noted that the enemy had not taken immediate advantage of the situation and saw that the crest of the hill was 
still unoccupied. He rallied together the three remaining officers and some 30 odd men and with this force personally led them to the 
top of the crest in the face of heavy small arms fire. 

From this moment Major Muir's leadership and example was magnificent. He appeared to be everywhere, and at no time did he take 
cover. He was determined that the enemy would not drive us off the hill and he imbued all ranks remaining with this spirit. By so 
doing, very valuable time was gained in order to get the wounded off the hill, and this officer was more then sensible to this fact. 

By now this rapidly diminishing force was so badly outnumbered by a determined enemy, and so low in ammunition, that Major Muir 
moved round each man distributing remaining ammunition. When his own weapon was out of ammunition he took over a 2-inch 
mortar and used it to no small effect. While firing this weapon he was mortally wounded but even then he expressed the desire to fight 
on. He said "No Gooks are going to drive the Argylls off this position." Major Muir was then carried off the crest. 

There is no doubt that the action, whereby the crest was retaken, was only possible by the most tremendous courage, leadership and 
determination of this officer and by his complete disregard of his own personal safety. 

I was present during the whole of this action.' 

See Anthony Farrar-Hockley's official history, The British Part in Korea , for a detailed account of this action; also Mark Adkin's The Last 
Eleven? Winners of the Victoria Cross Since the Second World War , for further mention of Gillies. Of the tragically targeted napalm 
attack delivered by three U.S. F-51 Mustangs, Adkin states that Major Muir was seen by his men frantically waving a yellow recognition 
panel at the pilots: 

'It was useless. Each Mustang roared in low to release its load of napalm into the Argyll's position. The hilltop was engulfed with the 
terrible flowing fire that destroyed everything it touched. Clouds of black smoke and flames covered the top of 282. The aircraft 
returned again to strafe with rockets and cannon fire, before swooping down over A Company's position on 148, hitting them with 
bursts of cannon fire and several rockets. Fortunately for Wilson's men, and nearby tactical headquarters, they were well dug in, and 
the planes had run out of napalm, so they only suffered two casualties. 

On 282 the results were appalling. Roughly 30-40 men, some of them already wounded, were killed or grievously injured. It was a 
shocking, hellish way to die, made worse by the fact that it should never have happened. It was a nightmarish mistake. Those that 
could had leapt off the hill to a position some 50 feet below the crest on Charlie Ridge.' 

Gillies next witnessed active service in Malaya, where he was appointed a Local Lieutenant-Colonel and commanded the 5th Royal 
Malay Regiment from November 1956 until May 1959, in which period he was awarded the M.B.E. and mentioned in despatches. He 
was also awarded the Negri Sembilian D.C.M., which, though not gazetted, was announced in The Thin Ked Line in May 1959. 

He retired in March 1963 in the rank of Honorary Colonel and died in January 2002.

'Captain Burtenshaw enlisted in the Regular Army in 1927 as a Trooper in the Queen's Bays and served in that regiment and the 12th 
Royal Lancers until 1939, when he transferred to the Royal Armoured Corps (R.A.C.). 

He remained with the R.A.C. until 1946, during which time he attained the rank of R.S.M. and was awarded a Certificate of Gallantry. 

In 1945-46 he served as R.S.M. with the 6th Airborne Division Reconnaissance Regiment. When he was commissioned in 1946, he 
transferred to the Royal Army Ordnance Corps (R.A.O.C.), and thereafter served with Airborne Forces until he retired in 1956. He 
immediately joined 16th Airborne Division (T.A.), as R.A.O.C. Officer, and was given command of 44 Independent Parachute Brigade 
O.F.P. (T.A.), with which unit he has remained until the present date. 

During his active service with the O.F.P., with no other officer to assist him except in the last five months, he has raised the volunteer 
strength of the unit from 40 to over 100 per cent of the establishment. He attends every drill night and every training weekend. At 51 
years of age, he remains an active parachutist. Through his boundless enthusiasm and by an entire disregard for his own personal 
responsibilities, he has created a first class unit of which he is justifiably proud. 

Captain Burtenshaw had given 33 years of service to the Regular and Territorial Armies, the last 15 of which have been spent with 
Airborne Forces. Undoubtedly he is one of the most experienced R.A.O.C. Airborne Officers in either the Regular or Territorial Forces. 
Furthermore, he has set an example of service and devotion to duty that may be equalled but not surpassed. He is now in the last year 
of his service. 

It would be difficult to find an officer more deserving of this award, for which he is very strongly recommended.' 

Thomas Joseph Burtenshaw, who was recommended for his M.B.E. by Brigadier J. D. Frost, D.S.O., M.C., of Arnhem fame, was 
removed from the Territorial Army Reserve of Officers in the rank of Captain in May 1964, on attaining the age limit.

Winifred Elizabeth Louise Simpson was born in March 1887, the daughter of Charles Samuel Hunting, J.P., of Slaley Hall, 
Northumberland, and the wife of Major John Andrew Cooper of the Calcutta Light Horse. Her war work, for which she was awarded 
the M.B.E., is described in The Order of the British Empire 1921 : 

'Organising Secretary India's Fund for St. Dunstan's since 1918; Head of Work Rooms, Bengal Women's War Depot; Official Adviser, 
Officers' Family Fund, Calcutta; President Soldiers' and Sailors' Families Association; Presidency Brigade, 1916-20; organised and 
acted as Secretary Calcutta War Seal Fund; Commandant of the Light Horse Section of St. John's Ambulance; worked in St. John's 
Nursing Sisters' Convalescent Home at Masseuse in the winter of 1916-1 7.' 
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A good Victorian O. St. J. group of seven awarded to Colonel W. B. Allin, Royal Army Service Corps, who was four 
times mentioned in despatches in a career spanning the Second Afghan War to the Boer War, via the Nile Expedition 
of 1884-85

William Briggs Allin was born in Great Torrington, Devon, and, having qualified as a M.B. Glas., L.R.C.P. Ed., L.R.C.S. Ed., entered the 
Army Medical Department as a Surgeon in February 1877. Following active service in the Afghan War of 1878-80 (Medal), he was 
present in the Nile Expedition of 1884-85 (Medal & clasp; Khedive's Star), when he had charge of the Field Hospital at Gakdul Wells, 
services that won him a mention in despatches (London Gazette 26 August 1885, refers), and special promotion to Surgeon-Major. 

Next present in the Isazai Expedition of 1892, he was advanced to Surgeon Lieutenant-Colonel in the following year, and served as 
Principal Medical Officer of the Field Army in Natal, and on the Lines of Communication, in the Boer War (Queen's Medal & 6 clasps; 
King's Medal & 2 clasps), gaining three further "mentions" from Sir Redvers Buller on 30 March, 19 June and 9 November 1900 
(.London Gazette 8 February 1901, refers), and special promotion to Colonel in November 1900. 

He died in India in September 1903; sold with copied research. 
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A scarce Relief of Chitral 1895 'Fort Mastuj' D.S.O. group of five awarded to Major G. H. Bretherton, Supply and 
Transport Corps, who was drowned whilst serving in the Tibet Expedition

George Howard Bretherton was bom at Gloucester on 6 March, I860, son of Edward Bretherton, of Clifton, Bristol. He was educated 
privately, and joined the Royal Irish Regiment on 29 July 1882, from the Militia, and the I.S.C. on 18 September 1883; served in the 
Queen's Own Corps of Guides, 1884-87, becoming Lieutenant 15 February 1884; served with the First and Second Miranzai 
Expeditions, 1891; was mentioned in Despatches and received the Medal and clasp; was on special duty at Gilgit, 1893-97 (services 
acknowledged by Government), and became Captain on 29 July 1893. 

Captain Bretherton served in the Chitral Campaign in 1895, being present at the investment of the Fort at Mastuj. He was mentioned in 
Despatches, received the Medal with clasp, and was created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. The Insignia were 
presented on 14 April 1886. The Decoration was awarded for his services during the investment of Mastuj Fort, besieged by Chitralis 
for eighteen days until relieved by Colonel Kelly's force. He took part in the operations on the North-West Frontier of India, 1897-98, 
with the Tirah Expeditionary Force, as Brigade Commissariat Officer, Peshawar Column (Despatches, two clasps). From 1897 Major 
Bretherton was on special duty with the Supply and Transport Corps in Kashmir. In 1903 he was appointed Chief Supply and Transport 
officer of the British Expedition to Lhasa, Tibet, and earned well-deserved credit for his department. Major Bretherton was drowned 
when his raft sank while crossing the Tsanpo River at Chaksam, near Lhasa, on 24 July 1904 (Medal with clasp).

William Maxwell Sherston was born at Evercreech, near Bath, on 14 April 1859, son of J. D. Sherston, a J.P. for Somerset. Educated at 
Marlborough, and Pembroke College, Cambridge, he enlisted into the 7th Dragoon Guards in 1877. Having then served as a Sergeant 
in the Transvaal during the First Boer War of 1881, he was commissioned as a Lieutenant in the Rifle Brigade in June 1882. 

Sherston subsequently commanded the 2nd Battalion, Rifle Brigade detachment which served with the Mounted Infantry Camel 
Regiment in the Nile Expedition of 1884-85, comprising himself and 27 other ranks - he and 14 of those men were present at the 
battles of Abu Klea and Abu Kru, and also the reconnaissance to Metemmeh (Medal & 2 clasps; Khedive's Star). The only other Rifle 
Brigade officer present at Abu Klea was Captain Hon. H. Hardinge, who commanded the 3rd Battalion detachment in the Mounted 
Infantry Camel Regiment, with 22 other ranks. 

Next proceeded to India, Sherston was present in operations in the campaign in Burma in 1887 (Medal & clasp), and was mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 2 September 1887, refers). Advanced to Captain on transferring to the 18th Hussars in the following year, 
he was placed on the Retired List in 1896 but retained his military links with an appointment as a Major in the North Somerset 
Yeomanry. 

With the advent of hostilities in South Africa, Sherston gained appointment as a Major in the 48th (North Somerset) Company, 7th 
Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry, in which capacity he was present in operations in the Orange Free State, including the actions at Vet 
River (5-6 May 1900) and Zand River, in addition to operations in the Transvaal in May-November 1900, including the actions near 
Johannesburg, Pretoria and Diamond Hill and, in August 1900, Belfast (Medal & 5 clasps). He was mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazette 16 April 1901 refers), and created a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order 'For services in connection with the 
campaign in South Africa 1899-1900, dated 29 November 1900'. 

Sherston reverted to the North Somerset Yeomanry with his former rank at the end of the same year and served as A.D.C. to the 
Commander-in-Chief, Field Marshal Earl Roberts, 1901-04 - he is believed to have ridden in front of the Earl's gun-carriage at his 
funeral. He was meanwhile appointed Lieutenant-Colonel Commandant of the North Somerset Yeomanry in December 1903 and Hon. 
Colonel of the Regiment in February 1904, from which office he retired in 1909. 

Having no doubt been turned down by the military on account of his age, 55 year old Sherston wangled a commission as a Temporary 
Sub. Lieutenant in the R.N.V.R. in August 1914, but was quickly advanced to Lieutenant-Commander, in which capacity he appears to 
have been attached to the Royal Naval Air Service and 'assisted in the organisation of armed motor aeroplane support' (his service 
record refers). In January 1916, however, his R.N.V.R. commission was terminated on him taking up appointment as Commandant of 
the Yeomanry Base Depot in Alexandria, and he subsequently served as 22nd Infantry Base Depot in France from March 1917, and as 
Camp Commandant 1 7th Corps in the following year. 

The Colonel, who like his father before him was a J.P. for Somerset, died at Parkstone, Dorset, in August 1925, aged 66 years.

George Vere Taylor, who was born in August 1887, served in the ranks of the mobilised Territorial Force until June 1915, when he was 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Rifle Brigade. 

Posted to the 16th (St. Pancras) Battalion, he first went out to France in early 1916, and remained actively employed until the end of 
hostilities, including a stint as Adjutant of the unit from September 1916 until February 1918. In that period the Battalion was heavily 
engaged on the Somme in 1916, in addition to later participation in the battle of Passchendaele. 

Latterly an Acting Lieutenant-Colonel, Taylor was awarded the D.S.O. and M.C., and was twice mentioned in despatches (London 
Gazettes 4 January 191 7 and 9 July 1919, refer). 

Having then relinquished his commission, Taylor rejoined the Army as a Captain in the Norfolk Regiment in early 1922, and went out 
to Iraq as a G.S.O. Ill later in the same year. And he remained actively employed in the same theatre of operations until September 
1926, latterly as D.A.A. & Q.M.G.. He was awarded the O.B.E. 

Little is currently known in terms of Taylor's subsequent career, although he is known to have taken up appointment as a Captain & 
Adjutant in the Malay States Volunteer Regiment in November 1928; sold with brief research. 
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/ Probably Hamlet Riley was one of the most imperturbable officers we ever had. Nothing appeared to disturb his 
serenity. Large shells , M.G. fire, or infuriated Generals were all accepted as the natural order of things and the only effect 
on Ham of any of them was that perhaps he might light another large cigar/

Hamlet Lewthwaite Riley was born in October 1882, the son of Hamlet Riley and Anne, his wife, eldest daughter of the late William 
Lewthwaite. Educated at Eton and at Magdalen College, Oxford, he was commissioned in the Rifle Brigade in March 1906. 

Advanced Lieutenant in February 1910, he served as Adjutant in India from February 1910 until February 1914, but he was back home 
as a recently promoted Captain by the outbreak hostilities. 

Embarked for France as C.O. of 'A' Company in the 1st Battalion on the 19 August 1914, he was slightly wounded on the 26th at 
Cattenieres, and again at Ploegsteert Wood on 19 December, and was twice mentioned in despatches (London Gazettes 19 October 
1914 and 7 February 1915, refer), and awarded the D.S.O. 

Having then served with distinction in the 2nd Battalion, not least in an action to capture Bridoux Fort in September 1915, he was 
briefly a Staff Captain in 25th Infantry Brigade, prior to being appointed a Temporary Major in the 12th (Service) Battalion in October of 
the same year, and remained employed in that capacity until June 191 6, when, having gained the Brevet of Major and been advanced 
to Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, he took command of the Battalion. And he remained on active service as Battalion C.O. until 
December 1917, in which period the 12th saw much fighting on the Somme. 

Wounded for a third time, seriously so, he was awarded the 5th Class of the Order of St. Danilo (London Gazette 9 March 191 7, refers), 
and three further "mentions" (London Gazettes 15 June 1916, 25 May 191 7 and 21 December 191 7, refer). 

Attached to the Machine Gun Corps in early 1918, he commanded the 20th Battalion up until the end of hostilities. 

Returning to regimental employ after the War, Riley joined the 2nd Battalion out in Ireland - a 'peculiarly unpleasant service' as noted 
by his regimental obituarist - and one for which he was awarded the O.B.E. in 1922. But having then commanded the Battalion out in 
Turkey, he was compelled to resign his commission on his father's death in 1924, in order to take up the management of his estates in 
Cumberland. 

'A courteous gentleman and a fine Rifleman', Riley died in December 1932, aged 50 years.

Julian Henry Francis Grenfell was born at 4, St. James's Square, London, in March 1888, the elder son of William Henry, 1st Baron 
Desborough, K.C.V.O., and Ethel Priscilla, daughter of the Hon. Julian Henry Charles Fane, and grand daughter of John, 11th Earl of 
Westmorland. 


All round sportsman and emerging poet 

Educated at Summerfields, Eton and Balliol College, Oxford, young Julian was a multi talented sportsman, his prowess as an athlete, 
boxer, horseman and oar being equalled by his reputation as a good shot, for as one biographer saw it, 'he linked his belief to all the 
physical activities that he so much loved'. 

But from an early age he had also shown a talent for poetry, often including verse in his letters home and, in support of his love for the 
outdoors life, and loathing of the social gatherings favoured by his mother, once jested in a letter he sent from Eton - 'I won't go 
woman-hunting yet, I won't be made a social pet!' 

To his contemporaries at Oxford, he was a super-hero: 

'Julian did everything and shone in them all. He rowed, and he hunted, and he read and he roared with laughter, and he cracked his 
whip in the quad all night; he bought greyhounds from the miller of Hambledon, boxed all the local champions; capped poetry with 
the most precious of the dons and charmed everybody ... The only things he couldn't stand were pose and affectation.' 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Royal Dragoons in September 1909, he was embarked for India and, on being advanced 
to Lieutenant in October 1911, for South Africa, where, among other achievements, he took the High Jump Record of South Africa at 
six feet, 5 inches - and fought a spectacular boxing bout at Johannesburg: 

'A member who was in training for the Amateur Championship said he would come and fight me. He was a fireman called Tye; he 
used to be a sailor, and he looked as hard as a hammer. I quaked in my shoes when I saw him, and quaked more when I heard be was 
2 to 1 on Hon. J. H. F. Grenfell, favourite for the Championship, and quaked most when my trainer went to see him, and returned with 
word that he had knocked out his men in a quarter of an hour. He went into the ring on the night, and he came straight at me like a 
tiger, and hit right; I stopped the left, but it knocked my guard aside, and he crashed his right clean on the point of my jaw. I was clean 
knocked out, but by the fluke of Heaven I recovered and came to and got on my feet again by the time they had counted six. I could 
hardly stand, and I could only see a white blur in front of me; but I just had the sense to keep my guard up, and hit hard at the blur 
whenever it came within range. He knocked me down twice more, but my head was clearing every moment, and I felt a strange sort of 
confidence that I was master of him. 1 I put him down in the second round, with a right counter which shook him; he took a count of 
eight. In the third round I went in to him and beat his guard down, then crossed again with the right, and felt it go right home, with all 
my arm and body behind it. I knew it was the end, when I hit; and he never moved for twenty seconds. They said it was the best fight 
they had seen in Johannesburg, and my boxing men went clean off their heads and carried me twice round the hall. I was 11 stone 4 
lbs., and he was 11 stone 3 lbs., and I think it was the best fight I shall ever have.' 


Meanwhile, his poetry continued to flourish, a Hymn to the Fighting Boar being penned in India, and a poem dedicated To a Black 
Greyhound in South Africa. 
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Granted home leave in September 1912, he attended parties in London with his brother Billy in pursuit of girls, and was caught in a 
cupboard with Violet Keppel, daughter of the late King's mistress - to which episode might be added mention of his earlier passionate 
affair with Pamela Lytton, the wife of the 3rd Earl Lytton of Knebworth. And it was possibly such liaisons that inspired a pantomime he 
wrote for the regiment on returning to South Africa, namely The Wicked Count ... To Say Nothing of the Countess' - 'It is terribly 
improper and I shall probably lose my commission over it, but the men laugh so much while they are doing it that I think it will have a 
great success.' 

Into Battle - France and Flanders 1914 - War Poet - D.5.O. 

The 1st Royal Dragoons having returned to England from South Africa in September 1914, the regiment was embarked for France early 
in the following month, as part of the 3rd Cavalry Division, IV Corps, B.E.F., and was quickly in action in the first battle of Ypres - 
fighting in an infantry role near the Menin Road. Of his first experience of combat, Grenfell stated in a letter home: 

'I was pleased with my troop under bad fire. They used the most awful language, talking quite quietly and laughing all the time, even 
after the men were knocked over within a yard of them. I longed to be able to say that I liked it, after all one has heard about being 
under fire for the first time. But it is beastly. I pretended to myself for a bit that I liked it, but it was no good. But when one 
acknowledged that it was beastly, one became all right again and cool ... I adore war. It is like a big picnic without the objectlessness 
of a picnic. I've never been so well or so happy. Nobody grumbles at one for being dirty. I've only had my boots off once in the last 10 
days, and only washed twice. We are up standing to our rifles at 5 a.m. when doing this infantry work, and saddled up at 4.30 a.m. 
when with our horses ... ' 

In November, as cited above, he won the D.S.O. for a daring reconnaissance behind enemy lines, an incident which was actually 
prompted by enemy sniping. A fellow officer takes up the story: 

'We were in the trenches on a 48 hours' turn of duty, and where we were, in a wood less than a hundred yards from the German 
trenches, we were very much bothered by snipers, who were doing a lot of damage. The day before yesterday Julian crept through the 
undergrowth right up to one of the German trenches and shot one of them dead through his own loophole. Yesterday he crawled out in 
the same direction and found the trench evacuated, so he crept on some little way beyond. He out two more Germans in the bag, and 
then came back with the most useful information that the Germans were advancing. Within half an hour they attacked the line very 
heavily, and were repulsed with great loss. Both acts were not only extremely plucky, but showed great resource and presence of mind, 
not to say cunning. I have reported the matter to the Colonel, who will send it on. He is very well and fit and cheery, in spite of many 
unpleasant conditions. I won't let him do anything too rash, but so far he has shown that he is quite capable of looking after himself, 
and more than a match for a whole lot of damned Germans.' 

Grenfell's own account follows: 

'They told me to take a section with me, and I said I would sooner cut my throat and have done with it. So they let me go alone. Off I 
crawled through sodden clay and trenches, going about a yard a minute, and listening and looking as I thought it was not possible to 
look and listen. I went out to the right of our lines, where the 10th were, and where the Germans were nearest. I took about thirty 
minutes to do thirty yards; then I saw the Hun trench, and I waited there a long time, but could see or hear nothing. It was about ten 
yards from me. Then I heard some Germans talking, and saw one put his head up over some bushes, about ten yards behind the trench. 
I could not get a shot at him; I was too low down, and of course I could not get up. So I crawled on again very slowly to the parapet of 
their trench. It was very exciting. I was not sure that there might not have been someone there, or a little further along the trench. I 
peeped through their loophole and saw nobody in the trench. Then the German behind put his head up again. He was laughing and 
talking; I saw his teeth glistening against my fore-sight, and I pulled the trigger very slowly. He just grunted and crumpled up. The 
others got up and whispered to each other. I do not know which were most frightened, them or me. I think there were four or five of 
them. They could not trace the shot; I was flat behind their parapet and hidden. I just had the nerve not to move a muscle and stay 
there. My heart was fairly hammering. They did not come forward and I could not see them, as they were behind some bushes and 
trees, so I crept back inch by inch. I went out again in the afternoon, in front of our bit of the line. About sixty yards off I found their 
trench again, empty again. I waited there for an hour, but saw nobody. Then I went back, because I did not want to get inside some of 
their patrols who might have been placed forward. I reported the trench empty. 

The next day, just before dawn, I crawled out there again and found it empty again. Then a single German came through the woods 
towards the trench. I saw him fifty yards off. He was coming along, upright and careless, making a great noise. I heard him before I saw 
him. I let him get within twenty-five yards, and shot him in the heart. He never made a sound. Nothing for ten minutes, and then there 
was a noise and talking, and a lot of them came along through the wood behind the trench about forty yards from me. I counted about 
twenty, and there were more coming. They halted in front, and I picked out the one I thought was the officer, or sergeant. He stood 
facing the other way, and I had a steady shot at him behind the shoulders. He went down, and that was all I saw. I went back at a sort 
of galloping crawl to our lines and sent a message to the 10th that the Germans were moving up their way in some numbers. Half an 
hour afterwards they attacked the 10th and our right in massed formation, advancing slowly to within ten yards of the trenches. We 
simply mowed them down. It was rather horrible. I was too far to the left. They did not attack our part of the line, but the 10th told me 
in the evening that they counted 200 dead in a little bit of the line, and the 10th and us only lost ten. They have made quite a 
ridiculous fuss about me stalking, and getting the message through. I believe they are going to send me up to our General, and all sorts. 
It was only up to someone to do it, instead of leaving it all to the Germans, and losing two officers a day through snipers. All our men 
have started it now. It is the popular amusement.' 

It was about this time that Grenfell penned a satirical poem taking a gentle swipe at his military seniors, A Prayer for Those on the Staff 
- an indication of where his poetry may have led but for his early demise, and accordingly ground upon which to defend his reputation 
versus the harder-hitting poets that followed him. 

Returning home on leave in January 1915, the same month in which the award of his D.S.O. was announced, in addition to a mention 
in despatches, Grenfell had his photograph taken in London, wearing the new riband alongside that of his Coronation Medal 1902, the 
latter awarded for his services as a Page. 

Mortally wounded 

Rejoining his regiment after leave, but having visited his sister Monica at work as a Red Cross nurse at Wimereux en route , Grenfell 
moved up towards the front line, near Poperinghe, in late April. In his diary entry on the 29th, he wrote: 

'Moved off 8 a.m. towards Pop. Brigade rested in field. Rested all day and got back to our farm at 7.30 p.m. Pork chops for dinner. 
Wonderful sunny lazy days - but longing to be up and doing something. Slept out. Wrote poem - Into Battle.' 

And he sent the poem to his mother, telling her to forward it to The Times if she wished - little knowing that it would eventually appear 
in print the day his death was announced in the following month: 


The naked earth is warm with spring; 
And with green grass and bursting trees 
Leans to the sun 's gaze glorying; 
And quivers in the sunny breeze; 


And Life is Colour and Warmth and Light , 
And a striving evermore for these; 
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And he is dead who will not fight; 

And who dies fighting has increase. 

The fighting man shall from the sun 
Take warmth, and life from the glowing earth; 

Speed with the light-foot winds to run, 

And with the trees to newer birth; 

And find, when fighting shall be done, 

Great rest and fullness after death. 

All the bright company of Heaven 
Hold him in their high comradeship, 

The Dog Star; and the Sisters Seven, 

Orion's Belt and sworded hip. 

The woodland trees that stand together, 

They stand to him each one a friend, 

They gently speak in the windy weather, 

They guide to valley and ridges' end. 

The kestrel hovering by day 
And the little owls that call by night, 

Bid him be swift and keen as they, 

As keen of ear, as swift of sight. 

The blackbird sings to him, "Brother, brother, 

If this be the last song you shall sing, 

Sing well, for you may not sing another; 

Brother, sing." 

In dreary, doubtful, wailing hours, 

Before the brazen frenzy starts, 

The horses show him nobler powers; 

O patient eyes, courageous hearts! 

And when the burning moment breaks, 

And all things else are out of mind, 

And only joy of Battle takes 
Him by the throat, and makes him blind 

Through joy and blindness he shall know, 

Not caring much to know, that still 
Nor lead nor steel shall reach him, so 
That it be not the Destined Will. 

The thundering line of battle stands, 

And in the air Death moans and sings; 

But Day shall clasp him with strong hands, 

And Night shall fold him in soft wings. 

A fortnight later, on 13 May 1915, Grenfell was wounded in the head by shrapnel. The V.C. & D.S.O. takes up the story: 

'On the previous evening he was with his regiment about 500 yards behind the front line, near the Ypres-Menin Road, in support of an 
attack on the German trenches running south from Hooge Lake. The Royals were behind a small hill which Julian afterwards called the 
little hill of death. Early in the morning the Germans heavily bombarded this hill, and Julian Grenfell went to the look-out post and was 
knocked over by a shell which merely bruised him. He went clown again and reported his observations, and then volunteered to get 
through with a message to the Somerset Yeomanry in the front line, which he successfully accomplished under very heavy fire. When 
he returned he went up the hill with his General and a shell burst four yards away, knocking them both clown and wounding Julian 
Grenfell in the head. He said: "Go down, sir. Don't bother about me. I'm done." The General helped to carry him down, and was 
wounded while doing so. Julian said afterwards to a brother officer: "Do you know, I think I shall die," and when he was contradicted, 
remarked: "Well, you see if I don't." He was carried to the clearing station, and asked there whether he was going to die, adding: "I 
only want to know; I am not in the least afraid." He was then taken to the hospital at Boulogne, and his sister came from Wimereux to 
nurse him, and his parents were both with him. When the surgeon asked him how long he had been unconscious after he was hit, 
Julian said: "I was up before the count." ' 

In point of fact a shell splinter had penetrated Grenfell's skull by an inch and half, causing brain damage and, following two operations, 
he said goodbye to gathered family and friends - 'seeing a shaft of sunlight falling across his feet, he murmured "Phoebus Apollo," the 
name of the sun god of classical mythology and, apart from his father's name, these were his last words. He died on the afternoon of 
the 26 May and was buried in the military cemetery at Boulogne. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Maclachlan, his C.O., afterwards wrote: 

'Julian set an example of light-hearted courage which is famous all through the Army in France, and has stood out even above the lost 
lion-hearted.' 

It is said that when Kitchener, a family friend, heard of Grenfell's death, he lost his composure and had to leave his desk. And among 
the mass of letters sympathy received by Lord and Lady Desborough was a message from Winston Churchill, who said 'He was all that 
you could have desired and all that our race needs to keep its honour fair and bright.' 

His poem Into Battle appeared in The Times on 28 May and quickly attracted critical acclaim, his old Professor of English Literature at 
Oxford writing, 'I don't know if you really know that Julian's poem is one of the swell things in English literature. It is safe for ever; I 
know it by heart, and I never learned it. It has that queer property which only the best poems have, that a good many of the lines have 
more meaning than there is any need for, so that new things keep turning up in it.' 

In fact it became a source of inspiration to many young men in those early stages of the war and his place in the ranks of the Great War 
poets was assured. 
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Gerald William "Billy" Grenfell was born at 4, St. James's Square, London, in March 1890, younger brother of Julian and the middle 
son of Lord and Lady Desborough. A brilliant academic, he gained the Newcastle entrance scholarship at Eton and the Craven 
scholarship at Balliol College, Oxford, but his talents extended to sporting accolades as well - 'He won the boxing at Eton and twice 
represented Oxford against Cambridge in the heavy weights, and also played for Oxford in the tennis doubles for two years.' 

About to be called to the Bar on the outbreak of hostilities broke in August 1914, he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 8th 
Battalion, Rifle Brigade and went out to France in May 1915, where he was killed by machine-gun fire at Hooge on 30 July, while 
leading a counter-attack. A fellow officer, Captain A. C. Sheepshanks wrote: 

'He died splendidly, leading his men over open ground up hill in the face of a tremendous fire from machine-guns. His Platoon 
Sergeant saw him pitch forward with a bullet in the head, and thinks he was hit again in the side as he fell. He must have been killed 
instantaneously as he was not seen to move afterwards. Both as his company commander and his friend - I shall miss him enormously. 
His platoon all loved him, and he had somehow inspired them with a fighting spirit, and it was only a few days ago that I told the 
Colonel that Bill's platoon was the best fighting platoon I had.' 

And the Battalion's second in command wrote: 

'We were great friends, and though I didn't know him before he joined, I, like al! the others, was immediately drawn to him by his 
delightful personality. I know you must be inundated with letters, so feel rather diffident about adding to the number, but somehow it 
seems to help to write about a dear friend that has gone. We all loved Billy, and his men, to my certain knowledge, adored him. It 
couldn't have been otherwise, because ever since he went to France he was always to the fore, and what the men always like, never 
expected them to do anything he couldn't do himself. His gallantry was remarkable, and fear was a word he didn't know the meaning 
of. As you know, he died at the head of his men leading a counter-attack. It's but poor consolation, but I am positive that of all deaths 
'tis the one he would have chosen ... That was a fearful day, and no one can describe the horror of seeing 20 officers and well over 500 
men fall in one Battalion in about 14 hours.' 
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On 11 August 1915, the following notice appeared in The Times: 

'On 28 May, the day on which his death from wounds was announced, we published some remarkable verses written in the trenches 
by Captain Julian Grenfell. The following lines are a translation from the Latin written by his brother, Mr. G. W. Grenfell, who was 
killed in action last week, in memory of a friend, also killed in action earlier in the war: 

O heart-and-soul and careless played 
Our little band of brothers 
And never reckoned the time would come 
To change our games for others. 

It's joy for those who played with you 
To picture now that grace 
Was in your mind and single heart 
And in your radiant face. 

Your light-foot strength by flood and field 
For England keener glowed; 

To whatsoever things are fair 
We know, through you; the road. 

Nor is our grief the less thereby; 

O swift and strong and dear; Good-bye. 

At Taplow Parish Church yesterday evening a memorial service was held for the two sons of Lord and Lady Desborough, who have 
given their lives for their country.' 

To add to the sense of family loss, it should be noted that his and Julian's twin cousins also fell in action - namely Captain Francis 
Grenfell, the first V.C. winner of the Great War, and Captain R. N. "Rivy" Grenfell. 



Monica Grenfell went out to France as a Red Cross nurse in December 1914 and much impressed her brother Julian when he visited 
her at work in Wimereux in April 1915 - 'she was so good with the wounded Tommies who all seem to love her; she was just exactly 
"right there" with them'. Quickly making her way to Boulogne on learning that Julian had been seriously wounded, she was able to 
keep Lord and Lady Desborough informed of any progress - indeed it was her telegram that summoned them to reach his bedside 
before his death.

Sydney Carwithen was born at Ladpour, India, in March 1875, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel George Carwithen of the King's Own 
Scottish Borderers, and was educated at Blundell's School. 

First seeing action as a Trooper in the Cape Mounted Rifles during the Bechuanaland rebellion in 1897, he was similarly employed in 
the Boer War up until the end of April 1900, being present in operations in Cape Colony and at the defence of Wepener. 
Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Garrison Artillery in the following month, he was next present in operations in the 
Transvaal and at the action of Wittebergen, and gained advancement to Lieutenant in No. 14 Company, R.G.A., in October 1901 
(Queen's Medal & 4 clasps; King's Medal & 2 clasps). 

Embarked for India in May 1903, Carwithen witnessed further active service in 22 Derjerat Mountain Battery in operations in the Zakka 
Zhel country on the North-West Frontier in 1908 (Medal & clasp) and, having served back in the U.K. in No. 17 Company, R.G.A., 
went out to the Gold Coast with an appointment in No. 50 Company in Sierra Leone, in which capacity he was advanced to Captain in 
May 1913. 

By the outbreak of hostilities, he was serving in Malta, but he was ordered to France in March 1915 on the staff of R.A. H.Q. 16th 
Corps, and was advanced to Major at the end of the same year. Next embarked for Salonika, where he served from November 1915 
until August 191 7, Carwithen was initially a Brigade Major in 28th Division and latterly a Deputy Adjutant and Quarter-Master General 
in 16th Army Corps. He was mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 28 November 1917, refers). Having then served back home, he 
went out to France in August 1918 as Brigade Major in 6th Division, in which capacity he was awarded the D.S.O. and a second 
"mention" (London Gazette 7 July 1919, refers). 

After the War Carwithen returned to India and took command of 22 Derjerat Battery, and saw further action in the operations during 
the Third Afghan War (clasp). He was finally placed on the Retired List in December 1922; sold with copied research. 
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A Great War D.S.O. group of six awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel J. L. Grinlinton, Royal Artillery

John Liesching Grinlinton was bom in January 1880. He was commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the 1st Volunteer Battalion, Royal 
Berkshire Regiment, in December 1898. Transferred to the Royal Garrison Artillery in January 1900 and served in the China campaign 
of 1900. Served with the Native Mountain Artillery in India from January 1901, and took part in the operations in Waziristan 1901-02. 
Promoted to Lieutenant in April 1901; appointed Assistant Instructor in Gunnery, Aden in January 1910. Promoted to Captain in 
January 1911 and Major in October 1915. As a Captain in the R.G.A. he entered France on 23 April 1915 and served on the Western 
Front until December 1916, being twice mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. Then served with the Mesopotamian 
Expeditionary Force from February 1917, receiving a further 'mention' whilst on service with the Royal Air Force. Promoted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1927, he retired on 3 July 1931. During the 1920's Grinlinton worked for the Geological Survey of India 
and in 1928 had published The Former Glaciation of the East Lidar Valley , Kashmir.

Francis George Crawshay Coates was born in Worcester in March 1878, the son of a clergyman, and entered the Royal Navy as Cadet 
in July 1892. 

Advanced to Lieutenant in October 1900 and to Lieutenant-Commander in October 1908, he was serving as captain of the destroyer H. 
M.S. Sandfly by the outbreak of hostilities. Remaining similarly employed until removing to the sloop Lobelia in early 1916, he was 
present at the actions at Heligoland Bight on 28 August 1914 and Dogger Bank on 24 January 1915, when his crew shared in the prize 
money for the enemy cruiser Blucher. But it was for his subsequent services as captain of the sloop Lobelia on patrol duties in the 
Mediterranean that he was awarded his D.S.O., his ship onetime being allocated to Kite Balloon duties. 

Having then come ashore to an appointment in Malta in May 1918, and been advanced to Commander, Coates was placed on the 
Retired List at his own request in March 1921. But he was recalled in late 1938, once more being ordered to Malta, where he served as 
an assistant on the naval staff until being invalided home in March 1942. 

He then served at the Soton training establishment Shrapnel until the summer of 1945, a final notation on his service record stating that 
he applied for promotion to the rank of Captain in 1945, a request which was apparently forwarded for Their Lordships consideration. 

He died in April 1950; sold with copied service record. 
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A rare Great War D.S.O. group of four awarded to Sub. Lieutenant J. O. Harris, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, 
attached Hawke Battalion, R.N.D., late 8th London Regiment, who is believed to have been recommended for the V.C. 
for his gallantry as a Company Commander in the fighting on the Canal du Nord in September - he died of wounds 
received in the action at Niergnies in the following month

D.S.O. London Gazette 11 January 1919: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty during an attack. When the advance was checked by heavy machine-gun fire he led 
his men forward, successfully capturing the machine-gun post and enabling the other companies to advance. Later, he led a party 
against a bridgehead and captured it, himself charging two machine-gun positions and killing the crews. He set a splendid example of 
courage and determined leadership/ 

Joseph Orlando Harris, who was born in June 1887, was a postman from East London prior to the outbreak of hostilities in August 
1914. Enlisting in the 8th Battalion, London Regiment (Post Office Rifles), he first saw action out in France in the following year, and 
was advanced to Sergeant in September 1916. 

Commissioned as a Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in June 191 7, he was drafted to Hawke Battalion of the Royal 
Naval Division and returned to active service in May 1918, when he was appointed Adjutant to Commander Lockwood, who was 
shortly to be wounded and evacuated. 

Of his subsequent D.S.O.-winning exploits on the Canal du Nord during the second battle of Arras in September, and death in action at 
Niergnies in October, Land-Locked Sailors states: 

'The Royal Naval Division continued to be heavily involved in the second Battle of Arras, an attempt to seize the northern end of the 
Hindenburg Line and the Drocourt-Queant system which lay behind it. In this attack on 2 September 1918 Sub.-Lieutenant Harris of 
Hawke Battalion brought himself to notice by leading his men to capture an enemy machine-gun which was holding up the advance of 
the brigade ... Hawke Battalion was again in the forefront of the battle on 3 September 1918, when it cleared the trench system in front 
of Inchy and moved to within striking distance of the Canal du Nord. At this point the enemy held out until Harris led a party of 
volunteers who captured the bridgehead after the former postman had personally charged two machine-guns and killed their crews. 
After this feat it appears that he was recommended for the V.C. but, in the event, he was awarded a D.S.O. - still a rare distinction for a 
junior officer.' 

Land-Locked Sailors continues: 

'On 8 October 1918, in the advance on Cambrai and the last serious engagement fought by Hawke Battalion, the Germans launched a 
vigorous counter-attack headed by captured British tanks, which was beaten off by the British using German anti-tank guns and rifles 
which had been taken from the enemy a few minutes earlier! Sadly, Harris never lived to wear his decoration as he was hit during this 
action and died of wounds two days later. He is buried in Delsaux Farm British Cemetery, Beugny, south of Bapaume. His is the only 
Naval D.S.O. commemorated on the Post Office Memorial in King Edward's Building, London E.C/ 

Harris died of multiple gunshot wounds at 29th Casualty Clearing Station. He was also mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 20 
December 1918, refers); sold with a quantity of research, including photocopies of his D.S.O. warrant and picture of his original grave. 
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The unusual Great War D.S.O. group of four awarded to Major R. T. Meadows, Royal Army Medical Corps, for his 
services 'on the occasion of the mining of a Hospital Ship' - He earlier served as Mayor of Saltash, receiving the 
Mayors and Provosts 1902 Coronation Medal

D.S.O. London Gazette 14 June 191 7. / .... for gallantry and meritorious service on the occasion of the mining of a Hospital Ship.' 

Robert Thornton Meadows was born in Toronto in 1863. He studied Medicine at the University of Edinburgh and was entered onto the 
Medical Register on 8 September 1885. He qualified as M.D. at Edinburgh in 1892 and gained a Diploma in Public Health from the 
Royal College of Physician Surgeons of England in 1895. In May 1888 he was appointed Acting Surgeon with the 2nd Volunteer 
Battalion Duke of Cornwall's Light Infantry; being ranked as Surgeon (Captain) in July 1888. By 1893 he had become the Medical 
Officer of Health for Saltash, Cornwall and in 1897 he became the first Captain of the newly formed Saltash Volunteer Fire Brigade, a 
post he held until 1912. Meadows served as Mayor of Saltash, November 1897-November 1899, and again during, November 1901- 
November 1902. As such, he was awarded the special Coronation Medal 1902 given to mayors and provosts. 

In the London Gazette dated 20 September 1915, he was recalled from the Reserve and appointed a Temporary Major in the R.A.M.C., 
his appointment dated 30 August 1915. He was awarded the D.S.O. in the London Gazette of 14 June 1917 for his gallantry and 
meritorious service on the occasion of the mining of an unnamed Hospital Ship. It is possible the ship in question was H.M.H.S. 
Britannic (Titanic's sister ship) but this requires further research to confirm. He received the D.S.O. from the King at Buckingham Palace 
on 25 February 1920. 

After the war he returned to his medical practice in Saltash. Major Meadows died on 19 September 1937 and was buried in St. 
Stephen's Churchyard, Saltash. 

With copied research including a photocopied photograph of Meadows as Mayor.

'We were all looking forward to joining the war and, on 26 May 1940, it happened with a vengeance. Six Hawker 
Hector biplanes took off from Hawkinge to stop the German attack on Calais. Sir Edgar Ludlow-Hewitt had briefed us to 
the effect that he did not expect any of us to make it back to base. 

Armed with two I20lb. bombs and a machine-gun firing through the propeller , we approached France with devastating 
ferocity! One aircraft was lost, one was shot down by our own Navy, another force-landed on a golf course and the 
remainder returned to Hawkinge , holed and badly shaken but unharmed. Sir Edgar hadn't been a bad judge.' 

Wing Commander P. P. C. "Paddy" Barthropp, D.F.C., A.F.C., modestly describes No. 618's astonishing suicide mission 
to Calais in Hector biplanes. 

The outstanding Second World War Wing Leader's D.S.O. and Bar, fall of France 1940 D.F.C. group of seven awarded 
to Group Captain A. F. Anderson, Royal Air Force, late Royal Warwickshire Regiment, one of just 22 R.A.F. officers to 
win this combination of gallantry awards in the last war and a veteran of around 100 operational sorties: having 
originally been decorated for suicidal sorties over Calais in an obsolete 170 m.p.h. Hector biplane - in which he faced 
the attentions of Me. 109s and 110s - he converted to Mustangs and added a D.S.O. to his accolades for his gallant 
command of No. 268 Squadron in 1942, not least for leading the first ever single-engined fighter sortie to Germany 
from the U.K., and a Bar for equally gallant services as C.O. of No. 35 Wing, 2nd T.A.F., in 1944-45: in one of many 
low-level sorties flown over Holland in the latter period, a cannon shell burst inches behind the armour plating 
protecting his head and removed part of the fuselage - 'it was quite a nasty episode' - but he nonetheless completed 
his mission

'1943' and the reverse of the Bar '1945'; Distinguished Flying Cross, G.VI.R., the reverse officially dated '1940'; 1939-45

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D.S.O. London Gazette 5 February 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'Wing Commander Anderson has been in command of No. 268 Squadron since December 1940. At the time the Squadron was 
equipped with Lysanders and in order to get some sort of operations for his pilots he arranged for dusk and dawn patrols off the East 
Coast. In May 1941 the Squadron was re-equipped with Tomahawk aircraft and by September was fitted with a No. 19 A.F. wireless set 
giving larger range. 

On 19 October 1941, the first attack was made on targets at Ijmuiden and Dan Helder in Holland with the Wing Commander leading. 
Several other attempts were made by Wing Commander Anderson but were abandoned owing to lack of cloud cover or fog. In 
December, in order to get further operational experience, Wing Commander Anderson asked for and obtained permission to be 
attached to R.A.F. Ibsley with a view to getting combat experience. Working under 10 Group, Wing Commander Anderson and three 
pilots carried out convoy patrols. 

In January 1942, owing to the numerous mechanical failures of the Alison Engine, H.Q., Army Command, stopped operational flying. 
Throughout the above period the Squadron continued its normal role of training with H.Q. No. 2 Corps. 

In April 1942, the Squadron was re-equipped with Mustang aircraft and in June, at the request of Wing Commander Anderson, it was 
permitted to carry out shipping reconnaissance off the Dutch Coast. 

In August 1942, the Squadron was attached to No. 12 (Fighter) Group for full fighter operations and was equipped with V.H.F. and 
operated on interceptor patrols, shipping reconnaissance off the Dutch Coast and attack of ground targets in Holland and Germany. 

It has been due to the personal effort of Wing Commander Anderson that his squadron has been enabled to carry out offensive 
operations and he himself has always led the first of any new type of sortie. 

In October, Wing Commander Anderson led a section of four Mustangs to North-West Germany and attacked targets on the Dortmund- 
Ems Canal. This was the first time that single-engined fighters based in England had attacked targets in Germany. 

Throughout this period, Wing Commander Anderson has led: 6 Tomahawk operations over Holland; 2 Mustang "Rhubarbs" - one over 
Holland and the other over Germany; 12 Mustang shipping reconnaissance operations; and 3 Mustang interceptor patrols over the 
North Sea. 

Wing Commander Anderson has always displayed the greatest initiative to get his squadron onto offensive operations, he is a born 
leader and has instilled an operational attitude into not only the pilots but also the N.C.Os and ground crew as well. He is absolutely 
tireless and one of the most enthusiastic Commanding Officers I have met. Through his magnificent leadership, courage and example 
he has produced in 268 Squadron a thoroughly sound and reliable fighting unit not only in its primary role of Fighter Reconnaissance 
but also in its secondary and more offensive roles.' 

Bar to D.S.O. London Gazette 27 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Between 15 December 1944 and 21 February 1945, Group Captain Anderson carried out 6 reconnaissance sorties over enemy 
territory. Besides bringing back valuable information, this officer and his No. 2 made the following claims: 

1 1000-ton ship destroyed (seen on fire); 2 1000-ton ships severely damaged (one on fire); 1 minelayer damaged; 1 tug destroyed; 3 
tugs damaged (one on fire); 3 barges severely damaged; 1 500-ton ship and sundry small M.Vs damaged; 1 ferry damaged; 2 M.T. 
destroyed; 1 Met and 1 A.F.V. damaged. 

These attacks were carried out often in the face of intense accurate flak and twice Group Captain Anderson's aircraft was hit and 
damaged. 

Since the date of his last award this officer has carried out 49 sorties over enemy territory, some of which were to provide photographs 
necessary during the planning of "Overlord". Besides the claims made above, he has scored successes against a number of different 
types of target including 16 locos damaged, parties of troops on the ground, and damage to transport vehicles of all descriptions, at all 
times displaying a fine offensive spirit and courage of a high order. 

Group Captain Anderson has proved himself to be an outstanding Commanding Officer. The Recce. Wing he has commanded in the 
Field since August 1944 has achieved magnificent results whilst working with 1 st Canadian Army. The results achieved, at a small cost 
to the Wing, are an indication of its efficiency. This high standard is very largely due to the efficiency of its Commanding Officer and 
the magnificent example he sets to the rest of his unit.' 
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D.F.C. London Gazette 5 November 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'During the months of May and June 1940, this officer was in charge of No. 613 Squadron which operated during the evacuation of the 
B.E.F. In spite of the fact that this squadron was without previous experience of operational flying, a number of important sorties were 
successfully accomplished in the face of heavy anti-aircraft fire. Squadron Leader Anderson took part in each of these which included 
the bombing of batteries in the vicinity of Calais, and the dropping of ammunition and water for the garrison holding the Citadel there. 
All these operations were successfully carried out. This was substantially due to the confidence and enthusiasm which Squadron Leader 
Anderson inspired in his junior officers and to his magnificent leadership/ 

Order of Orange Nassau London Gazette 31 October 1947. The original recommendation states: 

'Group Captain Anderson commanded No. 35 Reconnaissance Wing from 30 August 1944 until 1 December 1945. The Wing operated 
from Gilze Rijen and Mill during the winter of 1944-45. During this period his Wing was responsible not only for tactical 
reconnaissance and artillery spotting, but also for provision of photographic cover extending deep into enemy territory, without which 
detailed plans for operations by the Army and Air Force could not have been made. Group Captain Anderson proved himself to be a 
courageous leader; he himself flew a great number of operational sorties and frequently insisted on leading missions which, by the 
nature of their tasks, expected heavy opposition. Under his inspiring leadership the Wing carried out all these tasks in an exemplary 
manner.' 

Alan Ford Anderson was born in Simla in November 1910, the son of an Indian Army officer. Educated at Winchester and the R.M.A. 
Woolwich, he was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in January 1931, but transferred to the Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment later in the same year. Ambitious to fly, however, and following time in Egypt, he obtained a welcome secondment to the 
Royal Air Force in early 1934. Having then qualified for his "Wings", he was posted to No. 13 (Army Co-operation) Squadron and, after 
a brief period back on regimental duty in 1938, to another Army Co-operation unit, No. 2 Squadron, in the rank of Flight Lieutenant. 

No. 613 Squadron 1940 - off to war in a biplane - D.F.C. 

Shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, and having been briefly employed at Abbeville, he was granted the temporary rank of Squadron 
Leader and appointed to the command of another Army Co-operation unit, No. 613 (City of Manchester) Squadron, then equipped with 
obsolete Hectors, but gradually taking delivery of Lysanders, and in early 1940 he volunteered to ferry a Lysander to Finland for 
operations against the Russians - a journey entailing civilian clothing, a false passport and, as it transpired, a forced landing in Norway. 

Back in England, with the looming prospect of combat with the Luftwaffe, Anderson's concerns regarding his squadron's obsolete 
Hectors fell on deaf ears. In his own words: 

'Though our Lysanders were fairly new, our Hectors were not. A large proportion were in fact veterans, and in particular my own 
aircraft was no stranger to me since I had flown it at the R.A.F. Display at Hendon in 1937 ... Words can give little impression of the 
problems of manpower, serviceability and armament. For the Hectors in particular we relied almost exclusively on cannibalisation. 
Bomb racks were designed for manual release gear operation, while the bombs were designed for electro-magnetic release. This caused 
four main problems: 

(a) The bombs didn't fit the racks, and were free to swing longitudinally as well as vertically, just enough to cause hang-ups or 
premature release (taxi-ing or in bumps). 

(b) The nose pistols often unwound in the airflow, arming the bomb on the rack and exposing the detonator during take-off or in the air. 

(c) The pilot's manual release gear, always awkward to operate, was, with differently designed bombs, liable to fail. 

(d) Modifications, necessarily 'off the cuff', could seldom be described to another shift of armourers, causing un-necessary risk.' 

Notwithstanding such limitations and a top speed of 140 knots, Anderson and his fellow Hector pilots went into action in their ancient 
biplanes over Calais in May 1940, an astonishing feat reminiscent of scenes enacted over the trenches in the Great War, and an 
extraordinarily gallant one by virtue of the fact they faced Me. 109s and 110s, in addition to accurate ground fire. In one low-level 
strike at 100 feet, Anderson had to fire one round at a time with his forward Vickers gun as the crank handle had sheared off, but his 
'bombs actually came off at the right time which was surprising as one almost always lost them on the way to the target or got a hang¬ 
up with the detonator exposed.' 

Of operations on 26 May, he later wrote: 

'At 04.10 613 Squadron took off for Hawkinge. We were briefed to drop supplies of ammunition and water to the Calais garrison in 
two simultaneous missions - (a) by the Lysanders of the Air Component Squadrons on the Citadel and (b) by 613 Squadron Lysanders 
on the Docks area, where part of the garrison was now isolated. This force was to be supported by low-level bombing and low flying 
attacks by the Hectors of 613 Squadron. A section of Defiants was to provide top cover for the Citadel force. 

At 09.50 we took off through traces of lifting ground fog. The landfall was clearly marked by black smoke stretching about 120 degrees 
across the horizon from Dunkirk to Bologna. The weather over the Channel and France was sunny with unlimited visibility. 

With the Lysander Flight to starboard in echelon, I led the Hectors into the target in a shallow Vic, diving from 4,000 ft. We dropped 
our 1201b. bombs at about 600 ft. on the run in, and shot up such targets as we saw, mostly L.A.A. gun posts and a few trucks. We got 
a certain amount of light flak, and some Bofors fire from the dock area, and turning half a mile inland we came back at ground level to 
give the air gunners a chance to find targets and to create what diversion we could for the Lysanders. The smoke was fairly thick near 
the ground, and I lost sight of the Lysanders as we went in. 

When the supply dropping aircraft were reckoned to be clear of the target area we broke off, and crossing out I saw that my No. 2 had 
been hit by a burst of Bofors shells in the fuselage and centre section, and was losing petrol very fast. His air gunner was dead. The 
pilot broke away at the English coast, and crashed in sea fog which was still thick on the cliffs. Though injured he fortunately recovered 
later.' 

As concluded by Leslie Hunt in Twenty-One Squadrons , 'never did airmen go into battle flying such obsolete machines but the spirit 
was unequalled as machine-gun posts were knocked out by the Hectors, the enemy pouring a hail of return-fire into the slow moving 
aircraft.' 

Anderson was awarded the D.F.C. 

No. 268 Squadron 1940-42 - Tomahawks and Mustangs - D.S.O. 

In December 1940, Anderson was appointed to the command of No. 268 Squadron, equipped with Lysanders, but shortly to convert to 
Tomahawks, an unhappy transition owing to the many defects in the latter aircraft's performance - in fact according to Anderson 'the 
worst aircraft in the world': nonetheless, operational work was keenly pursued and, in October 1941, a notable attack carried out 
against targets in Ijmuiden and Dan Helder in Holland. 

Having been re-equipped with Mustangs in April 1942, No. 268 embarked upon a spate of interceptor patrols and shipping 
reconnaissances off the Dutch Coast, in addition to attacking ground targets and, from August of that year, on attachment to No. 12 
(Fighter) Group, commenced full time fighter operations, the recently promoted Anderson - now a Wing Commander - invariably taking 
the lead. 

Thus in October, he led a section of four Mustangs to North-West Germany in October, the first time that single-engined fighters based 
in England had attacked the Nazi homeland in daylight, on this occasion causing extensive damage to targets on the Dortmund-Ems 
Canal. 

For 'his magnificent leadership, courage and example', he was awarded the D.S.O. 
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Wing Leader - No. 35 Wing 1944-45 - Bar to D.S.O. 

Grounded at the end of 1942, Anderson attended the R.A.F. Staff College, but in the summer of 1943, after being appointed Wing 
Commander (Operations), H.Q. No. 35 Wing, he orchestrated his return to operations, taking part in a flurry of interceptor and anti¬ 
shipping patrols, in Mustangs operating out of Odiham and Tangmere. 

During one "Ranger" operation to Mezidon marshalling yards in November 1943, his No. 2 was shot down in flames, and his own 
aircraft severely damaged by a direct hit in the starboard wing - his flight back to base had to be completed at 20 feet and a maximum 
speed of 120 m.p.h. Nor was subsequent pre-invasion photographic reconnaissance over Normandy any more relaxing - 'These often 
rather nasty, 500 feet straight and level on sometimes long features. Beaches particularly tricky jobs. Flak tricky/ 

In March 1944, Anderson was advanced to the acting rank of Group Captain and joined the Planning Staff for D-Day, but he was back 
in action with No. 35 Wing, comprising 2, 4 and 268 Squadrons, as part of 2nd T.A.F., shortly thereafter, and particularly in the above 
cited period of December 1944 to February 1945, when the Wing operated out of airfields at Ghent and Gilze Rijen - thus a mass of 
damage inflicted on enemy transport, armour and troops, and indeed enemy shipping. 

On a solo sortie against enemy armour at Hellevoetsluis, Anderson encountered intense and accurate flak - '20mm. hit aft of cockpit 
removed radio and some of the fuselage, but it hung together. Bofors very bright in the cloud on way down to target. Cockpit full of 
smoke but it cleared ... Quite a nasty episode but informed Huns we are here and we'll be back.' 

Gilze Rijen was subjected to occasional attack from passing Vis, Anderson and his fellow pilots having to take cover in the mess when 
the engines were heard to cut out above them - "Boom" Trenchard, who was visiting No. 35 Wing on one such occasion, 'never 
moved throughout the event and was amused when everyone in the Mess came out from under the tables. He was still sipping his gin 
and tonic at the bar.' 

For his own part, Anderson's 'courage of a high order' resulted in the award of a Bar to his D.S.O., in addition to being appointed a 
Commander of the Order of Orange-Nassau; see Coming into Land, by Bill Malins, D.F.C., for some good accounts of 268 Squadron 
and 35 Wing in action, in which he describes Anderson as 'the very best C.O.', who led by example. 

Post-War 

No sooner had hostilities ended than Anderson found himself "flying a desk" at the Air Ministry, dealing with accident prevention, so 
he was relieved to return to duty as C.O. of No. 324 Wing in Egypt, flying Tempests, in 1948-49, a period that witnessed him making a 
wheels-up forced-landing in February 1949. A staff appointment at S.H.A.P.E. in Paris having followed, he returned to the U.K. and 
became C.O. of Western Sector, Fighter Command, in which period he flew Meteors. 

Taking his retirement as a Group Captain in 1958, Anderson took over the Channel House Hotel at Minehead and, after seven years as 
a hotelier, opted for growing tomatoes commercially in Somerset. Retiring for a second time, to Minorca, he returned to the U.K. after 
20 years, where died in December 2002, aged 92.

Kyauktaw defence position, this officer showed outstanding determination, energy and leadership. 

Speed was essential to forestall an opposed crossing, which was a certainty as soon as the crossing place was discovered. Brigadier 
Crook reached Orama village, where the crossing was to be effected with his troops on 4 December 1944. That afternoon a strong 
party of the enemy probed his starting base and occupied a position covering the beach. Such an event would have daunted many 
commanders, and caused hesitation and delay. Realising however the vital necessity of crossing quickly, Brigadier Crook counter¬ 
attacked and threw back the enemy elements, capturing valuable documents in the process. Next, although a determined 
reconnaissance of the opposite bank had not been practicable, he decided to cross by night. He was down on the beaches himself all 
through the night and successfully saw the first flights over. These flights effected a landing and found the enemy at dawn a few 
hundred yards inland, thus proving that any lack of speed or hesitancy would have been fatal and resulted in many casualties. 

Brigadier Crook next led his brigade over very difficult and trackless hills known as the Sendaung-Yo and down to the Yo-Chaung 
valley east of those hills. As his brigade started to advance down the Yo-Chaung enemy opposition started immediately. At all times up 
near the leading troops, Brigadier Crook so stimulated and encouraged the impetus of the advance that though the enemy occupied no 
fewer than six successive positions in seven miles, the enemy was able to make a firm stand nowhere, nor delay the advance to any 
appreciable extent. 

The final phase of this very rapid advance necessitated passing through exceptionally difficult country to seize Point 887. Again 
hesitation or delay would have been fatal. Brigadier Crook's bold advance secured the area with a few hours to spare. The Japanese 
arrived in force the next morning and sustained substantial casualties throughout the operations. 

Brigadier Crook showed and inspired the finest qualities of determination, energy and leadership. These operations would certainly 
have gone more slowly and proved much more costly in casualties had it not been for the fine leadership and determination displayed 
by Brigadier Crook.' 
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Arthur Ainslie "Crookie" Crook was born in 1899 and was educated at Eastbourne College, where he captained the 1st XV, shooting 
VIII and Boxing Team, and at the R.M.A. Woolwich, where he gained his Boxing Colours. Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Royal Artillery in September 1918, he witnessed active service out in France in the closing stages of the Great War and was 
subsequently employed by the Army of Occupation on the Rhine. 

Having then served out in Ireland 1920-22, where he was advanced to Lieutenant, Crook became a gunnery instructor back in 
Woolwich, and, military duties aside, captained the London Scottish Rugby Football Club and 1st XV 1924-25. In the following year, 
however, he was seconded for duty with the King's African Rifles in Tanganyika, in which capacity he remained employed until late 
1930, latterly as 2nd-in-Command of the 2nd Battalion. And, no doubt, as a result of this lengthy spell as an infantry officer, he next 
transferred to the Northamptonshire Regiment, with whom he served in India and the U.K. - in both the 1st and 2nd Battalions - in 
1931-39, gaining advancement to Major. 

1939-45: Malaya , North Africa and Burma - D.5.O. 

Seconded for service with the Straits Settlements Volunteer Force about the time of the outbreak of hostilities, he served out in Malaya 
until 1942, firstly as Staff Officer to Local Forces and latterly as Brigade Major to the S.S.V.F. In May of the latter year, and having been 
advanced to Lieutenant-Colonel, Crook returned home and took command of the 5th Battalion, Northamptonshire Regiment, in which 
capacity he served in North Africa from the "Torch" landings until May 1943, a period of considerable action and heavy losses - as 
stated by one correspondent in The Times on Crook's death in 1981, his 'Battalion was among the spearhead of the sparse force that 
came so close to capturing Tunis in December 1942. He was a soldier's soldier and had the admiration of all who served under him.' 
He was mentioned in despatches. 

Between December 1943 and August 1944, he was C.O. of the 2nd Battalion, Nigeria Regiment, R.W.A.F.F., in West Africa and India, 
following which he was given command of the 6th (West African) Infantry Brigade in Burma, in which capacity he was present in 
operations in the Arakan and Kaladan Valley in 1944-45, and, as cited above, awarded the D.S.O. 

Having then served at H.Q. Southern Command, Bangalore in 1946, he witnessed further active service as a member of the British 
Military Mission in Greece 1947-49, where he served as a Military Adviser to 'A' (Greek) Army Corps in the Field in operations against 
communist agitators and terrorists - and was awarded the Greek Military Cross, Class A and B. Brief service as Commander Cyprus 
District having followed in 1949-50, Crook next served as British Military Attache to Siam 1951-52, and was placed on the Retired List 
as a Brigadier in January 1953. Appointed a Military Knight of Windsor in August 1963, he died in February 1981.

The original recommendation states: 

'Both at Bardia on 3 January and at Tobruk on 22 January 1941, Major Snook was commanding the 7th Medium Regiment, R.A., In 
both battles it was essential for the 6-inch howitzers to move forward from their bombardment positions as soon as it was known that 
the defences had been penetrated and on each occasion Major Snook led a small reconnaissance party behind the attack to select a 
new O.P. and gun areas. In both cases, despite heavy shelling and M.G. fire, excellent positions were selected and successfully 
occupied. During the whole campaign Major Snook has shown outstanding devotion to duty and courage. His complete disregard of 
personal safety and apparent immunity from fatigue was a high example to all ranks.' 

Robert James Bracher Snooks, who was born in July 1899, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery in January 
1919 and received his first appointment overseas in June 1920, when he served briefly as a Cypher Officer in Iraq (Medal & clasp). 
Advanced to Lieutenant in the following year, and to Captain in January 1932, he served as an Adjutant, T.A. for several years before 
seeing further active service in Palestine in the late 1930s (clasp). 

A Major serving in 7th Medium Regiment, R.A., in Egypt on the outbreak of hostilities, he quickly saw action in Operation "Compass", 
Major-General O'Connor's offensive in the Western Desert, which commenced in early December 1940. He was mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 1 April 1941, refers), and, as cited above, awarded the D.S.O. 

7th Medium Regiment, with Snook in command, next saw action in Greece, prior to being sent to Crete, and it was in the latter theatre 
of war that he was wounded and taken P.O.W. Of events on 20 May 1941, the unit history states: 

'The enemy increased the tempo of his air attacks on the island as the day for the invasion drew near, culminating in a two-hour non¬ 
stop raid on the Heraklion area on the afternoon of the 20th May. Immediately following this the first waves of parachute troops 
arrived. From 1 7.00 hours onwards squadrons of Junker 52 aircraft to a total of about two hundred planes flew in to drop their loads of 
troops and supplies right on top of the defender's positions. 

As soon as the parachutists began descending, they were greeted with intense fire from everything that could shoot and they suffered 
terrible casualties before they even reached the ground. Several troop-carriers were shot down in or near the Regimental positions and 
one of these claimed was by the Lewis gun; in all fifteen of these planes fell to the defender's fire. After the first wave of the attackers 
had landed Major Snook and the Adjutant, Captain J. A. Jourdier, went round the posts and found everyone in good heart. While they 
were returning to R.H.Q. a second wave arrived and they only reached the school in which R.H.Q. was situated after a few very hectic 
and dangerous minutes. 

More waves of troop-carriers flew in and their cargoes were speedily dealt with. At one time a German tommy-gunner was seen from 
the roof of the school building crawling towards one of the section posts, unobserved by the section, and he was only dealt with after 
the C.O. [Snook] had hurriedly obtained a rifle from the R.S.M. As a result of this excitement, R.H.Q. left one side of their roof 
temporarily unguarded and a German, who managed to get up close, lobbed a grenade on to the roof where it landed and exploded at 
the C.O's feet, seriously wounding him in the legs, and causing his evacuation to the hospital at Knossos ... Major Snook had to be left 
behind, to the sorrow of the Regiment, as his wounds were too bad to allow him to be moved.' 

Of his subsequent experiences and adventures as a P.O.W. little is known, although his arrival at Colditz in April 1944 suggests he had 
been active in escape work ( Colditz , Major P.R. Reid, M.B.E., M.C., refers). He was mentioned in despatches on his return home 
(,London Gazette 6 June 1946), and was placed on the Retired List as a Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1949. 
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A Second World War North Africa operations D.S.O. group of seven awarded to Brigadier J. J. McCully, Royal Sussex 
Regiment: having been wounded at Dunkirk in June 1940, he was decorated for his gallant command of the 5th 
Battalion at El Alamein and held Brigade Command out in India and Burma 1943-45

Throughout the past period of operations from 23 October to 5 November 1942, Lieutenant-Colonel McCully has displayed a very 
high order of leadership and calmness under fire, in the face of most difficult conditions. On the night of 27-28 October, his battalion 
was ordered to carry out a night attack, with but the scantiest of preparation, and in the face of heavy opposition. Owing to 
circumstances beyond Lieutenant-Colonel McCully's control the Battalion did not quite reach its objective and found itself next 
morning holding a very exposed position under heavy and accurate S.A. and artillery fire. Despite this, however, they held on for a day 
and a half before being withdrawn. It was mainly due to Lieutenant-Colonel McCully's coolness and leadership that the Battalion got as 
far as it did, and then maintained itself there for so long. Subsequently, on the night of 1-2 November, his battalion carried out another 
night attack, and once again this officer's leadership and his complete disregard for his own safety were instrumental in making this 
attack successful.' 

John James McCully, who was born in Gravesend, Kent in November 1904, was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Sussex 
Regiment in January 1925 and, as confirmed by a number of accompanying prize medals, quickly established himself as a champion 
boxer - his victims often being knocked out in the first round. Boxing and Athletics aside, at which he also excelled, McCully was 
serving as a Captain in the 7th Battalion on the outbreak of hostilities and was duly ordered with his unit to France, where he was 
wounded in May 1940 when a troop train was hit by several bombs near St. Roche station. 

Advanced to Major in January 1942 and to the acting rank of Lieutenant-Colonel in October 1941, he took command of the 5th 
(Cinque Ports) Battalion, which unit he took out to the Middle East and commanded with distinction during the battle of El Alamein, 
gaining the D.S.O. Having then been advanced to the acting rank of Brigadier in late 1943, he was appointed to the command of the 
27th Indian Infantry Brigade in India, and saw further action out in Burma in 1944-45, latterly with 29th Infantry Brigade, in which 
capacity he took the surrender of Lieutenant-General Hayashi Kinoshita, C.O. of the South Malayan Army and Third Air Force of Japan 
after the surrender in Singapore in 1945 - the latter's swords were later placed on displayed in the Royal Sussex Regiment Museum. 

Post-war McCully served in the British Military Mission to Greece 1949-50, and as C.O. of the 1st and 2nd Brigades of the Arab Legion 
1950-53, and was placed on the Retired List as a Brigadier in March 1957. He died in Bodmin, Cornwall, in December 1985. 
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An outstanding Great War R.R.C. and Bar group of seven awarded to Matron A. L. Walker, Queen Alexandra's 
Imperial Military Nursing Service, a veteran of the Boer War who also received two "mentions" for her services with 
the B.E.F. - latterly as an Acting Principal Matron

Adelaide Louisa Walker was born near Dudley, Staffordshire, in February 1880, the daughter of a local headmaster, and was educated 
at the latter's school prior to training as a nurse at Meath Hospital in Dublin. Volunteering for active duty out in South Africa, she 
served as a Nursing Sister in Princess Christian's Army Nursing Service Reserve from December 1900 until April 1901, being employed 
on Field Force duties in Cape Colony and Orange Free State and, according to some sources, with the Irish Hospital (Queen's Medal; 
King's Medal). 

Electing to join the Army Nursing Service as a regular while still out in South Africa, she remained employed there until 1904, 
following which she returned to the U.K. to undertake further training. 

Embarked for France in mid-August 1914 as a Sister on the staff of No. 6 General Hospital, she was quickly appointed an Acting 
Matron of No. 83 General Hospital and, later still Acting Principal Matron of No. 13 Stationary Hospital. She was twice mentioned in 
despatches for gallant and distinguished services by Field Marshal Sir John French (London Gazettes 16 February 1915 and 1 January 
1916, refer), in addition to being awarded the R.R.C. and Bar, and ended the War with an appointment at The Lord Derby War 
Hospital at Warrington. 

Walker was finally placed on the Retired List in 1927, having served latterly as Matron of Cambridge Military Hospital; sold with 
copied research.

'H.M.S. Walpole has had several encounters with E Boats during the last five months and in every case Lieutenant-Commander Crowley 
had handled and fought his ship with marked ability. 

The engagement on the night of 22-23 December 1944 was a fitting climax to the series: on this occasion the Walpole was so placed 
that two separate groups of E Boats came into her patrol zone, both groups were very roughly treated and it was due largely to 
Crowley's sound appreciations, as well as to his skilful and determined handling that one E Boat was destroyed, another almost 
certainly destroyed and several damaged.' 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 11 May 1946: 

'For distinguished services during the War in the Far East.' 

George Clement Crowley, who was born in June 191 6, was educated at Pangbourne College and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in 
F1.M.S. Frobisher in 1933. Appointed a Midshipman in September 1934, he served on the China Station and in New Zealand in the 
period leading up to the outbreak of hostilities, gaining advancement to Lieutenant in October 1938. 

Joining the newly commissioned destroyer H.M.A.S. Nestor in early 1941, he remained similarly employed up until her loss to an 
Italian bomber off Crete in June 1942, a period encompassing extensive active service in the Atlantic, Mediterranean and Far East. 

Flaving participated in the pursuit of the Bismarck in May 1941, Nestor was ordered to the Mediterranean on the Malta run and, on 15 
December 1941, hunted down and destroyed the U-127 off Cape St. Vincent. Ordered to the Far East in the new year, she escorted the 
carrier Indomitable to Malaya and joined the British Eastern Fleet at Colombo. 

Then in May 1942 Nestor was ordered back to the Mediterranean and it was in the course of Malta convoy Operation "Vigorous" in 
the following month that she met her end, falling victim to an Italian bomber off Crete on the 15th - four of her complement were killed 
and although Javelin attempted to take her in tow she had to be scuttled on the following day. Crowley was awarded the D.S.C. 

In September 1943, and having been advanced to Lieutenant-Commander, he was appointed to the command of the destroyer 
Walpole , in which capacity he was present in operations off Normandy in the summer of 1944 and, as cited above, involved in several 
successful engagements with E Boats, not least the action of 22-23 December. Fie was awarded a Bar to his D.S.C., and was still 
commanding Walpole on the occasion she was mined off Flushing on 6 January 1945 - two of her complement were killed and the ship 
declared a constructive total loss. 

Crowley ended the War back out in the Far East in command of the destroyer Tenacious, in which capacity he served in Task Force 37 
in the Pacific, and was mentioned in despatches. 

Post-war, and having attended the R.N. Staff Course in 1947, Crowley's seagoing appointments included command of the cruiser 
Newfoundland 1953-55 and service as Captain (D.) of the 7th Destroyer Squadron 1959-61. Advanced to Rear-Admiral in 1966, his 
final appointment was as Director-General of Naval Personnel Services, and he was awarded the C.B. on his retirement in 1968; sold 
with copied research, including Crowley's Captain's Report for the night action of 22-23 December 1944. 
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‘The “Tynwald”, one of the Isle of Man Steam Packet Company’s pleasure steamers, deserves special mention, because she held 
the record for the heaviest troop loads - bringing 7500 men out from Dunkirk in five trips. Her average of 1500 men a trip was 
far in excess of the average loads aboard other ships of her kind.’

Charles Powell Mason was decorated for his services as Radio Officer aboard the Tynwald, which distinction he received at a 
Buckingham Palace investiture held in February 1941. 

Along with the Fenalla, another vessel of the Isle of Man Steam Packet Company, Tynwald was requisitioned as a personnel vessel in 
the first week of the War. Her log was largely uneventful until with the German onslaught during the spring of 1940, the plight of the B. 

E. F. became all too apparent, and she was despatched to assist with the evacuation of troops from Dunkirk. 

During the course of "Operation Dynamo", Tynwald, initially under the command of Captain J. H. Whiteway, and then under Captain 
W. A. Qualtrough, had the distinction of embarking more troops than any other personnel vessel. 

She made her first mission to the shattered port on 28 May, and was one of ten personnel ships that lifted a total of 14,760 troops from 
the East Pier the following day. The same day, her sister Fenella was lost. 

In the late evening of 30 May, she was one of four personnel vessels back at the pier and withdrew 1,153 troops. It was at this stage 
that her Master asked to be relieved on account of exhaustion, having only had four hours of rest in several days. Captain W. A. 
Qualtrough having then taken command, and the likes of Mason having elected to remain on duty, the Tynwald made her third trip on 
2 June and embarked 1,200 troops, returning to Dover in the early morning of 3 June. 

The last day of the operation was 4 June; shortly after 1400 hours, the Admiralty announced that "Dynamo" was over. By then Tynwald 
had already left the East Pier after her fourth trip. She was the last ship to leave, and landed 3,000 French troops in England later that 
day. Some sources give her credit for actually having picked up 8,953 troops. 
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A fine Second World War anti-U-boat operations D.S.C. group of seven awarded to Commander A. H. L. Harvey, 
Royal Navy, a long-served destroyer officer who first went into action in H.M.S. Punjabi at Narvik in 1940, but who

Arthur Herbert Lane Harvey was born in Totnes, Devon, in May 1921, the son of Engineer Commander Harold Harvey, afterwards a 
Rear-Admiral and C.B. 

Entering the Royal Navy as a Cadet at the R.N.C. Dartmouth in September 1938, young Arthur was appointed a Midshipman in May 
1939 and was serving aboard the battleship H.M.S. Rodney on the outbreak of hostilities. Removing to the patrol escort Lunar Bow that 
November, he remained similarly employed until joining the destroyer Punjabi in February 1940, and it was in this latter capacity that 
he first went into action. 

Baptism of Fire - Narvik 1940 

And a hot action it was - namely the second battle of Narvik on 13 April 1940 - when the Germans lost eight destroyers, but not 
without cost to our own forces, as illustrated by the following account of damage sustained by the Punjabi , taken from Captain Donald 
MacIntyre's Narvik : 

The British destroyers had not escaped unscathed. On the Punjabi had fallen a fierce and accurate rain of 5-inch shells. The first, 
plunging into her hull below the bridge, had burst between decks, splinters killing one man and wounding three others in the 
Transmitting Station whence the guns were controlled. While two of these were having their wounds dressed on the mess deck nearby 
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they were more seriously injured by a second shell which had burst on the upper deck at the foot of a steel locker containing ready-use 
cordite charges for the guns. Tearing a hole in the deck, it had showered splinters between the decks killing two of the ammunition 
supply party and wounding others. Cordite charges from the locker blazed up, starting a fierce fire. 

Almost simultaneously, the ship shook to another hit right forward which shattered a watertight bulkhead and caused flooding. A fire 
then broke out between the funnels from a bursting shell. Right aft another shell had plunged into a storeroom starting a blaze which 
threatened a magazine which had to be flooded. Fire and repair parties were thus all fully occupied when a fifth hit, bursting on the 
starboard motorboat and setting it alight, sent a jagged fragment through the upper deck, smashing a steam pipe and engulfing the 
engine room in a roaring cloud of steam. Other splinters had swept across the decks, killing two of the pom-pom crew and wounding 
two others as well as three of the torpedo-tubes' crew. 

A message from the engine room had just reached Commander H. T. Lean, Punjabi's captain, that the engines would shortly have to be 
stopped owing to the burst pipe, when torpedoes were seen approaching, running to the surface. With imperturbable skill, Lean 
swerved his ship out of their path, but the time had come to consider what best to do for his ship in its precarious situation. The 
engineer had been sent for to report on the situation below. With fires blazing forward, amidships and aft, all fire hoses slashed and 
useless, extinguishers exhausted, the guns' crews were urgently needed to help the parties fighting the flames by means of buckets of 
water. The guns were, in any case, in local control and largely ineffective owing to the damage to the Transmitting Station. 

As the engineer officer arrived, oil-streaked, grimy and wild-eyed, a sixth shell burst on the upper deck below, savagely wounding him 
in the back and arms. He was just able to confirm his diagnosis of the damage to the steam system before collapsing. The chief stoker 
in charge of the party fighting the fire amidships was instantly killed and several more men wounded. 

There was an urgent need for a respite in which to get the situation under control. Lean put his wheel over and retired, signalling his 
predicament to the Admiral. Heroic efforts were then made to master the fires. The steam system was repaired and the magazine 
pumped out. Within an hour Punjabi was steaming into action again, though her speed was restricted to 15 knots by the jagged hole in 
her bows ... ' 

As Harvey concluded in his Midshipman's Journal, had the enemy employed H.E. rather than S.P.D. shells, Punjabi would have surely 
been sunk. Lean was awarded the D.S.O., while fellow officers and ratings received a brace of D.S.Cs, six D.S.Ms and eight 
"mentions", four of the latter posthumously. Harvey, too, would shortly find his name appear in the London Gazette , though for 
services aboard the destroyer Croome, which ship he joined as an Acting Sub. Lieutenant in the summer of 1941, after further seagoing 
appointments in the cruisers Berwick and Norfolk. 

Mediterranean 1941-44 - D.5.C. and a brace of "mentions" 

Following a period of working-up at Scapa, Croome joined the Sixth Escort Group on the Atlantic run but, before long, found herself 
operating out of Gibraltar and Alexandria. Nor was it to be long before she gained her first confirmed U-boat-kiII, namely the Italian 
Submarine Maggiore Francesco Baracca, 270 miles S.E. of the Azores on 8 September 1941. Harvey takes up the story, moments after 
he had masterminded two accurate depth-charge attacks: 

'Now the target was fully visible on the surface, right ahead and broadside on. The order was "Stand by to ram!" With the dome 
housed, the A./S. team now had nothing more to do, so I sent my yeoman, who had come up on the bridge, to fetch my cine camera, 
and filmed the ensuing action. 

The range closed rapidly but we had to take off some speed before ramming to reduce the damage to ourselves to a minimum. The U- 
boat's crew were tumbling out of the conning tower hatch and whilst some leaped overboard, others under the orders of an officer 
trained their gun on us and opened fire. 

'A' gun could no longer depress sufficiently to bear on the target but the port Oerlikon was scoring hits on the conning tower and along 
the casement. At this stage, to prevent unnecessary bloodshed, the Captain ordered the Oerlikon gunner to fire only between the 
conning tower and the U-boat's gun mounting to prevent them from supplying ammunition. Abaft the conning tower a man lay on the 
casing with blood pouring from a groin wound, reddening the sea which continually washed over him as the U-boat wallowed in the 
swell. Then we struck her just forward of the conning tower. 

The impact threw all the U-boat's crew on deck into the sea and they began swimming towards the nets lowered over our port side 
where the First Lieutenant, armed with a pistol, was preparing to rescue survivors and take prisoners. 

The Captain sent me to the iron deck to assist, but the First Lieutenant and Gunner's Mate were calmly subduing the Italians with drawn 
pistols, separating the wounded from the others and directing them either to the Sick Bay or forward mess deck. 

Two men, clinging to a piece of wreckage that was barely supporting them in the water, beat off a third who was wounded and 
desperately trying to gain a hold for support. He soon gave up and sank, exhausted. 

The ship by now was drawn clear by going astern, and two survivors, breaking free from the small guard on the iron deck, ran up the 
break ladder to the forecastle shouting with anguish as the U-boat lifted her stern and slid under, carrying with her the less fortunate of 
their shipmates. 

I returned to the bridge where everyone was keeping a shocked silence ... The Captain acknowledged my report of the last survivor and 
said he would pick him up when we were able to go ahead, so I kept my binoculars trained on him as he was difficult to spot. The 
chief made his report on the damage and repairs and the Captain manoeuvred the ship ahead in accordance with reports from the paint 
shop on the stress on the foremost watertight bulkhead. 

Only 30 yards from the ship the last survivor became exhausted and sank. I reported this to the Captain who looked at me with 
concern, I think, for my emotional state, but I was more hardened to war than he realised.' 

Lieutenant-Commander J. D. Hayes, R.N., the Captain, was awarded the D.S.O., while Harvey received the D.S.C. 

Croome was next busily engaged on the Malta run, where Harvey noted the 'Union Club threw its doors open to all officers but the 
'gin' was only fit for use as lighter fuel'; meanwhile, he had celebrated his 21 st birthday: 

'My 21 st birthday was celebrated ashore with Mac and the Doc, but there was not much to do until we discovered the local dance hall. 
There was the usual shortage of women, but one Adeni Indian girl, who was there with her two brothers, was coping well with a stream 
of would-be-partners, with great charm and poise. I launched a cutting-out expedition and she told me it was her 18th birthday. Only 
because it was my 21st birthday did she, with a slight reproof, give me a second dance, and then we returned onboard. It had made my 
day.' 

Such diversions were welcome, for by now Harvey was feeling the strain caused by months of active service, particularly following a 
period of operations in the Dodecanese, where enemy aircraft were ever present: 

'One Stuka, selecting us as a target, began to dive and all of us on the bridge instinctively crouched beneath the parapet for the 
illusionary protection it gave. I could only get my head and shoulders under and, feeling like an ostrich, decided to stand up and 
watch, and die, if I must, in the open. Looking up I could see the pilot's visored face and blue eyes as he roared down towards us 
pulling up above our heads and leaving the bomb to travel on. It seemed to be coming straight for me, growing larger by the second, 
and I prayed for a quick death; then it passed out of my line of vision and I waited for the explosion and the inevitable hot splinters in 
my back. It fell on the sea, a few feet from the ship's side, and split an oil fuel tank.' 

Notwithstanding such dangers, Croome notched up further successes on the anti-U-boat front, sharing in the destruction of the U-581 
with the Westcott on 2 February 1942, south-west of the Azores - she picked up some of the 41 survivors, among them Kapitain- 
Leutnant Werner Pfeifer, who was in a rage, claiming to have been attacked in neutral waters, but Croome's crew were having none of 
it and locked him in the Captain's sea cabin with paper, pen and ink. 
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Then on 4 August 1942, in company with Sikh, Zulu and Tetcott, the Croome shared in the destruction of the U-372, herself delivering 
an accurate ten-pattern depth-charge attack and picking up 23 of the 48 survivors. Harvey was mentioned in despatches ( London 
Gazette 20 October 1942 refers), the recommendation again citing his efficiency as the A./S. control officer. 

In mid-September 1942, the Croome was ordered to lend support to "Operation Agreement", the ill-fated attack on Tobruk. Stukas 
were everywhere, sinking her consorts Sikh and Zulu, in addition to the cruiser Coventry, some of whose survivors were recovered by 
Croome. The flotilla's officers and men were furious: 

'That the enemy had obviously had foreknowledge of the attack led to some ugly rumours spreading concerning the lax security of the 
shore staff, who were by no means held in high regard after their precipitant retreat from Alexandria some weeks earlier. There was also 
ill-feeling between the R.A.F. and the Navy who considered they were not getting adequate fighter protection at sea. In fact it became 
necessary for a station memorandum to be issued forbidding Naval personnel from making derogatory remarks when they met R.A.F. 
personnel ashore. But the fighter protection of units at sea did improve and escorts were fitted with V.H.F. radio to enable them to 
communicate with, and direct fighters when available.' 

Command of the Croome having devolved to Lieutenant H. D. M. Salter, R.N., in January 1943, Harvey was advanced to Lieutenant in 
the same month, and he went on to participate in the Sicily and Italy landings, in addition to further operations in the Aegean in the 
period September-November 1943, which latter activity resulted in the award of his second "mention" ( London Gazette 4 April 1944 
refers). 

Harvey finally left the Croome in June 1944, much to his disappointment he was ordered home to take up an appointment at the 
training establishment St. George, at Douglas on the Isle of Man. 

Post-war - Palestine , Malaya and Suez 

Harvey gained his first command, the destroyer Charity, in 1947, and witnessed active service off Palestine in the same year, his ship 
being present at the interception of illegal refugee ships on several occasions. And by far the most controversial of these incidents was 
the seizure of S.S. Exodus in July 1947, a vessel carrying some 4500 passengers, including 1300 women and 1700 children and 
teenagers, many of them ex-Holocaust refugees. 

Commanded by a Haganah military wing skipper, the Exodus departed Marseilles on 11 July, the Royal Navy shadowing her 
throughout her subsequent voyage. Finally, on 18 July, when the Exodus was approximately 20 miles off the Palestinian coast, Charity 
and other destroyers moved in with boarding parties, Harvey managing to get Lieutenant G. Pearse and a few of his ratings aboard 
before his ship was damaged. What followed quickly seized the headlines, namely strong resistance from the refugees which resulted 
in three of the British boarders being wounded - more controversially, however, one crew member of the Exodus and two of her 
passengers were shot dead. 

Having then been advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in January 1951, and given command of the Algerine-class minesweeper Jaseur, 
Harvey witnessed further active service off Malaya, prior to returning to a shore appointment in the U.K. in early 1953. 

In April 1955, he was given command of the Landing Craft, Tank (L.C.T.) Bastion, and it was in this latter capacity that he added a third 
"mention" to his accolades for the Suez crisis ( London Gazette 13 June 1957 refers). 

Harvey was finally placed on the Retired List as a Commander in July 1961 and died in Chelsea, London in June 1985.

Recommendation: 'For conspicuous devotion to duty since the commencement of the war. During the period he has carried out his 
duties (frequently under the most adverse conditions) in a most efficient manner, and has never failed to justify the reliance placed in 
him.' 

Samuel Brocklehurst was born on 24 April 1874. He enlisted in May 1895 and joined the 2nd Battalion K.O.S.B. at Rawalpindi later 
that year. Promoted Corporal in 1898, Lance-Serjeant in 1901 and Serjeant in 1902. Appointed Quartermaster Serjeant in 1913 and 
awarded the Army L.S. & G.C. that same year. He landed in France with the battalion as part of the B.E.F. on 15 August 1914. 
Brocklehurst was appointed Quartermaster with the honorary rank of Lieutenant on 19 September 1914. He attained the honorary rank 
of Captain on 19 September 191 7. 

During the Great War he served in France/Flanders, 13 August 1914-2 December 1914, 18 February 1915-10 December 1917 and 4 
-19 April 1918; and in Italy, 11 December 1917-3 April 1918. Awarded the M.C. for his conspicuous services during the war. Captain 
Brocklehurst died in the Sheffield Royal Hospital on 31 March 1926, aged 51 years - he had been invalided home from his regiment 
stationed at Cairo suffering from malaria. With copied obituary and a copy of his death certificate and with a quantity of other copied 
research.

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. Fie was engaged in removing ammunition from a vacated gun position when the 
enemy opened fire on the position, and a gun-pit containing several hundred rounds of ammunition was set alight. Fie at once went to 
the pit, which became a sheet of flame, and with the help of another officer extinguished the fire. At one time he was overcome by 
smoke, but continued to work, entering the pit and carrying out the ammunition at great risk, both from the fire and the hostile shelling, 
which still continued. Fie showed the greatest courage, energy and devotion to duty, and was responsible for saving a large quantity of 
ammunition.' 

Richard Allen Gray witnessed active service as a Trooper in the 76th Company, 22nd Battalion, Imperial Yeomanry in South Africa, so, 
too, in the 99th Company, with which unit he returned home in the S.S. Northiam Castle (Medal & 5 clasps). Subsequently 
commissioned on the Indian Army Reserve of Officers, his MIC notes that he was on the strength of the 31st D.C.O. Lancers on the 
outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 - and it was presumably in this capacity that he first went out to France in April 1915. Be that as it 
may, he was serving in the Royal Field Artillery at the time of winning his M.C. for the above cited deeds near St. Eloi, to which honour 
he added a "mention" later in the same year (London Gazette 23 December 1918, refers). And he was back in India at the time of 
submitting his claim for his campaign awards in June 1920, his address being care of the Bank of Madras; sold with brief research.

M.C. London Gazette 14 August 1917: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty. He showed great skill in successfully bringing into action four captured enemy 
machine-guns, together with his own four guns. Later he displayed great gallantry in taking his Section through the enemy's barrage 
and bringing them into action. The following day, although badly bruised and completely buried by the enemy's shell-fire, he displayed 
complete contempt for danger, placing his guns in a forward position. He had been severely wounded early in the operations and his 
example has at all times had a splendid effect upon the spirit of his men.' 

John Mackay Manson was born at Invercargill in May 1895 and educated at Napier Boys' High School, at which establishment he 
became a teacher prior to enlisting for the duration of hostilities. 

Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant to the Wellington Mounted Rifles, he was transferred to the 2nd New Zealand Machine Gun Corps, 
receiving promotion to Lieutenant (Temporary Captain) in June 1916. Heavily engaged in the Somme battles of September 1916, 
Manson receives mention in The History of the New Zealand Machine Gun Corps, not least for his part in an engagement fought 
around Flers, when his Gunners 'found themselves in an awkward predicament when the enemy attack was launched'. Owing to the 
cover afforded the enemy by some old saps, their machine-guns couldn't be brought to bear as the enemy bombed their way up to the 
New Zealand M.G.C. position. Consequently, according to the Regimental History, 'Only one thing was possible - meet the enemy 
with the bayonet 1 . As a result of the spirited cold-steel charge that ensued, 'the Huns gave an excellent demonstration of their sprinting 
capabilities'. Manson had earlier encountered a party of Germans that 'in a few seconds was scattered by a shower of well-directed 
bombs', yet another act of gallantry that prompted his C.O. to recommend him for a decoration. He was also mentioned in despatches 
0 London Gazette 2 January 191 7, refers). 

After the War Manson entered business on his own account but retained his military associations by serving in the Territorial Army, 
attaining the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel and becoming C.O. of the Hawke's Bay Regiment. He was awarded the New Zealand Long 
and Efficient Service Medal in July 1927 and the E.D. in August 1934, one of just 80 such distinctions, in addition to being gazetted for 
both the Jubilee 1935 and Coronation 1937 Medals ( New Zealand Gazettes refer). It was in July of the latter year that he also took up 
appointment as Sergeant at Arms to New Zealand's Parliament, an office which he occupied until May 1965. 
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In September 1939 he was released from his military duties and seconded to the Royal New Zealand Air Force, being appointed 
Assistant Air Member for Personnel in March 1940. By November 1942 he had attained the rank of Acting Group Captain and in June 
1943 was posted to London as Deputy Air Officer Commanding at R.N.Z.A.F. Headquarters. Promoted to Temporary Group Captain in 
August 1945, he was placed on the Retired List in the following month. 

Returning to his duties at New Zealand's Parliament, he relinquished his position as Sergeant at Arms in May 1965, when he became 
the Gentleman Usher of the Black Rod, the only man ever to have held both offices. His Coronation 1953 Medal is verified in The New 
Zealand Gazette (Supplement of 3 July 1953 refers). 

Group Captain Manson died at Hastings in June 1975.

Each night supplies had to be brought up under heavy shell fire, and when water pumps were broken by shelling he quickly organised 
another system of supply, which necessitated his constant supervision, having to keep water carts on the move to avoid shell fire. His 
coolness and cheerfulness were a great asset.' 

Albert Bardsley, a native of Bolton, was born in July 1876 and enlisted in the 28th Battalion, London Regiment - The Artists Rifles - in 
December 1915. Appointed to a commission in the 12th Battalion, Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, in July 1916, he was awarded the 
M.C. for the above cited deeds in 1918, quite probably at the time of the German Spring Offensive. He was demobilised in February 
1919; sold with copied research. 
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An exceptional Second World War escaper's M.C. group of eleven awarded to Captain C. D. C. K. Leslie, Highland 
Light Infantry, attached Special Operations Executive (S.O.E.), who made a successful bid for freedom in Italy in 1943 
-44, having been captured during a special mission to Rhodes while a member of S.O.E's M.O. 4's 'Marine Section': 
having enjoyed some success out in Hollywood in the 1920s and 30s, he eventually settled in Rhodesia where he 
onetime served as Sergeant at Arms in the Senate

M.C. London Gazette 9 November 1944. The original recommendation states: 

'Captain Leslie was captured near Rhodes on 15 March 1943 whilst employed on a special mission. With three other members of his 
party he tried to escape from a small P.O.W. camp in the mountains of Rhodes, but the effort failed when Captain Leslie, the first 
through the wire, was seen by a sentry. Before his transfer to Italy he also participated in an unsuccessful tunnel scheme. 

At the time of the Italian Armistice he was imprisoned at Camp 49 (Fontanellato) and on 9 September 1943 he left wiht three other 
officers. Two days later he continued with a different companion to San Sebastiano. Towards the end of November 1943, he made an 
attempt to cross the lines and, although arrested by a German officer who seemed about to shoot him, he escaped by killing his captor. 
He prolonged his effort for a further three days, during which he was shelled by English guns, before being returned to Pescasseroli. He 
made three more attempts to reach Allied forces before he eventually met a patrol of the Essex Regiment in San Donato on 3 June 
1944. He then returned to guide another P.O.W. to safety and finally led Allied patrols to Pescasseroli. 

During his stay in Pescasseroli, Captain Leslie ran an underground News Service for Italians; in this way he did good work by frustrating 
German propaganda.' 
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Clement David Charles Kenneth Leslie was born in Ireland in 1899 and was educated at Bedford College and the R.M.C. Camberley. 
Commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Highland Light Infantry in 1918, but too late to see action on the Western Front, he did 
however serve in North Russia in the 2nd Battalion in August-October 1919 - entitled to the British War & Victory Medals, he did not 
make a claim until early 1973, at which point the relevant awards were 'returned undelivered'. 

Having transferred to the Reserve of Officers in 1920, and married the Austrian Countess Priea de Maistre, Leslie and his wife travelled 
extensively in Europe and the U.S.A. as variety artists and dancers, and took part in a few minor Hollywood films in the 20s and 30s - 
he and Priea understudied Fred and Adele Astaire in Funny Face back in London in 1938. 

Commando and S.O.E. operative 

Recalled to active service on the renewal of hostilities, Leslie was among those who volunteered for the 5th (Ski) Battalion, Scots 
Guards, for service in Finland, following which he served with the 1st Battalion, Highland Light Infantry in the B.E.F. in 1940. Back 
home that summer, he volunteered for No. 6 Commando, was advanced to Captain, and served as a Troop Commander for 18 months, 
in which period he completed a number of courses, among them fieldcraft, demolition and small arms, in addition to training in small 
craft at Inverary. 

Having then attended the parachute course at Ringway, he was embarked for the Middle East, where, in late 1942, he applied for a 
posting to Special Operations Executive (S.O.E.), a successful application in light of his pre-war experience as a yachtsman in 
Mediterranean waters, in addition to all of his Commando irregular warfare courses. Duly employed by M.O. 4's Marine Section (a.k.a. 
Para Naval Force) - a forerunner of S.O.E's Force 133 - and onetime working alongside the New Zealander Major Donald Stott, a well- 
known 'Greek hand', he was ultimately captured on a special mission near Rhodes in March 1943 and, as cited above, awarded the M. 
C. for his subsequent escape in Italy. Accompanying research also confirms that Leslie had close contact with the likes of Commander 
Francis "Skipper" Pool, a former Section D member who had opened up sea routes to occupied Crete and elsewhere, and Major Hon. 
C "Monty" Woodhouse, another distinguished S.O.E. operative. 

Unable to find further operational work in Force 133 on his return in August 1944, Leslie was employed by the Allied Control Mission 
in Cairo, and soon after the War met his second wife, Dorothy, a daughter of the Director of Public Works for Southern Rhodesia, 
where he settled in 1949. Onetime commanding officer of the Recce Unit of the Police Reserve, and latterly Sergeant-at-Arms in the 
Rhodesian Senate, Leslie died in June 1993, aged 94 years; sold with original 1939-45 campaign medal forwarding slip, with 
Rhodesian stamps.

Army Chaplains' Department, who was awarded the Coronation Medal for services as a chorister at King George V's 
Coronation in 1911 and decorated for his gallant deeds on attachment to the 2/Loyals in Johore and Singapore in 
early 1942

This officer accompanied the Battalion during the fighting in Johore and Singapore in January and February 1942. He worked 
unceasingly among the forward troops assisting the wounded and ministering to the dying, never sparing himself and taking no thought 
for his own safety. His example was most inspiring and his bearing under fire created universal admiration. He was invariably cheerful 
and confident and his presence was always a material source of high morale among the troops.' 

Peter Crofton Cazalet, who was born in 1900, was a chorister at St. George's Chapel, Windsor, and was present at Westminster Abbey 
on the occasion of the Coronation in 1911 (London Gazette 23 June 1911, refers). Ordained in the early 1920s, he went out to South 
Africa, but with the advent of hostilities he returned home to take up appointment as a Chaplain to the Forces 4th Class, in which 
capacity he was embarked for the Far East in 1941. Following his subsequent gallantry on attachment to the 2nd Battalion, Loyal North 
Lancashire Regiment, in Johore and Singapore, he was taken P.O.W. and interned at Changi, thence the Caldicolt Estate Camp and, in 
August 1942, embarked with an 'overseas party'.

M.C. London Gazette 8 March 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the Arezzo sector during the attack on Campriano on the night of 24-25 July 1944, 'B' Company was commanded by Captain 
Stewart and was ordered to advance and capture an intermediate position to enable 'C' Company to pass through. Soon after crossing 
the start line this company came under intense artillery, mortar and small arms fire. Casualties had been sustained but under Captain 
Stewart's inspired leadership the advance was pressed home. Two enemy M.Gs were engaged and after stubborn resistance were 
silenced. At this time, despite the fact that the Company had suffered 20 casualties, Captain Stewart continued to advance with great 
determination until halted by further heavy casualties. During the night he personally supervised the consolidation of the positions and 
his calm confidence under heavy shelling inspired the remaining members of his company. At 0500 hours he again launched an attack 
under cover of artillery concentrations. This attack was successful and 1 7 Germans were captured, but by this time only 50 men were 
left in the Company. Captain Stewart consolidated on the position won and was ready for the expected counter-attack, which was 
successfully beaten off. For the next twelve hours the area was subjected to intense shelling and mortaring, and although a further 15 
casualties were sustained, Captain Stewart prepared his plans for a further advance that night. However in view of the heavy casualties 
and the fact that it was impossible for this company to be reinforced, his company was withdrawn. Throughout this long and difficult 
action, Captain Stewart by his personal courage, energy and complete disregard of danger, inspired his company with the same spirit. 
His fierce determination to reach the objective at all costs contributed very largely to the success attained, and was a striking example 
to the entire Battalion.' 

David Cameron Robertson Stewart was born in Simla, India, in February 1915, where he was educated at the Bishop Cotton School 
before attending Punjab University. A school teacher by profession, he also obtained a commission as a 2nd Lieutenant on the Indian 
Army Reserve of Officers in February 1937, in which capacity he was called up on the outbreak of hostilities and, in May 1940, posted 
to the 12th Frontier Force Regiment as a Lieutenant. 

Embarked for the Middle East that August, he was mentioned in despatches for his services as a Brigade Intelligence Officer in 9th 
Indian Infantry Brigade (London Gazette 30 December 1941, refers), and advanced to the temporary rank of Captain. Next actively 
engaged as a Company C.O. in the 3rd Royal Battalion (Sikhs), 12th Frontier Force Regiment in Italy, which theatre of war he entered 
in March 1944, Stewart was awarded the M.C. for his inspiring leadership and courage in the above cited action at Campriano that 
July. Having then been attached to the Civil Affairs Police in Malaya from August 1945 until May 1946 (Medal & clasp), he was 
demobilised back in the U.K. 

As verified by accompanying copied research, however, he returned to uniform with a short service commission in the King's Liverpool 
Regiment in late 1947, transferred to the Royal Army Pay Corps in April 1951 and thence to the Territorials in April 1957, in which 
capacity he remained employed until retiring as a Major in March 1961; sold with copied service record.

'During the period under review - 16 August to 15 November 1944 - this officer has proved himself to be an outstanding Platoon 
Commander and has rendered consistent and gallant service throughout the whole of the operations on the west and later on the east 
bank of the Chindwin River. He has led his platoon with a complete disregard for his personal safety, inspiring his men with confidence 
by his personal bravery. As a patrol leader he has carried out with marked success the many and difficult patrol tasks which he has 
been given, skilfully and courageously penetrating the enemy defended positions and never failing to bring back information of value.'

M.C. London Gazette 23 September 1943. The recommendation states: 

'At Medjez El Bab on 25 November 1942, this officer showed conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in the face of the enemy. 
When his own and 'C' Company were pinned down to the river banks by withering machine-gun fire, he crawled forward and got his 
light machine-gun into a position from which he could return the enemy's fire. Although observed by the enemy, he continued to work 
his gun in an effort to help extricate 'C' Company. Later in the day, whilst 'D' Company was covering the withdrawal of the main part 
of the Battalion, he remained until the last possible moment with a few men, giving covering fire until his company was safely across. 
His own withdrawal was effected across an open plain under enemy fire.' 

Albert Anthony Townsend, a pre-war regular soldier in the Lancashire Fusiliers who was commissioned from the ranks, was serving as a 
Temporary Captain in the 2nd Battalion at the time of the above cited deeds at Medjez El Bab in November 1942, an action described 
in the regimental history: 

'Medjez El Bab means 'gateway 1 , and the little town of this name, lying on both sides of the broad and muddy River Medjerda, is, in 
fact, the gateway to Tunis from the west. The Germans, appreciating its significance, held the right bank of the river with three 
parachute battalions backed by supporting arms. It was here that the 2nd Battalion fought their first fight when, in company with the 
Northamptons, they tried to seize the bridge. It was a tough introduction to battle. Their approach to Medjez-el-Bab was slowed down 
by flanking machine gun fire; the Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel L.A. Manly, was killed as he went forward to reconnoitre, 
and Major Linden Kelly took command. 

It was already daylight when 'A' and 'B' Companies crossed the swirling yellow waters of the river, holding their rifles high above their 
heads. They were immediately assailed by mortar, machine gun and artillery fire, which prevented them from leaving the river banks. 
Four times they tried to press home their attack on the east bank, and four times they were beaten back; one platoon was almost 
entirely wiped out in the river bed. Now 'C' and 'D' Companies tried another direction, but they too were subjected to heavy artillery 
fire, and Major Kelly decided to withdraw to the west bank to reorganise. This might have been a costly operation also, but for a 
concentration of supporting artillery fire that silenced the German guns. 'C' Company extricated itself without difficulty, but 'D' 
Company was almost caught by a German counter-attack with tanks that had already driven back the Northamptons. Shortly after this, 
the enemy blew up the bridge; mortifying as this was, it was an indication that the Germans had had enough, and were concerned to 
cover their retreat. When the East Surreys attacked next day, they found Medjez-el-Bab abandoned. The determination of the two 
attacking battalions had evidently made an impression. The cost was not light: as well as the Commanding Officer, the Battalion had 36 
of all ranks killed, 47 wounded and 60 missing. Captain A. A. Townsend and Captain Barker-Benfield were both awarded M.Cs.' 

Tragically, however, before the announcement of his M.C. had been announced in the London Gazette , Townsend was killed on action 
on 26 February 1943, aged 41 years. The husband of Mary Agnes Townsend of Rochdale, Lancashire, he was buried in the Medjez El 
Bab War Cemetery.

M.C. London Gazette 24 May 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'On 25 February 1945, in the area of Chatauk-Ywathit, Lieutenant O. H. Waring was commanding a fighting patrol of two platoons. 
With great initiative he worked the patrol up to an enemy held feature without being spotted until they could hear enemy mortar fire 
orders. Owing to the broken nature of the ground his advance could not be covered from the rear and observation was impracticable. 
He therefore decided to assault the enemy position without artillery support. Moving swiftly over sharp ridges he led his patrol right 
through the enemy position cutting it in half and silencing two M.Gs and a mortar. He then re-organised his force and asked his 
Battalion Commander which part of the enemy position to attack next. He had already successfully organised the evacuation of a 
British Platoon Commander and other wounded. To cover the evacuation of the wounded he carried out a second assault, thereby 
causing the enemy to counter-attack in the wrong direction. Lieutenant Waring displayed magnificent coolness and courage throughout 
the whole operation and brought the whole patrol back with all its wounded inspite of heavy M.G. and mortar fire.' 

Oliver Henry Waring was attached to the 71 st (1 st Somaliland) Battalion, King's African Rifles, at the time of the above cited deeds.

M.C. London Gazette 5 October 1944. The original recommendation - for a D.S.O. - states: 

In the attack on Thawai, Ukhrul Road, on 8 June 1944, Major Watson was in command of the assaulting troops, consisting of his own 
company, and two platoons attached for mopping up and consolidation purposes. From preliminary reconnaissance, it was thought 
that the enemy consisted of about one platoon in a dug-in position, of which two bunkers had been pinpointed. In fact, the enemy was 
at least one company, probably two, with machine-guns and four-inch mortars, with a minimum of two platoons in well sited bunkers 
covering a much wider area than originally reported. With the support of heavy artillery and mortar fire, the first objective was captured 
against slight opposition, and three bunkers ahead of the objective were destroyed by Piat fire. Enemy grenade and mortar fire now 
became heavy and accurate. Several attempts to clear the forward slopes of the first objective were defeated by accurate automatic fire 
from concealed bunkers and also from the second objective, a village to the right. 

Major Watson decided to launch his reserve platoon against the village, supported by his company mortars. This attack was at first 
successful, the village was set on fire, and an enemy machine-gun destroyed, but a heavy counter-attack forced the platoon back to its 
original position. Meanwhile, the company on the first objective had beaten off three determined counter-attacks, but the heavy and 
accurate mortar and machine-gun fire had caused some 40 casualties. No artillery or three-inch mortar support was possible owing to 
short range fighting in very thick jungle. 

Two further platoons were sent up, but by the time they arrived it was clear that further advance was impossible in the face of very 
heavy grenade, mortar and machine-gun fire, and any attempt to consolidate the ground gained was being made impossible by further 
heavy counter-attacks, Major Watson was therefore ordered to clear his casualties and withdraw his company, which he carried out 
successfully under heavy enemy pressure. Throughout these two hours of very heavy fighting, against superior numbers, Major Watson 
handled his troops with great skill and determination, and himself displayed a dauntless bravery which inspired all ranks.' 

James Brian Watson was born in April 1920 and was resident at East Molesey at the time of enlisting in 1940. Granted an emergency 
commission in the Indian Army in November 1941, he was posted to the 13th Frontier Force Rifles and was advanced to War 
Substantive Lieutenant in August 1942. By the time of his M.C.-winning exploits in Burma however, for which he was also mentioned 
in despatches (London Gazette 5 April 1945, refers), he was serving as a Temporary Major. Post-war, he was appointed a Captain in the 
Royal Norfolk Regiment in July 1947 and, having been placed on the Reserve of Officers in January 1953, rejoined in January 1955, 
and served as a Major in the East Anglian Regiment before taking his final retirement in February 1959. 

Sold with a quantity of original documentation, including the recipient's M.I.D. certificate; framed photographs in uniform (2), and 
three group photographs which include Watson, one with officers of the Indian Army, two with officers in the Malay Regiment; framed 
paper extract titled, 'M.C. for Molesey Major. Bravery and Skill in Burma Fight. All Casualties Evacuated', and an old newspaper 
cutting, titled, 'Molesey Major in Grim Fight.

"Flying Dustbins"), they were nonetheless vulnerable to the enemy's much 
vaunted Panzerfaust

M.C. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

This officer landed at H Hour on D Day 6 June 1944 on the La Riviere beach in command of a beaching team of A.V.R.E. & Flails 
supporting the 6th Green Howards. Owing to the rough water these teams landed in front of the DD tanks and came under the 
concentrated fire of beach defences. Captain King proceeded to attack and neutralise the enemy pillboxes. Hits from beach defence 
guns jammed the turret of Captain King's tank and he found it necessary to dismount to free the turret and enable him to get his petard 
into action again. By this time the infantry had landed and were held up under the face of the sea wall by enemy small arms fire and 
grenades, which were being thrown over the wall. Captain King immediately called his two A.V.R.E. to join him and charged over the 
top of the wall and down into the road on the landward side. The sudden appearance of tanks over the top of the wall served to 
discourage the defenders and enabled the infantry to get in and mop up the position. Captain King displayed initiative and 
resourcefulness and rendered extremely valuable support to the infantry in difficult circumstances at a critical moment.' 

Denis Aubrey King, who was from Hatch End, Middlesex, was appointed to 81 Assault Squadron, R.E., on the eve of the Normandy 
invasion and, as cited above, came ashore on D-Day in support of 6th Green Howards, when he commanded one of the unit's Assault 
Vehicles, Royal Engineers (A.V.R.E.), in fact a Churchill tank fitted with a spigot mortar called a "Petard", which fired a 40lb. 
demolition charge specially designed to shatter concrete over a distance of 80 yards - a charge nicknamed by A.V.R.E. crew as the 
"Flying Dustbin". A glimpse of his tank in action on La Riviere beach - part of the King Sector on "Gold Beach" - is to be found in 50th 
Division's history: 

'A lively and unorthodox action took place on the extreme right of this brigade front. Machine-gun fire from two concrete pill boxes 
and a reinforced house, assisted by rifle fire from German infantry behind the sea wall, held up the attacking infantry. Three A.V.R.Es of 
81st Assault Squadron, under the command of Captain D. A. King, went into action to assist. The subsequent events are graphically 
described in the unit's own account of the operation: 

'One pillbox was reduced by the petard fire and the other silenced by the infantry. But the Germans behind the sea wall continued to 
fire and throw grenades. By this time the Troop Commander's patience was exhausted, so, leaving his Sergeant to petard the reinforced 
house, he led his and another A.V.R.E. up the beach, charged the wall, dropped four feet on to the roadway and shattered a number of 
German illusions. The enemy routed, the infantry advance continued.' '

Royal Tank Regiment (R.A.C.), who, having been decorated for his gallantry in the action at Beda Fomm in February 
1941, added the Chinese Republic Medal of Honour to his accolades for subsequent deeds in Burma 

Military Cross, G.VI.R., the reverse officially dated '19411939-45 Star; Africa Star; Burma Star; Italy Star; Defence & War 
Medals 1939-45; China, Republic, Medal of Honour, silver and enamel, the reverse officially numbered 'No. 00846', 
enamel chipped and suspension ring bent on the last , otherwise very fine (8) £800-1000 

M.C. London Gazette 9 May 1941: 

'For gallant and distinguished services in the Middle East.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and leadership. On 6 February 1941 Captain Rudkin was in command of a Troop of Cruiser tanks on the 
northern flank of his squadron in the vicinity of Beda Fomm. On reporting 10 enemy tanks advancing on the right rear of his squadron, 
Captain Rudkin was ordered to take up a position with his troop to engage these tanks and cover the withdrawal of the remainder of his 
squadron which had been ordered back to replenish. Captain Rudkin under very heavy artillery and tank fire successfully covered the 
withdrawal, standing on successive features until one of the tanks of his troop had been disabled by enemy gun fire, and the remainder 
had run out of 2-pounder ammunition. He then withdrew his troop to replenish and later continued in action until nightfall. His refusal 
to withdraw in the face of vastly superior numbers undoubtedly saved the situation at a very critical period.' 

Mark Francis Swain Rudkin was awarded the Medal of Honour of the National Government of the Republic of China 'For distinguished 
services in Burma' (London Gazette 30 April 1943, refers), an award reflecting his and 2nd R.T.R's gallant service on attachment to the 
Chinese 38th Division in the bloody retreat of March 1942, an episode described in detail in Churchill's Desert Rats - thus mention of 
Rudkin and 'C' Squadron in action near Waw: 

'The Japanese resumed their offensive on the night of 3-4 March, and Major Rudkin's squadron were vigorously attacked at first light in 
a heavy mist. Their tanks were surrounded and over-run with yelling Japanese who advanced right up to the tanks, some carrying 
explosives attacked to long poles which they attempted to drop into the turrets. However, the Stuarts M.Gs and the tank commanders' 
Tommy guns produced deadly fire. Fortunately, 7th Hussars, who were due to relieve 2 R.T.R., were now quite close.'

M.C. London Gazette 30 January 1953. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'Captain Sullivan's troop, with a large detachment of K.S.C. Labour, were employed throughout November on continuous day and 
night shifts making and reconstructing field defences on the Hook feature. 

On the night that work started, the position was heavily shelled and then raided by a small force of Chinese. There were several 
casualties and the unarmed K.S.C. were thrown into confusion by the unaccustomed shelling and close proximity of the enemy. 
Captain Sullivan, by outstanding leadership and coolness and complete disregard of danger, personally prevented panic amongst them. 
By his determination he even kept them at work on the communication trenches whilst under direct enemy small arms fire. 

On the night of 13 November 1952, Captain Sullivan took a demolition party out with an infantry patrol to destroy bunkers which the 
Chinese were thought to be using for sheltering raiding parties whilst forming up for an attack. Captain Sullivan's party was discovered 
by an enemy patrol whilst they were placing their demolition charges. Although he realised that they were in imminent danger of an 
attack or shelling, Captain Sullivan refused to leave the area before his mission was accomplished. He coolly organised the completion 
of the work and personally ensured that the charges were all fired according to plan. He then carried through an orderly withdrawal to 
the patrol base bringing away all his equipment with him. His cool bearing, indifference to possible enemy action, and his 
determination were an inspiration to the whole party and turned into success a venture which at one time seemed likely to fail. 

Throughout the period that his troop was working on the Hook there was considerable intermittent shelling and other forms of enemy 
interference. Captain Sullivan rarely left the position except when ordered to do so in order to snatch some sleep, and his continued 
presence on the job, day and night, continually exposed to shell and mortar fire, not only showed a complete disregard for his own 
personal safety, but also a determination and devotion to duty which far exceeded what might normally have been expected in the 
circumstances. 

His example, his coolness and cheerfulness under such trying conditions were a source of the greatest inspiration and encouragement 
to the Sappers, Infantry and K.S.C. employed on the Hook, and were reflected in their continued high output of work on the defences 
which shortly afterwards contributed so materially to the successful outcome of the battle there.' 

Richard Terence Derek Sullivan, who was from West Hartlepool, Co. Durham, was serving as a Troop Leader in 55 Field Squadron, 28 
Field Engineer Regiment, R.E., at the time of the above cited deeds; sold with a related newspaper cutting.

D.F.C. London Gazette 30 July 1940. The recommendation states: 

'On 5 June 1940, Flying Officer Taute was the pilot of an aircraft carrying out bombing attacks at dusk against enemy forces in the area 
of Albert - Bapaume - Peronne. He encountered not only intense A.A. fire but was attacked by enemy fighters who pressed home their 
attacks with great persistence. During this engagement the Air Gunner was severely wounded and Flying Officer Taute himself was shot 
through the leg in two places, one bullet remaining in his leg. In spite of his wounds he displayed great skill in handling his aircraft, 
finally shaking off the enemy fighters. On the return journey he landed at Manston in order to hand over his wounded Air Gunner to 
the care of the medical authorities. He then flew his aircraft back to Wattisham where he landed in the dark and walked to the 
operations room in order to make his report before going to the sick quarters to have his own wounds dressed. I consider that Flying 
Officer Taute, who is a Rhodesian, displayed outstanding courage and a deep devotion to duty. I recommend the award of the 
Distinguished Flying Cross.' 

Bar to D.F.C. London Gazette 29 December 1944. The recommendation states: 

'This officer has been a Flight Commander throughout his tour with this squadron, achieving some important successes through his 
courage and determination. In June 1944, he completed an outstanding attack on a troop train at Mesidon. On 22 August 1944, he 
delivered an effective attack on railway installations at Chagny, where he bombed a goods train and destroyed two locomotives. Later 
in the same month, Squadron Leader Taute hit and set on fire many vehicles while attacking a very large concentration of mechanical 
transport at La Haye. He is a fine pilot, whose skill and gallantry have inspired his Flight and caused great damage to the enemy.' 

Keith D'Alroy Taute was born at Fort Victoria in July 1916, where he was educated at the Government School and then at Chaplin 
Senior School in Gwelo. Briefly a cadet in the British South Africa Police, he successfully applied for a short service commission in the 
Royal Air Force, and became one of 12 similarly selected Rhodesians to sail for England in 1938. 

His D.F.C. was the first of the War to a Rhodesian and was won for services with No. 107 Squadron, a Blenheim unit operating out of 
Wattisham, Suffolk. Like other components of No. 2 Group, the Squadron was heavily engaged over the Low Countries and France 
between May and June 1940, and afterwards in operations against Germany. 

Taute next attended a flying instructor's course at Upavon and returned to Rhodesia to assist in the training of new aircrew. But in 1943 
he returned to the U.K. to the Empire Central Flying School, prior to commencing a second tour of operations, initially with No. 21 
Squadron but afterwards with No. 464 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron, a Mosquito unit of 2nd Tactical Air Force. Among other famous raids No. 
464 participated in the low-level strikes against the Gestapo H.Qs at Aarhus and Copenhagen, but, as evidenced by the 
recommendation for the Bar to Taute's D.F.C., he actually appears to have participated in other specialist attacks in support of the 
Allied advance in North West Europe. Demobilised in September 1946, he returned home to Southern Rhodesia. 

Seconded to the Department of Civil Aviation, Taute was instrumental in the formation of the Southern Rhodesia Government 
Communications Squadron, which afterwards became the Southern Rhodesia Air Force - it was he who organised the purchase of three 
war-surplus R.A.F. Ansons and ferried them back to Rhodesia in 1948. He was also responsible for establishing a new base, named 
"New Sarum", a title derived from the R.A.F.'s "Old Sarum" on Salisbury Plain, and he was serving as the C.O. of the same 
establishment on his retirement in September 1956. 

Taute was afterwards a member of the Police Field Reserve and later still of the Air Force Volunteer Reserve. In common with all 
aircrew personnel he had originally been allocated to the Rhodesia Staff Corps and eventually attained the rank of Brigadier. 
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As Gifted by Squadron Leader C. A. C. Stone, D.F.C., and Thence by Direct Descent 

'To me, the saddest thing about the whole campaign was the failure to reward Bunny Stone for the absolutely 
magnificent job he did as the senior fighter squadron commander of the R.A.F. forces in Burma. The fact that in Burma 
he was credited with two confirmed and two damaged aircraft in the air; destroyed two of their bombers on the ground , 
led the unit which sank the troop ship , and took part in numerous strafing sorties was, in itself] worthy of the addition of 
a Bar to his DFC ...It was quite shameful that they were never recognised by his own service's higher command at the 
time.' 

IHurricanes Over Burma , by Squadron Leader M. C. "Bush" Cotton, D.F.C., O.A.M., refers. 


An exceptional Second World War fall of France fighter ace's D.F.C. group of six awarded to Wing Commander C. A.

D.F.C. London Gazette 31 May 1940. The original recommendation states: 

'Early in May, this officer destroyed three enemy aircraft and led his section with great courage and determination.' 
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Cedric Arthur Cuthbert "Bunny" Stone was born in Amritsar, India, in December 1916, the son of a subaltern in Rattray's Scouts who 
was killed in action in Mesopotamia in the Great War. Educated at Broadstairs and Charterhouse, he next attended the College of 
Aeronautical Engineering at Chelsea before going up to Selwyn College, Cambridge, where he joined the University Air Squadron. 


Baptism of Fire - France 1940 - D.F.C. 

Appointed an Acting Pilot Officer in January 1937, he gained his "Wings" at No. 2 F.T.S., Digby, and was posted to No. 3 Squadron at 
Kenley in February 1938. Ordered to France in support of the Advanced Air Striking Force on 10 May 1940, Stone and his fellow 
Hurricane pilots were quickly in action, the former claiming a confirmed Hs. 126 and another damaged on the 12th. Twelve Days in 
May, by Brian Cull and Bruce Lander takes up the story: 

'At 1010 it was the turn of six Hurricanes of 3 Squadron's A Flight, the aircraft patrolling the Diest-St. Trond area. At about 1100, two 
aircraft were seen below at low level and the Hurricanes dropped down to investigate; the aircraft were recognised as Hs. 126s, one of 
which Red Section - Flight Lieutenant Walter Churchill (P3318), Flying Officer Bunny Stone (N2351) and Sergeant Roy Wilkinson 
(N2653) - attacked. The Henschel, from 1 (H)/23, which had been spotting for the 6th Armee, crashed near Diest, killing both Uffz. 
Wolfgang Ulbrich and his observer, Fw. Johannes von Kienlin ... Not until an evening patrol by A Flight was there a further success, 
when Flying Officer Bunny Stone (N2351) engaged and shot down another Hs. 126 near St. Trond; he noted in his logbook: 'I got one - 
tail came off'. This was another 6th Armee machine from 1 (H)/41, which was reported missing from an observation sortie near Wavre. 
Both Fw. Hans Poller and his observer, Fw. Wilhelm Meyer, were killed.' 

Two days later, in a combat over Sedan on the 14th, Stone added a confirmed Me.109 and Ju. 87 to his score, in addition to probably 
destroying another of the latter type. But the very next day he was compelled to undertake a force-landing at Vitry after his Hurricane 
was shot up by return fire from Do. 1 7s. He was awarded the D.F.C. 

Having then been posted to No. 263 Squadron in early June, he was appointed a Flight Commander in No. 245 Squadron in Scotland 
four weeks later - but the unit quickly moved to Aldergrove in Northern Ireland to undertake convoy defensive patrols. And Stone 
served in a similar capacity in No. 607 Squadron from December 1940 until July 1941, when he received his first command, No. 17 
Squadron. 

Burma - Squadron C.O. 

Ordered to the Middle East at the end of 1941, the Squadron was in fact diverted to the Burma front on the advent of hostilities in the 
Pacific, in which theatre of war Stone quickly added to his score - thus a Ki. 21 confirmed and two others damaged in a combat over 
Rangoon on 24 January 1942, another Ki. 21 confirmed at night on the 27th and a brace of 'Army 96' bombers destroyed on the 
ground at Mingaladon on 21 March. In /Hurricanes Over Burma, Squadron Leader M. C. "Bush" Cotton, D.F.C., describes his first 
impressions of his new C.O.: 

'Bunny behaved like a lot of upper-class Englishmen, with a seeming lack of any serious thought and a playboy attitude to everything. 
Fortunately, I had by this time come to realise that many of the English loved to disguise their true feelings by playing down their 
achievements and appearing outwardly to be irresponsible fatheads. It did not take long for we colonials to realise that this was a 
deliberate front calculated to get others to misunderstand them. In fact if one looks back through their history one cannot help but 
conclude that the path to world domination was strewn with the corpses of the nations who under-estimated the English. Bunny turned 
out to be a true exponent of this tactic, and in fact had a deep core of determination and was a better judge of character than ever given 
credit for. I came to admire and respect him greatly.' 

Early combats 

Of early operations - and frustration occasioned by an unyielding A.O.C. - Cotton continues: 

'On 23 January, however, No. 1 7 Squadron's frustrations came to an end when the first three Hurricanes arrived from the Middle East. 
As already mentioned, these were armed with twelve machine-guns, four of which were removed very smartly by Bunny Stone at 
Mingaladon, but the Air Officer Commanding in Rangoon insisted that the long-range tanks remain fixed to the aircraft. Soon after the 
Hurricanes had landed, the extra guns had been whipped out and the aircraft had been refuelled, the air-raid warning sounded. Bunny 
Stone, together with another pilot and Squadron Leader Jimmy Elsdon, scrambled. The long-range tanks caused them to take ages to get 
up to 10,000 feet, where Bunny saw a fight going on between some Japanese bombers and the American Volunteer Group (A.V.G.). 
While he was getting his group into position to join the fight, they were bounced by ten Army 97 Japanese fighters. 
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In spite of all the stories we had been fed about myopic Japanese pilots who could not even see straight, let alone fly properly, Bunny 
and his group soon found out how wrong all these tales were. Jimmy and the other pilot quickly realised they were totally outclassed 
and dived away to land, but Bunny unwisely tried to out-climb the Japanese to stay in the fight. His own description, in his memoirs, 
records the one-sided combat that followed. Needless to say, his machine was shot-up very badly and the Air Officer Commanding 
regretfully allowed the long-range tanks to be removed. 

After the long-range tank fiasco, Bunny's Hurricane was so badly damaged that it never flew again and was scrapped for spare parts. 
On the following day he regained his confidence as the early-warning radar (the only one available for the whole of the campaign) 
detected a large formation of hostiles approaching. No. 67 Squadron's four remaining Buffaloes, plus eight of the A.V.G. and No. 17's 
two remaining Hurricanes, took off to intercept. With the burden of long-range tanks having been shed, and flying with Jimmy Elsdon 
as his wingman, Bunny climbed up to 15,000 feet. Coming from the south-east were seven Japanese bombers escorted by Army 97s, 
which were being kept busy by the AVG. 

Once again Bunny's account of what happened is fully recorded in his memoirs. On that occasion none of the Japanese bombers 
reached Rangoon, bur Bunny's aircraft had its propeller damaged by bullets and there were no proper tools to change it. The 
maintenance crews had an almost impossible task in trying to keep the machines airborne, and it was only with the co-operation of the 
British Rangoon Railway engineers, who actually made the specialised aircraft tools for them, that the Hurries were kept flying. The 
whole of the R.A.F. ground organisation was in a complete mess. Spares and tools from the support depots never seemed to arrive 
when they were needed. Motor transport was almost non-existent and 17 had to scrounge some from local car dealers and the 
American Volunteer Group, whom we helped by lending some ground crew to them. 

The saga of the long-range ranks was not yet over, because the Air Officer Commanding issued an order to the squadron to refit them 
and strafe the airfield at Bangkok 350 miles away! Bunny pointed out that, by his calculations, they would only have some three 
minutes over the airfield and they would in any event be sitting ducks for any Japanese fighters because of their inability to jettison the 
tanks. Even if they did survive any combat, the chances of getting back to their base would be nil because of the time taken and the fuel 
used. 

Headquarters persisted in their request but agreed to let Bunny nominate the pilots. His choice, apart from himself, was Squadron 
Leader Frank Carey, D.F.C. and Bar, D.F.M., and one of the flight commanders. As soon as someone in Headquarters realised that there 
was every chance of losing the three most experienced R.A.F. pilots then in Burma, no more was heard of the request. By this time 
Bunny and the other commanding officers had had a bellyful of the Air Officer Commanding and his disregard for their welfare, 
beginning from the time they arrived at Rangoon to be told by a Sergeant from Group Headquarters, who picked them up, that they 
were to sleep in the Rangoon gaol. This reception was not appreciated when it was later learned that some 300 Group personnel were, 
at the time, comfortably installed in the upper middle-class business quarters in Rangoon. 

On 27 January, No. 17 Squadron, which had pilots trained in night flying, agreed to try intercepting the bombers then raiding Rangoon 
at night. The American Volunteer Group had tried this, using the headlights of motorcars to illuminate the runway, but had lost two 
aircraft in doing so. The Hurricane pilots had been trained in England and the reader will know by now that their night-flying training 
was excellent. 

The night-time weather in Burma is beautiful in the winter and the Japanese normally took advantage of the full moon to mount their 
raids, so, on the night in question, the A.V.G. took all their aircraft to a nearby satellite strip and left Mingaladon to 17 Squadron. 
Bunny Stone and Jimmy Elsdon placed themselves on readiness and took off when the warning of a raid came through. They decided 
that Bunny would patrol above 20,000 feet and Jimmy below. Anti-aircraft fire was noticed, but they could not spot anything at first 
until Bunny saw what looked like a moving star and realised he was looking at the exhausts of two Japanese bombers flying in 
formation. 

As he moved in for the kill, one of them opened fire, but this stopped as soon as Bunny also opened fire. He lined up on the other 
bomber and gave it a burst which sent it into a vertical dive, which he followed, firing at it until it burst into flames and crashed into the 
Irrawaddy. 

On landing, he discovered that Jimmy had also located the two bombers and was about to open fire on one, when the tracer bullets 
from Bunny's guns passed over him and ripped into the bomber. The following day, both machines were confirmed destroyed, and the 
pilots became the toast of Rangoon for a period/ 

Strain of command 

But the heavy responsibilities being shouldered by Stone were beginning to show. Cotton continues: 

'Bunny seemed somewhat distraught by the experiences he had been through and, one day at the flight hut on the aerodrome, pulled 
out a silver whisky flask from a pocket and took a nip from it. He was showing me how it had lost its original curved shape because the 
high-altitude flying had acted to distort it outwards and, when I asked him why he carried it with him in the air he replied: "Well, Bush 
old chap, when I have a hangover and I am flying the next day I carry it; then if I see any spots before my eyes I take a quick nip. If the 
spots go away I know they were liver spots but if they don't, I know the buggers are Japs." ' 


Two-fingered salute 

The spots certainly went away in one combat January 1942, as evidenced by Stone's own account of the ensuing action: 

'After ten minutes flying I spotted some dark specks ahead and below, and warned the others by radio. Increasing speed, I hastily 
switched on the reflector gun sight, turned the gun button to "Fire", pulled the booster plug and adjusted the pitch control. The specks 
quickly materialised into a tight vie formation of seven Mitsubishi twin-engine bombers, their red roundels standing out from the 
camouflage of their wings. We were in a perfect position for an attack, stepped up into the sun, and 1,500 feet above our quarry. I was 
somewhat puzzled, because I could not see any fighter escort; I put my thumb up against the sun to ensure that there were no fighters 
lurking above. I found out later that the American Volunteer Group were engaging them. 

I yelled over the radio, "Going in now! Will take the far one." This tactic enabled us to arrive more or less together, confusing the rear 
gunners. I moved over into a dive, every faculty tensed and intent upon one thing; as I arrived at about 200 yards, I opened fire. The 
pungent and pleasurable smell of burnt cordite filled the cockpit. I felt a slight arrest of progress caused by 160 rounds a second 
speeding away. Now, nearly line astern, I altered my deflection and opened fire again, as I heard a clatter behind me. Red tracer-bullet 
smoke flashed past my starboard wing. Thinking that a Japanese fighter was on my tail, I broke violently up into the sun, with gravity 
pulling at my lower eyelids and cheeks. I just had time to see a Buffalo from 67 Squadron, which had appeared from nowhere, pulling 
away as the Japanese blew up in a shower of sparks and a mushroom of black oily smoke. Two others were falling, and another had 
smoke trailing astern. 

This left three Japanese bombers, still in close formation, heading for the aerodrome. I could not help admiring the discipline of our 
opponents who, as one of their comrades fell, merely closed up on their leader to fill the gap, pushing on towards the field, now almost 
within bombing distance. Finding myself alone, I attacked again, taking the bomber nearest to me. After I knocked chunks off him, he 
started to turn away, tilting on his port wing. I turned my attention to the leader, whose rear gunner I could see firing at me. I realised I 
was closing far too quickly in my excitement, and just managed to slither past him to be confronted by a Japanese 97 fighter, coming at 
me head on. 
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We both fired at each other and missed. I distinctly remember wondering, as we approached each other, whether the Japanese knew 
the rules of the air, so decided to carry straight on. The Japanese pulled up over my head as we reached each other at about 500 miles 
an hour. We continued this incongruous joust until all our ammunition had gone. As he turned away for home, and a drink of saki, I 
flew up alongside and made a rude two-fingered gesture, which he returned likewise, to my astonishment. "At least some of the Japs 
have a sense of humour," I thought, as I flew back over several funeral pyres littering the earth below, with dark columns of smoke 
rising vertically in the still air.' 

Decimation of a troopship 

Stone continues: 

'As we approached Marta Ban, then occupied by the Japanese, situated on the north bank where the estuary broadens into the gulf, we 
spotted a large river boat, with one smokestack forward, steaming on a course to the west of the Sittang river. We were in a perfect 
position for strafing. I closed my hood, and turned on the gun button and the reflector sight. I went into a shallow dive, increasing 
speed; I told the others on the R.AT. to follow in line astern. I went in to the attack. 

As I descended, a cannon, mounted on the top awning just forward of the funnel on the top deck, winked at me. Waiting until I was in 

range, I opened up on the cannon, whose crew promptly collapsed, one falling over the side. I kept my finger on the button and raked 
the boat from stern to stern. Pulling out of my dive, I swept over the boat at about 10 feet and saw at a glance that the boat was full of 
Japanese troops in full war-gear. I watched Sergeant Wheatley going in as I circled up and around. The boat appeared to burst into a 
white sheet of flame from the funnel to the stern. 

The other chaps went in, and smoke started to billow up, casting a long shadow on the glassy waters beneath. As I went in for the 
second time, figures appeared like fleas, disturbed by powder, jumping from a dog's fur. Some disappeared beneath the water, others 

popped up to be extinguished by the spray kicked up by eight guns delivering 160 bullets a second from each aeroplane. 

My imagination told me they were not my guns and the dots on the water were not human beings, but like the puppet figures of a 
miniature rifle range at the circus, whizzing round on an axis when hit. 

When we had no ammunition left, I called the boys together and we made off home as fast as possible at sea level, leaving the boat still 
burning, but afloat and not moving. The Blenheims went in shortly after and sank it. I was sure that these Japanese troops intended to 
cut the road towards Pegu, behind the lines of 1 7 Indian Division, which was then fighting further on towards the Sittang/ 

Having been stood down from operations in June 1942, Stone next served as C.O. of 135 Squadron in India from November 1943 until 
March 1944 and was advanced to Wing Commander in 222 Group in Ceylon at the War's end. 

The latter days 

As stated in his obituary in The Times following his death in 1990: 

'Released from the service in 1945 he set out to develop a career as an artist - his log book sketches at the time of the Burma retreat are 
now in the R.A.F. Museum at Hendon. The following year he flew his first wife in a tiny Auster to Cape Town, where they built a house 
at Hermanus. 

Stone lived in South Africa as an artist, principally from portrait commissions - including one of Roy Welensky, the Rhodesian leader - 
but when his marriage was dissolved in the early 1960s he returned to Britain and painted from a cottage at Yattendon, provided by 
Lord lliffe, who employed Stone's second wife as a secretary. His second marriage was dissolved. There were no children.' 

It was while based in Yattendon that Stone was approached by his old 3 Squadron friend "Bush" Cotton, as a result of which his own 
account of the Burma operations 1941-42, and flying log book illustrations, appeared in Part II of the former's history, Hurricanes Over 
Burma. As stated, his log books are now held by the R.A.F. Museum, Hendon.

D.F.C. London Gazette 17 April 1945. The original recommendation states: 

'Flight Lieutenant Fleet, as navigator, has taken part in a large number of operational sorties. On one occasion, in August 1944, while 
flying a patrol he engaged two enemy aircraft in air combat and destroyed one, and probably destroyed the other. Now on his second 
tour of duty, this officer has completed many anti-flying bomb patrols over the North Sea, during which he has destroyed a Heinkel 111 
and one flying bomb. More recently he has taken part in high level patrols in support of bomber aircraft. In February 1945, he attacked 
and destroyed a Heinkel 219, bringing his total victories to at least three enemy aircraft destroyed. During this engagement his aircraft 
was damaged from debris from the Heinkel. The port engine was rendered useless, but despite this an emergency landing in Brussels 
was accomplished. At all times this officer has shown courage, ability and a fine fighting spirit.' 


Norman Boulton Fleet was born in Rugby in 1916 and was educated at Neville Holt Preparatory School, near Uppingham, and at 
Cheltenham College. A member of the Rugby Air Defence Cadet Corps from December 1938, in which he served as a Flight Lieutenant 
and Adjutant, he enlisted in the Royal Air Force in July 1941, and commenced training as a Navigator at an Air Observation School 
towards the end of the same year. Duly qualified, and having been commissioned as a Pilot Officer in the R.A.F.V.R., Fleet was posted 
to No. 604 Squadron, his very first flight in one of the unit's Beaufighters being undertaken with the C.O., Wing Commander John 
"Cat's Eyes" Cunningham at the helm, for a 'Demonstration'. 

Teaming up with Pilot Officer Jim Lomas as his full time pilot, Fleet carried out his first patrol in May 1942, and remained similarly 
employed until October 1943, a protracted period of operational service that witnessed several close contacts, the most notable of 
them on the night of 17-18 August 1943, when, as cited above, pilot and Navigator gained a confirmed Dornier 217 and probably 
another of the same type. 

Rested as a Radar Instructor at a Conversion Unit from November 1943, Fleet and Lomas returned to an operational footing with No. 
25 Squadron, a Mosquito unit, in the summer of 1944, and were quickly employed on numerous "Chuff Bomb Patrols" over the North 
Sea, a V.1 falling to their guns on 28 July. Better still, off Clacton on the night of 9-10 November, they claimed their second confirmed 
victory, the relevant combat report stating: 

'Our height was then 400 feet ... We climbed to approximately the same height as the target which was at 800 feet, closed and 
obtained visual of exhausts at 1,800 feet range. We closed in at 190 A.S.I. and when at 800 feet range identified the target as a He. 
111. Target was then 80 degrees above and dead ahead. The enemy aircraft did not take any evasive action and we closed to 1 75-150 
yards and opened fire with two short bursts from dead astern. After the first burst the port wing root of the enemy aircraft burst into 
flames and the second burst set fire to the port fuselage. The enemy aircraft then went down in a controlled glide and after ditching 
broke in several places which burned on the sea.' 

By the year's end, however, 25 Squadron was flying regular intruder sorties over Germany, another flurry of operational activity that led 
to Fleet and Lomas claiming another confirmed victory, this time east of Bonn on the night of 1 -2 February 1945: 
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'At 400 feet we obtained a visual but owing to the target being against the dark sky we closed to 100 feet dead below before identifying 
it as a He. 219. We dropped back to 100 yards range and opened fire - it was not possible to fire from a greater range owing to cloud 
markers below us throwing a reflection onto the perspex of our aircraft and impeding our vision. We fired a one second burst from 
dead astern and many strikes were observed on the belly of the He. 219, causing a lot of burning debris to fly back into our track. The 
enemy aircraft turned to starboard and started to lose height slowly. As it turned we fired a further two one second bursts from 200 
yards dead astern and scored more strikes on the fuselage. More burning pieces came away from the enemy aircraft and the exhaust 
glows went out. The enemy aircraft then dived down almost vertically and exploded on hitting the ground, where it burned for some 
minutes ... there was a strong smell of hot oil in our aircraft and the port engine was feathered, and it was decided to set course for 
Brussels where a successful emergency landing was made at 2038 hours. It was found on landing that the port radiator and the nose of 
our aircraft was damaged by flying debris from the He. 219/ 

Fleet and Lomas were awarded D.F.Cs, and flew several more operational sorties before the end of hostilities.

The original recommendation states: 

'William Charles Cleverly, Sergeant-Major of Police, Bihar and Orissa. Within 15 minutes of the earthquake of the 15th January, 
Sergeant-Major Cleverly had despatched, on his own initiative, parties of armed and ordinary police to the Laheria Serai Bazar, the area 
of Kanhai Misser's tank, where many houses had collapsed, and to the Jail to prevent prisoners from escaping. He himself accompanied 
one party and was indefatigable in assisting in removing the dead, sending the injured to the hospital and clearing the debris, work 
which continued for several days. He was in sole charge of the Reserve Police and his cheerful demeanour and devotion to duty set a 
fine example to his men. In spite of his strenuous labours by day, he supervised night rounds on several successive nights, until 
personally instructed by the Superintendent to rest. He was always on the spot, always active, and maintained complete control of his 
men. When motor transport was organised, he was placed in charge and proved a capable and energetic Transport Officer. Sergeant- 
Major Cleverly has a creditable record of service in the Police which he joined in 1923, after having served in the Army for over 7 
years.' 

William Charles Cleverly served during the Great War as a Private in the Dorset Regiment, in Mesopotamia from 16 November 1914. 
After the war he transferred to the Royal Engineers and was promoted an Acting Sergeant, in which rank he served on the North West 
Frontier in Afghanistan during 1919. After 7 years service in the Army, he joined the Indian Police, becoming Sergeant-Major in the 
Bihar and Orissa Police.

D.C.M. recommendation submitted to the Queen, 25 August 1885; C.O. 109/85; D.C.M. presented by the Queen at Windsor Castle, 
25 November 1885, as reported in The Times on the following day: 

'Mounted Infantry. Private B. Fagan, King's Royal Rifle Corps. - Though wounded, he rejoined his company on the Arabs charging, and 
remained with it throughout the day. Although wounded a second time on the 19th of January, he refused medical assistance, 
remarking that "there were many who required the doctor's help more than he did." 

3 officers and 29 other ranks of the 2nd Battalion K.R.R.C. served with the Camel Corps at Abu Klea. Private Fagan won the only D.C. 
M. to the regiment for Abu Klea, whilst Privates Griffin and Moore received the decoration for the later action at Abu Klea Wells on 1 7 
February 1 885. 

Bernard Fagan enlisted into the King's Royal Rifle Corps at Winchester on 16 June 1883, stating his age to be 23 years 6 months - see 
note below. He joined the 2nd Battalion and saw service with the Rifle Company, Mounted Infantry Camel Regiment, Camel Corps, 
during the Sudan campaign of 1884-85, including the actions at Abu Klea on 17 January and Gubat (also referred to as 'Abu Kru' or 
'near Metemmeh') on 19 January 1885. He was wounded in both actions and awarded the medal for Distinguished Conduct in the 
Field, his service papers stating 'At Abu Klea, though wounded, rejoined the ranks and remarked that there were others that required 
medical assistance]'. His papers also confirm that he was wounded at 'Abu Klea and again at Metemmeh'. 

Returning to the U.K. in August 1885, Fagan attended the ceremony at Windsor Castle on 25 November 1885, where he was presented 
with his D.C.M. by Queen Victoria. He remained in the U.K. until December 1891 after which he took part in a succession of overseas 
postings in Gibraltar, Malta, South Africa and India. After service in India he again saw active service with the 2nd Battalion in the 
South African war of 1899-1902. Landing there on 18 September 1899, he took part in the siege and defence of Ladysmith which 
culminated on 28 February 1900. After the relief of Ladysmith the battalion went north to the Transvaal-Natal border, and in July 1900 
was ordered to sail for Ceylon as escort to a large body of Boer prisoners. After a few months service in India, Fagan returned to 
England and was discharged on 16 May 1901. 

Note: Bernard Fagan was actually born Patrick Power and had previously enlisted into the 70th Brigade (101st & 104th Foot [later 1st & 
2nd Royal Munster Fusiliers] and the Kerry Militia) at Dublin on 10 April 1877. Power's period service with the Royal Munster Fusiliers 
was marked by a number of offences, both military and civil, attended by various periods of imprisonment, such that he chose to desert 
from the regiment on 15 April 1883. He re-enlisted shortly afterwards into the King's Royal Rifle Corps, on 16 June 1883, using the 
assumed name of Bernard Fagan. His subsequent service in the K.R.R.C. was without blemish, and even distinguished by his gallantry 
in the Sudan, but as he neared retirement from the army he was forced to come clean about his former service in order to augment his 
pension and, whilst initially successful, this was eventually denied to him and he retired with a pension for 18 years service. Partick 
Power, alias Bernard Fagan, died at Rathdrum, Co. Wicklow, on 26 March 1944.

Benjamin Nelson Fairgrieve first went out to France as a Private in the 7th Battalion, King's Own Scottish Borderers in December 1915 
and, one month later won his D.C.M. for the above cited deeds at Hulloch. In August 1916, his unit was amalgamated with the 8th 
Battalion and ordered to the Somme, where it suffered 224 casualties during a German counter attack on the 17th. And by the end of 
the following month, after participating in the capture of Martinpuich, casualties had risen to 34 officers and 886 other ranks. 
Fairgrieve, who later served in the 1st Battalion, was discharged on account of being found medically unfit for further duty in 
December 1918; sold with research.

The unit formed part of the 55th (West Lancashire) Division. The 55th Division's stand at Givenchy in April 1918 was described by the 
official Australian war historian, Dr. C. E. W. Bean, as 'one of the finest defences made by British troops in the war' and even drew 
praise from the German commander, Crown Prince Rupprecht.

The recommendation states: This Warrant Officer has been Coin Sjt Major throughout the period of training and operations in Burma. 

During the action North of Nathkokyin on 8th May 1944, Warrant Officer Cargill displayed outstanding qualities of courage and 
resourcefulness in assisting to direct the immediate defence of the Command Post. As casualties occurred, he attended to them under 
frequently heavy fire in addition to his other duties. 

Finally with complete disregard for his personal safety and coolness in the handling of his weapons he was largely responsible for 
beating off the first enemy counter-attack. 

Eventually, after the engagement lasting some 5 hours had been broken off, Warrant Officer Cargill was a member of a party of 
approximately 90 men including eleven casualties which was faced with an exceptionally arduous march through mountainous 
country. Throughout the 24 hour march, with complete indifference to personal fatigue, he maintained a very high standard of 
discipline amongst exhausted troops, largely as a result of which the party rejoined safely the main force as a formed body with no 
stragglers, and every man with his arms, ammunition and equipment as he left the battlefield. 

Throughout operations this Warrant Officer has shown the highest possible sense of duty, and his courage, determination and 
cheerfulness have been an inspiration to all. 

Warrant Officer Cargill has previously served with distinction, first as a Corporal and then as a Sergeant in Crete, Syria and Tobruk.' 

In September 1939 the 2nd Battalion, Black Watch, was already on active service in Palestine. It was deployed to Somaliland where it 
took part in a successful rearguard action against overwhelming Italian forces in July 1940. The battalion was then sent to Crete to help 
defend the island from the anticipated German invasion. May 1941 saw the first ever airborne assault take place when German 
paratroopers descended on the 2nd Battalion at Heraklion airfield in the north of the island. The initial offensive was most effectively 
repulsed but later landings elsewhere forced the withdrawal of the garrison. 
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Five months later the battalion was moved to the besieged fortress of Tobruk and in November was to suffer heavy losses in the 
attempted breakout in operation Tiger to link up with the 8th Army. The tanks lost their way and failed to provide the planned support 
but the troops continued to attack the German machine gun posts and within one hour over 300 men had become casualties - but the 
objective was taken. 

Corporal William Cargill was wounded during operation Tiger and was one of the regiment's casualties (5 officers and 18 other ranks) 
who were put aboard the S.S. Chakdina for evacuation to Alexandria. Four hours out of Tobruk the ship was torpedoed and Cargill 
found himself in the water. Out of the 23 members of the Black Watch only 7 were picked up. 

After its enormously varied war, fighting in Somaliland, Crete and at Tobruk, the 2nd Battalion was sent to India, which was under 
threat from the rapid Japanese advance through Malaya and Burma. There it was specially trained for participation in the Second 
Chindit Expedition. Divided into two columns and often working in smaller groups, the battalion spent 5 months operating behind 
Japanese lines, disrupting communications, their supplies and flow of reinforcements. 

Resupplied entirely by air drop the columns attacked and ambushed enemy columns in savage actions, generally in thick jungle and in 
appalling conditions of heat and disease, made worse once the monsoon broke. The battalion ended the war training as a parachute 
unit for the planned invasion of Malaya. At the end of the war the battalion was still in India and found itself involved in attempting to 
prevent fighting across the religious divide leading up to partition. Men of the regiment were to be the last troops to leave Pakistan in 
1948. 

When the 2nd Battalion was sent to serve in Korea, Warrant Officer Cargill went to Malaya as a result of his knowledge and experience 
in jungle warfare and was sent to impart his skills allegedly even to the S.A.S. It was in Malaya that Cargill lost his medals, leading to 
the issue of an official replacement set sometime in the 1960s.

At 0645 
hours he organised four 2-inch mortars into a battery to support the company forward to the objective. Although the mortar teams were 
heavily mortared in their position, C.S.M. Wilkinson kept them firing whilst support was required. He then brought forward the two 
remaining mortars - the other two having been knocked out - to the objective through heavy mortar and considerable S.A. fire. He 
immediately organised Company H.Q. and got the mortars and Brens into fire positions. The Company was then isolated as one 18-set 
had been mortared and knocked out and the other one was unable to get forward. C.S.M. Wilkinson then returned across the fire swept 
ground to give the picture to the C.O. at Battalion H.Q.. He successfully did this and was able to inform the C.O. what was happening. 
It was then decided that another company should be sent to re-inforce 'D' Company. C.S.M. Wilkinson was detailed to lead them 
forward and show the Company the way to their objective. Extremely heavy mortar fire was encountered but the C.S.M. kept going, 
arriving back at Barbee Ferme with one officer and two sections, the remainder being held up. From then until 'D' Company's 
withdrawal this W.O. had a tremendous steadying effect on the men. His coolness, personal courage and presence of mind were an 
example to all. Finally, he remained on the objective until all others had withdrawn covering his Company Commander out of the 
wood with his rifle.' 

Dennis Wilkinson was serving in 1 /4th Battalion, King's Own Yorkshire Light Infantry, at the time of the above cited deeds 
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A fine Second World War Italy operations D.C.M. group of six awarded to Corporal W. Crockett, Royal Fusiliers, who 
was decorated for his gallantry during the River Savio operations of October 1944, when he displayed an 'utter 
contempt for the enemy' and a 'savage and intense eagerness' to close with him: several fell to his gun at close 
quarters

'On the night of 19-20 October 1944, the Battalion crossed the River Savio and established a bridgehead. On 22 October 1944 the 
Company was ordered to extend its positions, which entailed the capture of three houses at Via Casali. Owing to casualties, Corporal 
Crockett was now acting Platoon Commander of No. 16 Platoon, the unit which was detailed to capture the houses. Corporal Crockett 
fired a PIAT at the first house and charged into it, followed by his men. One German was killed, but the others escaped into the second 
house. Repeating his tactics, Corporal Crockett occupied this house also. The third house was now strongly held by a party of Germans 
armed with a bazooka, at least one Spandau, and rifles. With no hesitation and in spite of the enemy's fire, Corporal Crockett, after 
firing his PIAT, forced entry into this house also. Here three Germans were killed - two by Crockett himself - and two wounded and 
taken prisoner. During this action Corporal Crockett displayed the greatest dash, vigour and personal courage, and an utter contempt 
for the enemy. Throughout the entire operation he instilled and inspired his platoon with his own fiercely aggressive spirit, and was 
largely responsible for the ease with which ‘Z! Company captured and held objectives.' 

William Crockett, who was serving in the 2nd Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, at the time of the above cited deeds, was also mentioned in 
despatches (London Gazette 29 November 1945, refers); sold with original M.I.D. certificate. 
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'Major Adair's Grenadiers evoked the highest admiration amongst all the soldiers they passed on their way, the 
Guardsmen showing no sign of exhaustion. The ferocity of their attack however would later be confirmed ... German 
losses were high for the 27-28 May 1940. In front of the bitterly fought over Woestyns House lay the bodies of Major 
Riedelsdorfer, Kommandeur of 11 I/I R 176 > together with his Adjutant Leutnant Gansnske and Oberleutnant Gorg. The 
counter-attack by the 3rd Grenadiers stunned the enemy who consequently over-estimated the Battalion's strength and 
withdrew. In fact Adair was beset by communications difficulties and No.'s I and 2 Companies had been so reduced in 
numbers as to be almost non-effective. They were also rightly proud that during the 28th despite many attacks they had 
not lost a single inch of ground they had been ordered to hold.'

'On 28 May 1940 on the Lys Canal, this N.C.O. was in command of the Company, when all the officers and W.Os had become 
casualties. Inspired by his fine leadership, the Company resisted repeated enemy attacks and held fast to the position for 13 hours until 
ordered to withdraw at dusk. He showed high courage throughout the operation/ 

John William Wood, who was originally from Warrington, Lancashire, enlisted in the Grenadier Guards in March 1936, aged 19 years. 
Posted to the 3rd Battalion, he was awarded the Coronation Medal in 1937 (official roll refers), and was advanced to Sergeant in 
January 1940, in which month his battalion joined 5th Division, B.E.F. 

Here, then, the scene of his D.C.M.-winning exploits on 28 May 1940, when the Division's staunch defence of the Comines-Lys Canal 
front against three German Divisions saved II Corps and, frankly, the B.E.F. - but it was a costly stand which left the 3rd Grenadiers with 
just nine officers and 270 other ranks standing. For his own part, Wood served in No. 1 Company under Lieutenant R. Crompton- 
Roberts, M.C., which unit was all but annihilated, latterly having charged with fixed bayonets to clear their side of the Lys Canal of the 
enemy, the whole front lit up by tracer bullets. 

Among those to be evacuated from Dunkirk on 2 June 1940, Wood was next appointed a C.Q.M.S. in the 4th (Heavy Tank) Battalion, 
but was serving as a C.S.M. in the 6th Battalion by the time of his participation in the Salerno landings in September 1944. Later still, 
his unit was merged with the 3rd and 5th Battalions, and it was in this latter capacity that he was seriously wounded on 24 July 1944; 
sold with further details and copied service record. 
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A most unusual Second World War B.E.F. 1940 operations D.C.M. group of six awarded to Sergeant J. T. Carr, 2nd 
Surrey Regiment, Royal Artillery, who was decorated for his gallantry below deck in the destroyer H.M.S. Grafton 
when she was torpedoed off Dunkirk in May 1940

This N.C.O. was in H.M.S. Grafton on 29 May 1940, when the ship was struck by a torpedo in Dunkirk harbour. He was among a 
party of troops of various units between the decks. When the torpedo struck there was a rush for the nearest exit. Sergeant Carr 
immediately took charge and by his cool behaviour stopped the panic and kept the men quiet between decks until the order was given 
to embark on the rescue ship. Sergeant Carr then assisted the wounded men and did all in his power to help the evacuation of the ship. 
His final act before leaving the Grafton was to go back below decks and rescue a wounded man who had been forgotten.' 

In the early morning of 29 May 1940, H.M.S. Grafton, under Commander Cecil Robinson, R.N., was returning to Dover with troops 
rescued from Dunkirk and came upon the sinking British destroyer H.M.S. Wakeful, which had been hit by a German E-Boat. Also at 
the scene were the drifters Comfort and Nautilus as well as the minesweeper Lydd. Grafton went alongside and began taking men 
aboard when she was torpedoed by the U-62 - the torpedo hit her stern, and then a second hitherto unexplained explosion occurred in 
the bridge area, killing the Captain and three other officers - here then the moment Carr got to work evacuating the troops below deck. 
The torpedo had blown the destroyer's stern off but she remained afloat and on an even keel. At this juncture, the drifter Comfort, 
having been swamped by the torpedo detonation and forced to cast off from Wakeful, was sighted by the Lydd and mistaken for an E- 
boat - engaged by the stricken Grafton and rammed by the Lydd, she went down with only five survivors. After taking off as many men 
as possible from the Grafton, Lydd returned to Dover. Later in the day the destroyer Ivanhoe arrived at the scene and, after an attempt 
at taking the stricken ship in tow failed, and in consideration of the danger posed by remaining in the area, Ivanhoe's Captain ordered 
that the Grafton be finished off by torpedo. 
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A fine Second World War escaper's D.C.M. awarded to Corporal W. Corkery, The Sherwood Foresters 
(Nottinghamshire & Derbyshire Regiment), who was captured in Norway in April 1940: at length finding himself in a 
P.O.W. camp in Poland, he and a comrade made a break for the Russian lines and, following much hardship, were 
handed over to the British Embassy in Moscow

In recognition of distinguished services in the Field/ 

William Corkery was taken P.O.W. in the hills north of Lilliehammer, Norway, on 27 April 1940, while serving in the 8th Battalion, 
Sherwood Foresters. Taken to Oslo, and thence to Stettin, he was next entrained for a camp at Bromberg in German occupied Poland 
but, on arrival, refused to join a working party engaged in the preparation of gun ranges. He was removed the following day - 7 July 
1940 - to Stalag XXA, Fort 13, at Winuga on the Vistula, where he teamed up with Private H. Doyle of the 5th Gordons. 

Of their subsequent escape, M.l. 9 records state: 

'On arrival all our personal belongings were confiscated, we were not interrogated but were registered. No clothing was issued to P.AV. 
We were housed in wooden huts and the food was poor and scarce. Discipline was very strict; our quarters were searched once or 
twice a week. During our stay in the camp we did not see a Red Cross parcel. All our letters were censored. In spite of everything and 
of the German effort to convince us that the war was lost for Britain, P.AV. never despaired. We were obliged to work and went out 
daily in parties of ten or twenty under escort of two guards armed with rifles. Roll call was taken before leaving and on return to the 
Camp. P.A/V. of Irish extraction were taken away soon after our arrival. 

There was no recognised escape organisation amongst P.AV., but individuals were constantly scheming and collecting equipment. We 
stole a map from the guards 1 canteen and had already acquired a pocket compass. It was impossible to get hold of civilian clothes, this 
handicap and the lack of money stopped many a man from trying to get away. The Germans had also put up a notice saying that it was 
useless to escape to Russia, as the Red frontier guards shot at sight. In spite of all this we decided to make a dash for it. 

The guards 1 canteen had a door on the far side opening out of the camp, with a single wire fence beyond to negotiate. At 0430 hours 
on 3 December we went through the canteen and, when the sentry had just passed, scrambled under and through the fence and so got 
away. We took the river Vistula as our direction for Russian Occupied Poland and, for the first ten days, avoided meeting anybody. By 
then our store of food gave out, but on approaching Polish farmers, we were given food and clothing and by degrees guided to 
Warsaw. Here we got in touch with an organisation which helped us to the frontier at Ostroleica. Here we got through the wire and 
penetrated five miles beyond before we were arrested by Russians and taken to Lomsa prison for three days, then nine days at Bialostok 
and thirteen at Minok. At all these places the prisons were filthy and over-crowded, and we were half starved. The other inmates were 
chiefly Poles of whom the majority were ex-officers. Later we were moved to a prison in Moscow, where conditions were better; this 
was an internment camp for political prisoners. After a fortnight we were taken, with 140 Frenchmen, to a camp at Smolensk, where 
we remained from the beginning of February 1941 until the 22 June, when the German attack began. We were then taken to the 
railway station and were all ready for our journey (rumoured to be Siberia), in cattle trucks under heavy guard, when all British P.AV. 
were suddenly ordered to leave the train. We were taken back to the camp and later to a hotel in Moscow, where we spent eight days 
on good rations before our release on 8 July to our own Embassy.'

Approximately 195 K.A.R. D.C.Ms were awarded between 1906 and 1925, the majority for the Great War period. 

K.A.R. D.C.M. promulgated in East African Force G.R.O. No. 99 on 24 February 1919: 

'On 31 August 1918 at Lioma, this N.C.O. came to the help of his British Sergeant. At a very critical moment when a sudden attack 
from the left flank caused all the porters to bolt, dropping their guns and leaving them. He assisted his Sergeant to mount the guns, and 
together with him held off the enemy until the line was reformed and brought up to the guns. He had done most excellent work with 
the machine-guns during the whole period of the campaign.' 

Nyambi, a Yao tribesman from Mitawa village in the district of Fort Johnston, East Africa, enlisted in the King's African Rifles at Zomba 
in June 1915, and was present in the action at Moshi in the same year. In 1916, according to his service record, he was present at 
Kilata, in operations in the Lindi area, and all actions including Mahiwa. Advanced to Corporal in June 191 7 and to Sergeant in January 
1918, he won his D.C.M. for the above cited deeds at Lioma in August of the latter year - an action that cost Von Lettow dearly - in just 
48 hours he lost 1 7 Europeans killed and 11 captured, and about 200 askaris. 

Having then added a mention in despatches to his accolades (London Gazette 28 January 1919, refers), and been awarded a 'free hut 
for life' (DO 585/19 refers), Nyambe was discharged. In September 1921, however, he was re-engaged by the K.A.R., and served in 
Tanganyika and Nyasaland until being discharged for a final time in 1924, owing to reduction of the establishment; sold with copied 
service record. 
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A fine post-war K.P.M. C.P.M. group of eight awarded to Lieutenant-Colonel T. S. Anderson, Ulster Defence Regiment, 
late British Somaliland and Sarawak Police

'On the night of 5-6 April 1943, during the attack on the Rass O Ez Zouai feature, Naik Siridhoj Gurung was in charge of the leading 
section of No. 10 Platoon of 'B' Company which was ordered to secure the head of the gorge east of Point 275. Contact was first made 
in an outer ridge and the Company had to fight its way over this before it reached the broken ground at the mouth of the gorge. 

The enemy had posted an anti-tank gun covering a narrow footpath leading up to the crest of the ridge. Naik Siridhoj Gurung at once 
saw the importance of this track and immediately led his section into the assault. He killed one member of the gun crew with his kukri 
and the rest fled. He pressed on up to the crest and there mopped up parties of the enemy coming from the far side. 

During the subsequent advance Naik Siridhoj Gurung led the leading section and it was due to his energy and skilful reconnaissance 
that a way was found up the precipitous sides of the gorge in the dark. 

The handling of his section during the attempts by the enemy to infiltrate on to the El Alig feature was an example of cool judgement 
and military skill. On several occasions he moved his section from one position to another and so dealt with repeated attempts by the 
enemy to bring automatic weapons on to the ridge. In the assault, in the difficult climb up the cliffs in the dark, and in the defensive 
operations of widely scattered sections, this N.C.O. was quite outstanding. His leadership and cool, sound judgement were an example 
to all ranks, and contributed largely to the success of the Company in gaining and holding its objective.' 
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A fine Second World War I.D.S.M. group of five awarded to Rifleman Ganbahadur Gurung, 2/4th Gurka Rifles, for 
gallantry during a sustained air attack in the Syrian Desert in 1941

I.D.S.M. London Gazette 21 October 1941. The original recommendation states: 

'At Tel Abiad on 9 July 1941, while his platoon was preparing a position on a bare ridge devoid of cover, Rifleman Ganbahadur 
Gurung was posted as an air sentry by his L.M.G. which was mounted on a tripod in the open. At 1400 hours five enemy fighters 
attacked the position. When the attack developed the remainder of the platoon took cover in their slit trenches, but Rfn. Gurung stood 
by his L.M.G. and was subjected to three dive attacks, once by three fighters and twice by two. On each occasion Rfn. Gurung engaged 
the enemy with such effect that the fighters were forced to swerve and miss their mark. The bursts fired by Rfn. Gurung definitely hit the 
enemy hard so that during the final attack, one of the fighters wobbled badly and lost height as it made off. It is thought that this aircraft 
crashed on the other side of the Turkish frontier. By his staunchness and gallantry under the close and heavy fire of several cannon and 
machine guns this Rfn. with his comrade 7919 Rfn. Deba certainly beat off a determined fighter attack and gave a most praiseworthy 
example of coolness and courage.' 

The author John Masters was serving as an officer in the 2-4th Gurkhas at this time and witnessed this incident which he described in 
his book The Road Past Mandalay : 

1 looked right, and there, standing in an open field, I saw two riflemen of 'B' Company. They had been moving their Bren gun, on its 
anti-aircraft mount, from one site to another when the attack came in. The Moranes were not firing at us now, but at them. Unhurriedly 
the two Gurkhas set up the tripod. One took the gun, the other stood ready with the reserve magazines. The fighters screamed down on 
them - crrrrrrrump. The Bren began to fire back. I began to cry with pride. The earth boiled round and behind the two men, both 
nineteen years old, and they stood there, completely in the open, upright, and always sending that thin stream of fire back at the multi¬ 
gun monsters. This was what we were fighting with, and by God, this was what we were fighting for, too - survival, and self respect, a 
refusal to be terrified by sheer force. The attacks continued for five minutes, and the last plane climbed away very slowly, black smoke 
pouring from its engine nacelle. Riflemen Deba and Ghanbahadur picked up gun and tripod and marched on to their new position.' 

Ganbahadur Gurung was wounded in Italy on 13 October 1944; sold with with further research.

Frederick Lewen Hulance was born in Brompton, London, in March 1885 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 
1902. Advanced to Able Seaman in May 1906, and qualifying as a diver in March 1908, he transferred to the submarine branch in 
early 1913 and was serving in that capacity as a Leading Seaman by the outbreak of hostilities. 

His subsequent wartime appointments included service in the submarine D-8 from November 1915 until September 1916, and in the K 
-2 from March to October 1917, the latter period resulting in his award of the D.S.M. - accompanying documentation from ADM 
137/1332 describes a number of successful actions fought by our submarines in this period, and losses of 29 officers and 236 men. 

Adding the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in March 1918, Hulance remained employed as a submariner up until being pensioned 
ashore as a Petty Officer in March 1925, in which month he was enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve; sold with copied research.

William Stanley John Golding was born at East Ham, Essex in April 1895, and joined the Royal Naval Reserve as a Deck Hand in 
March 1916. Subsequently joining M.L. 258 under Lieutenant Alex Dixon, R.N.V.R., he was present at the famous Zeebrugge raid on 
the night of 22-23 April 191 8, when his M.L. formed part of a smoke screen section under Lieutenant-Commander Arthur Watts in M.L. 
239. The latter, 'who led his unit with skill and judgement in a very exposed position', was awarded the D.S.O., and Dixon was 
mentioned in despatches, as were two other skippers in Watts' unit, one of them being Lieutenant Geoffrey Drummond in M.L. 254 , 
shortly to win the V.C. for his part in the second raid on Ostend on 9-10 May 191 8. 

Demobilised in May 1919, Golding later became a member of the Zeebrugge Association, by which time he was residing at Southend- 
on-Sea; sold with copied service record. 
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A Second World War Operation "Neptune" D.S.M. group of five awarded to Ordinary Seaman C. Bell, Royal Navy 

Distinguished Service Medal, G.VI.R. (Ord. S. C. Bell, C/JX. 355974); 1939-45 Star; Atlantic Star, clasp, France and 
Germany; Africa Star, clasp, North Africa 1942-43; War Medal 1939-45, nearly extremely fine ( 5 ) £ 800-1000 

D.S.M. London Gazette 14 November 1944: 

'For gallantry, skill, determination and undaunted devotion to duty during the landing of Allied Forces on the coast of Normandy.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'For gallantry and devotion to duty while leading a lifeline from ramps in an exposed position while under constant small arms and 
mortar fire.' 

Charles Bell, a native of Dumfries, was decorated for his services in L.C.I. (L.) 183 during the Normandy landings, a vessel of the 261st 
Flotilla in Force 'S'.

'This rating was serving in L.S.T. 65 which succeeded in entering the harbour and beaching while under continuous shell and mortar 
fire. The ship was hit many times and suffered some 40 casualties. S.B.A. Burton took complete charge of First Aid arrangements, and 
by his courage and devotion to duty, undoubtedly saved life and made possible the rapid and orderly evacuation of the wounded.' 

Edwin John Burton was decorated for the above cited deeds in L.S.T. 65 during Operation "Ferdy", the assault by 231 st Infantry Brigade 
on Vibo Valencia Marina, some 25 miles behind the German line, on 8 September 1943. Owing to the fact the guns and vehicles she 
was carrying were urgently required ashore, L.S.T. 65, and one of her consorts, attempted to beach under heavy fire. The War of the 
Landing Craft, by Paul Lund and Flarry Ludlam, takes up the story: 

'As the two L.S.Ts began their approach they came under heavy fire. L.S.T. 65, skilfully handled by Lieutenant-Commander Smith, R.N. 
R., at first avoided damage, but as she drew nearer the harbour she was heavily hit and set on fire. Increasing her speed to full ahead, 
Commander Smith charged the beach, extinguished the fires and clearing his jammed doors with a bulldozer, successfully discharged 
his cargo. The guns which the L.S.T. carried were brought into action in a few minutes and relieved what was fast becoming a very 
difficult situation. It was bloody work and the L.S.T., which had received more than 40 direct hits and suffered heavy casualties, had to 
be abandoned on the beach.' 

Burton received his award at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in October 1944. 
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A Second World War D.E.M.S. gunner's D.S.M. group of eight awarded to Acting Petty Officer J. J. Burnett, Royal 
Navy, who was also mentioned in despatches for like deeds in air attacks off Algiers

D.S.M. London Gazette 8 June 1944: 

'For gallantry or outstanding service in the face of the enemy, or for zeal, patience and cheerfulness in dangerous waters, and for setting 
an example of wholehearted devotion to duty, upholding the high tradition of the Royal Navy.' 

Jack Jervis Burnett, a native of Datchet, was decorated for his services in Defensively Equipped Merchant Ships and received his 
decoration at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in October 1944. He had earlier won a "mention" for his gallantry aboard the S.S. 
Macharda during enemy air attacks on Algiers, and more particularly for his close and accurate shooting of a target ( London Gazette 9 
March 1943 refers). 

The Macharda was a Brocklebanks' vessel and, for Operation "Torch", was laden with valuable fighter fuel and ammunition, in 
addition to landing craft and assorted troops. Departing the Clyde one evening in October 1942, she arrived off Algiers at midnight on 
8 November, at which point she made preparations to send off her first landing craft. The following day she came under attack from 
enemy aircraft for the first time and, as night fell, enemy torpedo bombers flew in from seaward. The History of Brocklebanks 1770 
-1950 takes up the story: 

'Two torpedoes were dropped near Macharda , one passing close astern. Tracer bullets from the starboard machine-guns hit two aircraft 
in the nose, and one 12-pounder shell burst close to an incoming Heinkel III.' 

Here, then, Burnett and his fellow D.E.M.S. gunners hard at work, gallantry under fire that resulted in his "mention". And he was still 
serving aboard the Macharda at the time of being awarded his D.S.M., having in the interim been back in action off North Africa, 
including spirited actions against Condors and Stukas off Bone in mid-March 1943.

'For courage and resource in operations on the Norwegian coast.' 

Albert Frederick Jack Simcox was decorated for his gallantry aboard H.M.S. Auckland during the ill-fated Norwegian operations of 
1940. 

Under Commander J. G. Hewitt, D.S.O., R.N., Auckland sailed with three other sloops and 700 troops for Aandalsnes on 16-17 April, 
and endured constant attack from enemy aircraft for much of her ensuing time in support of the operations ashore. She also played an 
important part in evacuating the much battered remnants of "Sickle" Task Force in early May, on one occasion, on the 3rd, embarking 
240 troops in just seven minutes. Simcox was awarded the D.S.M. 

Whether he remained aboard the Auckland following the Norwegian campaign remains unknown, but if so he would have seen further 
action with the Red Sea Force, when Auckland assisted at the evacuation of civilians and troops from British Somaliland, transferring 
them from Tug Argan and Berbera to Aden; she was also involved in the shelling of Italian troops who were advancing west of Berbera. 

By April 1941 Auckland was serving in the Mediterranean, and consequently found herself actively engaged off Greece and Crete, in 
addition to undertaking supply missions between Alexandria and Tobruk. 

And it was in this latter capacity that she fell victim to enemy aircraft off Bardia on 24 June 1941, when three formations of Stukas 
attacked her and the Australian sloop H.M.A.S. Parramatta. An early hit blew the Auckland's stern above water to pieces, and, with her 
wheel jammed, she took a wild list and turned 180 degrees to port. The same bomb had knocked out her after guns, too, although 
witnesses were much impressed by the fact her forward gunners never ceased firing. Then three more direct hits took their toll - 
everyone on the bridge being killed - and as her crew prepared to abandon the stricken sloop there was a shattering explosion that 
lifted the ship five feet out of the water. Her back broken, she went down, but amazingly 160 of her company survived to be picked up 
- though not before having endured further attack in the water. 
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A fine Second World War Operation "Dynamo" D.S.M. group of seven awarded to Leading Patrol Man E. B. 
Wilkinson, Royal Navy, who was decorated for his gallant deeds as a pom-pom gunner in the destroyer H.M.S. Keith

D.S.M. London Gazette 16 August 1940: 

Tor good services in the withdrawal of the allied armies from the beaches of Dunkirk.' 

The original joint recommendation states: 

The following members of the pom-pom crews showed great courage in keeping their guns in action up to the end.' 

Able Seaman Eric Bradley Wilkinson was serving aboard the destroyer H.M.S. Keith at the time of Operation "Dynamo", namely the 
evacuation of the allied armies from Dunkirk and neighbouring beaches between the 26 May and 4 June 1940. 

After completing a short refit at Chatham the Keith sailed for Dunkirk at 1 732 on 30 May when she took off about 1400 troops, these 
being disembarked at Dover. At 0305 the next day she again sailed for Dunkirk where she acted as flagship for the Rear-Admiral Wake- 
Walker, who had charge of all sea forces on the coast. 

And from the time of her arrival until her sinking at about 0940 on 1 June, she was almost continually in action with enemy aircraft, 
two of which were shot down - her 3" H.A. gun was found to be most effective in warding off the attackers, so much so that all 3" 
ammunition was expended before the arrival of the final attacks which sank the ship. 

Of Keith's demise on Saturday, 1 June 1940, A. P. Divine's Dunkirk states: 

'Actually Keith was damaged in the first attack, though she did not suffer a direct hit. A near miss jammed her rudder, and she turned in 
small circles for some time. In the second attack she was hit almost at once down her after-funnel and very near misses damaged her 
side severely. She was moving at high speed and turning at the moment of impact, and she at once listed heavily to port. Enormous 
clouds of steam came up through the after-funnel and boiler-room casings. Still turning, she lost speed rapidly as the steam went, and 
in a little her commander was compelled to bring his ship to anchor. Captain E. L. Berthon (he had won his D.S.C. at Zeebrugge during 
the great attack on St. George's Day, 1918) had taken the place of Captain D. J. R. Simson, Captain (D.) of the 19th Flotilla, who had 
been killed at Boulogne on May 24th. By the time the anchor took hold Keith was listing almost 20 degrees to port and had no more 
than two feet of freeboard on that side. At this point, however, she seemed to steady up and sank no farther for the time being.' 

But: 

'Though Keith was still afloat, she was clearly out of action. Admiral Wake-Walker, with his staff, disembarked into M.T.B. 102 , which 
had closed the destroyer immediately after she was damaged the second time, and headed down the roadstead to call up tugs. But the 
tugs had already turned towards the battered ship - the Admiralty tug St. Abbs , the tug Vincia and the tug Cervia. Captain Pirn, in H.M. 
Skoot Hilda, was also making his best speed towards the wreck. Before they could reach her she was hit in a third attack. This time the 
bombs dropped under the bridge, and she heeled right over and sank almost instantly. Hilda picked up fifty survivors from the water, 
including Lieutenant-General W. G. Lindsell, the Quarter Master-General, and other staff officers. The tug Vincia picked up 108 officers 
and ratings, including staff officers from both British and French headquarters, and St. Abbs, which closed her just before she sank, took 
off Captain Berthon and more than 100 survivors. 

All the while there was no cessation in the fury of the Luftwaffe's attack. Farther down the water the dive-bombers were peeling off at 
10,000 feet and coming down with a terrifying snarl of their motors to within a few hundred feet of the water. While the work of rescue 
was in progress the destroyer Basilisk, which had been held ready to give supporting fire in the event of enemy attack along the beach, 
was bombed. St. Abbs, under the orders of Captain Berthon, turned towards the spot to rescue survivors. Aircraft were flying overhead 
continuously and a Junkers 88, at high level, let go a single bomb. By a thousand to one chance it hit the hurrying tug amidships. She 
disintegrated and sank, leaving Captain Berthon and the comparatively small number of men who now survived, a second time in the 
water.' 
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An outstanding Second World War Coastal Forces D.S.M. group of four awarded to Chief Motor Mechanic 3rd Class 
R. H. White, Royal Navy, who, having been mentioned in despatches for gallant services under "Hitch" Hichens in M. 
G.B. 65 in December 1941, won a fine D.S.M. for another firefight in July 1942 - in which all of his shipmates were 
wounded - and a second "mention" for an equally spectacular action off Cherbourg in May 1944

'For enterprise and coolness in action against enemy E-Boats and armed Trawlers off the Dutch Coast whilst serving in H.M. Motor 
Torpedo Boats and Motor Gun Boats.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'When a 20 mm. shell entered this rating's engine room, piercing the exhaust pipe of the port and starboard engines, he remained cool 
and carried out the necessary repairs efficiently. While flames were pouring from the starboard exhaust he remained in the engine room 
in order that his boat could use two engines to clear the scene of the action. During this time he was overcome by exhaust gases and 
was removed unconscious from the engine room. On recovering, he re-entered the engine room with a gas mask and continued to 
work there until his ship was clear of the action.' 

Raymond Harold White was born in Portsmouth in July 1915 and entered the Royal Navy as an Acting Chief Motor Mechanic 4th Class 
in July 1940. Having then attended H.M.S. Osprey at Portland and the Coastal Forces 'working up' base St. Christopher at Fort William, 
where he was posted to M.G.B. 6/ in the 6th M.G.B. Flotilla at Beehive , the Coastal Forces base at Felixstowe - and his Flotilla C.O. 
was to become a Coastal Forces legend, namely "Hitch" Hichens, the winner of two D.S.Os and three D.S.Cs prior to his death in April 
1943. 

Firefight - Nore area - night of 19-20 December 1941: first "mention" 

On account of M.G.B. 61 undergoing repairs in late 1941, White joined M.G.B. 65, under Lieutenant George Duncan, R.C.N.V.R., and 
it was in this capacity that he won his first "mention", for gallantry in a firefight with R-Boats in the Nore area on the night of 19-20 
December 1941. And along for the ride was "Hitch" Hichens. Gunboat Command , by his son, Anthony Hichens, takes up the story: 

'One such period included the night of 19-20 December 1941 when Hitch took a patrol of the Sixth Flotilla in the direction of the 
Dutch coast. The initial visibility was only half a cable with fog and the M.G.Bs did not get clear of the convoy route until after 2300. 
They then set a course for their patrol position, but off the Aldeburgh Light Buoy they had yet again one of their technical setbacks 
when 63 stopped, having lost a blade off her centre propeller, which set up a vibration causing her P bracket to break away. The rest of 
the patrol did not notice that she was gone for a short time but then returned to look for her. Failing to find anything in the fog, they set 
off again on patrol. Hitch was in 65 as Senior Officer, where Sub-Lieutenant George Duncan, R.C.N.V.R. was now the Commanding 
Officer. He had in company M.G.B. 67 under the command of Boffin Campbell. 
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The fog gradually cleared and the two M.G.Bs reached their operational area just after three o'clock in the morning. As usual, they cut 
engines and lay in wait listening. At 0315 they caught sight of three boats about 300 yards away, two probably 140 foot R-boats, the 
German equivalent of an M.L., and the third an E-boat. The M.G.Bs engaged, at about a cable, passing down the side of the three 
German boats at high speed twice before losing contact in the dark. Contact was made again half an hour later with a further exchange 
of fire, but with their light weapons the M.G.Bs only inflicted superficial damage. Again they lost contact so stopped to listen. They had 
overshot the R-boats who, in due course, came up to the M.G.Bs lying silently in their path. Hitch then ordered 65 to make a depth 
charge attack but, as she ran in, three more enemy vessels came on the scene, so 65 crossed the bows of the leading boat and dropped 
its charge close ahead of her, probably causing damage. The two M.G.Bs continued to search for the enemy, finding them again at 
0435 and engaging, again dropping depth charges. The two M.G.Bs then lost contact with each other but both separately sighted 
enemy units, engaging once more. Observing each other's gunfire in the dark the two M.G.Bs came together again at 0455 but found 
no further sign of the enemy. 

It was an inconclusive engagement but that was not surprising in a pitch black night, with no radar, no guns capable of stopping vessels 
twice their size, and fighting two to six. The lesson learnt from the depth charge attacks was that one needed to drop the charge a paint¬ 
scraping-ten-feet ahead of an oncoming vessel to be sure of the explosion coming under her with lethal effect, not the fifty yards they 
had tried. But expecting decisive results when your only heavy weapon is a canister of explosive, to be dropped only yards ahead of 
the enemy, was expecting a great deal of the aggressive spirit of Coastal Forces captains. Only a courageous few attempted it/ 

White, in common with his skipper and Hichens, was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 3 March 1942 refers). 

Firefight - Dutch coast - night of 28-29 July 1942: D.S.M. 

As cited above, White was awarded the D.S.M. for his courage in M.G.B. 67 on the night of 29 July 1942, during a protracted firefight 
with E-Boats and armed Trawlers off the Dutch coast. His skipper, Temporary Acting Lieutenant-Commander G. E. Bailey, R.N.V.R., 
won a D.S.O. on the same occasion. And, as described by fellow crew member Able Seaman Roland Clarke in Gunboat Command, it 
involved yet another daring depth charge attack, in addition to murderous return fire: 

1 had not long to wait for my baptism of fire. Our patrol had begun on the night of 29 July as it usually did, about 9 p.m. All crews on 
board by 8.30. 67, 61 and 60 slipped from the harbour in line ahead out past the boom defence and then into V formation with nine 
engines at three quarter throttle, the roar vibrating for miles around and past the Cork and then the Sunk light vessels, wrecks in sight. 
Here the order for action stations and a practise shoot at the sunken masts. Then the order would be to keep an extra sharp look out as 
soon as we were well over our own shipping lane. Darkness falls about eleven o'clock leaving us with roughly ninety miles to go to the 
Dutch coast at Ijmuiden. With thirty miles to go, on silencers. No smoking is the order. Even this small light would be noticed miles 
away. We are closing in now to the enemy coast and gradually turning to starboard to start a patrol down to Ostend, past the mouth of 
the Scheldt. Nothing to report. Down the coast we go, still on silencers. We have not even been spotted as yet. At Zeebrugge we stop 
engines and lower the hydrophones over the side. All is still and quiet except for the occasional wave as it laps the side of the boat. A 
report! Engines can be heard on the hydrophones. All is tense. 'Disengage silencers! Start up engines. Full speed ahead/ We make our 
way past Ostend and at 2.15 we spot a faint blue light, 'Action Stations' are given. Speed is the thing, and surprise, but evidently we 
were not the only ones looking for trouble. We were challenged and apparently had met two of our own M.T.Bs under Lieutenant 
'Harpy' Lloyd, RN, also intent on destroying the convoy, which could now be seen silhouetted in the darkness. Lloyd goes in from 
seaward and fires both fish, hitting the first merchant ship. Both 61 and 60 had gone between shore and convoy to distract their 
attention. As we turned to attack the second merchant vessel, three flak trawlers which had not before been spotted were on the point 
of turning about to engage us. But 67 was not dismayed. In we went until not a gun on the merchantman could bear on us. As soon as 
we were under her bows a depth charge was dropped. This finished the second vessel. Now for the flak trawlers. At this time they were 
in line ahead and we were going straight for them, with 61 and 60 attacking from their rear. What the remaining crew did not know 
was that the Coxswain, Commanding Officer and First Lieutenant were out and the boat was careering along on its own with the port 
0.5 turret on fire and fire in the engine room and a hole in the bows at waterline level a yard across. Several of our crew were killed but 
the Coxswain, C.O. and First Lieutenant were not too serious, but were however out of action. Bunts Newton from Catford and myself 
were able to deal with the fire on deck and the engine room personnel with the one below and the Skipper gave us our course for 
home before we gave him morphia. It was 2.35 when we started back, Bunts and myself taking turns at the wheel and the mess deck 
pumps, the mess deck being half full of water up to our waists. The C.O. must have been spot on with the course. We hit the Sunk light 
vessel at 5.30 and entered harbour with a crash stop with wire hawsers, fire tenders, pumps and ambulances standing by.' 

White was awarded the D.S.M., which distinction he received at a Buckingham Palace investiture in April 1943. 

Firefight - English Channel - 11-12 May 1944: second "mention" 

In October 1943, he joined M.T.B. 451, under Lieutenant John "Jumper" Collins, R.N.V.R, at Hornet, the Gosport base, but was back at 
Beehive by the time of his next major engagement - namely another full-on firefight off Cherbourg on the night of 11-12 May 1944, on 
which occasion he was attached to M.T.B. 450's crew, John Dixon, R.N.V.R., an old Hichens' hand. Leonard Reynolds takes up the 
story in Home Waters M.T.Bs & M.G.Bs at War 1939-45: 

'Even more significant to the preparations for the invasion, however, was the successful action fought off Cherbourg on 11-12 May by 
the new 35th Flotilla led by Lt. John Dudley Dixon, very soon after they had moved to Newhaven from Felixstowe. Dixon had served 
with Hichens in the 6th M.G.B. Flotilla and proved to be a very similar type of commander. His unit on this first Channel patrol was 
450, 453 (Lt. Neil Watson R.N.Z.N.V.R.) and 454 (Lt. Eoin Glennie). Signals from the Portsmouth plot directed them to intercept 
unidentified vessels moving west from Cherbourg. They stopped to keep hydrophone watch and detected ships now moving east, so 
they took up a position closer to the entrance of Cherbourg harbour. After stalking for two hours, they finally sighted a line of four ships 
- two large trawlers, a large merchantman, and a fourth vessel, possibly another trawler. 

Despite being in an up-moon position, Dixon decided he could not delay his attack any further, as the ships could so easily enter 
Cherbourg. 450 and 453 moved in to deliver a zone attack, and were able to close to 1,200 yards before heavy fire was met. They 
went on regardless, and fired four torpedoes at the largest target from 700 yards. A large tongue of flame erupted from her forecastle, 
and shortly after there was a further explosion and she keeled over to starboard. At once Dixon split his force and disengaged, taking 
450 to port to attack the trawlers and sending 454 and 453 to starboard to fire at the fourth in line. 450, with a 2-pounder Pom-Pom 
for'd, set the second trawler on fire, while the others, with their even more potent 6-pounders, savaged the last in line. All boats 
suffered damage and casualties: in 450 Dixon himself was wounded in both thighs, one of the crew was killed and five more (including 
two officers on the bridge) were injured. The C.O. of 453 and two of 454's crew were also wounded, one later dying of his wounds. 

Both the C.O. of H.M.S. Aggressive at Newhaven (who particularly praised Dixon's courage in bringing 450 back and steering her 
alongside even though painfully wounded) and Admiral Charles Little, C.-in-C. Portsmouth, commended Dixon and the crews of his 
boats for the way in which the attack had been pressed home so gallantly.' 

White was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 25 July 1944 refers). 

Sadly, in yet another engagement in July 1944, and having returned to his old boat, M.T.B. 451, he was present when his skipper, 
"Jumper" Collins, was killed in an action with four E-Boats off Cap d'Antifer. 

He remained actively engaged in M.T.B. 451 until September 1944, and ended the War with appointments in the Coastal Forces' 
Mobile Units at Midge and Hornet, from which latter establishment he came ashore in December 1945.

'For bravery in Defensively Equipped Merchant Ships during the hazardous passage to North Africa.' 

Frank Caseley Haskett was born in St. Martins, Guernsey in May 1899 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class at the training 
establishment H.M.S. Impregnable in April 1916. Advanced to Ordinary Seaman, he joined the battleship Kamillies in June 1917, 
shortly after she had entered service in the 1st Battle Squadron of the Grand Fleet, and he remained similarly employed until September 
1921, in which period Kamillies bombarded Turkish shore targets from the Sea of Marmora during the disturbances of 1920. 

Coming ashore as an Able Seaman in May 1929, Haskett enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve, and was awarded the R.F.R. L.S. & G.C. 
Medal in December 1936. Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, and having attended a gunnery course at 
Excellent, he was selected for services in Defensively Equipped Merchant Ships (D.E.M.S.) in November 1941. 

And his subsequent award of the D.S.M. was in respect of his gallantry in the Glen Line freighter S.S. Glenfinlas, aboard which ship he 
fought his gun 'with outstanding courage and skill at Bougie during the operations which led to the landing of Allied Armies in North 
Africa in November 1942' (accompanying Admiralty letter refers). 

More specifically, Glenfinlas was a component of Operation "Perpetual", the Allied Eastern Task Force charged with landing at Bougie 
on 11 November: during the course of this operation, the Luftwaffe and Regia Aeronautica launched a series of devastating raids, 
swarms of Ju. 88s, He. Ills and Italian torpedo bombers inflicting heavy loss and damage on our shipping - on the first day of the 
landings, the gunners of one merchantman alone expended 3204 rounds of Oerlikon, 216 rounds of Bofors and a further 715 rounds 
of .303 ammunition. And among the damaged merchantmen was Glenfinlas. 

Haskett, who received his award at a Buckingham Palace investiture held in November 1943, remained actively employed as a D.E.M. 
S. gunner until the end of hostilities, gaining advancement to Temporary Acting Petty Officer. He was demobilised in September 1945.

Albert William Johnson, who was born in Farnham, Surrey, enlisted in the Rifle Brigade at Canterbury in November 1888, aged 18 
years. 

In December 1895, he was embarked for West Africa as a member of the 2nd Battalion Detachment, Special Service Corps, under 
Captain A. F. Acland-Hood, in which capacity he was actively employed in the Ashanti campaign, thereby becoming one of just 26 
members of the Rifle Brigade to receive the Ashanti Star. 

Having then been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in April 1909, Johnson went out to France in the 3rd Battalion on 10 September 
1914, among the unit's officers being Lieutenant W. La T. "Billy" Congreve, afterwards the winner of the V.C., D.S.O. and M.C. - see 
Armageddon Road, A V.Cs Diary , for full details of the 3rd Battalion's actions in this period. By the end of December - and having been 
entertained by a German juggler in No Man's Land during the "Christmas Truce" - Battalion casualties amounted to 'two officers 
killed, one died of wounds and 11 wounded, 104 other ranks killed, 19 died of wounds and 365 wounded. 

Appointed Battalion Transport Sergeant in October 1915, Johnson was awarded the M.M. in the following year - most probably for 
gallantry on the Somme, where the 3rd Battalion was decimated in attacks launched against "High Holborn" between Guillemont and 
Delville Wood in August 1916. 

Posted back to the U.K. in October 191 7, he served in the 5th Battalion and was discharged in August 1919; sold with copied research, 
including his attestation and service papers.

Having then attained the age of 18 years, he was posted as a Trumpeter to 27th Siege Battery, R.G.A., out in France in 1916, and was 
decorated for his gallantry in the period July-August 1918, but was discharged on being found no longer fit for military duty in April 
1919. 

In March 1923, however, he joined the Royal Navy as an Officer's Steward 4th Class, and was serving in a similar capacity at the 
submarine base Dolphin when awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in February 1935. Moreover, as cited above, he added a "mention" to 
his accolades for services in H.M.S. Jason in September 1940 - 'For determination in bringing into harbour a merchantman damaged by 
enemy action' (London Gazette 22 November 1940, refers).

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 



"Is THIS the British Army?" the inspecting brass hat inquired icily. 
"My fighting men ," replied Anders Lassen 
Dick Holmes left , Duggie Pom ford right. 


M.M. London Gazette 23 March 1944. 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 4 January 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award - submitted by Major D. G. C. 
Sutherland, C.O. of 'S' Detachment, 1/S.B.S. - states: 

'For distinguished conduct during operations on the islands of los, Amorgos and Naxos. 

This Sergeant was the senior N.C.O. of the S.B.S. patrol which, on the night of 26 April 1944, attacked an enemy post in los town. In 
the close quarter engagement which ensued, this N.C.O. personally accounted for two of the enemy, whilst the remaining three were 
captured. 

The patrol then proceeded to Amorgos and attacked the W./T. Station at Katapola Port on the night of 1 May 1944. This N.C.O. formed 
part of the assault party under Captain Clarke, and was able, under cover of very accurate L.M.G. fire, to get within a few yards of the 
main door of the building in which the W./T. Station was situated. From there, this N.C.O. assisted in putting two M.Gs out of action 
with grenades and sub-machine-gun fire. The enemy then attempted to get out of the house and six were immediately killed by the 
assault party. This N.C.O. then went forward alone in to the house and ascertained that no further enemy remained inside. 

The whole patrol then entered, destroyed the electric generator and re-embarked together with the W./T. set and all the codes and 
documents. 

On 22 May 1944, during the attack on the German garrison in Naxos town, this N.C.O. conducted himself with coolness and complete 
disregard for danger, as a result of which 15 casualties were caused to the enemy without loss. 

Throughout all these operations the determination, leadership and example set by this N.C.O. was of the highest order.' 
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Pom ford, back left, and fellow S.B.S. raiders, including Ray Jones, back to tree, and Digger Leo, bottom right, 
who were later shot in cold blood after being captured at Alimnia 

Douglas "Duggie" Pomford, who was born in Liverpool in March 1920, traded his first tentative punches as a seven year old with the 
Dingle Club, the commencement of a highly successful career in amateur boxing in the period leading up to the outbreak of war, a 
career that witnessed him winning the Lancashire and Cheshire middleweight title and taking the champion Bruce Woodcock to the 
final round in the Northern Counties light heavyweight competition at Blackpool Tower - 1 must have been giving away nine or 10 lbs. 
but lost only on a casting vote.' 

Baptism of fire - Commando 

On enlisting in the South Lancashire Regiment in Preston in May 1940, he still got in plenty of boxing, winning Company, Regimental 
and Command competitions, fine work that also established him as a natural candidate for the Commandos - hence his appointment to 
No. 2 Special Service Brigade in December 1940, from whence he joined No. 11 Commando, bound for the Middle East as part of 
"Layforce". 

Here, then, Pomford's baptism of fire, for he participated in operations in Syria and elsewhere under Lieutenant-Colonel Geoffrey 
Keyes, M.C. - shortly to win a posthumous V.C for his leadership of Operation "Flipper", the attempt to capture Rommel at his H.Q. In 
fact it was as a result of the latter raid that the Commando was disbanded at the end of 1941 - a raid in which Pomford may well have 
been among the participants, albeit in the submarine Talisman, which had to withdraw owing to conditions off the coast. 

S.B.S. - founder member - M.M. 

Meanwhile, Major R. J. A. Courtney was recruiting likely candidates for a new clandestine force, and "Duggie" Pomford became a 
founding member of No. 1 Special Boat Section, Eastern Mediterranean Command. And, as might be expected of such a pugnacious 
character, quickly made his mark. A case in point being the following incident related by a fellow member of the S.B.S. in Mike 
Langley's Anders Lassen, V.C., M.C. of the S.A.S.: 

'An R.A.F. Sergeant climbed aboard an S.A.S. lorry, wanting a lift without asking and obviously looking for trouble. He refused to leave 
and said so in a truculent manner. Pomford, only a Corporal, then stood up and said: "Sergeant, if you don't leave, I'll put you off." The 
Sergeant sneered, "Who, you?" Pomford's punch knocked him clean over the tailboard.' 

Indeed frequent mention is made of Pomford in related reference works - not least the memoirs of his immediate C.O., Major David 
Sutherland - He Who Dares. So, too, in more recent publications, including Gavin Mortimer's impressive illustrated history of The S.B. 
S. in World War II, in which appear photographs from the accompanying archive (see below). 

Of Pomford's activities in 1942, little appears to be known, although in a newspaper interview after the war it was stated that 'He once 
spent seven months in a Greek mountain hideout with a group of partisans after missing a submarine connection and though he did not 
know it at the time it saved his life for the submarine was sunk.' 

In April 1943, the S.B.S. moved to a new training base in Palestine, an establishment of 230 officers and men, with a core element of 
three Operational Detachments numbering 60 men, based on five patrols, ten strong, with an H.Q. and signals team. The three 
detachments were named after their founders - thus 'L' for Langton, 'M' for MacLean and 'S' for Sutherland. Pomford was allocated to 
'S', Sutherland noting that he stood out even among such notable company as Anders Lassen who had recently joined his unit from 
England. 

As described by Sutherland in He Who Dares, 'S' Detachment was chosen by overall C.O. Major Lord Jellicoe to take part in Operation 
"Albumen", a combined S.B.S. raid on three airfields in Crete in June 1943 - one of them, at Kastelli Pediada, allocated to a party under 
Anders Lassen. 

Thus on the night of the 23rd, M.L. 361 dropped off three officers, 14 men and two guides - another airfield raiding party arriving in 
similar fashion four nights later. The three raiding parties having departed, Sutherland and Pomford, and one or two others, formed, the 
H.Q. party, holed up in caves about 500 metres inshore - where they had to maintain W./T. contact with the raiding parties and, above 
all, remain undiscovered for nearly three weeks - 'it was hot, uncomfortable, but vital work'. 

Inevitably, perhaps, but fortunately on the very eve of their departure, a brace of German patrols came into contact with the S.B.S. 
force, and in the ensuing firefight Lieutenant Ken Lamonby was mortally wounded - but his body could not be found. Mike Langley's 
Anders Lassen, V.C., M.C. and S.A.S. takes up the story: 

'Lassen and Doug Pomford searched for it. They had heard the shot but the sound proved no guide. Dusk was gathering and the 
ground, a tangle of bushes and jumble of rocks, was impassable to anything except Crete's chamois, the Agrimi. Lamonby was left 
where he fell. 
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Pomford on deck wearing German uniform to mislead prowling enemy aircraft 


He was the only casualty of an operation that was saluted a few weeks later by a cascade of awards - Bars to their Military Crosses for 
both Sutherland and Lassen, Military Medals for Ray Jones, Sidney Greaves, Dick Holmes and Jack Nicholson. The decorations 
recognised the tenacious bravery of raiders who had refused to be undone by the inaccurate intelligence that had targeted an unused 
airfield. Sutherland's men, although knowing they deserved better results, sailed away in good heart with a story of partial success, as 
well as a couple of prisoners and the Wehrmacht's new self-loading rifle. Sutherland said: "We were lucky to get hold of this weapon. 
It was way ahead of its time and provided useful information for the powers in Cairo." The prisoner caught with the rifle was a graduate 
and spoke excellent English. It's said that he and his partner were taken by Sutherland and Lassen for ice-cream sodas at Groppi's, a 
teeming cafe in Cairo ... ' 

Such raids aside, No. 1 S.B.S. turned its attention to the Dodecanese Islands and, by September 1943, most were under British control, 
'S' Detachment and Pomford having played a major part in the capture of Kos, where an airfield was established. 

Famously, however, the Germans responded in kind, October and November witnessing the arrival of reinforcements and a determined 
offensive that was supported by the Luftwaffe and the use of paratroopers - and before long both Kos and Leros were retaken. 
Sutherland's men went through the worst of the Leros bombing, an episode he described as 'an advanced form of hell': 

'There were deep lines of exhaustion on our faces, and the whiff of disaster lying just ahead. We were all demoralised by the ceaseless 
bombing and the fact that the enemy called all the shots. It was like Dunkirk and Tobruk all over again.' 

Finally evacuated to Samos, and thence to Turkey, Pomford and his comrades - including Lassen - were arrested by the neutral 
authorities and confined to a narrow strip of beach with no provisions whatsoever. One week later they were entrained for a transit 
camp at Aleppo in Syria, where they were given sufficient rations and new uniforms. In his history The S.B.S. in World War II, Gavin 
Mortimer recalls an incident at the camp: 

'As the S.B.S. soldiers stood together warming themselves at a brazier a camp policeman approached. 

"Who are you blokes?" he asked. 

"We're SBS," replied Duggie Pomford. 

"Never heard of you," sneered the policeman. 

"You will, mate," said Pomford. 

He was awarded the M.M. 


Return to the Islands - second M.M. 


No. 1 Special Boat Squadron now re-grouped and came under the co-ordinating umbrella of Raiding Forces Middle East, the 
commencement of a planned flurry of operations in the Aegean in 1944 and such was the impact of these operations that Captain John 
Lodwick, late of the French Foreign Legion, was able to observe, 'Gone were the days when the German defenders would be found in 
bed ... The German defenders now slept increasingly in slit trenches with barbed wire for their eiderdown.' 

By this stage Pomford was serving in a party of 'S' Detachment commanded by Lieutenant K. G. "Nobby" Clarke - in which capacity he 
won his second M.M. for raids on los, Amorgos and Naxos in April-May. The S.B.S. in World War II, by Gavin Mortimer, takes up the 
story: 

'Lieutenant Kingsley 'Nobby 1 Clarke was sent on a tour of the islands with instructions from Sutherland to spread alarm and 
despondency at every available opportunity. With him went some of the most hardened men in 'S' Squadron: Dick Holmes, Doug 
Wright, Duggie Pomford and Alan Sanders who, on being asked by Jellicoe the previous year why he wished to join the S.B.S., had 
replied that it was to escape the bed-bugs that infested the barracks. Also with the patrol was Fred Crouch, a 26-year-old former 
Metropolitan policeman who, like Holmes, hailed from east London. 'Freddy was a great guy, steady as a rock, and a very good 
soldier,' recalled Holmes. 

The first island visited by Clarke's patrol was los in the south of the Cyclades, known to be lightly defended. Clarke and Pomford broke 
into a billet and surprised two Germans getting ready for bed. The pair were brave men, leaping at the intruders and trying to kill them 
with their bare hands. Unfortunately they had the misfortune of taking on Pomford, one of the best amateur boxers in England. Neither 
German survived. 


Meanwhile Dick Holmes, Doug Wright and Fred Crouch had been sent by Clarke to capture three Germans known to be living in a 
billet on another part of the island. 'We were to lay an ambush for these three Germans,' recalled Holmes. 'I told Doug that I'd shout 
"hande hoch" but as soon as I did he was to open up with the Bren and shoot the bastards.' 
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A concerned "Nobby" Clarke looks on as Pomford receives first aid treatment for a shrapnel wound 


John Lodwick wrote his version of events in The Filibusters , describing how the Germans saw the S.B.S. men approach and grabbed 
some local children for human shields, and using them for protection made their escape. This was not what happened. In fact they [the 
Germans] just came into the village with a young Greek boy walking next to them/ explained Holmes. 'So we let them pass into the 
village and when they returned without the boy we got them.' 

Mortimer's history continues: 

'Clarke and his men then destroyed the island's telegraph station and blew up a cache of 75mm. shells. With los subdued the patrol set 
sail for Amorgos, 15 miles east, having learned that approximately 30 Germans had recently left the island for Santorini (they were 
despatched to help hunt for Lassen and his men, who had already escaped). The only man left on Amorgos was the officer in charge, 
Lieutenant Schiller, who was taking advantage of the solitude to spend time with his Greek mistress. Called upon by Clarke to 
surrender, the German refused. 'He was a stupid little man and he wasted a great deal of my time,' wrote Clarke in his report. 

And on a return trip to Amorgos: 

'On 1 May Clarke returned to Amorgos. By now ten of the German garrison who had sailed to Santorini had returned to discover that 
their officer, Lieutenant Schiller, was nowhere to be found at their billet at Katapola Port. 'The ten Germans now on the island had 
taken over the village school but we knew the lie of the land,' recalled Doug Wright. 'I positioned myself on a flat-topped roof to give 
covering fire with the rest of the patrol behind a wall on the other side of the school.' 

Wright, a left-hander, was approximately 300 yards from the target with the rest of the patrol, which now included five members of the 
Greek Sacred Squadron, spread out around the school. The attack commenced with a Greek soldier hurling a grenade through one of 
the school windows. This was Wright's signal. 1 fired ten Bren gun magazines loaded with a good mixture of ball, tracer and 
incendiary and armour piercing,' he remembered, 'raking all the windows and doors of the building.' 

Immediately after Wright ceased firing Duggie Pomford dashed forward, throwing a grenade through a window and then firing a quick 
burst from his Tommy gun. Clarke called on the Germans to surrender. Instead they chose to burst out of the building, guns blazing as 
if they were Wild West bandits fleeing a botched bank raid. Two of the ten escaped in the darkness; the rest were shot dead. 'It wasn't 
possible to take many prisoners,' reflected Wright, who was awarded the Military Medal for his part in the attack as its success was 'to a 
very great extent due to the work of this N.C.O.' 

At Raiding Forces H.Q. in Azzib, there was widespread delight at all the destruction being wrought on the islands. An Intelligence 
Report, written in the first week of May, described April's activities and ended with the following: 

'Tribute is paid many times to Raiding Forces, agents and Greeks alike in the captured German orders from Mykonos, but none so 
gratifying to all concerned as the phrase: WIR BEFINDEN UNS IN FEINDES LAND written across the middle of a page of security 
instructions. Translation (approx.) 'WE ARE LIVING IN AN ENEMY COUNTRY'.' 

And the raid on Naxos: 

'On the nearby island of Naxos, Nobby Clarke was once again creating havoc with his patrol. A single German garrison containing 
one officer and 17 men was attacked on 22 May. Once again devastatingly accurate bursts of fire from Doug Wright's Bren terrorised 
the Germans, and as on Amorgos Duggie Pomford 'conducted himself with coolness and complete disregard for danger' for which he 
was awarded a Bar to his Military Medal. 

Those left alive surrendered, including one Sergeant who provided much amusement on the sea voyage home. 'Every five minutes he 
would stand up, give a Nazi salute and shout "Heil Hitler",' recalled Wright. 'He was a fine figure of a man but completely 
brainwashed.' 

Though Clarke's patrol were on their way back to their base in Turkey there was still great danger in the Aegean. 'On the way back the 
motor blew so we had to sail across,' remembered Holmes. 'On a couple of occasions German aircraft came in low to investigate us 
but fortunately some of the boys had taken to wearing the German peaked caps and we carried a lot of German weapons so that fooled 
the pilots. It was pretty nerve-wracking but the Levant (Schooner) crew were cool customers.' 

Other raiding parties from 'S' Detachment were less fortunate, most notably a party of five sent to Alimnia in April 1944 - four of them, 
and the crew of their Levant schooner, falling victim to Hitler's Commando Order: captured, tortured and shot in cold blood, their fate 
would bring about the downfall of Kurt Waldheim, the U.N. Secretary General, in the late 1980s, for in his capacity as a wartime 
German Intelligence Order he had ordered their execution. 
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For his own part Pomford qualified as a paratrooper and took part in further operations in the Balkans, under the auspices of Land 
Forces Adriatic, where the Albanian peasants were a lot friendlier than the partisans - Sutherland and his men were held hostage by the 
latter on Istria in April 1945. He was finally demobilised in April 1946. 

Post-war - Golden Gloves 

Returning home to take up employment as Foreman of the Port of Liverpool Stevedoring Company, he was to add one further accolade 
to his many distinctions when, in 1954, he jumped into a Liverpool dock to rescue a drowning man - bravery that won him a Royal 
Humane Society certificate. 

Above all, however, he pursued his interests in boxing, and was instrumental in setting up the famous Golden Gloves Amateur Boxing 
Club in Liverpool in 1949, at which establishment he served as Secretary and Trainer for the remainder of his life. 

"Duggie" Pomford died in October 1969 - it is said indirectly of complications caused by malaria contracted on active service.

'On the night of 21-22 March 1943, throughout the 25th N.Z Battalion's attack on Hill 201 at Djebel Tebaga, Lance-Sergeant Penman 
showed outstanding qualities of courage and leadership. During the reorganisation of the objective, this N.C.O., on his own initiative, 
led his section away to the left flank where the enemy was so fiercely attacked that they became completely demoralised and over 100 
prisoners were taken. Lance-Sergeant Penman's example of coolness under fire during the attack and his exploitation after the objective 
was reached were of the highest standard. 1 

Bar to M.M. London Gazette 14 October 1943. The original recommendation states: 

'On the night of 23 October 1942, during the attack on Meterya Ridge, Corporal Penman's Platoon Commander and Sergeant became 
casualties. He took over command of the Platoon and was personally responsible for obtaining assistance for many wounded members 
of his platoon although suffering from wounds himself. Throughout the offensive action he showed excellent leadership and devotion to 
duty and his courage, determination and disregard for his own personal safety were a fine example and inspiration to those under his 
command.' 

Tilson Penman was born in New Zealand in January, 1909, and was a Printer's Machinist by trade. He enlisted in the New Zealand 
army at Trentham on 21 st May, 1940 and after training, was embarked for Egypt where he arrived in mid-December 1940. Wounded in 
Libya during the action for which he was awarded the Bar to his Military Medal, Penman was promoted to Sergeant in June 1943 and, 
after attending weapons and mines training courses, proceeded with his regiment to Italy. And it was in this latter theatre of war that he 
was killed in action at Sangro River on 30 November 1943. 
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A rare Second World War Somaliland 1940 operations M.M. group of eight awarded to Company Sergeant H. 
Robertson, Black Watch, a Section Commander in the 2nd Battalion who was decorated for a gallant stand at 
Barkasan

M.M. London Gazette 9 May 1941. The original recommendation states: 

Tobruk, 21 January 1941, Tank Commander in the troop clearing the perimeter to the west of the break through. During this operation 
another tank of the troop was immobilized by two direct hits. Sergeant Lomas repeatedly and most skilfully manoeuvred his tank in 
such a manner as to draw fire away from the knocked out tank by closely engaging enemy posts and artillery which were firing at it. 
His action was largely responsible for the fact that the crew were recovered later in the day. His skill and courage are well worthy of 
recognition.' 

James Lomas was taken prisoner of war after the fall of Tobruk, and held in a prisoner of war camp in Italy before being moved to 
Stalag IVb in Germany. 

The following is transcribed from an original accompanying news cutting: 

'Before Quarter-Master Sergeant James Lomas, M.M., of Stockport Road, Longsight, Manchester, was reported missing in the Western 
Desert he wrote home a vivid description of what it feels like to be inside a tank under shellfire in a night attack. He is 28 and has been 
a soldier for 10 years, going to the Middle East six weeks after coming out of Dunkirk. He won his Military Medal at Tobruk last year. 

'It is almost zero hour,' he wrote. 'Word comes to move off. We swing into line ahead and smash enemy posts with everything we've 
got. Suddenly there is a terrific shock. Sparks shower across my periscope. We've been hit - but there is no damage. 

Next you're outside your tank doing repairs, so you fall flat and then start playing kids games again, like 'Last Across the Road,' running 
like hell to get inside when you've got the chance, judging between the scream and a short howl from a shell whether you've got it in 
your lap or not. 

When we start attacking our 25-pounders open on a line in front of us. We form up watching the accurate shooting of the good old 
gunners and cheering them on. They do a grand job those gunners. 

Then it's our turn and we advance towards our biggest headache of the day. We go on to the limit laid down and once we get there we 
just bang away as hard as we can go. 

"Gun stopped," yells our gunner. "The damn things jammed." I'd give anything for another pair of hands. The driver keeps on the 
move. I squirt a jet from a fire extinguisher over the breech, and our two-pounder bangs away, so nobody's wasting any time. And 
that's more or less what it's like in action - more or less.' 
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An unusual Second World War escaper's M.M. group of six awarded to Private G. Lee, Pioneer Corps, a Gallipoli 
veteran who, having made two escape attempts after being captured in France in June 1940, was repatriated as 
medically unfit

An award stemming from the following statement submitted to M.l. 9 on his return from captivity in February 1941: 

'On 18 June 1940 my unit was working on dumps in Regney Wood when we were surrounded and taken prisoners. We were searched 
but I had hidden my paybook. We were not interrogated. The following day, while we were working, under guard, loading rations on 
lorries, I managed to get away and headed towards the Swiss frontier. Two days later, while sleeping in a field, I was discovered by a 
German patrol and taken to Champlives. I was in uniform and no questions were asked. I was put on fatigues. On 24 June 1940, in the 
evening, there was an explosion which threw me to the ground. I was unconscious for some time and, when I recovered, found I was 
alone and made off. I do not remember much about the next few days as I was a bit weak from shock and could find little food. On the 
30th, I was again picked up, when I could no longer walk, and taken to a French hospital at De Grosbois. here I remained for ten days 
in bed, until 10 July, when a German Medical Board decided I was unfit for further military service and sent me to the Michel-Levy 
hospital at Marseilles. Here, on 14 December 1940, I went before the Medical Board which confirmed my category and I left Marseilles 
with others on 27 December, travelling to the U.K. by way of Madrid and Gibraltar.' 

George Lee, who was born in January 1892, enlisted in the Royal Fusiliers around the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 and joined 
the 2nd Battalion in Gallipoli in late September 1915. Among those evacuated from the peninsula in January 1916, he subsequently 
served in the 4th Battalion out in France from April 191 7 until April 1918, and was discharged in February 1919. 

A farmer in Stockport between the wars, Lee enlisted in the Pioneer Corps in Manchester in January 1940 and was posted to No. 10 
Salvage Unit, in which capacity he joined the B.E.F. in May. Having then arrived at Liverpool on 14 February 1941, following the 
above cited activities in France, he was debriefed by M.L 9 and awarded the M.M. Lee was discharged in August 1941.

GROUPS AND SINGLE DECORATIONS FOR GALLANTRY 



'Your husband was admitted here on the 19th, and I am sorry to say is on the Dangerously III List. He is suffering from a 
fracture of his left leg , head injuries , and many small shot wounds. I do hope to soon be able to send you better news. 
Be sure that every care will be taken of him for you.' 

A letter to Corporal Elsmere's wife from Matron M. Irving, Q.A.I.M.N.S., written at 92 British General Hospital, C.M.F., 
in July 1944, refers. He died four days later. 

A well-documented and poignant Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of six awarded to Corporal E. V. 
Elsmere, Rifle Brigade, a gallant stretcher bearer who saved many lives prior to his death from wounds in July 1944

M.M. London Gazette 7 December 1944. The original recommendation states: 

Tor showing the utmost gallantry and devotion to duty in the attack on Monte Malba on 20 June 1944, and during subsequent counter¬ 
attacks. 

On 20 June 1944, Corporal Elsmere acted as stretcher bearer to the company detailed to capture Malba. Under intense mortar and 
machine-gun fire in an exposed position, he personally carried in two men who had been wounded. Throughout the action, he was 
continually tending the wounded in the most exposed positions. 

By this complete disregard for his own safety, and great skill and determination, Corporal Elsmere undoubtedly saved the lives of many 
wounded and enabled them to be safely evacuated. His courage and devotion were an inspiration to all.' 

Edward Victor Elsmere was born in October 1912 and, prior to his enlistment in the Rifle Brigade at Winchester in May 1941, was 
employed as a First Aid worker for Wandsworth Borough Council. 

North Africa - baptism of fire 

Posted to the 7th Battalion as a Medical Orderly in North Africa in 1942, he quickly saw action, a letter sent to his wife in June 1943 
describing a number of occasions when he came under fire: 
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The evening of the afternoon we joined the Battalion, we started off for the front line. We travelled all night through minefields and 
passed the guns of the famous Alamein Barrage, through a sector that had been taken by the H.D. two hours previously, and dug 
ourselves in at first light with everything Jerry had whistling about our ears. We had hardly got a foot down when a first class tank battle 
started and "Dante's Inferno" would seem like a Curate's tea party compared to it - when getting out of your slit trench to relieve 
yourself was as dangerous as going over the Niagara Falls in a barrel, and by way of variation we were dive-bombed by Stukas, and our 
own Bostons pattern bombed some Jerry tanks within 300 yards of our trenches. The same night it was a case of swords in the 
moonlight. We went in but were pinned to the ground by a terrific crossfire from the machine-guns, and as I lay flat the moon shone on 
my steel helmet and lit up that shiny patch that Michael and Graham [his young son and a friend] rubbed on it when I was on leave, 
and as I lay there with the tracer whizzing about six inches from my nut, I could have spanked the hide off them both. Anyway, we had 
to withdraw, taking our wounded with us ... ' 

His extensive letter also describes some memorable scenes of coolness under fire: 

The things I most remember are my first dive-bombing - you can see the bomb falling towards you ... an English officer who jumped 
out of his tank which had a hole knocked it, waved his hat towards the Jerry gunners who fired it, and shouted "Jolly good shooting"; 
also one of our tank lads leaning out of the turret of his "General Lee", having a smoke, shells whistling all round him, and saying by 
way of conversation, "These 88s are hot mate, ain't they?". And he just carried on smoking as casual as you like.' 

Italy - M.M. - mortally wounded 

Elsmere's determination to evacuate the 7th Battalion's wounded continued apace in Italy, a case in point being an incident that 
occurred near Arezzo prior to his M.M.-winning exploits at Monte Malba, near Peruga, in June 1944. As per his own words quoted in a 
newspaper feature: 

'Our positions were just below the summit of the hill and the Jerries were just over the other side. I took three stretcher bearers with me, 
and walked up the hill. We found one of our Sergeants, who had been pinned down in a slit trench all night. He was all right and we 
went on to what had been our forward positions the night before. All of a sudden, someone said, "Hands up!" and I saw two Germans 
seven yards away in a well camouflaged slit trench. I was looking straight down the muzzle of their machine-gun. I raised my hands 
instinctively. To my surprise I found I wasn't as scared as I should have been. I turned and pointed to the Red Cross flag saying, "You 
can't do that to us, we're under the Red Cross flag." I suppose I must have said it confidently enough to impress them, for they lowered 
the gun and allowed us to carry on with our work. 

I went back to Battalion H.Q. and collected some burial parties. We made twelve trips to the hilltop, and the Germans did not interfere 
with us. Four of them in another slit trench were not as friendly as the ones we had met, and kept us covered with their guns the whole 
time. I think they were itching to find an excuse to shoot us. We buried several enemy dead as well as our own, and the two Germans 
pointed out where some of the bodies lay. 

One of them asked me in German if I had found all my comrades. I told him there were two unaccounted for and he said that two had 
been taken prisoner. I said, "Danke schon," and went back to our lines. As we had seen the German positions we made it a point of 
honour not to shell them for the remainder of the day.' 

This remarkable incident is also recounted in a letter from Major Fyffe of 'C' Company, 7th Battalion, who wrote to the recipient's 
widow in August 1944. The same letter refers to Elsmere's subsequent gallantry at Monte Malba - 'it was quite one of the best deserved 
M.Ms it has been my privilege to see' - in addition to lamenting his loss: 

'I'm afraid all this can do nothing to make up for your loss of such an exceptional person as your husband was. But at least you will 
know what I and the whole company thought about him. I may say that we have lost a number of valuable men in this campaign, but 
that the Company was more upset about Corporal Elsmere than any other individual man. You see they had such absolute confidence 
that if they got hit, he would be sure to see them through.' 

On which date Elsmere was wounded remains unknown, although he was admitted to 92 British General Hospital on 19 July 1944. 
Sadly, however, as confirmed by a second letter from Matron M. Irving, Q.A.I.M.N.S., he died of his wounds a few days later: 

'As you know, he had so many injuries due to gunshot wounds, the worst of which were head injuries. He was in a good deal of pain 
and could only be kept moderately comfortable by means of drugs. I think, in time, you will come to agree that he has had a merciful 
release from constant suffering and with a brain injury it is difficult to know what the future would have held for him had he lived ... He 
was only with us for five days and we made him as comfortable as possible and he had constant care and attention from highly skilled 
doctors and nurses in a modern British hospital ... He was buried this afternoon in the Allied Cemetery where his grave will be carefully 
tended for all times.' 

The Naples War Cemetery, which was established in November 1943. 

His children, Rosemary and Michael, subsequently attended a Buckingham Palace investiture with their mother, Myra.

The first recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On the afternoon of 28 August 1944, a composite squadron of 12 Royal Tanks was formed to support an infantry attack across the 
River Arzilla onto Point 146. An infantry company was pinned down in a village on the river and the operation involved picking up this 
company and continuing the advance onto the high ground. 

The infantry company command was at this time at his Battalion H.Q. and it was necessary for him to move down to his company to 
give orders prior to the attack. All movement in daylight from the infantry battalion H.Q. to the village attracted very heavy mortar and 
machine-gun fire and Sergeant Burke was ordered to take the company command down to his company in a tank. 

This involved moving down a forward slope in the face of known anti-tank, machine-gun and mortar positions. Sergeant Burke never 
hesitated in his duty and having moved to the village under very heavy fire, stayed with the company command until he had re¬ 
organised his troops and prepared for the attack. 

This N.C.O. throughout showed great coolness and disregard for his own personal safety, and his actions had great influence on the 
subsequent success of the attack.' 

The second recommendation states: 

During the crossing of the River Marano on 14 September 1944, Sergeant Burke was ordered to move forward with his tank and with 
the leading platoon of infantry exploit the bridgehead which had been made. As he moved forward his tank was immediately knocked 
out by enemy anti-tank fire. 

The crew were able to evacuate the tank with the exception of one member who was killed and one who was badly wounded. Under 
very heavy small arms fire and mortar fire, and with the tank still being engaged by A.P. fire, Sergeant Burke managed to reach the 
wounded man and carried him into cover. 

This N.C.O. showed great courage and undoubtedly saved the wounded man's life, and his disregard for personal safety was an 
inspiration to all who witnessed the event. 

This N.C.O. was recommended for an immediate M.M. on 8 September 1944. It is requested that these recommendations be 
considered jointly.' 

Harold Burke was from Liverpool. 
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A Second World War North Africa operations M.M. group of six awarded to Guardsman W. S. Davies, Grenadier 
Guards, who was decorated for his gallantry in actions on the western ridge of Djebel in April-May 1943

This Guardsman has consistently displayed courage and devotion to duty of a high order throughout the period during which the 
Battalion has occupied the western ridge of Djebel Bou Aoukaz (27 April-6 May 1943). His constant readiness to volunteer for all tasks 
in connection with his duties as a signaller has been an inspiration to his whole platoon. He has twice spent about two hours repairing 
lines in the open in daylight under heavy and accurately placed mortar and artillery fire with no regard for his personal safety. He asked 
to be allowed to accompany the leading company in the attack on Djebel, during which his courageous behaviour under very heavy 
shell and machine-gun fire had a most inspiring effect on all with whom he came in contact.' 

William Davies was serving in the 5th Battalion, Grenadier Guards, at the time of the above cited deeds, and added a mention in 
despatches to his accolades for subsequent services in Italy (London Gazette 11 January 1945, refers); sold with his original 
Buckingham Palace M.M. forwarding letter, related War Office communication and two wartime portrait photographs. 
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A Second World War North-West Europe operations M.M. group of five awarded to Sergeant G. A. Glover, 2nd 
County of London Yeomanry (Westminster Dragoons), Royal Armoured Corps, who was decorated for his gallantry as 
a Troop Commander in Operation "Blackcock"

'During Operation "Blackcock", No. 1 Troop, 'B' Squadron, Westminster Dragoons, was commanded by Sergeant Glover. 

On 23 January 1945, Sergeant Glover's troop was given the task of clearing the road from Birgden to Waldenrath, leading No. 2 
Squadron, Grenadier Guards. This lane was to be the axis along which would follow two troops of Crocodiles, and infantry in 
Kangaroos, for the assault on the strongly defended village of Straeten. 

Shortly after leaving Birgden the third Flail became ditched in a minefield beside a tank which had been mined the previous day, and 
the axis was thus completely blocked. Sergeant Glover in the leading tank had finished his lane before the block became apparent. 
Realising that the whole attack was halted until a path could be cleared round the obstruction, Sergeant Glover on his own initiative 
returned with two Flails at his disposal and succeeded in clearing a detour through the minefield, negotiable by the following tanks, in 
spite of heavy shell fire. 

It was an essential part of the plan that the attack should be completed to a strict timetable, and such was the promptitude of Sergeant 
Glover's action, and so well was it executed, that the assaulting force was able to advance without loss according to schedule, and the 
objective was taken with complete success. 

Throughout the whole operation which lasted six days, Sergeant Glover's troop was detached from his squadron and he commanded it 
without a troop officer with outstanding ability and initiative.' 

George Albert Glover was from North London; sold with several photocopied wartime photographs. 
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A well-documented Second World War Italy operations M.M. group of six awarded to Corporal E. J. Slade, 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Regiment, who was decorated for his gallant deeds as a Stretcher Bearer

M.M. London Gazette 8 March 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 18 September 1944, Lance-Corporal Slade was attached as a Stretcher Bearer to a Company attacking C. Brioli. During the assault 
the Company Commander and his runner were hit by M.G. fire. By himself, with complete disregard to his own safety, Lance-Corporal 
Slade went forward at once across the open and, amidst the firing, dressed the wounds of the officer and man and brought them back 
to the safety of a house. He then supervised the dressing and evacuation of the other casualties on the bullet swept battlefield. 

On the night of 30 September 1944, his Company were still holding their position and subject to heavy shelling, which buried three 
men. Helping to unearth the men with the shells still falling around him, Lance-Corporal Slade tended to them, comforting two of them 
who shortly afterwards died in his arms. 

This N.C.O. has been almost continually in action for eight months and these acts of courage are merely the culmination of sustained 
and unselfish devotion to duty of the highest order/ 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 29 November 1945. 

Edward Joseph Slade, who was born in London in November 1916, was a fish salesman prior to enlisting for the duration of hostilities 
in April 1940. Posted to the 2nd Battalion, the Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Regiment in October of the same year, he went on to 
serve in North Africa and in Italy, mainly as a Stretcher Bearer, and was awarded the M.M. and a "mention" for the latter theatre of war. 
He was discharged to the Army Reserve in June 1946.

He signalled to Captain Cadell who was searching some huts nearby and together they 
laid themselves in ambush. When the enemy were at 200 yards distance Corporal Williamson opened fire with the Bren gun and killed 
two of the patrol. The others ran into cover in a fold in the ground and opened fire with a 42 Machine Gun and automatics. The M.G. 
fire was striking the rock beside Corporal Williamson's head and with Captain Cadell and he changed position to the left and stalked 
the enemy. They then succeeded in killing the machine gunner and wounding the Sergeant leading the patrol and captured the 
remaining two men.

In company with 64485 
Rifleman Sherbahadur Tamang he worked unceasingly and untiringly throughout the day over ground swept by small arms and 
bombarded with mortar and gunfire. Between them they evacuated forty-two casualties, many of them dressed and carried in from 
ground overlooked by the enemy. When dressings ran out, he used his own and collected others from the dead. By his splendid 
courage and devotion to duty, he saved many valuable lives and did much to keep up the moral of his comrades by his determination 
to get casualties back quickly under the most adverse conditions.' 

Rifleman Jadu Gurung was awarded his M.M. for courageous actions as a stretcher bearer during the Gari River Battles, April-May 
1944, which formed part of the operations to breach the German Gustav Line.

'During the operations on 4 May 1944 in the Kohima area, and in particular with reference to the position known as the D.C's 
Bungalow, Corporal Kilpatrick with his tank showed considerable initiative and extreme tenacity of purpose and bravery under heavy 
fire, sticking to his job of destroying bunkers which were holding up the infantry. He was in action for a considerable time and only 
withdrew when the flames of the burning building threatened to envelope his tank. I consider his action was an outstanding example of 
courage and devotion to duty and that by his efforts many casualties to the infantry were saved.' 

Harold Anthony Kilpatrick was serving in 149th Regiment, Royal Armoured Corps, a component of 50th (Indian) Tank Brigade, at the 
time of the above cited deeds. The Regiment was formed from the 7th Battalion, King's Own Yorkshire Light Infantry, in November 
1941, and originally went into action on the Manipur Road in April 1944. 

The Deputy Commissioner's bungalow, its tennis court and grounds, which featured heavily in the desperate defence of Kohima ridge 
in April 1944, yet again witnessed the demise of numerous British, Indian and Japanese troops in May, not least on the 4th, when 
Kilpatrick's tank had the dubious distinction of being the first one to reach the feature. Burma Victory, by David Rooney, takes up the 
story: 

'As usual, the Japanese had sited their bunkers cleverly and had dug them deeply enough to withstand any amount of artillery or mortar 
fire. Inside the bunkers, every man expected to fight to the death. Brave and vigorous attacks by infantry following closely behind a 
heavy bombardment were invariably met by withering automatic fire and showers of grenades - as every unit in this grim, prolonged 
and bloody battle found to their cost. The arrival in Kohima of the first tanks, up the road from Dimapur, was the one factor which 
slowly swung the battle against the Japanese. While 5 and 6 Brigades were fighting their battles, the Dorsets, deployed around the D. 
C's bungalow, now had the help of a tank on 4 May [Kilpatrick's tank]. It soon became clear that only a tank firing directly into a 
bunker could dislodge the Japanese. The slope up to the bungalow was so steep that the tank had the greatest difficulty in climbing the 
hill, but, inching forward, it succeeded, and was able to blast the Japanese out of a main bunker; the supporting Dorsets, however, 
were driven back by fire from supporting bunkers. Both they and the tank had to withdraw, but they felt they had made progress and 
that the next attack would succeed.' 
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A Second World War Normandy operations M.M. group of five awarded to Acting Corporal A. Lewis, Dorsetshire 
Regiment, who was decorated for his gallantry in an attack near St. Pierre La Vieille in August 1944

way to Conde sur Noireau. The Company gained their objective shortly before dark under very heavy Spandau and mortar fire and 
Corporal Lewis was an outstanding example to his men during the consolidation. Shortly afterwards the enemy fired a large 
phosphorous bomb which hit one of our tanks, wounded several of our men, and caused temporary confusion. Corporal Lewis was 
himself wounded on this occasion but remained in control of the situation. He personally re-organised the position and the evacuation 
of the casualties under intense fire and refused to be treated himself until the situation was completely in hand. Corporal Lewis's action 
greatly assisted the success of the day's operations on his front and his behaviour was an inspiration to his company.' 

Albert Lewis was serving in the 1st Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment, at the time of the above cited deeds; sold with original hand 
written M.M. congratulatory letter from the C.O. of the 1st Dorsets, dated 24 November 1944 ('I am only sorry you are not with us, but 
hope your wounds are very nearly recovered ... '), and typed announcement of his award from the G.O.C. 50th (Northumbrian) 
Division). 
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A fine North Africa operations group of five awarded to Sergeant F. H. Manley, 1st Light Anti-Aircraft Regiment, Royal 
Artillery, who was decorated for his gallantry at Sidi Rezegh in November 1941, when his gun hit at least three enemy 
tanks before being put out of action - he was subsequently taken P.O.W. in Italy

M.M. London Gazette 9 September 1942. The original recommendation states: 

'On 23 November 1941, near Sidi Rezegh, Battle H.Q. Support Group was threatened by a number of enemy tanks. Brigadier 
Campbell gave orders that the tanks were to be turned at all costs and Sergeant Manley was instructed to place his gun on the left flank. 
Although under heavy fire the coolness of this N.C.O. in observing and directing the fire of his gun, as well as his personal example to 
his detachment, was undoubtedly responsible for driving off the attack on his front: at least three tanks were hit. His gun received more 
than one direct hit but Sergeant Manley kept it in action until both gun and tractor were put out of action by enemy fire. He then 
supervised the removal of wounded men to safety and ensured that both gun and tractor were destroyed before Support Group H.Q. 
withdrew.' 

Frederick Henry Manley, a Londoner, was serving in the 1st Light Anti-Aircraft Regiment, R.A., at the time of the above cited deeds, 
although he appears to have been on attachment from the 2nd Regiment. Brigadier J. C. "Jock" Campbell, D.S.O., M.C., R.H.A., was 
awarded the V.C. for his gallantry at Sidi Rezegh, so, too, a gunner subaltern. Of events on the 23 November 1941, The Desert Rats by 
Major-General G. L. Verney, D.S.O., M.V.O., states: 

'This was a day of hard, confused and scattered fighting. The German plan envisaged a move of the 15th Panzer Division, with the tank 
Regiment of the 21st Panzers under command, to join up with the Italians at el Gubi. The combined force was then to move north-east 
and, like a line of beaters, drive the British onto the positions of the 21 st Panzers. 

There was a heavy morning mist which did not clear until 7 a.m. Soon afterwards the 15th Panzers started their movement and very 
shortly ran into the right rear of the 7th Armoured Division, the tail of the 5th South African Brigade and the head of the 1st South 
African Brigade. The combination of the mist, the disorganisation of command resulting from the events of the previous evening and 
the fact that the Germans appeared from an unexpected direction led to the British being surprised. However, the enemy also were 
surprised, for they had expected to pass to the south of their opponents. 

The Germans were engaged by whomever was nearest, the whole battle taking place in the middle of a vast assembly of "soft" vehicles 
belonging to every formation, many of which became scattered, thus adding to the confusion. The Support Group tried to withdraw 
south, but by no means all were able to get away. Among those lost was Captain Foster who had so distinguished himself during the 
two previous days, and with him went two Chaplains who were helping with the wounded. As the Support Group column moved south 
a German column moved parallel with them; there was shelling but no direct attack. "The Command vehicle as it withdrew under 
shell-fire resembled a London bus as, perched on the roof, were a dozen officers and men of the 22nd Brigade who had their tanks 
knocked out the previous day and had been picked up during the night." 

The Desert was covered by scores of vehicles all moving at their best speed. Brigadier Campbell, with what was left of his Support 
Group, 'C' Squadron of the 11th Hussars and a dozen tanks of the 7th Hussars, performed tremendous feats in rallying the scattered 
drivers. He himself directed artillery fire when the forward observation officer was wounded. The 7th Hussars were closely engaged. 
Major Younger had his tank hit, and in the confusion of the dust and shelling and the burning vehicles they were probably fired on by 
both sides. That evening, their War Diary recorded "a bad end to a bloody day." ' 

Manley was subsequently taken P.O.W. in Italy and ended the War in Stalag 31 7 at Markt Pongau, Germany.

M.M. London Gazette 31 August 1944. The original recommendation states: 

This N.C.O. was No. 1 of a S.P. 25-pounder R.A.M. and landed at H plus 60 on 6 June 1944 at Le Hamel. Later in the day he was 
moving forward with his gun when he found that the advance of the leading troop of 231 Brigade, which he was supporting, was being 
held up by an enemy anti-tank gun and a nest of snipers in the village of Le Hamel. This enemy pocket had already destroyed one of 
our tanks and caused a number of casualties to our infantry. On learning the situation, Sergeant Palmer at once brought forward his S.P. 
and engaged the enemy at point blank range although he well knew that a vehicle much better armoured than his own had already 
been destroyed by the enemy guns. His fire destroyed the pill-box and anti-tank gun and caused the snipers to surrender, thus enabling 
our advance to continue. In this action Sergeant Palmer showed courage and determination of the highest order and his unhesitating 
initiative was certainly responsible for maintaining the momentum of our advance at a critical moment.' 

Robert Edwin Palmer was from Hertford. 

The following version of events at Le Hamel on 6 June 1944 appeared in the Essex Yeomanry Association's Newsletter in June 1994, 
following a visit to Normandy by its veterans - including Palmer - on the occasion of the 50th Anniversary of D-Day: 

'As we said, Bob Palmer did fire at it. First, however, immobilised tanks had to be removed from the track ahead and secondly he had 
to avoid being shot up, as the S.R.Y. tanks had been, when he left the cover of the trees. He has recorded details of what he recollects 
of this time: "I left the S.P. and walked along the track to a line of trees on my right which was between me and the Blockhouse 
containing the 88mm. Some infantrymen spoke to me and said that, as soon as a tank passed the last tree, the German gun knocked it 
out and yes, there was the evidence - about five tanks out of action, two of which were on fire! I told Captain Warburton that, clearly, 
the roadway would have to be cleared before I could take the S.P. along it. He agreed and said that he would arrange that - which he 
later did, by using another tank and some L.A.D. men attaching chains to the destroyed ones and pulling them back to the side of the 
track. 

Obviously I realised it was going to be a very difficult target. I returned to the S.P. "Foxholes" and explained the position to my crew 
and told them the only chance we had was to take the Germans by surprise. Instead of going slowly by the line of trees we would have 
to go past the trees as fast as possible with the gun already loaded and the safety catch off - contrary to Army Orders but saving 
precious seconds. Then, as soon as I gave the signal, the driver was to stop immediately and steer 45 degrees to his right, to 
immediately face the Blockhouse. 

I'm pleased to say it all worked extremely well; we passed the cover of the trees at maximum speed and after about 70 yards stopped, 
the driver turned quickly to his right, the gun layer took up the necessary 'top traverse' and as quickly as possible fired our first shot of 
high explosive shell (with 'cap on' to give it 1 /5th second delay when it met resistance). The range I estimated at 300 yards. 

This shot struck the emplacement but was a little high and to the left of the aperture so I ordered the layer to drop 25 yards and to 
deflect one mark to his right and fire again. Before he could do this however the German 88mm. fired at us but I think we may have 
taken them by surprise and caused them to panic as their shell missed us and screamed past just a fraction high. We then fired our 
second shot and, happily, that went into the narrow gun aperture and exploded. This caused their own ammunition to explode, putting 
the gun out of action." '

M.M. London Gazette 2 August 1945. The original recommendation for an immediate award states: 

'On 19 March 1945, Rifleman Ganja Bahadur Rai's company, supported by a squadron of tanks, attacked a strongly dug enemy 
position round a pagoda just east of mile 334 on the Meiktila-Pyawbwe Road. This position was well sited, bunkered and defended by 
a resolute enemy armed with a high proportion of automatic weapons including two medium machine-guns. Shortly after the start of 
the attack, Rifleman Ganja Bahadur Rai's platoon became held up by very fierce cross fire from enemy bunkers in a sunken road, but 
Rifleman Ganja Bahadur Rai, with complete disregard for the enemy fire, worked his way forward using what little cover there was 
available and, moving well ahead of his section, worked from position to position throwing hand grenades into the slits of bunkers and 
clearing trenches with his Tommy gun, killing six of the enemy in open pits and many more inside bunkers. Finally, having exhausted 
his ammunition and grenades, he drew his khukri and rushed a Jap officer, cutting him down as he fired at him with his pistol. During 
this action Ganja Bahadur Rai silenced two L.M.Gs and a discharger. This young Rifleman's energy and determination to kill the 
enemy, combined with his complete disregard for his personal safety when under intense enemy fire, not only enabled his platoon to 
get forward but was a fine example to all around him and typical of his behaviour on all occasions.'

'During an attack on Oarmuset-er-Regem on 16 December 1941, heading a signal patrol, Lance-Sergeant Antoniszewski, under heavy 
enemy fire, several times repaired personally the telephone line he was building up to the advanced O.P. All the time in the first line 
with the infantry, he kept his line working during the whole time the action took place, thus enabling inter-communication not only for 
the artillery but also for the infantry. Lance-Sergeant Antoniszewski in several other circumstances showed outstanding courage and self 
control.' 

Michal Antoniszewski, who was born in September 1914, was serving in 2 Field Regiment, 3 Carpathian Infantry Division, 2 Polish 
Corps, at the time of the above cited deeds. He was subsequently advanced to Staff Sergeant in September 1943, and is confirmed as 
having received the above numbered Monte Cassino Cross (2/086), following which operations he was wounded in action on 28 April 
1945. His Polish Cross of Valour was awarded in December 1941 (Daily Orders of the Carpathian Rifle Brigade No. 4/42, refer), to 
which he added a Bar in November 1944 (Daily Orders of 2 Field Artillery Regiment No. 4/45, refer), and a Second Bar in February 
1945 (Personal Order No. 115/45, refers); sold with a file of research. 
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A rare Second World War escaper's M.M. group of four awarded to Trooper R. R. Biggins, Nottinghamshire Yeomanry 
(Sherwood Foresters), R.A.C., who led a party of ten men in a successful bid for freedom from a working camp in 
Austria to Italy, via Yugoslavia

wire, he took with him nine other P.AA/s; everything went as planned and the escapers were guided by partisans across the frontier to 
Metlika, Yugoslavia. Their evacuation to Bari, Italy by sea was accomplished at the end of 1944. It has been reported by one of the 
party that it was due to the initiative of Biggins that the ten men made good their escape; in addition, this private soldier also made 
arrangements for another party to follow a fortnight later.'

Recommendation: 'At 0800 hrs on 8 Feb 1945 at Tantabyin village, North of Ramre Rownm Sepoy Bafu Khan was a member of a 
patrol clearing the village. The patrol met a superior party of enemy approaching the village. After a sharp engagement the patrol 
withdrew to a feature above the village and the enemy withdrew to a hill about 400 yards distant. Two men of the patrol had been 
wounded and were lying in open paddy fields about 150 yards from the patrol's position under enemy observation and fire. Sepoy Bafu 
Khan volunteered to bring in the men. He went down the face of the feature and crawled out over open paddy about a 100 yards to the 
first man who he dragged back to his posn. He returned immediately, successfully crawling out about 150 yards over open ground and 
brought back the second man. During all this time he was under enemy LMG, discharger cup and small arms fire from their posn less 
than 300 yards from the wounded men. 

Throughout, this Sepoy's cool courage and bravery under enemy fire was of a high order and fine example to all. His prompt action 
and determination to bring in the wounded men probably saved their lives as they were unable to move themselves and could not have 
lain in the open paddy for much longer.' 

With a 'Sanad' document, reading: 'North-West Frontier Province; Sanad; This Sanad with a cash reward of Rs.1,250 is granted to No. 
16722 Sepoy Bafu Khan, M.M., 1st Punjab Regiment, of Banda-Sabhan, Abbottabad, for gallantry, in the World War, 1939-45' - in 
glazed wooden frame, 452 x 296mm., certificate stained. With copied recommendation. 
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A rare and impressive Malaya operations M.M. group of five awarded to Captain (Q.G.O.) Dilman Rai, 7th Gurkhas, 
who was involved in two close quarters firefights and personally accounted for four terrorists, in addition to wounding 
several others

M.M. London Gazette 30 October 1953. The original recommendation states: 

'During the past year, Lance-Corporal Dilman Rai has been constantly out on jungle operations. Whenever terrorists have been 
encountered he has always been the first to close with them and he has personally killed four and wounded a number of others. 

On 27 October 1952, this N.C.O., with four Riflemen of his section, was in an ambush position in the Tabu area of Negri Sembilan, 
when an armed terrorist appeared. Knowing the importance of capturing a terrorist alive, he permitted the terrorist to approach right up 
to him and then exposed himself in order to attempt the capture. The terrorist, however, managed to draw a grenade and had to be shot 
before he could throw it. The calm action of this N.C.O. in deliberately exposing himself at point blank range in order to achieve a 
capture was a fine example of cool, calculated courage. 

On 13 January 1953, Lance-Corporal Dilman Rai was on patrol in the Seremban District of Negri Sembilan with two men of his section 
when two communist terrorists were encountered at a range of 100 yards. The terrorists opened fire and this N.C.O. immediately 
charged them and killed one. Seeing the second terrorist escaping he at once gave chase and after a running fight over 300 yards 
succeeded in killing the second. One rifle, one shot gun, ammunition, rations and important documents were recovered. The success of 
the operation was entirely due to this N.C.O's dash and personal courage in the direct face of enemy fire. 

The conduct of Lance-Corporal Dilman Rai has at all times been of the highest order and his courage and offensive spirit have been a 
magnificent example and inspiration to the men of his section and platoon.' 

Dilman Rai, who was born in Darjeeling, India, in 1927, enlisted in the 7th Gurkhas in April 1944 and, as cited above, was awarded 
the M.M. for his gallantry in Malaya in 1952-53. Commissioned as a Lieutenant (Q.G.O.) in May 1963, he witnessed further active 
service in 1 /7th Gurkhas in the Borneo and Malay Peninsula operations 1964-66, and was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in July of the 
latter year. Advanced to Captain (Q.G.O.) in March 1968, he was placed on the Retired List in November 1970; sold with copied 
service record.

The original 
recommendation states: 

'As Flight Engineer this airman has completed many sorties against the enemy, 
during which he has displayed courage, skill, and fortitude of a high standard. 
On one occasion whilst participating in a mission to Warsaw, intense and 
accurate anti-aircraft fire was encountered; the aircraft was held in searchlights 
and sustained extensive damage. Despite this, the mission was continued and 
completed successfully. On this return flight further anti-aircraft fire was 
encountered. Nevertheless the aircraft was flown safely back to base. This airman 
has participated in six missions to Warsaw/ 

Emil Szczerba, who was born in Drohobycz, Poland, in November 1911, 
enlisted Polish Air Force in September 1939, and, having made his way to the U. 
K., joined the Royal Air Force in August 1940. Qualifying as a Flight Engineer in 
the course of 1943, he was posted No. 1586 (Polish Special Duties) Flight, 
operating in Halifaxes out of such airfields as Flurn and Tempsford. Later still, 
when the unit was re-mustered as No, 301 (Polish) Squadron, he flew Liberators 
out of Brindisi. 

Between April and September 1944 he completed 56 S.O.E. agent and supply sorties to Italy, Poland and Yugoslavia, most notably half 
a dozen of them in support of the Warsaw uprising - very few aircraft were available at this time, as by and large the whole of Transport 
Command was fully occupied keeping the Allied Armies supplied in their dash for the Rhine. And the units that participated lost 86 
percent of their aircraft in six nights, horrendous losses that prompted Air-Marshal Slessor to put a stop to what amounted to suicide 
missions. However, Polish aircrew in special duties units were permitted to continue the initiative, as a result of which a further 32 
aircraft were lost over a two month period - with resultant casualties of 65 officers and 169 non-commissioned aircrew. 

Szczerba was awarded the Virtuti Militari, 5th Class in 1944, in addition to the Cross of Valour with 2 Bars and the Air Force Medal 
with 3 Bars, and was advanced to Warrant Officer in May 1945. Having then enlisted Polish Resettlement Corps (R.A.F.) in January 
1947, he was finally discharged in January 1949, and settled in Bradford, West Yorkshire, where he died in 1980; sold with a large 
quantity of copied official records and log book entries.

Ernest Stanley Garrett (note 'Garratt' on medal) was born in Bradfield, Berkshire on 28 June 1886, the second son of five children of 
Charles and Sarah Garrett. He entered Royal Service at Buckingham Palace on 9 December 1907 as assistant in the Silver Pantry. On 1 
August 1908 he was promoted to Under Butler and, on 1 December 1911, to Third Under Butler. By February 1931 he was First Under 
Butler. On 1 April 1936 he was appointed First Yeoman of the Silver Pantry, his title being altered from 1 October 1946 to Yeoman of 
the Plate Pantry. Garrett held this position until he retired on 1 January 1952. On 20 January 1949 he married Beatrice Edwards - soon 
after they moved to a flat at Frognore House Stables, Windsor. After his retirement the couple moved to a retirement home at Queen 
Gate, King's Road, Windsor. Ernest Garrett passed away in 1957, aged 71 years. 

As Yeoman of the Silver Pantry he was responsible for the safe keeping and care of the valuable collection of State plate and other 
pieces which were used at the Court and other State functions. 

With a letter of thanks on 'Balmoral Castle' note paper, dated 21 August 1951, in which Princess Margaret sends her thanks to 
members of the Royal Household for the present of a tea set and two little tables given on the occasion of her 21st birthday; this 
personally signed 'Margaret', with original envelope addressed to 'Mr Ernest Garrat (sic); Buckingham Palace Identity Card, named to 
Ernest S. Garrett as Yeoman of Plate in the Department of Gold and Silver Rooms, this bearing his photograph; a newspaper cutting, 
'King Decorates Bradfield Man' concerning the award of the R.V.M. to Mr Garrett as 'Yeoman of the Gold and Silver'; photographs (9) 
of Garrett and of banquet tables, including one of Garrett in full uniform wearing several of the above medals; booklet re. the King 
George V issue Long and Faithful Service Medal; Royal Household Social Club Buckingham Palace programme for an event on 19 
December 1950, this signed by Sydney and Mary Thompson who were providing the entertainment for that evening; menu cards (9) for 
Buckingham Palace and Windsor Castle, 1951-55.

Leonard Morris was discharged from the Royal Engineers in April 1938, having been awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in the same year, 
so must have been recalled on the outbreak of hostilities. In so far as the award of his B.E.M. is concerned - one of just eight such 
awards for the pre-war Palestine operations and a unique example to the Royal Engineers - an accompanying letter from the R.E. 
Museum states: 

The duties of 42nd Field Company included the punitive destruction of Arab houses, the removal of booby-traps, quarrying work and 
assistance to 8th Railway Company, R.E., in railway repair and defence.' 

Interestingly, two officers from the same unit received M.B.Es for this period of operations in Palestine, their recommendations citing 
'the destruction by explosives of houses in Old Jaffa.'

His keenness, enthusiasm and devotion to duty under all 
circumstances has been an example and inspiration to all members of his platoon.' 

Robert Buck enlisted in the Suffolk Regiment in January 1907 and was serving in the 1st Battalion on the outbreak of hostilities in 
August 1914. Subsequently embarked for France in January 1915, he was seriously wounded, being discharged in June 1916 and 
awarded the Silver War Badge. An early entrant in the Land Defence Volunteers, his B.E.M. was awarded in respect of the above cited 
deeds in the 3rd (Isle of Ely) Battalion, Home Guard.

William Marshall was born in Nottingham in October 1900 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in April 1918, and quickly 
witnessed active service in H.M.S. Bellerophon, aboard which ship he was advanced to Ordinary Seaman that October. 

Awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in January 1934, while serving as an Able Seaman in the aircraft carrier Eagle, he would appear to have 
been serving in the destroyer Maori by the renewal of hostilities - certainly he was serving in her at the time of being awarded his B.E. 
M. 

The Maori, under Commander Noel Brewer, R.N., quickly saw action off Norway, not least during the evacuation of Nasmos in April 
1940, when two near misses from enemy aircraft caused extensive damage and wounded 20 of her crew, five of them mortally. 

Commander H. T. "Beaky" Armstrong, D.S.C., R.N. (afterwards D.S.O.* and D.S.C.*), then having been appointed C.O., Maori went on 
to lend valuable service with Cossack, Sikh and Zulu during the Bismarck action in May 1941 - after creeping up at 25 knots on the 
enemy's port quarter, under fire, and delivering a torpedo attack, she and her destroyer consorts clung to their quarry to await the 
arrival of Tovey's big guns. One of Maori's crew later described the moment Bismarck's shells started to find their range: 

'Armour piercing shells, each weighing a ton, splashed on all sides sending up large plumes of water. One passed under the wireless 
aerials between the funnels, and, as Maori gathered speed Bismarck changed to shrapnel, shells exploding in the air, fragments passing 
through the superstructure ... ' 

Maori subsequently fell victim to enemy aircraft at Grand Harbour, Malta, in early 1942; sold with an original wartime photograph of 
H.M.S. Maori, the reverse bearing numerous signatures, among them that of "Beaky" Armstrong.

'Sapper Kenyon was on night duty in charge of an office in a group of buildings during very severe raids on Hull in May 1941. On the 
first night the buildings were hit and the room adjoining the office was set on fire. Although the raid was at its height and the buildings 
were in the centre of the target area, Sapper Kenyon entirely on his own initiative began to remove the contents of the office to another 
place. He succeeded in removing all the important papers, books, and ammunition before assistance arrived. 

In previous raids on Hull in March, 1941, Sapper Kenyon displayed great bravery and initiative. On the first night he, in company with 
other members of the staff, worked throughout extinguishing incendiary bombs which fell in the neighbourhood of their billets. They 
also entered a block of offices which were blazing furiously and succeeded in rescuing a man who had been overcome by smoke and 
fumes. On the second night a large bomb was dropped on the rear of the billet doing considerable damage. Escaping from the wrecked 
house Sapper Kenyon and his comrades went to the assistance of people trapped in the neighbouring houses. Between them they 
rescued a family of five children, an invalid from an upstairs room, and extricated a woman who had been completely buried. 

On all occasions Sapper Kenyon displayed courage, initiative, and devotion to duty of the highest order. His fearless example 
undoubtedly proved an inspiration to his comrades and others.' 

James Maxwell Kenyon was from Bebbington, Birkenhead. 

An indication of the scale of suffering inflicted on the city of Hull by the Luftwaffe in 1940-41 may be found in the bare statistics - by 
the end of the latter year 1,200 citizens had been killed, 3,000 injured, and 146,000 rendered homeless. And of the pre-war total of 
92,000 homes, only 5,943 were still standing.

In April 1943, a large force of British and Australian prisoners of war was sent deep into the jungles of Thailand to work on the Burma- 
Thailand Railway. 

At one of the Australian camps cholera broke out in a virulent form and this soldier together with seven others courageously 
volunteered to go and help in the difficult and dangerous work of nursing the sick. 

He did gallant service amongst the cholera patients, working in mud and filth under incessant rain and without adequate covering, and 
was constantly exposed to infection from this dreaded disease which took so high a toll of the force. 

During the period of the epidemic he performed excellent service and for his personal bravery, steadfastness and self-sacrifice he was a 
credit to himself, his regiment and his country.' 

The late nature of the announcement of this and related awards is explained in a related statement: 

The services being rewarded occurred some years ago, but the recommending authority has only recently been able to obtain the full 
particulars of the candidates and the necessary support for the recommendations. In spite of the lapse of time, Members of the 
Committee will probably agree that the services described deserve recognition.' 

William Howard Peterson, who was born in May 1922, was serving in No. 1 Malaya Field Ambulance, R.A.M.C. at the time of his 
capture on 15 February 1942. As verified by accompanying research, his brother Alfred was serving in the same unit and suffered a 
similar fate, the pair of them being embarked for work on the Burma-Thailand Railway in April 1943 - Alfred, who was also awarded 
the B.E.M., was captured at the famous Raffles Library and Museum, so probably the same location as William since the building was 
converted into a Regimental Aid Post. Their mother, Lucy Yvonne Rummer, appears to have been of Singaporean descent and was 
resident at 22-C Hill Street at the time of the Japanese invasion.

In June 1944, he worked both as detector and digger man at Holywell Bay, a very dangerous 
and difficult minefield. From July to November 1944, he worked on minefields at Seaton, Portland and Wyke Regis. In all he has 
detected, lifted and defused approximately 300 mines. Lance-Corporal Hoy has always been a most confident and steady worker, at 
home in any role on a minefield, and one who inspired confidence in those who worked with him or under his charge.' 

Robert Hoy was from Stirling.

A shot was heard and the 
Sergeant saw the man waving a pistol about in his right hand. Wheatley drew near to the man and told him to put the gun down but he 
refused and threatened to kill the Sergeant if he came any nearer. Wheatley continued to approach and when about 10 yards away the 
man fired the pistol. The officer dived backwards and the man ran off. Constable Cooper then joined the Sergeant and they chased the 
man across a road. He was still waving the pistol about and threatening the officers. The man stood with his back to a fence pointing 
the pistol at Wheatley and Cooper. The officers walked towards him and he again fired the pistol. Wheatley and Cooper then rushed at 
him, grabbed hold of his hand holding the pistol and took it from him. The man was then secured.' 

Christopher Charles Cooper, who was born in Brighton in July 1945, enlisted in the Royal Engineers in 1961. Trained in bomb and 
mine disposal demolition, he was posted to Aden with No. 3 Independent Field Squadron, where, on 13 September 1964, while on 
operations in the Radfan Mountains, he was severely wounded by a mine, suffering 40% burns and a fractured spine. Discharged as a 
result of his wounds, he joined the Sussex Constabulary in 1966, with whom he served in the C.I.D. and No. 6 Regional Crime Squad; 
sold with some photocopied newspaper reports regarding the incident, including a picture of the recipient outside Buckingham Palace 
on his investiture day.

'On Sunday 26 June 1955, at 14.30 hours, an F86 Sabre crashed through the perimeter wire into the explosive area at Eindhoven and 
caught fire. 

Leading Aircraftman Warrior was not on duty when the accident occurred. Immediately the alarm was given, however, he manned the 
Fire Tender, which he normally drove, and with two Firemen and two Fire Picquets was moving out of the Section within a few 
seconds of the alarm being given. He reached the scene of the crash, which was nearly two miles from the Fire Section in less than 
three minutes after the first call-a most creditable performance. As soon as he arrived he saw that the Dutch Airfield Tender and R.A.F. 
Crash Tender from the detachment wing were concentrating on the aircraft. Well knowing that within 30 yards of the aircraft there was 
a hut containing high explosive, he immediately concentrated on extinguishing the fires which had started in the dry undergrowth and 
trees around the crash where a large quantity of fuel from the crashed aircraft's drop tanks had spilled. As soon as his tender was empty 
he refilled it and continued to fight the fire, rallying the crew and by his example inspiring others to give assistance at a critical 
moment. It was largely due to his prompt action in fighting the burning brushwood that the fire was prevented from spreading to a 
building containing high explosives although at one time it was within ten feet of that building. From the moment of his arrival at 14.30 
hours until 15.00 hours, this airman was acting on his own initiative with no further direction from the Fire Officer than an order to 
carry on as he was doing, which could not be bettered. In every way this airman was acting in the highest traditions of the Fire 
Services. He displayed qualities of initiative and courage beyond his experience when, by his good work and persistence, in face of a 
very serious situation when the flames were extremely close to the high explosive hut, he ensured the rapid extinguishing of a 
dangerous fire. 

Leading Aircraftman Reid, an Admin. Orderly, although off duty at the time, made directly for the scene of the accident to give 
assistance. During a particularly critical period when a warning was given that bombs were in danger of exploding and that the aircraft 
was about to explode, difficulty was experienced in rallying sufficient volunteers to assist in getting the fire under control or to search 
for the pilot. Realising the seriousness of the situation, Leading Aircraftman Reid on his own initiative encouraged the other airmen to 
disregard the danger and showed a complete disregard for his personal safety. By his example he encouraged other airmen to assist in 
fighting the fire, thus permitting a search party to get behind the burning area to search for the pilot, who was later found, downwind of 
the aircraft with the seat almost on top of him, but still alive/

This rating was employed with the Senior Commissioned Gunner (T.) over a period of two years in, at times, the dangerous and risky 
work of rendering all and every kind of bomb and mine safe. The Senior Commissioned Gunner was appointed M.B.E. on 1 January 
1952 and Petty Officer Cook, who accompanied him on practically every operation that was so successfully carried out, is strongly 
recommended for his contribution to the success achieved. 

Previously recommended/ 

A related Admiralty notation states: 

'A similar recommendation for Petty Officer Cook at New Year 1953 was not supported by the Selection Committee on the grounds 
that his citation covered the period December 1949 to January 1952, when a special list for Bomb & Mine Disposal service was still in 
operation. The C.-in-C. Mediterranean has now investigated this matter and confirms that an earlier recommendation for Petty Officer 
Cook was overlooked and, in fact, should have been forwarded together with that for the Senior Commissioned Gunner, who was 
awarded the M.B.E. in the New Years Honours List 1952, and to whom Cook was Assistant. Further, a scrutiny of station records has 
confirmed that Cook assisted in practically every operation undertaken by the S.C.G., including a number which were of a very 
dangerous nature. 

In view of the circumstances mentioned above, this recommendation is re-submitted for consideration as a special case, so that Petty 
Officer Cook's courage and devotion to duty may not remain unrecognised through the combination of an administrative oversight and 
the closure of the special list.' 

Harold Robert Cook was one of just 144 men to be awarded the Naval General Service Medal with clasp for 'Bomb & Mine Clearance 
1945-53'. 

He was subsequently awarded the Imperial Service Medal in respect of his services as a Photoprinter at the Ministry of Defence 
(.London Gazette 15 September 1981, refers).

Leslie Victor Williams was born in Birmingham in September 1911 and enlisted in the Royal Artillery in May 1931, when he was 
posted to 3rd Medium Battery, R.A. A Lance-Bombardier by the outbreak of hostilities, he served with the B.E.F. from September 1939 
until June 1940, and was advanced to Sergeant in December of the same year, while attached to the Hampshire Regiment. Having then 
attended relevant gunnery courses, he was posted to 5th Maritime Regiment, R.A., in late 1943, in which capacity he served on the 
Atlantic run and in the Mediterranean in the M.V. Empire Saturn, and out in the Middle and Far East in the M.V. Thurland Castle. His 
final wartime appointment appears to have been in the M.V. Empire Sincerity, back on the Atlantic run. Post-war, Williams became a 
postman in Birmingham, in which capacity he was awarded his B.E.M. in 1971.

Roger Paine, who was born in February 1949, enlisted in the Intelligence Corps in February 1967, and is verified as having participated 
in the Dhofar operations, in addition to service as a Military Intelligence Officer and Field Intelligence N.C.O. in Northern Ireland, in 
which disciplines he qualified in July 1976 - a copied page from his Regular Army Certificate of Service refers. The same source states 
that he was serving as an Operator in Intelligence and Security at the time of his discharge in January 1980. 

An accompanying copied newspaper report states that Paine returned to Belfast to set up Intercity Investigations Ltd., but was 
compelled to quit Ulster on being accused of using the company as a cover for military undercover work - according to him a matter of 
malicious rumour occasioned by his dismissal of a "Walter Mitty" character who worked as head of his Dublin office.

The roll confirms entitlement to the clasp for Orthes only, at which battle he was 
taken prisoner of war, remaining in captivity until June 1814, thereby missing the action at Toulouse. Whilst there are three men of this 
name serving in the Peninsula, only one, a labourer from Putney, was present at Waterloo. He was discharged on 18 May 1818, 'being 
blind of the right eye and deaf, with a total service of 13 years 125 days, including 2 years for Waterloo and after deducting 2 years 
'under age'. His conduct was described as 'particularly good'.

Quickly witnessing 
active service in the Crimea, where he was present in operations before Sebastopol (Medal & clasp; Turkish Medal), he transferred to 
the Commissariat Corps in September 1859, in which capacity he was present in subsequent operations in New Zealand, where he was 
stationed for four years (Medal). Appointed a 2nd Corporal in the Army Service Corps in April 1870, Gleeson was finally discharged in 
the rank of Staff Sergeant at Fermoy in March 1876. 

Andrew Fitzwilliam Gleeson, Patrick's son, was born in February 1860 and, on joining the Army Service Corps, quickly witnessed 
active service in the Gaika, Galeka and Zulu campaigns (Medal & clasp). Afterwards joining the Commissary General's H.Q. as a Clerk, 
he remained employed in the War Office until taking his retirement as an Hon. Lieutenant-Colonel (Q.M.) in February 1920, aged 60 
years, in which period his name became synonymous with matters concerning Army transport. His is O.B.E. was awarded in respect of 
his services in the Great War. 

Andrew John Gleeson, Patrick's grandson, who was entitled to a single British War Medal 1914-20, was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal

A. N. Gleeson, Patrick's great grandson, was from Feltham, Middlesex. His brother, Peter, also served in the R.A.F. and was awarded 
the D.F.C., but killed in action while serving in No. 83 Squadron in August 1944; sold with a large quantity of photocopied research 
relevant to the Gleeson family.

Advance on and capture of 
Calpee and pursuit of the Rebels 23rd May. Capture of Morar Cantonments 16th June. Recapture of Town & Fortress of Gwalior 19th 
June 1858. Wounded slightly at the battle of Betwa, 1 st April 1858.'

Embarked for India in September 1886, he 
passed a Telegraphist's course in 1894 and was duly employed in that capacity 
by the Telegraph Department in the Waziristan operations (Medal & clasps). 
Returning to normal regimental employ, he next witnessed active service during 
the Punjab Frontier operations of 1897-98, as part of the Tirah Field Force (Medal 
& 2 clasps), and, having been embarked for South Africa in September 1899, at 
the defence of Ladysmith and in subsequent operations up until January 1902 
(Queen's Medal & clasp; King's Medal & 2 clasps). Having then been awarded 
the L.S. & G.C. Medal, he was discharged at his own request in July 1904. 

With the advent of hostilities, however, Edmondson re-enlisted in the Special 
Reserve R.E. in October 1914, and, according to his service papers, served with 
the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force from July-December 1915. But he was 
subsequently found unfit for further military service and discharged in May 191 7.

Appointed Trumpeter in October 1882 and advanced to Gunner in August 1884, he was embarked for India in early 1886, and saw 
action in the Chin Hills operations of 1892-93, when chosen to accompany a small detachment of two guns from No. 7 Mountain 
Battery, R.A. - indeed just three gunner officers and nine other ranks ranks received the relevant clasp. 

Having then gained advancement to Corporal and been discharged from the Royal Artillery in November 1893, he enlisted in the Royal 
Army Medical Corps in August 1894 and, as a 1st Class Orderly, served out in Egypt and the Sudan from July 1898 to March 1904 
(Queen's Medal; Khedive's Medal). 

Malcolm returned to an operational footing out in France in mid-August 1914, where he was employed as a Corporal in No. 2 General 
Hospital. Advanced to Sergeant in December of the same year, he was finally discharged in August 191 6 'on expiration of service'.

A rather charming glimpse of Cooper in later life is to be found in a letter he sent to the editor of the North Hertfordshire Mail in 
February 1916: 

'Sir, 

Being a constant reader of your paper I was delighted to read in your last week's issue a piece of poetry from the open of an ex-C.M.R., 
which related to the Zulu War, in which I also took part up to the final battles of Ulundi. I also should like to buckle on my sword 
again, but alas, like Mr. Lathom, I am too old to go, being the same age, 60.

William George Rich was born in the Parish of Midhurst, Sussex, and enlisted for the 43rd Brigade at Brighton on 23 December 1880, 
aged 18 years 3 months, a clerk by trade. He was appointed to the 107th Foot, in which regiment he served just 110 days, being 
discharged by purchase on 11 April 1881. He re-enlisted for the Royal Engineers at Brighton on 10 October 1883, giving his trade as a 
carpenter. He served in the 2nd Battalion Mounted Infantry, with the small R.E. detachment of 28 men under Lieutenant A. E. 
Sandbach, in the operations up the river Nile and in the vicinity of Suakin, 1884-85. He served in South Africa with 23rd Field 
Company R.E. and was present throughout the siege of Ladysmith, being mentioned in despatches (London Gazette 8 February 1901) 
'for good services rendered during the siege of Ladysmith, S. African Campaign 1899', as noted in his service papers. He received his 
long service medal in January 1902, and was finally discharged at Bordon Camp on 29 September 1904. Sold with copied discharge 
papers and medal roll entries.

Tiramanja, a Yao tribesman from Liwonde, enlisted in the Central Africa Rifles in April 1899. His subsequent services in the Ashanti 
expedition of 1900, including the Kumassi operations, the Somaliland expedition of 1902-04, and the action at Jidballi, are all verified 
by his service record, as indeed is the fact that he was awarded a 'Special Medal for the Ashantee Expedition, 1900, presented by His 
Majesty the King at Marlborough House, Monday July 29th 1901'. Interestingly, this date of presentation differs from that given by 
Lieutenant-Colonel H. Moyse-Bartlett in his history The King's African Rifles, but since two contingents of the regiment set sail for 
England in the summer of 1901, it is probable that the King held separate investitures for them: 

'On 3 June 1901, a detachment of the 1st Battalion Central Africa Rifles, consisting of one Sikh (Havildar Jaimal Singh, 14th Sikhs), six 
Sergeants, three Corporals, 12 Privates and an Interpreter, drawn from the Yao and Atonga tribes, embarked for England under the 
command of Captain C. V. N. Percival (Rifle Brigade). Another detachment of 15 N.C.Os and men of the 2nd Battalion had left Accra 
for England on 22 May, under Captain J. Johnston-Stewart (Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders). On arrival they were quartered at St. 
George's Barracks and attached to the 3rd Battalion, Coldstream Guards. On 26 June they were inspected in the gardens of 
Marlborough House by King Edward VII, who presented medals for the recent campaigns in Ashanti and Gambia. The detachment then 
marched to the War Office for inspection by the Commander-in-Chief, Lord Roberts. During their stay in England the men saw the 
Royal Tournament, the Military Exhibition at Earls Court, and a review of the Household troops, but the most lasting impression brought 
back by either party was a display of Brock's fireworks at the Crystal Palace, and a performing elephant that played a piano at the 
Alhambra.' 

Alas, Tirimanja's career ended on a less glorious note, for, in January 1905, while garrisoned at Zamba, he was charged for 'neglect of 
duty in not taking over the rifle of a discharged man', and was duly discharged. 

To date, it has generally been assumed that King Edward VII gave out Central Africa 1891 -98 Medals to the above described contingent 
of men from the C.A.R., but, as recently discussed in the O.M.R.S. Journal, it now seems increasingly likely that these awards - bearing 
the inscription "Presented by the King" - were in fact East and West Africa 1887-1900 Medals without a clasp, the result of the short 
period of time allotted the King to reward the visiting C.A.R. men for their services in the Ashanti 1900 operations, the relevant Medal 
for which had not yet been authorised.

Captain E. H. Hobart served in West Africa 1897-98, Northern Territories Gold Coast (Medal and Clasp). Again in West Africa 1900 
during the operations in Ashanti (Medal). Hobart was a militia officer in the 9th Battalion, The King's Royal Rifle Corps, whose 
Captaincy dated from 6 January 1900. This is believed to be a unique combination of medals to the K.R.R.C. 

Hobart is mentioned several times in A History of the Gold Coast and Ashanti by W. Walton Claridge, from which the following 
extract, concerning the escape of the Governor's Column, is taken: 

'At the same time [April 1900], there were other small detachments of Hausas at Asafu with Captain Hobart, the Acting District 
Commissioner of Sefwi, and at Sikasiko with Captain Soden, the Travelling Commissioner in British Jaman. Captain Hobart was at 
Pamu when he first heard of the rising, and at once ordered Pong Yow, the King of Warn, to summon all his Chiefs to a meeting, at 
which he told them what had taken place at Kumasi, warned them not to join, or in any way to aid the Ashantis, and accepted their 
oaths of fealty to the Government. The country was very unsettled however, and it was doubtful in whom it would be safe to place 
much faith. The King of Ahafu sent in messengers to say that his people had joined the Ashantis and that he was coming in to Warn for 
protection; but the next news received was that his people had taken him with them by force to Kumasi. The King of Berikum also sent 
an urgent message asking for help and support, as the Ashantis were threatening to burn his town and put his people to death if they 
did not join them. This was more than Captain Hobart could give; but he sent asking Captain Soden to visit Berikum, and he, by 
continually patrolling the district, managed to prevent any further defections, though the Odumasis and Wankis had already risen, the 
Chief of the former place, which was a great rubber centre, had put seventy-six Krepi rubber collectors and brokers to death with 
frightful tortures, and extorted large sums of money from others by threatening them with a similar fate. Captain Hobart stayed in Pamu 
until the end of the first week in June, by which time the district was fairly settled and he thought it safe to visit Berikum, where he 
stayed until the 21st. He then received news of the death of Atta Kwesi the King of Sefwi, and, knowing that this would be likely to 
unsettle the district, hurried back to arrange for the election of his successor. He reached the capital, Wiosu, on the 22nd of August, 
and Kwamin Tando, the Chief of Asafu, was then enstalled King of Sefwi. He was an extremely loyal, able, sensible, and very 
influential man, and it was fortunate that he had succeeded at this time. He soon afterwards informed Captain Hobart that the Ashantis 
were planning an attack on Asafu, and asked to be supplied with guns and powder, so that he might arm his people and assist in its 
defence. Captain Hobart, however, had no arms available, and the attack, fortunately, was not made; but the people all left the town, 
and small parties of the enemy occupied the roads and kept watch on his movements.'

Edwin Walter Castle was born in Dover, Kent, in July 1 875 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in July 1890. 

During his subsequent time aboard H.M.S. Widgeon from January 1892 to July 1895, he witnessed extensive service ashore as a 
Bluejacket in the Gambia 1894, Benin River 1894 and Brass River 1895 punitive expeditions, thereby becoming one of just 22 men to 
be awarded the above described combination of clasps. 

Returning to the U.K., Castle qualified as a Diver at Excellent , and, as occasion arose, was employed in the capacity until November 
1902, in which period he witnessed further action off China in the Centurion, where he was once more landed as a Bluejacket for the 
relief of Pekin operations (Medal & clasp). 

Transferring to the Coast Guard at Newhaven in the summer of 1902, he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in July 1908, but was 
recalled to regular seagoing duties as a Leading Seaman in July 1914, from whence, until early 1915, he served in the battleship 
Victorious. Removing to the seaplane carrier Campania in April of the latter year, he remained similarly employed until coming ashore 
to Pembroke I in February 1916. His final appointment was in the ancient sloop Gannet from September 1916 until February 1919, in 
which latter month he was demobilised; sold with copied service record and Medal & clasp roll verification for his East & West Africa 
and China Medals.

Ernest Gribbon Adames was born at Chichester, Sussex, on 7 January 1869. He served as a Trooper in "A " Troop, Mashonaland 
Mounted Police, and took part in the Jameson raid in 1895-96. He was amongst those captured by the Boers at Doornkop, Transvaal, 
on 2 January 1896, and was repatriated to England from Durban aboard the Harlech Castle later that month. He embarked at 
Southampton for Cape Town aboard the Dunottar Castle on 21 March 1896, citing his occupation as a prospector. In November 1896 
he enlisted into the British South Africa Company's Police as a Corporal in "G" Troop, and took part in the Matabele Rebellion. During 
the Boer War he served as a Staff Sergeant-Major with No. 2 (Bulawayo) Division, B.S.A. Police, in operations in Rhodesia. He died of 
typhoid fever at Bulawayo on 4 December 1 899, and is buried in Bulawayo General Cemetery. Sold with comprehensive research.

Sergeant with the Ordnance Corps. He served on the North West Frontier, Mohmand 1897-98 (Medal and clasp) and in Tirah 1897-98

and Commissary (Hon. Major) February 1919, and retired shortly afterwards.

So, too, in South Africa, firstly in the period October 1899 to May 1901, and 
secondly from February 1902 until the end of hostilities, when, as a member of 
the 1st Battalion, he was attached to the 2nd Company of Guards Mounted 
Infantry - accompanying medal roll verification would suggest his combination of 
Medals & clasps is rare indeed.

John Thomas Witty, who was born in Yorkshire in August 1876, was invalided from the Royal Navy in 1912, having witnessed active 
service as a Stoker in H.M.S. Terrible off South Africa in the Boer War, and in H.M.S. Fame in the Boxer Rebellion in 1900, the latter 
ship then commanded by Lieutenant Roger Keyes, R.N., afterwards Admiral of the Fleet. 

Sometime thereafter settling in Victoria, British Columbia, he joined the Royal Canadian Navy as an Artificer Engineer on the outbreak 
of hostilities in August 1914, when he was appointed to the submarine depot ship H.M.C.S. Shearwater.

Edwin Allen "Ginger" Coates was born in St. Helen's, Lancashire and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in November 1906. 
During his subsequent time aboard H.M.S. Fox in the period June 1908 to July 1910, he witnessed active service off Somaliland (Medal 
& clasp), and in the Persian Gulf (Medal & clasp), and was advanced to Able Seaman during the latter operations. 

Having then purchased his discharge in July 1911, he rejoined in December 1912, an early appointment being aboard the 
experimental seaplane carrier Hermes. Appointed an Air Mechanic 1st Class on the eve of hostilities, he went on to serve at R.N.A.S. 
Eastchurch and R.N.A.S. Felixstowe, at which latter establishment he was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 1 May 1918, 
refers), the original recommendation stating: 

'He has been leading hand of the working parties on this station, and it is largely due to his skill that we have had such few accidents in 
handling Large American Seaplanes, sometimes under very difficult circumstances.' 

Interestingly, the same recommendation lists his rate as Petty Officer (Gun Layer), and by way of evidence of this sub-rating, he is 
recorded as having taken part in a coastal patrol in a Large American Seaplane on 21 April 1917, with Flight Commanders A. O. 
Cooper and P. L. Holmes upfront. Indeed he appears to have been a popular character in the world of naval aviation, a feature in The 
Wing of 5 August 1916 including his portrait photograph and praise for his work as "The Baby's Bosun".

Herbert Leopold Rendel was born in April 1894, the son of an engineer, and entered the Royal Navy as a Cadet in January 1907. 
Appointed a Midshipman in September 1911, he was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant a few weeks after the outbreak of hostilities in 
August 1914, when he transferred to the submarine branch. 

Active service having ensued in the B. 6 in the period June 1915 until October 1916, some of that time in the Dardanelles, he was 
advanced to Lieutenant and joined the K. 7 in the following month, in which latter capacity he was commended by Their Lordships on 
the occasion of her loss after a collision with the K. 4 off Denmark in November 1917, Tor remaining in the control room, which was 
full of chlorine gas, after the crew had been ordered on deck, shutting off valves and breaking switches until he fainted.' 

On his recovery he joined H.M.S. Fearless , recently appointed as leader of the 12th Submarine Flotilla in the Grand Fleet, while in 
April 1918 he assumed command of the E. 25 , in which latter submarine he remained employed until April 1919. 

He had meanwhile been mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 16 April 1918, refers), and appointed a Chevalier of the Italian 
Order of the Crown ( London Gazette 7 August 1918, refers). 

Placed on the Retired List as medically unfit in February 1920, Rendel was promoted to Lieutenant-Commander (Retd.) in October 
1923 and to Commander (Retd.) in April 1934, and was recalled in September 1938. Initially given an appointment in the Operations 
Division at the Admiralty, he renewed his number with the submarine branch on being appointed to Dolphin in May 1941, and 
remained employed in that capacity until June 1945. 

Reginald Aubrey Rendel was born in February 1922, the elder son of Commander H. L. Rendel, R.N., and was educated at Winchester. 
Entering the Royal Navy as an Ordinary Seaman in the course of 1940, he served in the battleship H.M.S. Queen Elizabeth in the 
Mediterranean before returning home to attend the "Wavy Navy" training establishment King Alfred. 

Duly commissioned as a Sub. Lieutenant, R.N.V.R., in early 1942, he returned to sea with an appointment in the cruiser H.M.S. 
Edinburgh , and was similarly employed at the time of her loss on the Arctic run later in the same year - wounded on the same 
occasion, he spent some time in hospital in Russia. But he returned to active duty in the cruiser Scylla in the following year and, in 
addition to further service on the Arctic run, was present off Normandy on D-Day. His final appointment, in the frigate Capel , ended in 
his demise off Cherbourg in December 1944, when she was torpedoed by the U-486 - his captain, eight other officers and 67 ratings 
were lost on the same occasion. An officer of 'warm sympathies and great charm, always unselfish and thoughtful of others', he was 22 
years old; sold with copied Wykehamist Roll of Honour extract. 

Guy Rendel was the younger son of Commander H. L. Rendel and briefly saw service as a Midshipman in the R.N.V.R. in the final year 
of the war, namely with an appointment in the escort carrier H.M.S. Nairana in early 1945. Thus his participation in Arctic convoys JW. 
064 and RA. 064, when the Nairana repulsed a number of air attacks, but owing to the short period of his service at sea he did not 
qualify for the Atlantic Star.

Reginald Noel Davis was born on 25 December 1889, a son of Frederick Blake Davis and Amy Eugenie Davis, of Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne. He was educated at Christ's Hospital, May 1899-August 1906. From 1906 until 1914 he was connected with the 
Northumberland Shipbuilding Company. Entering into the 28th (County of London) Battalion London Regiment (Artists' Rifles), he was 
commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant on 3 March 1915 (London Gazette 26 March 1915). Serving with the 2nd Battalion West Riding 
Regiment, he entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 25 May 1915. As a Lieutenant he attained the rank of Temporary Captain 
on 2 July 1916 (London Gazette 17 August 1916).

Aged 21 years at the time of his death, he was the son of George Lamb, of Pelton Fell, Co. Durham and 
the husband of Mary Lamb, of 18 Ellison Villas, Mount Pleasant, Gateshead-on-Tyne. 

H.M.S. Invincible was the flagship of Rear-Admiral The Hon. H. L. A. Hood, R.N., commanding the 3rd Battle Cruiser Squadron. The 
battlecruisers, in the vanguard of the Grand Lleet, came under sustained fire from battleships of the High Seas Fleet. Receiving a 
number of hits in quick succession, the Invincible sank with the loss of 59 officers and 961 ratings and civilians; there were only six 
survivors. 

With a printed letter of comfort from Ellen Hood of East Sheen Lodge, Sheen, Surrey, addressed to 'Mrs Lamb' and signed 'Ellen Hood' 
in which she writes of the battle in which their menfolk died, this based on the report of a survivor - Commander H. E. Dannreuther. 
She writes that 'he is quite sure that the blast of the explosion must have killed all instantaneously, and we know the ship went down in 
ten seconds. One can be so thankful that these brave men did not suffer, and that there was no time for them to grieve or to think one 
sad thought.'

Employed as an Architect and living at 88 Davis Street, Rockhampton, 
he volunteered for service at Rockhampton on 14 October 1939, then aged 46 
years, 9 months. Served with the Garrison Battalion at Rockhampton. Notes with 
the lot suggest he was reduced to Lieutenant after being found guilty of striking a 
private soldier and was discharged after a heart attack in May 1944. Nichols died 
on 31 October 1958. With copied service papers and other research.

Edward Osborne Coote was born in January 1894 and was educated at 
Winchester College and New College, Oxford. Fluent in French, German and 

Italian, he was working as a tutor in Germany on the outbreak of hostilities, 

where he was interned in Ruhleben prison camp, west of Berlin, one of several 
thousand male citizens of the Allied Powers to suffer a similar fate. 

Back home, his mother wrote to all manner of influential friends to see if he 
could be exchanged, even though he did not qualify under the usual clauses, 
and, in March 1916, her efforts were rewarded, Coote being used to make up 
numbers in an exchange of diplomats. Having then enlisted in a Provincial 
Battalion, his fluency in several foreign languages came to the attention of 
Military Intelligence and, more specifically, M.l.6c and M.l.5f. 

Duly commissioned on the Special List in 191 7, he served as a 3rd Class Agent in 
Italy and Salonika in the following year, and was struck off the strength of the 
Army of the Black Sea in June 1919, for transfer to the British Military Mission - in 
fact General Bridges' Mission in Serbia. Finally discharged in early 1920, he was 
appointed to the Foreign Office as a 3rd Secretary at Budapest, the first of a string 
of F.O. postings between the wars, among them 2nd Secretary in Vienna in 1923, 
1st Secretary in Madrid in 1929 and Charges d'Affairs in Moscow in 1933. 
Returning to London in 1939, following another F.O. appointment in Sofia, he 
remained similarly employed until being appointed Charges d'Affairs in Mexico 
in 1944 - his time in London including some heated exchanges with Harry 
Sporborg of S.O.E. over clandestine operations in Norway. Having then been 
employed in New York, Coote died suddenly in August 1948; sold with a large 
quantity of copied research.

Edwin Michael Britton was born in 1920, the son of Brigadier E. J. J. Britton, C.B.E., D.S.O., and was appointed a Midshipman in the 
Royal Navy in May 1938. Subsequently qualifying as a pilot in the Fleet Air Arm, he was advanced to Lieutenant in June 1941. 

In his subsequent wartime career, Britton held several Squadron commands, his first such appointment occurring in August 1942, when 
he became C.O. of No. 788 (F.A.A.) Squadron in East Africa. Removing to the command of No. 828 Squadron in March 1943, he led 
his unit's Barracudas on anti-shipping operations out of Ta Kali, Malta, gallant work that won him his first "mention", not least for 
successful strikes in the Sicilian Channel ( London Gazette 5 October 1943). The original recommendation, written by Air Vice-Marshal 
Keith Park in July 1943, states: 

'Lieutenant Britton arrived in Malta on 11 April 1943, and commanded No. 828 Squadron for a period of four weeks. Subsequently he 
flew as a senior pilot showing great keenness for operational flying. During his tour of duty in Malta he has taken part in 11 sorties, 
several of which he has led, and has now completed 60 operational hours. He secured a direct hit with a bomb on an Italian destroyer, 
scored near misses on E-Boats, and bombed a number of land objectives.' 

In September 1943, Britton assumed command of No. 831 Squadron, and remained similarly employed until January 1944, when, as 
an Acting Lieutenant-Commander, he became successively Wing Leader of 2, 12, and 52 Torpedo Bomber Reconnaissance (T.B.R.) 
Wings. And it was in this latter capacity that he won his second "mention" for gallantly leading a successful Barracuda strike from the 
carrier Indomitable against enemy shipping and installations in Emmahaven harbour, Sumatra, in August 1944 ( London Gazette 2 
January 1945). The original recommendation states: 

'He was Wing Leader of the strike on Emmahaven harbour, Sumatra. This strike achieved an estimated six hits on two motor vessels 
and considerable damage to harbour installations. He has always shown zeal and fighting spirit and led this strike in a most competent 
manner. He himself scored one hit and one near miss on a motor vessel.' 

Britton ended the War as C.O. of No. 778 Squadron, but died in Malta in June 1946, while serving as C.O. of No. 728 Squadron in 
Falcon, the Royal Naval Air Station at Hal Far. Just 26 years of age, he left a widow, Pamela, of Rickmansworth, Hertfordshire, and was 
buried in the Capuccini Naval Cemetery, Malta. With copied research.

Attaining the rank of Petty Officer Mechanic, he was 
transferred to the Royal Fleet Reserve in July 1955 and honourably discharged in May 1956. Living in Winnipeg, he enlisted into the 
Royal Canadian Navy on 24 July 1956. On the following day he was promoted to Petty Officer 2nd Class Engineering Mechanic Trade 
Group 2 (P2EM2). Awarded the Canadian Forces Decoration in July 1961. Discharged on 9 July 1964.

Ernest Howard Busfield, who was born in Yorkshire in June 1912, and was employed as a Timber Salesman in Salisbury, Rhodesia, at 
the outbreak of hostilities, enlisted in the Southern Rhodesia Air Force in June 1940. Commencing his pilot training in the latter 
country, he transferred to the Royal Air Force that October, qualified for his "Wings" in July 1941 and attended an Operational Training 
Uniton his arrival in the U.K. 

He was subsequently posted to No. 455 (R.A.A.F.) Squadron, a Hampden unit operating out of Swinderby, Lincolnshire in December 
1941, and was employed on bombing and minelaying missions until the summer of 1942, a period that encompassed an attack on the 
Scharnhorst - for which his Australian navigator was awarded the D.F.M. - and a close-call after a strike on the famous Krupps Works in 
the Ruhr: 

'His twin-engined Hampden "N for Nuts" was hit by flak soon after dropping 450kg. of bombs on the target. The aircraft lost power, 
but Busfield managed to coax his aircraft to within 24 kilometres of his base near Lincoln before being forced to crash-land in a 
farmer's field. Busfield and his crew of three all stepped out unhurt. The only casualties were two carrier pigeons. A few days later, 
flying a new Hampden, Busfield was back over Germany' (a newspaper feature refers). 

In August 1942, having gained experience in Blenheims of No. 254 Squadron at Dyce, and been commissioned, Busfield joined No. 
577 Squadron, a unit of the Transport Support Force, in which, among other types, he flew Hurricanes. Having then served as a Liaison 
Officer on attachment to H.M.S. Coldstreamer in early 1944, he was embarked for service as a V.I.P pilot in a communications unit in 
South-East Asia Command, a chapter of his career best summarised by the following extracts taken from another newspaper feature: 

'Busfield, an ex-Squadron Leader in the R.A.F., was once Lord Louis Mountbatten's personal pilot. During the last hectic months of the 
Second World War, he ferried Lord Mountbatten, then Supreme Commander in South-East Asia, tens of thousands of kilometres over 
the war zone in his personal Dakota, "Sister Ann". A highlight was flying Lord Mountbatten and General Bill Slim to Singapore to 
accept the formal Japanese surrender in South-East Asia.' 

'Busfield was assigned Mountbatten's personal pilot in April 1945 soon after the Supreme Commander had moved his H.Q. from Delhi 
to Ceylon ... set among the hills, Mountbatten's new H.Q., however, presented tricky landing and take-off problems, particularly in 
monsoon weather, "But he always left the decision to me," said Busfield. "If I told him it was too risky to fly he'd accept it without 
question." 

'A major assignment immediately after the Japanese surrender in Singapore was flying Lady Mountbatten on a 26,000 kilometre tour of 
P.O.W. camps in Burma, Thailand, Malaya, Sumatra, Java, Borneo, the Philippines, French Indo-China and the Celebes. "It was a 
shattering experience - the beri beri, malnutrition and appalling conditions. Lady Mountbatten was visibly moved by what she saw and 
promised speedy evacuation of the prisoners. Soon a massive air shuttle was under way to get them to Singapore and the best medical 
attention." 

'Lord Mountbatten again demonstrated his tremendous charm when, as Chief of Britain's Defence Staff, he visited Rhodesia in October 
1960. Busfield, now a civilian back-room boy with the Rhodesian Air Force, and his wife Dorothy, were invited to a reception for Lord 
Mountbatten at Army H.Q. in Salisbury. After greeting all the guests with a formal word and handshake, Mountbatten sent his Aide over 
to ask the Busfields to join him. "He wanted to talk about the old days. I suppose we chatted about the War for 20 minutes or more." 

Busfield was demobbed and repatriated to Rhodesia in March 1946.

Alexander John McDonald was serving as a Navigator in a Wellington of No. 431 Squadron when compelled to take to his parachute 
during a raid on Stuttgart on 14 April 1943. Of events that night, he later sent an account to the Irving parachute company: 

'We were attacked without warning. Three bursts of fire raked the port side of the aircraft, bullets ripping through the end of my chart 
table ... the aircraft commenced to lose height and the Bomb Aimer reported to the captain that our port wing was on fire. The Captain 
said, "Yes, I know - bale out". 

I informed the Wireless Operator, grabbed my parachute from the rack behind me on the starboard side and endeavoured to clip it on - 
only to find it would not go. I had always been most meticulous about my harness but that evening we had arrived at the aircraft with 
an hour or more to wait until take-off and as a new forecast was delivered, necessitating re-drafting of a long flight plan, I had undone 
the bottom straps to be comfortable whilst on the ground and hooked the metal ends on to the parachute hooks on my chest. 

As the Bomb Aimer was starting to come forward there was no time to spare as I tried the left hand hook. The bottom strap jammed and 
without trying again I swiftly removed the right strap from the hook and jammed the pack on that hook. I thought that would probably 
hold if I did not get another opportunity to clear the other hook before jumping. 

I moved swiftly forward, partly to see whether the situation really was as desperate as it seemed - this was our first 'Op/ I put one foot 
in the cockpit and as I did so the aircraft flicked viciously into a spin. In the split second I stood with one foot in the cabin and one in 
the cockpit, I could see that the port wing was a mass of flames and that the Captain was desperately trying to pull the stick back, 
without success. Probably the control rods which ran along the port side had been damaged. 

As the aircraft flicked over, I was catapulted over the 2nd Pilot's position, through the opening in the dashboard across the entrance 
hatch - noting with surprise that the hatch had disappeared and that I could see moonlight - to land flat on my back with my head 
beside the bombsight. Centrifugal force pinned me to the floor and I was unable to move so much as a finger. Whilst I lay there I 
thought, quite calmly, that my head would be just about the first thing to meet the ground. 

There was an abrupt change in the aircraft's motions and I was hurled back, over the place where the entrance hatch had been, head 
first in the direction of the back of the pilot's instrument panel. I don't recall actually hitting the panel - my last knowledge being when 
my head was a foot or so from the panel. 

When I came to I was falling feet first. My left arm was stretched almost vertically downwards with the rip cord handle firmly clutched 
in it. The rip-cord had been pulled although I don't remember doing it, and the parachute had not yet opened. It now proceeded to do 
so. There was a faint jerk, a click (or snapping noise rather) about my shoulders somewhere, and in a flash the whole harness 
disappeared above my head - with the exception of the left hand bottom strap which arrested my fall with a terrific jerk under the 
armpit. My left arm went dead immediately and there was a pain in my back. I grasped my left arm with my right and hung on with all 
my might. It seemed to take hours to reach the ground, but just as I was wondering if I could hang on any longer, I hit with a thud 
which damaged my knee slightly. There is no doubt that if I had succeeded in freeing that left hand hook, the whole harness would 
have pulled clear off leaving me to fall the rest of the way on my own - and if I had been falling in any position other than feet first 
when the parachute opened I think the result would have been the same. And was I not lucky that the entrance hatch had disappeared, 
so that I could fall out whilst unconscious? 

Amongst my injuries I sustained those incurred in the descent were a severely lacerated armpit which gave me considerable trouble - I 
was at large for a week before being picked up and it became infected; left arm quite dead for a couple of days when movement 
returned - feeling returned very gradually and it was two months later before the last patch on the forearm regained its feeling; a back 
injury which did not seem bad at the time but has proved to have a permanent effect; and a knee injury which soon recovered but later 
developed trouble, apparently as a result. 

To my great regret all the remaining members of the crew perished. To the best of my knowledge and belief they did not manage to 
leave the aircraft.' 

McDonald was interned in Stulag Luft III at Sagan, scene of the "Great Escape", from whence he first wrote to the Irving Parachute Co. 
in respect of obtaining his Caterpillar Club membership badge.

1938, and served as a Hurricane pilot in No. 73 Squadron at Digby in the first 
half of 1939. By the outbreak of hostilities, however, he was a Pilot Officer in No. 
112 Squadron, a Gloster Gladiator unit, at Helwan in the Middle East, and with 
the entry of Italy into the War, he flew his first operational patrols in June 1940, 
having been detached to an airfield in the Sudan. Indeed his flying log book 
reveals a flurry of operations in this period and, by August, regular dogfights with 
assorted Italian aircraft - Duff shot up an SM 79 on the 1 7th. 

In September, No. 112 moved to the Western Desert, carrying out numerous 
patrols over Mersa Matruh, and it was while engaged in a similar capacity that 
Duff won election to the membership of the Caterpillar Club, being shot down in 
flames by CR 42s in a combat at 16,000 feet - 'Pilot Officer B. B. E. Duff escaped 
by parachute and suffered slight superficial burns' (112's O.R.B. refers). 

Transferred to H.Q., Middle East, in November 1940, and thence to a similar post 
in Ismailia, he flew in 259 Wing in Cyprus in July-October 1941. Having then 
held assorted posts in No. 222 and No. 224 Groups, and 293 Wing, in Ceylon 
and India in 1942-43, he served as a flying instructor back in the U.K. for the 
remainder of the War.

Thomas Neil Douglas was born in April 1923, being commissioned into the Scots Guards in August 1942. He attained the rank of 
Captain in April 1950 and Temporary Major in November 1951, prior to his retirement in 1954. 

The History of The Scots Guards confirms that he served with the regiment from 1942 to 1954, in North Africa, Italy and Malaya. He 
was with the 2nd Battalion when it embarked for Salerno in September 1943 and on 18 March 1945 was O.C. Flamethrower Platoon of 
the 1 st Battalion, when the latter came under the command of the 56th (London) Division. 

On 12 November 1943, during the action at Monte Camino, near Mignano, Lieutenant Douglas led a night patrol; it came under fire, 
was caught in an exposed position and was unable to get back until daylight, when it withdrew under cover of an artillery 
bombardment. Douglas, who was serving with Right Flank Company was wounded. 

On 9 April 1945 the 8th Army launched its final offensive across the River Senio; the only Scots Guardsmen to take part were the men 
of the "Wasp" Flamethrower Platoon under Lieutenant Douglas; this detachment supported the 8th Indian Division as it stormed and 
cleared the high flood banks which housed the German defences.' With copied research.

John William Goddard, originally a member of the East Surrey Regiment who commenced his airborne training at Ringway in late 
1940, served in 'B' Company, 3rd Battalion, The Parachute Regiment, in North Africa, Sicily and Italy, prior to joining the 10th 
Battalion back in the U.K. in March 1944. A component of Brigadier John Hackett's 4th Parachute Brigade, the 10th landed on 
Dropping Zone 'Y', at the top of Ginkel Heath, on 18 September, under mortar fire, and quickly went into action, taking heavy 
casualties in an attempt to retake the crossing at Wolfhezen on the 19th. One of their number, Captain Lionel Queripel, Royal Sussex 
Regiment, won a V.C. this day, the citation bearing testament to the ruthless and confused nature of the fighting. And from Wolfhezen, 
the Battalion was ordered to fight its way through to Divisional H.Q. inside the Oosterbeek perimeter on the 20th, a task duly achieved 
at great cost, Lieutenant-Colonel K. B. I. Smyth, the C.O., reporting to General Urquhart that he had just 60 men left on arrival - they 
were quickly ordered to defend some houses to the north-east. 

In common with so many men from the 10th, Smyth died of wounds, but others were taken P.O.W., among them Goddard, who was 
held at Stalag 4B at Muhlberg, on the Elbe, at which establishment he arrived on 6 October 1944.

Born in April 1913, Lee commenced his wartime career at Moffat, Southern Rhodesia, in December 1941, where he attended an Air 
Gunnery Course. Having then qualified for his Air Gunner's Brevet, he was posted to No. 55 Squadron, a Baltimore unit, in the 
Western Desert and, teaming up with Squadron Leader Mills' crew, flew his first operational sortie on 14 August 1942, a strike against 
rolling stock at Fuka Station - his flying log book noting that his Baltimore returned to base with 20 holes caused by flak. 

Lee, who by now had been commissioned as a Pilot Officer, flew several more sorties with No. 55 in September and, after brief 
attachment to No. 52 Squadron, was posted to No. 244 Squadron in Iraq at the year's end. Thus ensued a spate of anti-submarine and 
convoy escort patrols in the unit's Vincents over the Gulf of Oman, one such operation on 29 January 1943 ending in a forced landing 
in the desert - Lee's flying log book noting they were not picked up for 48 hours and that he opened fire with 300 rounds at some 
unfriendly looking tribesmen. Tour 'expired' by the end of May, he returned to the U.K. and was appointed an instructor, but in April 
1944, he commenced a second operational tour with No. 297 Squadron at Brize Norton, an Albermarle unit employed in glider towing 
duties. 

D-Day, Arnhem and the Rhine 

On the night of 5-6 June 1944, with Squadron Leader Trim at the helm, Lee's Albermarle towed a Horsa Glider with troops from 9 
Parachute Regiment, who were charged with the destruction of the Merville Battery, and more particularly the section under Captain 
John Smellie. In One Night in June, Kevin Shannon and Stephen Wright quote Sergeant Johnny Bowen, who was the pilot of the glider 
towed by Lee's Albermarle: 

'We were first away at 0119 hours and I remember that a red flare was fired as we took off. Much later, I learned that this was a signal 
that half our undercarriage had fallen off. We flew north to begin with, to Southam, and at first there was no-one with us, but then other 
gliders and tugs arrived and we got into formation, line astern. Crossing the Channel, I saw one German Me. 109 fighter and below us, 
American gliders heading west. These latter were all showing full lights! 

Near Le Havre we met anti-aircraft fire and suddenly emerging from cloud we found that we were near the Landing Zone. Squadron 
Leader Reggie Trim, our tug pilot, yelled "Pull off Johnny, we're there." I released the tow-rope and descended at about 115mph. 
Another glider passed me and, as I flew over the triangle of lights and positioned myself in the lane between the obstructing poles, I 
saw that the other glider had hit a pole and was blocking my path. I eased back the wheel, but still hit his fuselage as I flew over. This 
changed my path and one of the poles smashed into the port side of my cockpit, leaving John Smellie with nothing in front of him. As I 
eased back to land, having lost the other half of my undercarriage, the nose wheel hit a ditch and came up inside the glider. Then we 
were safely down with no injuries and load intact-the time 0324 hours.' 

The Normandy landings completed, No. 297 Squadron next undertook a brace of 'special duties' operations, dropping supplies to the 
Resistance, the first of them on the night of 4-5 July, when Lee's aircraft was attacked by an enemy fighter - and shot down by a fellow 
gunner. The Squadron having then moved to Earls Colne in Essex, and been re-equipped with Halifaxes, Lee participated in another 
special operation to France on the night of 10-11 August, on which occasion he damaged a Ju. 88 - the relevant combat report stating 
that he managed to get in several bursts of fire. 

Next up was "Operation Market Garden", Lee completing a brace of Horsa glider towing operations to Arnhem on 17-18 September, 
with Pilot Officer Rickard, D.F.C. at the helm, followed by a regular bombing sortie to the Ruhr in late January 1945, and another 
'special duties' mission to Norway in late February. Then on 24 March he participated in "Operation Varsity", the airborne invasion of 
Germany, on this occasion with Wing Commander Dean, D.F.C. at the helm. And his final wartime sortie was another special mission 
to Norway on 19 April. He was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 14 June 1945 refers). 

Lee remained in the R.A.F. after the War, was advanced to Squadron Leader in August 1947, and was placed on the Retired List in April 
1961.

John Patrick Garvey was born on 2 October 1903. A Surveyor by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Engineers at Winchester on 28 
November 1925. He was promoted to Sergeant in January 1940; Acting W.O. Class II (C.S.M.) in February 1940; W.O. Cl. II in May 
1940 and Acting W.O. Cl. I (R.S.M.) in December 1940. Prior to the war he served in Egypt, September 1930-April 1931 and Sierra 
Leone, March 1937-September 1939. With the onset of war he served with the B.E.F. in France, September 1939-February 1940. In 
March 1940 he was posted to the Middle East, serving in Egypt, and from 4 March 1941, he served in Greece. Garvey was captured in 
Greece on 29 April 1941. He remained a prisoner-of-war of the Germans until his release in April 1945. During this time he served as 
Camp Leader and undertook administrative duties. Acting W.O. CL I (R.S.M.) Garvey was discharged in October 1950. 

With exceptional original papers, including: Certificate of Service (2); Soldiers Service Book; Soldiers Pay Book (4); Soldiers Service and 
Pay Book (4); a quantity of photographs, including some of groups taken at Stalag XVIIIA; together with a folder of papers relating to his 
pension.

In 
June 1941 he was appointed a Corporal with the 1 st Independent Commando Company. Embarked at Sydney for Rabaul, 12 July 1941; 
disembarked at Kavieng, New Ireland, 24 July 1941. Served in operations against the Japanese from 20 January 1942. Missing, believed 
captured later in the month. 

Munro died on 1 July 1942 when the Japanese transport Montevideo Maru , on which he was being shipped to Japan, was sunk by the 
U.S. submarine Sturgeon, off the west coast of Luzon in the Philippines. His name is commemorated on the Rabaul Memorial, Papua 
New Guinea. He was the son of George and Geraldine Edith Munro, of Unley Park, South Australia.

By his complete disregard for his own safety, courage, and tenacity this 
sepoy succeeded in removing a serious obstacle to the advance of his Platoon and heartened and inspired his comrades at a time when 
they were suffering casualties, and unable to advance.'

Jeffrey Howard Wansey Jackson was born in October 1919 and was commissioned into the Royal Artillery as a 2nd Lieutenant in 
October 1940. Advanced to Lieutenant in April 1942 and to Temporary Captain that June, he qualified as a pilot in Austers and joined 
the strength of No. 652 (Air Observation Post) Squadron, Royal Air Force, in readiness for the Normandy invasion. The unit's priority 
task was to spot for Allied artillery, work that sometimes entailed drawing enemy fire to reveal their gun positions: 

'We landed with Ground Party at H+5 on D-Day 6 June 1944, near Arromanches at a little village called Courseilles. Throughout the 
month we remained in the small bridgehead after an unpleasant little battle with the Radar Station at La Deliverande - an enemy 
pocket. Our first Advanced Landing Ground at Beny-sur-Mer proved too hot and we moved to Reviers ... During the month [July] the 
Yank Fortesses bombed Caen and my Auster got a few holes in it from exploding ammunition. We leave 3rd Canadian Division and go 
to 6th Airborne Division, and then to 49 (W.R.) Division ... ' 

As evidenced by further monthly reports kept by Jackson, his unit moved on to Belgium and Holland and was involved in operations on 
the River Maas, while in December 1944, as a result of the Ardennes offensive, its Auster pilots were rushed down to 'plug the gap - 
flying furiously throughout Christmas Eve, Christmas Day and on till the end of the month' . In late January 1945, after further flying in 
the Roer sector in support of 12 Corps - 'one of our pilot's got the D.F.C. for his work in this battle' - Jackson returned to the U.K. on 
leave, but he was back on active service in the following month, this time employed in a clandestine role: 

'Spent most of the month on cloak and dagger work, intermingled with a little shooting on the banks of the Maas. We are in a large 
'Luny Bin' but quite comfortable. Weather throughout the month atrocious!' 

Jackson refers to continuing 'cloak and dagger work' in March and appears to have come into contact with members of I.S. 9 (Western 
European Area), a component of M.l. 9, during this period, a unit charged with rounding up our own P.O.Ws as the Allies advanced - 
and, no doubt, taking witness statements from them - but one which also had responsiblitiy for getting members of the Dutch 
Resistance to carry out intelligence gathering missions. He ended the War at Wilhelmshaven, having latterly returned to spotter duties 
with a Polish Armoured Division. 

Advanced to substantive Captain in October 1946, Jackson was attached to H.Q. B.A.O.R. in the late 1940s, and, according to 
documentation and photographs in the below described scrapbook, might well have flown in support of the Berlin Airlift. He also 
appears to have served in '2 Reconnaissance Squadron' - 'we mapped all Russian occupied Germany and the Russians didn't know'. 

Sold with a fascinating scrapbook, covering the recipient's career from the Normandy landings through to post-war Germany as a 
member of the B.A.O.R., the contents including his handwritten monthly reports, amidst a mass of photographs (in excess of 250 
images), many being air-to-ground intelligence shots taken from 652's Austers, but also including a fine series of pictures taken in the 
chaos of immediate post-war Germany; together with assorted banknotes, newspaper cuttings, leaflets and other printed matter, the 
latter including a German Intelligence map of Christchurch, 'one of thousands covering the whole of G.B. found buried after the 
unconditional surrender ... No doubt they will prove useful for World War III', and even a signed receipt for '1 - Mercedes Benz', 
delivered by Jackson to H.Q., 31 st A.A. Artillery Brigade on 21 May 1945, 'in compliance of orders of 21 st Army Group, re. handing-in 
enemy equipment'; examples of German and Allied 'anti-radar paper' from the Caen battlefront; and several embroidered unit shoulder 
flashes.

Arthur Nicholas Amesbury Boyd was educated at Eton, where he established himself as a fine opening batsman for the School XI and 
captained the team in one of its famous clashes with Harrow at Lords. Having then attended the R.M.C. Sandhurst, he was 
commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Grenadier Guards, on the Supplementary Reserve of Officers. 

V.C. action 

Duly mobilised on the outbreak of hostilities, Boyd was ordered overseas with his Battalion in April 1940, where it formed part of 1st 
Guards Brigade, B.E.F. And with the advent of German invasion of the Low Countries in the following month, his Battalion was 
allocated to cover the Brigade's 60 mile retreat to the River Escaut. By 20 May, the 3rd Grenadiers had taken up a defensive line on the 
Escaut, near Pecq, and it was here, on the 21st, that the Germans launched a massive surprise attack. The Grenadier Guards 1939-45, 
by Forbes and Nicholson, takes up the story: 

'At Pecq the 1st Guards Brigade were digging their positions during the night of the 20 May. The 2nd Coldstream guarded the 
approaches from the river to the village itself and the 3rd Grenadiers were on their right, with three companies forward on the river 
bank, and Battalion Headquarters and No. 3 Company a mile behind round Bailleul. The whole sector was overlooked by Mont St. 
Aubert, which lay in German hands two miles east of the river. From the monastery buildings which crowned its summit, the Germans 
could observe every movement on the British side. However, at dawn all seemed quiet. A heavy mist lay over the water. The men 
relaxed after the normal morning stand-to and some of them began to wash and prepare their breakfasts. At that moment, at 7.30 a.m. 
the Germans attacked. 

They had not been observed as they formed up because the mist, the high corn and odd clumps of trees had hidden their preparations 
on the far bank. The first that the Grenadiers knew of the attack was a sudden and very violent mortar and machine-gun barrage along 
the whole width of the Brigade sector and though it was soon answered by the British artillery, the Germans were already pouring 
across the river and beached their rubber boats on the Western bank. The main assault fell on the boundary between the Grenadiers 
and the Coldstream. 

Swinging left-handed, the 'Storm Troopers' overran some of No. 4 Company's trenches and pressed on, slightly inland to cut off No. 2 
Company from their Headquarters. The Grenadiers immediately launched two counter-attacks. 

The first was led by Major W.R.J. Alston-Roberts-West (No. 4 Company) in a great effort to regain his lost trenches; but it failed. He 
himself and one of his platoon commanders, 2nd Lieutenant A.N.A. Boyd were killed in the attempt.' 

As Boyd made his final, gallant charge, nearby a young N.C.O., Lance-Corporal Harry Nicholls, also of 3rd Grenadiers, was in the 
process of winning the V.C. - four times wounded, he proved instrumental in repelling the enemy with his Bren gun, and, at length, the 
Germans retreated. But the Grenadiers had paid a heavy price, with nearly 200 casualties, including six officers killed and two 
wounded, among them Lieutenant the Duke of Northumberland. 

Arthur Boyd was buried in the Esquelmes War Cemetery, Belgium.

Working in the Sniper Platoon, Private Tindale developed great self discipline and patience mastering the different techniques required 
to be an effective sniper. Skills that demonstrate his ability to master difficult techniques over time. Furthermore, he showed that he 
could cope well under situations of pressure, maintaining both concentration and a good sense of judgement' (Extract taken from his 
Record of Service Testimonial - copies included). 

Tindale's entitlement to the Operational Service Medal for Sierra Leone, with rosette, stemmed from his part in "Operation Barras", a 
British initiative to try and free 11 men of the Royal Irish Regiment who had been seized on 25 August 2000 by the rebel group known 
as the "West Side Boys". A few days later five of the hostages were released, but on 10 September a major assault was mounted to free 
the remainder, our forces comprising 150 men of The Parachute Regiment and elements of the Special Forces. In the ensuing 10-hour 
engagement, one S.A.S. Trooper was killed and 11 other soldiers wounded, but the Royal Irish Regiment captives were safely released. 
The rebel leader, Foday Kallay, was captured, so too many of his followers, and 25 members of the "West Side Boys" killed. 

Only those members of the Parachute Regiment or the Special Forces that took part in Operation Barras qualified for the silver rosette 
on the Sierra Leone Operational Service Medal. Tindale was discharged at Connaught Barracks, Dover in April 2004.

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to withdraw 
any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for auction 
again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants and 
agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective bidder 
or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given shall be 
deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after posting. 


31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and all 
other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction of the 
English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) 'catalogue' includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) 'hammer price' means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) 'total amount due' means the 'hammer price' in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) 'deliberate forgery' means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) 'sale proceeds' means the net amount due to the seller being the 'hammer 
price' of the lot sold less commission at the 'stated rates' and 'expenses' and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) 'stated rate' means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) 'expenses' in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, packing 
and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) 'bought-in price' means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors' commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold.
